dollars ;  paving  intersections,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (250,000)  dollars;  improvement  of  the  following 
branches  of  The  Boulevard :  Bensalem,  Holme  and  Poques- 
sing  avenues,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars; 
for  the  further  improvement  of  the  South  Broad  street 
Boulevard,  Plaza,  League  Island  Park  and  Government 
avenue,  one  million  one  hundred  thousand  (1,100,000) 
dollars;  for  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  water 
supply,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  for 
purchase  and  installation  of  water  meters,  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars;  toward  the  purchase  of  ground 
for  and  erection  and  construction  of  and  repairs  to  police 
and  fir^  stations,  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (550,- 
000)  dollars;  purchasing  new  and  motorizing  pres3nt 
fire  apparatus,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250.000) 
dollars;  toward  purchase  and  installation  of  machinery 
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and  tools,  and  equipment  of  Fire  and  Water  repair  shops 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  toward  improve- 
ments and  alterations  at  the  House  of  Correction,  eighty- 
nine  thousand  (89,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erection  of  a 
Convention  Hall,  supplementing  money  borrowed  under 
an  ordinance  approved  June  19,  1911,  twenty  thousand 
(20,000)  dollars;  toward  acquisition  of  land,  erection, 
construction  and  equipment  of  Philadelphia  General  Hos- 
pital, Nurses'  Home,  and  the  other  buildings  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  three  million  (3,000,000)  dollars; 
alterations  and  improvements.  City  Hall,  one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erection  of  an 
Art  Museum,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  the 
improvement,  development  and  equipment  of  playgrounds" 
and  recreation  centers,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(250,000)  dollars;  for  the  payment  of  claims  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (250,000)  dollars;  for  purchase  of  materials  and

Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent 
of  the  electors  to  the  said  increase  of  indebtedness  in  the 
sum  of  forty-seven  million  four  hundred  and  twonty-five 
thousand  (47,425,000)  dollars,  as  designated  in  Section  1, 
an  election  shall  be  held  at  the  usual  places  on  the  six- 
teenth (16th)   day  of  May,  1916,  between  the  hours  of 
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7  A.  M,  and  7  P.  M. ;  that  notice  of  said  election  shall  be 
given  by  the  Mayor  of  the  municipality  by  weekly  adver- 
tisements in  not  exceeding  three  newspapers  in  the  said 
City,  during  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  said 
election,  which  notice  shall  contain"  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
of  the  said  City;  the  amount  of  the  existing  debt,  the 
amount  and  percentage  of  the  proposed  increase  and  the 
purposes  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  to  be  increased; 
and  the  City  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  necessary  ballots, 
ballot-boxes  and  other  articles;  and  to  take  such  other 
action  as  may  be  required  for  the  holding  of  such  election 
as  provided  for  in  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
governing  the  increase  of  indebtedness  of  municipalities 
and  the  holding  of  elections  therefor.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  autiiorize  the  construction  of  additional  tracks  across 
Erie  avenue,  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way Compan}^,  lessee  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company;  the  extension  of  an  existing  bridge 
across  Luzerne  street,  and  the  construction  of  a  new 
bridge  to  the  eastward  thereof. 

(Section'  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the  North  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  cross  with  additional  tracks,  so  much  of  the  bed  of  Erie 
avenue  as  lies  to  the  eastward  of  the  existing  bridge  on 
Erie  avenue,  east  of  Lawrence  street,  for  a  distance  of 
about  one  hundred  and  twelve  (112)  feet  on  the  north 
line  of  said  bridge  and  for  a  distance  of  about  seventy- 
seven  (V7)  feet  on  the  south  line  thereof:  Pi^ovided, 
That  the  said  Company  shall,  at  their  entire  cost  and  ex- 
pense, erect  over  said  tracks,  and  forever  maintain, 
with  the  exception  of  the  paving  thereof,  an  extension  to 
the  existing  bridge  for  the  distances  before  given ;  said 
bridge  to  be  built  of  deck-plate  girder  I-beams,  with  con- 
crete floor  covered  with  asphalt  paving.  TTie  said  bridge 
to  have  the  same  distance  between  curb  lines  and  railings 
as  on  the  existing  bridge,  and  to  be  constructed  at  the  con- 
firmed grade  of  Erie  avenue,  as  shown  upon  the  City  plan. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany, lessee  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, be,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  at  their  entire  cost 
and  expense,  to  extend  to  the  eastward,  for  a  distance  of 
about  oije  hundred  and  forty-one  (111)  feet,  their  exist- 
ing bridge  across  Luzerne  street,  east  of  Lawrence  street, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  additional  railroad  tracks 
across  said  street ;  and  is  further  authorized  to  construct, 
at  their  entire  cost  and  expense,  an  additional  bridge  about 
twenty  (20)  feet  to  the  eastward  of  the  proposed  ex- 
tension, on  the  north  side  of  Luzerne  street,  and  about 
forty-nine    (19)    feet   to   the   eastward   of   the  said   pro- 
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posed  extension  on  the  south  side  of  Luzerne  street ; 
the  said  additional  bridge  to  be  about  fourteen  (11) 
feet,  six  (6)  inches  in  width,  and  both  it  and  the  ex- 
tension to  the  existing  bridge  shall  be  built  of  through 
plate  girders,  supported  on  columns,  placed  one  (1)  foot, 
nine  (9)  inches  inside  of  the  curb  line  of  said  Luzerne 
street,  with  solid  concrete  water-proofed  floor,  ballasted: 
Provided,  That  both  the  extension  to  the  existing  bridge 
and  the  additional  bridge  herein  authorized,  shall  have  a 
clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  (11:)  feet  above  the  pres- 
ent confirmed  grade  of  Luzerne  street,  as  shown  on  the 
City  plan. 

Sect.  3.  The  right  to  do  the  work  herein  authorized 
is  granted  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany, lessee  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, with  the  distinct  understanding  and  agreement  that 
said  extension  of  bridges,  and  the  additional  bridge,  shall 
be  built  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  and  the  Art  Jury  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  that  the  cost  of  any  and  all  damages  to  private 
property  resulting  from  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  bridges  or  tracks  herein  authorized  shall  be  paid  by 
them:  Provided,  That  before  exercising  any  privilege 
under  the  authority  of  this  ordinance,  the  said  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway  Company  shall  first  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  cover 
the  cost  of  publication  hereof. 

Sect,  4.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
such  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by 
said  Commission  of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the 
Public  Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  2G,  1913.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  general  welfare  and  better  protection 
of  life  and  property  by  requiring  the  examination  and 
certification  of  persons  having  charge  of  steam  boilers 
and  steam  engines  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  to  have  charge  of  or  to  operate 
any  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia unless  such  person  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over,  and  has  received  a  certificate  authorizing  him  to 
have  charge  of  or  operate  the  same,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for ;  or  to  have  charge  of  or  operate  any  steam  boiler 
or  steam  engine  in  said  City  after  the  revocation  of  such 
certificate,  until  the  renewal  thereof,  or  during  the  sus- 
pension of  his  right  so  to  do.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  owner,  user,  or  other  person  having  control  of  any 
such  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  to  operate  or  cause  it 
to  be  operated  by  any  person  other  than  one  holding  such 
certificate :  Provided,  That  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply 
to  steam  boilers  or  steam  engines  in  dwelling  houses  used 
exclusively  for  residential  purposes,  or  to  such  steam 
boilers  or  steam  engines  as  may  be  under  the  regulation, 
supervision  or  control  of  the  State  or  Federal  authorities. 

Sect.  2.  All  persons  desiring  to  be  employed  in  the 
operation  of  steam  boilers  or  steam  engines  shall  apply  to 
the  Bureau  of  Steam  Engine  and  Boiler  Inspection  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  Bureau  shall  examine  the 
applicant  as  to  his  knowledge  of  steam  boilers,  engines 
and  appliances,  and  his  experience  in  operating  the  same, 
and  as  to  the  character  and  habits  of  such  applicant  with 
respect  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  otherwise; 
said  applicant  shall  have  at  least  two  years'  experience  as 
an  assistant  engineer  or  helper  prior  to  taking  said  ex- 
amination, and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
said  Bureau  such  applicant  is  a  suitable  and  safe  person  to 
be  entrusted  with  the  affairs  and  duties  of  such  position,  a 
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certificate  shall  be  granted  to  such  applicant  as  a  ''Steam 
Boiler  Engineer,"  authorizing  him  to  be  employed  in  the 
charge  and  operation  of  steam  boilers  and  steam  engines 
for  the  period  of  one  year.  No  person  shall  bo  eligible  to 
receive  such  original  certificate  unless  he  shall  furnish 
proof  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  duties  and  requirements 
of  the  said  occupation  or  position.  A  fee  of  three  (3) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  upon  the  granting  of  such  certiticate, 
which  shall  be  annually  renewed  without  examination, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  further  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar  each 
year:  Provided,  however.  That  application  for  such  re- 
newal must  be  made  not  later  than  ten  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  certificate.  Any  person  who  has  here- 
tofore been  granted  a  license  or  certificate  authorizing  him 
to  operate  or  supervise  steam  boilers  or  steam  engines 
shall  be  granted  a  certificate  as  herein  provided  without 
examination,  and  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  ( 1 )  dollar. 
All  fees  herein  provided  for  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  said  City. 

Sect.  3.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers,  personally  or 
by  his  assistants,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  empowered  to 
investigate  all  acts  of  incompetence  or  misconduct  con- 
nected with  the  duty  of  any  certified  engineer  and  com- 
mitted by  him  while  acting  under  the  authority  of  his  certi- 
ficate, and  give  to  the  person  so  charged  an  opportunity  to 
answer  such  charge,  and  after  reasonable  notice  in  writing 
given  to  the  alleged  delinquent  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  investigation,  and  to  his  employer,  if  he  have  one,  to 
hear  witnesses  touching  the  subject-matter  of  the  said  com- 
plaint ;  and  if  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers  shall  be  satis- 
fied, after  such  hearing,  that  sucli  certified  engineer  is  in- 
competent or  has  been  intoxicated,  negligent  or  unskilled 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  or  has  endangered  life, 
or  wilfully  violated  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  he 
shall  have  authority  to  suspend,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months,  or  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  the  person  so 
offending,  as  in  his  judgment  the  circumstances  may 
require. 
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Sect.  4.  From  the  decision  of  the  Cliief  Inspector  of 
Boilers  refusing,  revoking  or  suspending  any  certificate 
as  aforesaid,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  by  the  person  affected 
by  said  decision  to  a  Board  consisting  of  the  Chief  In- 
spector of  Boilers,  or  one  of  his  assistants  (to  be  selected 
by  such  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers),  of  a  certified  steam 
boiler  engineer,  to  be  chosen  by  the  person  so  affected,  and 
of  a  third  competent  person,  to  be  chosen  by  the  two  so 
selected,  by  giving  written  notice  of  such  appeal  to  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers  within  five  (5)  days  after  the 
refusal,  revocation  or  suspension  of  such  certificate,  where- 
upon such  Board  shall  give  to  such  person  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  by  himself  or  his  counsel,  or  both,  and  to  pro- 
duce such  proofs  as  may  be  pertinent,  and  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  confirm,  reject  or  modify  such 
decision.  The  employer  of  the  person  affected  shall  also 
be  given  notice  of  the  hearing  before  the  said  Board. 

Sect.  5.  Every  person  receiving  a  certificate  as  herein 
provided  for  shall,  when  employed  about  any  steam  boiler 
or  engine,  or  in  charge  thereof,  display  such  certificate  in 
some  conspicuous  place  near  said  boiler  or  engine.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  steam  boiler  engineer  holding  a  certifi- 
cate under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  assist  the 
Chief  or  other  inspectors  of  boilers  of  said  City  in  his  or 
their  examination  of  any  boiler  or  steam  engine  under  the 
charge  of  such  engineer  and  point  out  any  defects  and  im- 
perfections therein  known  to  him,  and  as  far  as  possible  to 
aid  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  arising  out  of  such  de- 
fects and  imperfections,  or  otherwise.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  steam  boiler  engineer,  when  he  assumes  charge 
of  any  steam  boiler  or  engine,  forthwith  to  examine  the 
same,  and  if  he  finds  said  boiler  or  engine  in  bad  condi- 
tion or  any  imperfection  or  defect  therein,  he  shall  re- 
port the  facts  forthwith  to  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

iSect.  6.  ISTo  owner,  lessee,  agent,  or  any  other  person 
having  control  of  any  steam  boiler  or  engine,  embraced 
within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  no  person 
acting  for  such  owner,  lessee,  agent  or  other  person,  shall 
permit   the   control,    management   or   operation    of   such 
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steam  boiler  or  engine  to  be  entrusted  to  any  person  other 
than  one  to  whom  a  certificate  has  been  granted,  as  herein 
provided  for,  and  which  certificate  is  in  full  force  and 
effect:  Provided,  That  upon  the  installation  of  a  new 
steam  boiler  or  engine,  the  builder  or  builders  thereof,  or 
the  person  so  installing  such  boiler  or  engine,  may  contract 
or  agree  in  writing  to  accept  the  responsibility  for  its  safe 
condition  and  maintenance  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
sixty  days;  but  this  shall  not  dispense  with  the  require- 
ment that  a  certified  engineer  shall  be  in  charge  thereof, 
as  hereinabove  provided.  Every  person  who  shall  operate 
a  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  without  a  certificate,  or 
after  the  revocation  or  during  the  suspension  thereof,  and 
any  person  who  shall  have  received  such  certificate  and 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.  Any 
owner,  user,  lessee,  agent  or  other  person  who  shall  permit 
a  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  to  be  operated  save  as  herein 
provided  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars.  Such  penalties  shall  be  sued  for 
and  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now  recoverable  by  law. 
All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

tric signs  over  the  sidewalks  of  the  highways  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  approved  April  12,  1909,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  proviso: 

"Provided,  That  for  each  permit  granted  for  the  loca- 
tion and  relocation  of  said  signs  a  license  fee  of  five  (5) 
dollars  be  paid."

AN"  OEDINAN^CE 

To  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating 
charges  for  underground  conductors  installed  by  in- 
dividuals or  corporations  in  conduits  of  other  indi- 
viduals or  corporations,"  approved  July  30',  1910. 

iSectioiv^  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philaddphiu  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved July  30,  1910,  reading  as  follows:  "Section  1. 
The  Select  and  C 0771711071  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia do  ordain.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  or- 
dinance, individuals  or  corporations  who  use,  rent  or  in- 
stall wires  or  conductors  in  the  underground  conduits  of 
other  individuals  or  corporations  which  are  authorized 
by  ordinance  of  Councils  to  construct  and  maintain  under- 
ground conduits,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
through  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  one  dollar  and  a  half  per 
mile  per  year  of  conductor  that  is  installed  in  the  under- 
ground conduits  of  such  other  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions.

AN  OKDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the 
government  and  protection  of  the  department  for  sup- 
plying the  City  with  water,"  approved  June  1,  1871. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  14  of  an 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  government  and 
protection  of  the  department  for  supplying  the  City  with 
water,"  approved  June  1,  1871,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  14  and  substituting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  14.  All  private  pipes  conveying  water  from 
the  public  main  in  any  street  shall  be  laid  at  least  four  (4) 
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feet  below  the  established  grade  of  that  street.  All  such  pri- 
vate pipes  shall  consist  of  lead  pipe  of  standard  quality 
from  the  public  main  to  the  stop  cock  of  the  private  pipe 
at  the  footway,  and  shall  not  exceed  in  size  the  next 
standard  size  larger  than  the  ferrule  in  the  public  main  to 
which  the  private  pipe  is  attached.  The  weight  per  foot 
of  such  private  pipe  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following 
designated  weights:  For  pipe  one-half  (^)  inch  in 
diameter,  two  and  one-half  (2-|)  pounds;  for  pipe  five- 
eighth  (f)  inch  in  diameter,  three  (3)  pounds;  for  pipe 
three-quarter  (f)  inch  in  diameter,  four  (4)  pounds;  for 
pipe  one  (1)  inch  in  diameter,  five  (5)  pounds;  for  pipe 
one  and  one-quarter  (1^)  inch  in  diameter,  seven  (7) 
pounds;  for  pipe  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  in  diameter, 
ten  (10)  pounds:  Provided,  That  for  private  pipes  larger 
than  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  in  diameter,  the  material 
and  weight  per  foot  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water.  Whenever  a  private  pipe  of  material 
and  weight  other  than  is  herein  designated  is  found  to 
leak,  such  private  pipe  shall  be  replaced  from  the  public 
main  in  the  street  to  the  stop  cock  at  the  footway  with  the 
standard  pipe  herein  specified,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner."

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  protection  of  food  and  beverages  from 
dust,  dirt,  flies,  promiscuous  handling  or  other  contami- 
nation, and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person, 
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firm  or  corporation  to  keep,  expose,  display,  transport,  sell 
or  offer  for  sale,  on  any  sidewalk  or  in  any  street,  alley  or 
highway  of  this  City,  any  farinaceous  or  bakery  products, 
confectionery,  shelled  nuts,  dried  fruits,  pickled  products, 
meat  or  fish  products,  butter,  cheese,  or  any  foodstuffs  pre- 
pared for  eating,  or  any  beverages,  unless  the  aforesaid 
foodstuffs  and  beverages  sha,ll  be  protected  from  dust, 
dirt,  flies,  promiscuous  handling  or  other  cantamination, 
and  when  displayed  shall  be  covered  with  a  closed  container 
of  glass,  wood,  metal  or  other  suitable  material. 

Sect.  2.  All  foodstuffs  and  beverages,  and  all  fruits 
and  vegetables,  when  placed  outside  of  buildings,  must 
have  the  bottom  of  their  containers  raised  not  less  than 
eighteen  (18)  inches  above  the  sidewalk,  pavement  or 
ground  level ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  wrap  any  article 
of  food  enumerated  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  in 
newspaper;  nor  shall  any  paper  except  clean  wrapping 
paper  be  used  for  wrapping  said  articles  of  food. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  (10) 
dollars  for  each  offense  committed,  to  be  recovered  as 
penalties  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

1927  (that  is,  to  the  termination  of  the  period  of  the 
lease  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to  The  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  by  agTeement  dated  No- 
vember 12,  1897)  for  furnishing  street  lighting  by  in- 
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candescent  gas  lamps  in  place  of  the  naphtha  lamps  now 
located  along  the  line  of  existing  gas  mains  and  of  gas 
mains  to  be  laid  hereafter  within  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia by  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  during 
the  term  of  said  agreement  of  jSTovember  12,  1897,  and 
to  provide  for  the  pa^onent  therefor;  said  street  light- 
ing to  be  in  addition  to  the  public  gas  lighting  re- 
quired to  be  furnished  without  charge  under  the  agree- 
ment l)etween  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  dated  November  12,  1897. 

Whereas,  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  between 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  The  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company,  dated  November  12,  1897,  The  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  is  required  to  supply  gas 
without  charge  to  the  City  street  lamps  and  lamps  in 
public  squares  along  the  line  of  its  mains  up  to  the  num- 
ber that  were  being  lighted  at  the  beginning  of  the  lease 
(namely,  nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  nineteen 
(19,219)  lamps),  and  also  in  each  succeeding  year  to 
supply  gas  without  charge  to  three  hundred  (300)  street 
lamps  or  lamps  in  public  squares  along  the  line  of  its 
mains  in  addition  to  the  number  supplied  in  the  preced- 
ing year  when  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ; 

And  Whereas,  In  addition  to  said  City  street  lamps 
and  lamps  in  public  squares  to  which  The  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  is  required  to  supply  gas  free  of 
charge  under  the  terms  of  said  agreement,  in  order  to  meet 
its  requirements  for  public  lighting,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  lighting  certain  streets  and  alleys  by  naphtha  lamps 
to  the  number  of  about  twenty  thousand  and  sixty-two 
(20,062),  of  which  about  three  thousand  four  hundred  and 
fifty-four  (3,454)  are  located  along  the  line  of  existing 
gas  mains,  and  about  sixteen  thousand  six  hundred  and 
eight  (16,008)  are  located  on  streets  and  alleys  where 
there  are  no  gas  mains; 

And  Whereas,  The  City  is  desirous  of  substituting  to 
as  great  an  extent  as  possible  incandescent  gas  lighting  for 
naphtha  lighting;

And  Whereas,  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany is  willing,  at  its  own  expense,  to  alter  into  incan- 
descent gas  lamps  all  naphtha  lamps  now  located  along  the 
lines  of  its  mains  and  to  connect  the  same  with  its  mains 
at  the  present  locations  of  said  naphtha  lamps,  and  is 
also  willing  at  its  own  expense  to  extend  its  mains  to 
reach  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (7,750) 
additional  naphtha  lamps,  to  be  selected  by  said  Gas  Com- 
pany out  of  the  sixteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  eight 
(16,608)  naphtha  lamps  now  located  on  streets  and  alleys 
where  there  are  no  gas  mains,  and  to  connect  the  same 
with  its  mains  at  the  present  locations  of  said  naphtha 
lamps  so  selected,  and  is  also  willing  to  agree  at  its  own 
expense  to  alter  into  incandescent  gas  lamps  and  con- 
nect with  its  mains  any  additional  naphtha  lamps  which 
are  hereafter  reached  by  such  gas  mains  as,  under  the 
terms  of  said  agreement  of  ISTovember  12,  1897,  it  may 
hereafter  lay  to  reach  additional  private  consumers;  all 
of  said  lamps  being  in  addition  to  the  City  street  lamps 
and  lamps  in  public  squares  to  which  The  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  is  required  to  supply  gas  free  of 
charge  under  the  terms  of  said  agreement  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  said  Company,  dated  November 
12,  1897;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor,  through 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  The  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company  for  a  portion  of  the  year  1916, 
^nd  for  the  years  1917,  1918,  1919,  1920,  1921,  1922, 
1923,  1924,  1925,  1926  and  1927,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  for  furnishing  street  lighting 
by  incandescent  gas  lamps  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  (25) 
dollars  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  lamp  per  annum: 
Provided,  That  the  contract  shall  contain  a  proviso  that 
when  the  price  of  gas  to  private  consumers  shall  be  estab- 
lished under  the  said  contract  of  !N"ovember  12,  1897,  at  a 
less  price  than  one  (1)  dollar  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  said 
price  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  and  seventy-five  (75) 
cents  per  lamp  per  annum  shall  be  reduced  by  seventy 
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(70)  cents  per  lamp  per  annum  for  each  reduction  of 
five  (5)  cents  per  tliousand  cubic  feet  in  the  price  of  gas 
to  private  consumers,  or  at  that  rate  for  the  period  of  the 
year  during  which  said  reduced  rate  to  private  consumers 
shall  be  in  force:  And  provided  further.  That  the  gas 
consumed  by  said  lamps,  ascertained  as  provided  herein- 
after in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  City 
under  the  agreement  of  November  12,  1897,  as  if  it  had 
been  sold  to  private  consumers  at  the  price  established  at 
the  time. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  gas  consumption  of 
said  lamps,  said  contract  shall  stipulate  that  each  lamp 
shall  bo  adjusted  to  consume  three  and  one-half  (3^) 
cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour  and  shall  be  so  rated,  and  the 
schedule  of  lighting  shall  aggregate  four  thousand  (4,000) 
hours  per  lamp  per  annum,  which  would  make  the  con- 
sumption at  the  rate  of  fourteen  thousand  (14,000)  cubic 
feet  of  gas  per  lamp  per  annum. 

Said  incandescent  gas  lamps  shall  be  in  addition  to  those 
required  to  be  maintained  free  of  cost  under  the  terms  of 
the  agreement  dated  ISTovember  12,  1897,  and  shall  be 
substituted  for  naphtha  lamps  now  located  along  existing 
gas  mains  and  along  gas  mains  which  may  be  laid  hereafter 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  The  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  during  the  term  of  said  agreement 
dated  N"ovember  12,  1897,  and  shall  be  upon  the  same 
lamp  posts  and  in  the  same  locations  now  used  and  occu- 
pied for  naphtha  lamps  for  which  they  shall  be  substi- 
tuted ;  said  contract  price  shall  include  the  use  during  the 
term  of  the  contract  of  the  necessary  lamps  and  fixtures, 
and  the  lighting,  cleaning,  extinguishing,  maintaining  and 
repairing  of  the  same,  as  well  as  the  supply  of  the  specified 
amount  of  gas.  Said  contract  shall  provide  for  the  reloca- 
tion and  replacement  of  said  lamp  posts  by  the  Company 
at  the  City's  expense. 

-Sect.  2.  The  said  contract  shall  provide  that  the 
pa.\Tnents  which  will  become  due  thereunder  for  the  year 
1916  shall  be  made  from  Item  2,  paragraphs  B,  C  and  D, 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Lighting,  for  the  year  1916. 
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The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
charge  said  contract  against  said  appropriation,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
draw,  the  City  Controller  to  countersign,  and  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  warrants  drawn  against  the  same  under 
such  contract.  For  each  year  after  1916  covered  by  said 
contract  performance  and  payment  shall  only  be  demanded 
by  either  party  provided  the  necessary  appropriation  has 
first  been  made  by  Councils. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  contract  shall  be  entered  into 
under  this  ordinance,  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting  Com- 
pany of  America,  the  present  contractor  for  naphtha  light- 
ing, shall  file  with  the  City  Controller,  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  its  assent  to  the  release  from  its  contract 
of  so  many  naphtha  lamps  as  may  be  converted  into  in- 
candescent gas  lamps  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  and 
the  contract  hereby  authorized,  and  its  release  of  any 
claims  or  demands  arising  out  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
contract  hereby  authorized.

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  in  the  sum  of 
sixty-seven  million  one  hundred  thousand  (67,100,000) 
dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  and  improve- 
ment of  wharves  and  docks,  including  the  acquisition  of 
land  upon  which  to  erect  them ;  the  construction  of  bulk- 
heads, and  for  the  reclamation  of  land  to  be  used  for 
the  construction  of  wharves  and  docks ;  toward  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  rail- 
ways, elevated  railways  and,  other  transit  facilities,  to 
wit:  On,  under  or  above  Broad  street,  Eront  street, 
Kensington  avenue,  Frankford  avenue,  Oxford  avenue, 
Castor  road,  Bustleton  avenue,  Verree  road,  as  pro- 
posed; Worthington  road,  Southampton  road,  from 
Thirtieth  and  Market  or  Ctestnut  streets  to  Darby; 
Parkway,  Fairmount  Park,  Twenty-ninth  street,  Henry 
avenue  or  street,  with  extension  to  Eoxborough;  Arch 
street,  Eighth  street.  Locust  street  and  Chestnut  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor,  City  Con- 
troller and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  such  times  and 
in  such  proportions  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  demand,  either  by  popular  subscription  or 
from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  by  advertisement,  at 
not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall 
not    exceed    sixty-seven    million    one    hundred    thousand 
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(67,100,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in 
the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.     The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  au- 
thorized in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit:     For  the  construction 
and  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks,  including  the  ac- 
quisition of  land  upon  which  to  erect  them ;  the  construc- 
tion of  bulkheads,  for  the  reclamation  of  land  to  be  used 
for  the  construction  of  wharves  and  docks  (including  the 
amounts  necessary  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking 
fund  charges   accruing,   and  which  may  accrue  thereon 
throughout  the  respective  periods  of  construction  and  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  completion  of  the 
work  for  which  such  indebtedness   shall  have  been  in- 
curred), ten  million  (10,000,000)  dollars;  toward  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  railways, 
elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities  (including  the 
amounts  necessary  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking 
fund  charges  accruing,   and  which  may   accrue  thereon 
throughout  the  respective  periods  of  construction,  and  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  completion  of  the 
work,  for  which  such   indebtedness  shall  have  been  in- 
curred),    fifty-seven     million     one     hundred     thousand 
(57,100,00)  dollars  to  be  used,  applied  and  expended  as 
follows :    First,  toward  the  construction  and  improvement 
of  a  subway  railway  in  Broad  street,  from  League  Island 
to  Olney  avenue,  with  four-track  capacity,  between  Mc- 
Ferran  and  Spruce  streets,  with  the  necessary  branch  lines 
northeast  and  northwest  from  Broad  street,  twenty-five 
million  (25,000,000)  dollars;  second,  toward  the  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  an  elevated  railway  from  Front 
and  Arch  streets  to  Rhawn  street,  via  Front  street,  Kens- 
ington avenue  and  Frankf ord  avenue  to  Rhawn  street,  four 
million  four  hundred  thousand  (4,400,000)  dollars;  third, 
toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  a  double- 
track  surface   passenger   railway,   beginning  at  or  near 
Frankf  ord  avenue  and  Oxford  avenue;  thence  along  Ox- 
ford  avenue,    Castor  road,   Bustleton   avenue  to   Verree 
road ;  thence  from  the  intersection  of  Bustleton  avenue  and 
Verree  road  through  private  property  along  a  proposed  ex- 
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tension  of  Verree  road  to  tlie  intersection  of  Byberry  road 
and  Wortbington  road;  thence  along  Worthington  road 
and  Southampton  road  to  the  Bvberry  and  Bensalem  Pike, 
with  all  necessary  curves,  switches,  grading  and  widening 
of  roads,  construction  of  bridges  and  purchase  of  private 
property  in  connection  therewith,  one  million  two  hundred 
thousand  (1,200,000)  dollars;  fourth,  toward  the  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  an  elevated  railway,  beginning 
at  or  near  Thirtieth  and  Market  streets,  or  at  or  near 
Thirtieth  and  Chestnut  streets,  and  extending  thence  to 
Darby,  four  million  two  hundred  thousand  (4,200,000] 
dollars ;  fifth,  toward  the  construction  and  improve- 
ment of  a  subway  railway  extending  beneath  the  Park- 
way from  a  point  of  connection  with  the  Broad  Street  Sub- 
way at  or  near  the  City  Hall,  into  Fairmount  Park  near 
the  Green  street  entrance,  and  an  elevated  railway  connect- 
ing with  the  same,  extending  north  over  Twenty-ninth 
street,  thence  to  Henry  avenue  or  street,  together  with  an 
extension  thereof  to  Eoxborough,  which  extension  may  be 
in  whole  or  in  parts  either  elevated  or  open  subway,  seven 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (7,500,000)  dollars;  sixth, 
toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  a  subway  rail- 
way in  Arch  street.  Eighth  street  and  Locust  street,  form- 
ing a  delivery  loop  and  connecting  with  the  Broad  Street 
Subway  at  or  near  Arch  street,  and  at  or  near  Locust 
street,  seven  million  six  hundred  thousand  (7,600,000) 
dollars ;  seventh,  toward  the  construction  and  improvement 
of  a  subway  railway  if  Councils  should  hereafter  deter- 
mine that  the  same  should  be  erected,  as  a  connection 
bet^veen  the  elevated  railways  leading  to  Frankford  and  to 
Darby,  such  subway  to  be  mainly  under  Chestnut  street, 
five  million  (5,000,000)  dollars;  eighth,  toward  the  ac- 
quisition of  real  estate  and  real  estate  easements  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the 
aforegoing  subway  and  elevated  railways  and  other  transit 
facilities,  two  million  two  hundred  thousand  (2,200,000) 
dollars ;  ninth,  any  surplus  or  balance  remaining  in  any 
of  the  aforegoing  paragraphs  of  this  transit  item,  after  the 
completion  of  the  work  herein  specified,  shall  be  used 
toward  the  completion  of  the  work  in  any  of  the  other 
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paragraphs  therein  where  there  has  not  been  sufficient 
money  provided  to  complete  that  particular  work. 

Sect,  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months 
of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the  said  loan 
shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender 
may  require,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and 
its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  forms,  and  it  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein  men- 
tioned is  payable  in  fifty  years  after  date  thereof  and  that 
the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loans  are  payable  in 
lawful  money  of  the  United  States  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  force  hereof  annually 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  loan  as  issued,  during  the 
period  of  the  construction  of  the  work  for  which  such  loan 
shall  be  created  and  one  year  after  the  completion  of  said 
work  of  construction,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  instal- 
ments due  the  Sinking  Fund  and  required  for  the  dis- 
charge within  fifty  (50)  years  of  the  principal  of  such 
loan.  And  "there  is  further  hereby  appropriated  annually 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  out  of  the  said 
proceeds,  during  such  period  of  construction  and  one  year 
thereafter,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
loan.  And  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
with  the  assent  of  the  City  Controller,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  fix,  deduct  and  set  aside  such  sum  or 
sums  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loans  so  issued  as  may  be 
required  and  sufficient  for  the  foregoing  purposes.  And 
after  the  lapse  of  one  year  from  the  completion  of  said 
work  of  construction,  there  is  hereby  levied  an  annual  tax 
of  five  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  par  value  of  the 
certificates  so  issued,  to  pay  the  interest,  also  the  principal, 
of  such  loan  within  fifty  (50)  years  from  the  date  of  issue 
thereof.

To  amend  an  ordinance  approved  June  18,  1915,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  condemn  and  place  upon  the  City 
plan  a  certain  plot  of  ground  situate  in  the  Twenty- 
second  Ward  for  park  and  playground  purposes  for  the 
health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever,  and  to 
place  the  same  under  the  custody  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Recreation." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  condemn  and  place  upon  the  City 
plan  a  certain  plot  of  ground  situate  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward  for  park  and  playground  purposes  for  the  healthi 
and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever,  and  to  place  the  same 
under  the  custody  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Recreation," 
approved  June  18,  1915,  bo  amended  by  striking  out  all 
of  Section  1  thereof  and  inserting  the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That,  by  virtue  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  the  fourth 
section  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  13,  1857, 
they  do  select  and  appropriate  for  park  and  playground 
purposes  and  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people 
forever,  to  wit :  All  that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground, 
situate  in  the  Tw^enty-second  Ward,  beginning  at  a  point, 
the  north  corner  of  Price  and  IMusgrave  streets ;  thence 
extending  north  47°  53'  47"  west,  along  the  east  side  of 
Musgrave  street,  a  distance  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
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seven  (297)  feet  ten  and  five-eightli  (lOf)  inclies  to  a 
point  in  the  line  of  land  occupied  by  the  Chestnut  Hill 
Eailroad;  thence  extending  along  the  same  north  5°  27' 
13"  east  the  distance  of  forty-eight  (48)  feet  seven  and 
one-eighth  (7^)  inches  to  a  point  in  other  ground  of 
Waterview  Park;  thence  along  the  same  south  47°  32'  24" 
east  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  (294)  feet  eight  and 
one-eighth  (8^)  inches  to  a  point,  an  angle;  thence  extend- 
ing south  47°  11'  51"  east  thirty-two  (32)  feet  four  and

The  privilege  hereby  granted 
shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  and  the  pipe  removed  upon 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.

four-track  capacity  between  McFerran  and  Spruce  streets, 
with  the  necessary  branch  lines  northeast  and  northwest 
from  Broad  street ;  elevated  railway  from  Front  and  Arch 
streets  to  Ehawn  street,  via  Front 'street,  Kensington  ave- 
nue and  Frankf ord  avenue  to  Rhawn  street ;  double-track 
surface  passenger  railway,  beginning  at  or  near  Frank- 
ford  avenue  and  Oxford  avenue,  thence  along  Oxford  ave- 
nue. Castor  road,  Bustleton  avenue  to  Verree  road ;  thence 
from  the  intersection  of  Bustleton  avenue  and  Verree  road 
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throiigli  private  property  along  a  proposed  extension  of

That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be^  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  advertise  for  proposals,  and  enter  into  contracts,  in  ac- 
cordance with  existing  laws  and  ordinances,  for  the  work 
necessary  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  sewage  dis- 
posal plants,  including  the  construction,  erection  and  in- 
stallation of  all  buildings,  machinery,  pumps,  engines, 
power  plants,  air  compressor  plants,  electrical  plants,  and 
all  other  work  incident  thereto  and  necessary  for  the 
proper  completion  of  the  same;  for  the  work  necessary 
for  the  construction  of  sewerage  system  of  the  Frank- 
ford  creek  area,  including  intercepting  sewers,  devices  for 
intercepting  sewage,  grit  chambers,  pumping  stations,  con- 
struction or  reconstruction  of  sewers,  conduits,  water 
mains,  and  all  other  municipal  structures  incident  thereto 
and  necessary  for  the  proper  completion  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  work  authorized  and  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  such 
assistants  and  employ  expert  service  as  may,  in  his  judg- 
ment, be  necessary  for  the  proper  and  efficient  execution  of 
the  work,  and  to  appoint  such  inspectors  for  the  various 
classes  of  work  as  may  be  required  during  the  progress 
thereof ;  all  expenses  for  salaries,  inspection,  tests,  borings, 
transportation  and  incidental  expenses  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
work  herein  authorized.

Section  1.  llie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  on  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  De- 
partment of  WharveSj  Docks  and  Ferries  to  rearrange  and 
revise  tlie  nnmbers  on  piers  and  Vv'harves  located  along  the 
west  side  of  the  Delaware  river  front,  between  Poquessing 
Creek  on  the  north  and  Fort  jVIifflin  on  the  south,  and 
hereafter,  whenever  necessary,  to  furnish  each  owner  or 
occupant  of  any  pier  or  wharf  situate  within  the  district 
abo\'e  mentioned  with  a  written  copy  of  the  correct  num- 
ber to  which  such  pier  or  wharf  is  entitled,  and  after 
such  notice  shall  have  been  served,  the  said  property  shall 
be  designated  and  known  by  such  number  on  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  several  Departments,  and  each  owner 
shall,  w'ithin  thirty  days  after  such  notice,  cause  a  painted, 
carved  or  cast  numeral  of  such  number,  of  a  minimum 
height  of  two  feet,  to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on 
both  the  outshore  and  inshore  ends  of  said  piers,  in  a  per- 
manent and  durable  manner. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  failure  or  neglect  of  any  owner  to

AN  ORDINAlSrCE 

Regulating  vehicular  traffic  on  highways  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Sectiotst  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  place  signs  reading :  "Danger  ; 
Run  Slow,"  and  signs  reading:  "End  of  Fifteen-mile 
Limit,"  on  such  of  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
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]>liia  as  may,  in  bis  jiulgrneiit,  require  the  same.  *  Such 
signs  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly of  July  7,  1913,  and  be  placed  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  in  the  manner  provided 
in  that  Act, 

Sect.  2.  Every  motor  vehicle  while  on  any  of  the 
highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall,  from  one  hour 
after  sunset  uTitil  one  hour  before  sunrise,  show  at  least 
two  white  lights  visible  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  in 
the  direction  in  which  the  motor  vehicle  is  proceeding: 
Provided,  however.  That  motor  cycles  need  display  only 
one  white  light  visible  in  the  direction  in  which  they  are 
])roceeding.  l^o  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle,  while 
the  said  vehicle  is  on  any  of  the  highways  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  nse  any  acetylene,  electric  or  other 
headlight,  unless  it  shall  be  so  shaded  as  not  to  blind  or 
dazzle  other  nsers  of  the  highway,  or  make  it  difficult 
or  unsafe  for  them  to  ride,  drive  or  walk  thereon. 

Sect.  3.  The  unnecessary  sounding  of  bells,  horns, 
or  signal  devices  and  the  nse  of  muffler  cut-outs  are  hereby 
prohibited  on  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  operating  a  motor  vehicle  on 
any  of  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  which 
signs  are  placed  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance, at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  fifteen  miles  an 
hour,  or  operating  any  motor  vehicle  in  violation  of  Sec- 
tions '2  and  3  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
fines  and  penalties  provided  in  the  said  Act  of  Assem- 
l)ly  of  July  7,  11)13. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
])owered,  at  such  street  crossings  as  may  be  designated 
l)y  him,  to  mark  said  streets  from  curb  to  curb  with  a 
white  line,  not  over  four  inches  in  width,  the  said  lines 
to  be  placed  on  such  portions  of  said  streets  as  the  (Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  may  designate.  All 
vehicular  travel  on  the  streets  so  marked  shall  stop  on  the 
near  side  of  said  white  lines  when  travel  at  right  angles 
has  the  right  of  wav. 
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Sect.  6.  AVlieiiever  a  trolley  car  stops  at  any  street 
crossing  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of 
loading  or  unloading  passengers,  all  vehicular  traffic  at 
said  crossing,  upon  the  street  where  said  car  is  stopped, 
shall  stop  with  said  trolley  car,  and  said  vehicular  traffic 
shall  not  again  proceed  until  said  trolley  car  shall  have 
moved:  Provided,  That  at  crossings  where  a  police  officer 
is  on  duty  directing  traffic  and  such  officer  signals  for 
ii-affic  to  proceed,  such  traffic  shall  proceed  in  accordance 
with  his  signal. 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  operating  a  vehicle  on  any 
iif  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall,  upon  re- 
quest of  any  police  officer  who  shall  be  in  uniform  or 
shall  exhibit  his  badge  or  other  sign  of  authority,  imme- 
diately stop  said  vehicle  and  shall  not  proceed  until  a 
signal  to  proceed  is  given  such  person  by  the  said  officer. 

Sect.  8.  When  overtaken  by  any  other  vehicle  legally 
traveling  on  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed,  the  operator  or  driver  of  any 
vehicle  so  overtaken,  when  signaled  to  do  so,  shall  turn 
reasonably  to  the  right  of  the  center  of  the  highway, 
and  shall  allow  the  other  vehicle  free  passage  to  the  left, 
and  the  operator  or  driver  of  such  other  vehicle  must  pass 
the  slower-moving  vehicle  on  the  left.  Whenever  the 
t)perator  or  driver  of  a  vehicle  is  about  to  stop  or  to 
I'hange  the  direction  of  his  vehicle  to  the  right  or  to  the 
loft,  he  shall,  at  a  point  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  point 
where  he  is  about  to  stop  or  to  make  said  turn,  extend 
his  arm  in  a  horizontal  position  beyond  the  outside  limit 
of  his  vehicle  in  such  manner  as  may  be  plainly  seen  by 
any  one  approaching  the  rear  of  his  vehicle. 

Sect.   9.     It    shall    be    unlawful    for    any    person    to 
Dperate  any  vehicle  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
i-^hiladelphia   in   violation  of   any   of  the   provisions  set 
forth  in  Sections  5,  6,  7  and  8  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  10.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  5,  6,  7  and 
8  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty- 
iive  (25)   dollars  for  the  first  offense,  fifty  (50)   dollars 
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for  the  second  offense  and  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for 
each  subsequent  offense.  The  said  fines  shall  be  levied  and 
collected  as  like  fines  are  now  levied  and  collected  by  law, 
and  any  police  othcer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby 
authoripced  to  arrest  the  owner,  driver  or  person  in  charge 
of  any  said  vehicle  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  hei-e- 
with  be,  and  the  same  arc  hereby  repealed.

That  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  bo  a  nuisance  to  suffer  or  permit  any  vehicle  of  any 
character  whatsoever  to  remain  on  any  of  the  highways 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  mentioncnl  in  Sections  2,  3, 
4  and  5  of  this  ordinance  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
that  set  forth  in  said  sections,  or  to  suffer  or  permit  any 
suc^h  vehicle  to  so  remain  on  said  highways  in  any  other 
manner  than  that  set  forth  in  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2,  Between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  six  o'clock  P.  M.  of  any  day,  no  vehicle  shall  bo  per- 
mitted to  remain  on  the  following  highways  of  the  City 
of  Philadel])hia:  On  Broad  street,  from  Bace  street  to 
Spruce  street;  on  Walnut  street,  from  Twelfth  street  to 
Sixteenth  street ;  on  Chestnut  street,  from  Eleventh  street 
to  Sixteenth  st)-eet;  on  Fifteenth  street,  from  Filbert

Sect.  4.  No  vehicle  at  any  time  of  the  day  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  on  the  following  highways  of  the 
(^ity  of  Philadelphia  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty 
ininntes:  On  JMarket  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Dela- 
ware avenue ;  on  Market  street,  from  Seventeenth  street 
to  j^ineteenth  street ;  on  Chestnut  street,  from  Seventh 
street  to  IDelaw^are  avenue  y  on  Chestnut  street,  from 
Seventeenth  street  to  iSineteenth  street;  on  Walnut  street, 
from  Seventh  street  to  Delaware  avenue;  on  Broad  street. 
from  Race  street  to  Callowhill  street;  on  Twelfth  street, 
from  Walnut  street  to  Arch  street;  on  Thirteenth  street, 
from  Walnut  street  to  Arch  street;  on  Sixteenth  street, 
from  Locust  street  to  Arch  street ;  on  Filbert  street,  from 
Eleventh  street  to  Juniper  street;  on  Fifteenth  street, 
from  Walnut  street  to  Spruce  street;  on  Locust  street, 
from  Broad  street  to  Fifteenth  street ;  and  on  Spruce 
street,  from  Broad  street  to  Fifteenth  street. 

Sect.  5.  ]\'0  vehicle  at  any  time  of  the  day  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  on  the  following  highways  of  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  a  longer  period  than  one  hour: 
On  Filbert  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Eleventh  street ; 
on  Walnut  street,  from  Sixteenth  street  to  Twenty-third 
street;  on  Chestnut  street,  from  Nineteenth  street  ,to 
Twenty-third  street;   on  Market  street,  from  Nineteenth 
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sti-eet  to  Tweiitv-tliird  stroot ;  on  Front  sti'oot.,  from  Areli 
street  to  Walnut  street:  on  Second  street,  from  Areli 
street  to  AValniit  street ;  on  Third  street,  from  Arch  street 
to  Walnut  street;  on  Fourth  street,  from  Arch  street  to 
Walnut  street;  on  Fifth  street,  from  Arcli  street  to  Wal- 
nut street;  on  Sixth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut 
street;  on  Seventh  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut 
street;  on  Eighth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut 
street;  on  Ninth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut 
street;  on  Tenth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street; 
on  Eleventh  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street;  on 
Seventeenth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street; 
on  Eighteenth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street : 
on  Nineteenth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street ; 
on  Twentieth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street: 
on  Twenty-first  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut  street ; 
on  Twenty-second  street,  from  Arch  street  to  Walnut 
street;  and  on  Twenty-third  street,  frnni  Arch  street  to 
Walnut  street. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  vehicular  travel  moves  in  one 
direction  only  on  any  of  the  highways  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  sections  of  this  ordinance,  no  vehicle  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  on  said  highway  during  the  time  or 
times  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  otherwise  than  close 
to  the  right-hand  curb  of  said  highway,  and  facing  in  the 
direction  in  which  the  vehicular  travel  moves. 

Sect.  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  regulation  or  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  any  ordinance  of  the  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  relating  to  markets  or  to  stands 
for  hackney  coaches  or  other  vehicles,  nor  shall  this  ordi- 
nance apply  to  any  vehicle  engaged  in  loading  or  unload- 
ing goods,  wares  and  merchandise  on  the  highways  men- 
tioned herein :  Provided,  Such  vehicle  or  vehicles  remain 
on  the  said  highways  only  for  so  long  a  time  as  may  be 
necessary  for  transacting  the  business  in  which  they  are 
actually  engaged. 

Sect.  8.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject

fiity  (50)  dollars  for  the  second  offense,  and  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense.  The  said 
fines  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  like  fines  are  now 
levied  and  collected  by  law,  and  any  police  officer  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  authorized  to  arrest  the 
owner,  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  said  vehicle  for 
any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

be  charged  to  any  item  for  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  :  Provided,  That  in  all  cases 
where  the  property  on  the  lines  of  the  sewers  herein  au- 
thorized is  assessed  at  suburban  rates  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty shall  first  file  an  agreement  to  pay  the  rcg-ular  front- 
age charges:  Provided,  further,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  authorized  to  construct  sewers  in  Ander- 
son street,  from  Cresheim  Valley  Drive  to  Graver's  lane; 
Benezet  street,  from  Cresheim  Valley  Drive  to  Wyndmoor

AN  OKDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany to  renew  and  extend  the  existing  bridge  carrying 
their  tracks  over  Ridge  avenue,  at  Laurel  Hill  Station, 
in  the  Thirty-eighth  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company  be,  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  renew  and  extend  the  existing  bridge  carrying 
their  tracks  over  and  across  Ridge  avenue,  at  Laurel  Hill 
Station,  by  erecting  in  place  of  the  present  structure  a 
through  plate  girder  bridge  with  solid  steel  and  concrete 
water-proofed  floor,  ballasted.

The  right  to  do  the  work  herein  author- 
ized is  granted  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company  with  the  distinct  understanding  and  agreement 
"  that  the  said  bridge  will  be  built  in  accordance  wnth  plans 
to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  tbe  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  and  the  Art  Jury 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  cost  of  any  and 
all  damages  to  private  property  resulting  from  the  con-

exercising  any  privilege  under  the  authority  of  this  ordi- 
nance the  said  Philadelphia  and  Eeading  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  first  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  publication  hereof.

this  ordinance.

health  and  public  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
and  providing  for  the  grading  of  the  same,"  and  "An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  immediate  opening  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  Almshouse  grounds,  set  apart  for  park  pur- 
poses by  the  ordinance  approved  July  (3,  1883,  for  public 
use  as  a  botanic  and  economic  garden  and  a  park,  convey- 
ing the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Museums   in    trust   for   the   purposes   herein    set   forth,"

a  lot  or  piece  of  ground  hereinafter  described,  among

To  place  on  the  City  plan  American,  Atlantic,  Beaumont, 
Beulah,  Brill,  Carlisle,  Chew,  Clearview,  Conarroe, 
Ella,  Fifteenth,  Hicks,  Litchfield,  Mildred  and  Eod- 
man  streets,  Warminster  avenue,  Abbottsford,  Verree 
and  Worthington  roads. 

Section  1.  The  Select  aiid  Common  Councih  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  to 
place  on  the  City  plan  American  street,  of  the  width  of 
forty  feet,  from  Tabor  street  to  Somerville  avenue ;  Atlan- 
tic street,  of  the  width  of  thirty  feet,  from  Seventh  street 
west  to  dead  end ;  Beaumont  street,  of  the  width  of  forty 
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feet,  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-third  street;  Beiilali 
street,  of  tlie  width,  of  forty  feet,  from  Oregon  avenue  to 
Johnston  street;  Brill  street,  from  Penn  to  Saul  street; 
Chew  street,  of  the  width  of  sixty-six  feet,  from  Broad  to 
Sixteenth  street;  Carlisle  street,  of  the  width  of  forty-five 
feet,  from  Olney  avenue  to  Chew  street ;  Clearview  street, 
of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Meehan  to  Pleasant  street ; 
Conarroe  street,  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Lawnton 
to  Martin  street;  Ella  street,  of  the  width  of  forty  feet, 
from  Louden  to  Mentor  street;  Fifteenth  street,  of  the 
width  of  sixty  feet,  from  Olney  avenue  to  Chew  street; 
Hicks  street,  of  the  width  of  forty-five  feet,  from  Olney 
avenue  to  Chew  street;  Litchfield  street,  of  the  width  of 
forty  feet,  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-third  street;  Mil- 
dred street,  of  the  width  of  forty  feet,  from  Oregon  avenue 
to  Johnston  street ;  Rodman  street,  of  the  width  of  ten 
feet,  from  Fifteenth  street  eastward  about  170  feet  to  the 
dead  end  thereof;  Warminster  avenue,  of  the  width  of 
eight  feet,  more  or  less,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Cad- 
wallador  street ;  Abbotsford  road,  of  the  width  of  forty- 
five  feet,  from  Morris  street  to  Pulaski  avenue;  Verree 
road,  of  the  width  of  one  hundred  and  eight  feet,  from 
Bustleton  avenue  to  Byberry  road ;  and  Worthington  road, 
of  the  width  of  one  hundred  and  eight  feet,  from  Byberry 
road  to  Southampton  road. 

Provided,  That  before  said  streets,  except  Atlantic, 
Beulah,  Chew,  Conarroe,  Mildred,  and  Hodman  streets, 
and  Abbotsford,  Verree  and  Worthington  roads,  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  City  plan,  the  owners  of  property  within 
the  lines  thereof  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  dedicate  the  beds  of  the 
same  to  the  City  on  the  lines  and  grades  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  or  shall  indemnify  the  City  against 
all  damages  or  claims  for  damages  which  may  arise  from 
placing  said  streets  on  the  plan  and  their  subsequent  open- 
ing to  the  confirmed  lines  and  grades ;  and  before  said 
Atlantic  and  Rodman  streets  and  Warminster  avenue  shall 
be  placed  upon  the  City  plan  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be 
produced  that  they  have  been  opened  and  in  public  use 
for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years. 
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Tbat  before  said  Beulali  and  Mildred  streets  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  City  plan  Mark  Haller  shall  dedicate  so 
much  of  the  land  in  the  bed  of  these  streets  as  is  owned  by 
him ;  and  that  before  said  Chew  street  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  City  plan  John  II.  McClatchy  and  Owen  Wister  shall 
dedicate  so  much  of  the  land  in  the  bed  of  the  street  as  is 
owned  by  them ;  and  before  said  Conarroe  street  is  placed 
on  the  City  plan  John  J.  Sloan,  Edward  E.  Davis  and 
Deborah  L.  Cornman  shall  first  dedicate  so  much  as  they 
own  of  said  Conarroe  street  for  public  use  within  one  year 
of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance;  and  that  be- 
fore said  Abbottsford  road  shall  be  placed  upon  the  City 
plan  the  owners  of  property  within  the  lines  thereof,  ex- 
cept Lida  M.  Howard-Smith  and  Asa  W.  and  Laura  L. 
Vandegrift  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  dedicate  as  much  of  the  bed  of  such  Abbotts- 
ford  road,  on  the  lines  and  grades  as  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  as  is  owned  by  them. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  grading,  paving,  repaving  and  repairing 
of  footways  and  the  furnishing,  setting  and  resetting  of 
curb. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  whenever,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  it  shall  become  necessary  to  pave,  repave  or  repair 
the  footways  and  to  set  or  reset  the  curb  of  any  public 
street  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  give 
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written  notice  to  tlie  owner  or  owners  of  tlie  property  ad- 
joining which  any  of  such  work  is  required  to  be  done 
to  do  such  work  at  their  own  cost  or  expense  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  on  the  faihire  of 
any  such  owner  or  owners  to  comply  with  such  notice 
within  the  time  specified  therein,  it  shall  t)e  the  duty  of 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  "Works,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  necessary  work  to  be 
done  under  the  contract  entered  into  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract, in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  a 
competent  person  or  persons,  for  the  grading,  paving,  re- 
paving  and  repairing  of  the  footways  of  the  public  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  setting 
and  resetting  of  the  curb  thereof,  which  may  be  necessary 
during  the  year  for  which  said  contract  shall  be  made, 
which  contract  shall,  after  due  advertisement,  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder :  Provided,  That  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  shall  not  be  charged  at  more  than  the  con- 
tract price;  and  it  shall  also  be  a  condition  of  this  con- 
tract that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  accept  the 
assessment  bills  against  the  property  bounding  thereon, 
prepared  in  accordance  with  sections  one  and  three  of  this 
ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  in  favor  of  such  contractor  or  contractors; 
which  bills  shall  be  accepted  by  him  or  them  in  lieu  of 
cash  and  in  full  of  the  consideration  money  mentioned  in 
said  contract  to  be  paid 'by  the  said  City,  unless  expressly 
provided  otherwise  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or  by  the 
contract,  and  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect 
said  bills  at  his  or  their  own  proper  cost  or  expense  without 
recourse  to  the  City  in  any  event:  Provided  further.  That 
when  a  street  is  to  be  paved  or  repaved,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  W^orks  may  accept  bids  for  and 
include  in  the  contract  for  the  said  paving  or  repaving, 
the  furnishing,  setting  and  resetting  of  curb  stones;  the 
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work  to  be  done  and  the  expense  thereof  to  be  collected 
or  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under 
the  contract  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  of  the  district  in  which 
the  work  is  located,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  esti- 
mate the  cost  and  expense  thereof  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  contract  therefor,  including  all  items 
of  regulation  and  measurements,  and  to  assess  such  cost 
and  expense  against  the  property  adjoining  which  the  work 
is  done  in  the  name  of  the  registered  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  and  the  bills  in  duplicate  therefor  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  said  bills 
to  be  endorsed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  and  be  delivered 
to  him  or  them  in  lieu  of  cash  as  provided  in  second  section 
of  this  ordinance,  unless  otherwise  provided;  one  copy 
of  said  bill  shall  be  served  upon  the  registered  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property,  or  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be 
found,  the  same  shall  be  left  upon  the  premises.  If  the 
same  be  not  paid  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  service 
thereof  upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  property,  a  lien 
therefor,  together  with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  for  non- 
payment may  be  filed  in  the  proper  court  against  the  re- 
spective properties  and  the  registered  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  City  (to  the  use  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  contractor,  who  may,  in  the  name  of  the 
City,  but  at  his  own  expense,  take  all  necessary  proceed- 
ings for  the  enforcement  of  said  lien,  and  also  employ  all 
other  legal  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said  claim,  to- 
gether with  the  penalty  aforesaid  to  which  the  City  may 
be  competent). 

Sect,  4.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  determine  the  character  of  the  curb  to  be  con- 
structed or  set  in  each  City  block  or  square,  and  by  the 
specifications  regulate  the  material,  method  of  construc- 
tion, dimensions,  and  setting  of  same.  All  curb  hereafter 
authorized  or  directed  to  be  set  shall  be  of  the  imiform 
character  specified  for  each  particular  block. 
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x\ll  footways  hereafter  to  be  laid  shall  be  composed  of 
such  material,  and  be  of  such  construction,  depth  and 
width,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

All  driveways  leading  across  the  footways  shall  be 
paved  with  such  material  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  be  deemed  best  for  the  pur- 
pose, but  shall  not  be  so  paved  as  to  form  any  obstruction 
to  pedestrian  travel. 

All  original,  permanent  footway  pavements  hereafter 
to  be  laid  shall  have  a  rise  from  the  outside  edge  of  the 
curb  to  the  house-line  of  f  inch  to  the  foot,  except  at 
street  intersections,  where  such  a  grade  may  not  be  practi- 
cable, or  when  such  a  pavement  adjoins  one  now  legally 
constructed.  All  pavements  to  be  relaid  shall  have  the 
aforesaid  rate  of  grade  where  the  same  does  not  conflict 
with  an  adjoining  pavement,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  rise 
or  rate  of  grade  exceed  one-half  inch  to  the  foot,  except 
at  street  intersections. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  curb  is  to  be  set  at  corners  of  streets 
or  at  angles  thereof,  curved  curb  shall  be  placed,  cut  to 
such  radii  as  may  be  determined  by  the  district  surveyor. 
The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  replace 
existing  curbs  with  such  curved  curb,  when  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  for  that  purpose  by  Councils,  where- 
ever  a  street  is  being  paved  or  repaved  with  improved 
pavement,  or  whenever  public  convenience  requires  it. 

The  cost  of  such  curb,  where  curb  has  not  heretofore 
been  set,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  owner  of  the  property 
adjacent  to  the  angle  or  corner,  and  where  curb  now  set 
is  altered  to  a  curve,  the  same  shall  be  set  and  the  cost 
thereof  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  City  out  of  appropria- 
tions for  that  purpose  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
And  whenever,  and  by  whom  constructed  or  set,  at  the  cost 
of  the  property  owner  or  by  the  City,  the  owner  of  the 
adjacent  property  shall  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  it  is  the  intention  to  pave,  repave 
or  resurface  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized 
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to  replace,  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  any  cnrb  not  entirely 
worn  out,  as  authorized  by  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  in 
order  to  secure  uniformity  for  the  entire  block  or  square, 
and  the  cost  thereof  is  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
paving,  repaying  or  resurfacing. 

xVny  curb  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  may  be  considered  worn  out  shall  be 
replaced  by  new  curb  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the 
property. 

Sect.  7.  All  contractors  employed  in  the  construction 
or  reconstruction,  setting  or  resetting  of  curb  and  paving 
and  repaving  of  footways,  shall  be  regularly  engaged  and 
familiar  with  this  class  of  work  and  shall  be  registered 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  They  shall  obtain 
a  permit  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  stating 
the  character  of  the  curb  to  be  set  or  reset,  or  the  character, 
location  and  width  of  the  footway  or  driveway  to  be  laid 
or  relaid,  and  the  specifications  under  which  the  work 
is  to  be  done.  They  shall  also  obtain  from  the  district 
surveyor  all  the  necessary  lines  and  grades  before  com- 
mencing the  work. 

Sect.  8.  Any  person  refusing  or  failing  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall  unlaw- 
fully set  or  reset  curb  or  pave  or  repave  footways  or  drive- 
ways not  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  or  to  lines  and  grades  fur- 
nished by  the  district  surveyor,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence, 
to  be  recoverable  before  any  magistrate  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  upon  complaint  of  an  officer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  or  Public  Safety,  and  the  same 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury;  and  they  shall  be 
refused  further  permits  and  prohibited  from  doing  any 
work  such  as  is  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  9.  W^henever  any  curb  shall  be  set  or  footway  or 
driveway  paved,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
is  hereby  authorized  to  tear  up  and  remove  said  footway 
or   driveway,   pavement  or   curb,    and   to  construct   said 
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footway  and  driveways  and  set  curb  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  thereof,  and  to  file  liens  for  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense thereof,  including  the  cost  of  tearing  up,  removal 
and  setting  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  section 
three  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  10.  The  following  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordi- 
nances be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  viz. :

The  whole  of  an  ordinance  to  regulate  the  man- 
ner of  paving  sidewalks  in  front  of  vacant  lots  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  thereof,  approved  March  23,  1888.

The  whole  of  an  ordinance  to  prohibit  setting  and 
resetting  of  curbs  by  unauthorized  persons,  approved 
April  Y,  1893. 
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Sect.   11.  All  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas^  The  widening  and  change  of  grade  of  Dela- 
ware avenue  has  rendered  useless  and  destroyed  the  bridge 
heretofore  maintained  for  many  years  across  said  Dela- 
ware avenue  by  the  Pennsylvania  Salt  Manufacturing 
Company,  connecting  their  wharves  and  building  on  the 
east  side  with  their  buildings  on  the  west  side  of  said  ave- 
nue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Cotmiwn  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Salt  Manufacturing 
Company  to  construct  a  steel  framework  bridge  over  and 
across  Delaware  avenue,  south  of  Porter  street,  as  now  laid 
out  on  the  City  plan,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  their 
wharves  and  buildings  on  the  east  side  of  Delaware  avenue 
with  the  buildings  and  tracks  on  the  west  side  of  said  ave- 
nue, to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  conduct  of  their  own 
business.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  not  more  than  eighteen

Before  exercising  any  privilege  under  this  or- 
dinance, the  said  Pennsylvania  Salt  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfact(Ory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City  from  all  damages  by 
reason  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  bridge, 
to  replace  the  superstructure  at  any  time  Councils  may  so 
order  with  a  solid,  ballasted,  waterproof  floor,  and  to  re- 
m^ove  said  bridge  within  one  year  upon  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
publication  of  this  ordinance :  Provided,  That  no  lettering 
or  inscription  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  on  said  bridge.

''An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  use  of  railroad  tracks  on 
Delaware  avenue,  between  Callowhill  and  Christian 
streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  providing  a 
penalty  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,"  approved  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1913,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "Callowhill"  wherever  it  appears  in  said 
ordinance,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Fair- 
mount  avenue,"  so  that  said  ordinance  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadeliihia  do  ordain.  That  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful to  cause  or  permit  any  car  or  cars  of  any  description  to 
stand  on  any  part  of  any  track  or  tracks,  sidings  or  turn- 
outs on  Delaware  avenue,  between  Fairmount  avenue  and 
Christian  street,  between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  7  p.  m., 
except  where  a  locomotive  may  be  coupled  to  a  train  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  or  delivering  a  car  or  cars  to  or 
from  a  siding  or  turnout,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  uncouple  the  locomotive  from  the  train  and  allow  tbs 
car  or  cars  to  remain  standing  on  the  track  for  such  time 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prompt  transaction  of  such 
business. 

Sect.  2.  Free  passage  across  street  crossings  on  said 
Delaware  avenue,  between  Fairmount  avenue  and  Chris- 
tian street,  for  the  full  width  of  such  intersecting  streets, 
must  be  maintained  at  all  times  for  the  use  of  pedestrians 
and  vehicular  traiSc,  except  at  such  times  as  a  locomotive 
may  be  engaged  in  the  operation  of  shifting  cars  or  at- 
tached to  a  train  actually  moving  across  such  streets,  in 
which  case  such  crossings  shall  not  be  blocked  for  a  period 
of  time  greater  than  five  (5)  minutes. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  obstruct  or  prevent  the 
use   of   tracks   by   locomotives,    freight   cars,    or   moving 
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trains  of  any  description  on  Delaware  avenue,  between 
Fairmount  avenue  and  Christian  street,  by  any  person  or 
persons  standing  or  walking,  or  by  placing  freight,  mer- 
chandise, or  material,  teams,  automobiles,  drays  or  ve- 
hicles, on  or  along  such  tracks,  or  in  any  way  obstructing 
or  preventing  locomotives  and  moving  trains  from  using 
such  tracks  in  a  proper  manner. 

Sect,  4.  Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpo- 
rations, violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty- five  (25)  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  as  like  penal- 
ties are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

a  foot  bridge  on  line  of  Convent  lane  over  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad:    Provided,  That  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad   Company   and   the  Pennsylvania

son avenue,  or  will  save  the  City  harmless  from  any  dam-

the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  I^orristown  Railroad 
and  under  Cresson  street,  with  approaches,  stairways  and 
appurtenant  work  in  and  under  Harvey  street  and  Cresson 
street;  a  bridge  on  line  of  Mount  Airy  avenue  over  the 
Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  and  over  Sprague  street:     Provided,  That  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  shall  enter

The  undersigTied  are  desirous  that  the  City  shall, 
at  an  early  date,  at  its  expense,  open  and  grade  all 
of  the  said  streets ;  and  that  the  City  shall  do  the 
original  paving  and  all  other  street  improvements, 
including  the  construction  of  sewers,  curbs  and  side- 
walks, laying  water  pipes,  etc.,  of  the  roads  sur- 
rounding the  aforesaid  Park  extension,  and  the  ex- 
tension of  Xorth  and  South  j\Iount  Pleasant  roads 
to  McCallum  street,  except  Wissahickon  avenue, 
paying  the  cost  thereof,  except  such  part  as  is 
properly  and  usually  chargeable  against  the  abut- 
ting property  of  the  undersigned,  which  part  of  said 
cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  undersigned,  each  of  whom 
agrees  to  pay  his  or  their  respective  pro  rata  shares;

authorizing  him  to  enter  into  and  execute  a  contract 
with  an  architect  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications 
therefor,  and  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Puldic  Works," 
approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  1916. 

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into 
and  execute  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  erection  of  a 
Convention  Hall,  to  be  known  as  the  Municipal  Auditor- 
ium, on  ground  owned  by  the  City  on  the  Parkway,  be- 
tween Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  streets,  north  of 
the  Parkway ;  authorizing  him  to  enter  into  and  execute 
a  contract  with  an  architect  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions therefor,  and  providing  for  the  construction  of  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works," 
approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  1916,  be 
amended  as  follows :

ward  along  and  across  the  portal  of  the  Pennsylvania  ave- 
nue tunnel  fifty-one  (51)  feet  ten  and  one-half  (10-|) 
inches  to  a  point  in  the  southwest  line  of  the  Pennsylvania 
avenue  subway ;  thence  southeast  along  the  same  the  var- 
ious courses  and  distances  thereof  to  the  west  line  of 
Twenty-first  street,  sixty  (60)  feet  wide;  thence  south- 
ward along  the  same  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (■ir)9) 
feet  six  and  one-half  (6^)  inches  to  a  point  in  the  line  of 
the  Parkway;  thence  northwestward  along  the  same  four 
hundred  and  fifty-three  (453)  feet  nine  and  one-half  (9-J-) 
inches  to  a  point  in  the  east  line  of  Twenty-second  street, 
eighty  (80)  feet  wide;  thence  northw^ard  along  the  same 
three  hundred  and  seventy-four  (374)  feet  four  (4)  inches 
to  the  south  line  of  Hamilton  street  and  the  place  of  be- 
ginning,'' be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Skctiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ]\rayor  be  author- 
ized and  directed  to  enter  into  and  execute  a  contract  or 
contracts  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
erection  of  a  Convention  TTall,  to  be  known  as  the  Munici- 
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pal  Auditorium,  in  aecordance  witli  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to  be  prepared  hy  an  architect,  who  shall  be  em- 
ployed as  i^rovided  for  in  Section  2  hereof ;  said  Conven- 
tion Hall  to  be  paid  for  from  the  sums  remaining  from 
funds  heretofore  appropriated  toward  the  erection  of  a 
Convention  Hall  and  from  such  other  money  as  may  here- 
after be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Such  Convention  Hall  is  to  be  erected  on  ground  now

Said  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
shall,  upon  the  completion  of  said  conduit,  remove  all  its 
wures  now  strung  upon  poles  along  each  and  every  of  said 
streets  in  the  places  above  desigTiated  and  place  the  same 
underground,  and  shall  remove  all  poles  used  in  carrying 
said  wires  from  said  portions  of  each  and  every  of  the 
said  streets:  Provided,  lioivever.  That  in  case  any  of  the 
wires  of  the  City  or  the  w^ires  of  any  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation  entitled  to  use  the  same  be  strung  upon  said

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1917. 

Section  1.  The  Select  ajid  Common  Councils  of  (lie 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  as- 
sessors as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1916  (except 
such  as  are  marked  agricultural  and  farm  lands,  and 
rural  or  suburban)  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  twenty-five 
(25)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1917 
as  one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the 
following  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinkiuii'  fund,  the  sum  of  thirty   (30)  cents. 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  four  (4)  cents. 

For  health,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  ten 
(10)  cents. 

For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  smn 
of  two  (2)  cents. 

For  the  police,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents. 
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For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

For  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners,  the  sum 
of  six  (6)  cents. 

For  supplies,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents. 

For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  (31)  cents. 

Said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  ''agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  taxes  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such 
portions  marked  "rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  bv  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1S54. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  January, 
February  and  March  a  discount  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed ;  during  the  month  of  April  a  discount  at  the 
rate  of  three-fourths  (f)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be 
allowed ;  during  the  month  of  May  a  discount  at  the  rate 
of  one-half  (^)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed; 
during  the  month  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one- 
fourth  (4)  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  During 
July  and  Aug-ust  no  discount  shall  be  allowed  and  no 
penalty  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after  the  31st  day  of 
August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September,  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  imposed; 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  imposed; 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  November  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  imposed; 
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if  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  (4)  per  cent,  imposed, 
and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  five  (5)  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising  added  to 
and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from  day  to  day,  in 
large  figures^  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax  Office 
the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

All  water  in  excess  in  any  year  of  the  quantity  herein- 
above fixed  for  any  metered  connection  shall  be  charged 
for  at  the  rate  of  forty  (40)  cents  per  one  thousand 
(1,000)  cubic  feet. 

A  )id  furtJicr  provided.  That  for  purposes  not  specified 
in  the  foregoing  rates,  for  peculiar  and  extraordinary  uses 
or  purposes,  for  appliances  other  than  those  above  named, 
the  rates  and  conditions  for  the  use  of  the  water  shall  be 
by  special  permit  as  directed  and  issued  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Water. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  furnish  and 
install  meters  in  all  premises  Avhere  an  undue  or  wasteful 
use  of  water  is  permitted,  and  to  transfer  from  appliance 
rating  to  meter  rating  all  said  premises. 

Sect.  3.  All  meters  furnished  and  installed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  reason 
of  Section  2,  or  any  other  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  so  furnished  and  installed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
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or  owners  of  the  premises  affected,  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  included  in  and  collected  as  hereinafter  provided 
for  meter  accounts. 

Provided,  That  the  meter  or  meters  placed  on  any 
premises  shall  not  be  of  a  larger  size  than  the  service  pipe 
attached  to  the  ferrule  supplying  said  premises,  which  size 
is  regulated  bv  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  June  1, 
1871. 

Provided  further.  Whenever  any  fixture  in  any  prem- 
ises is  required  to  be  metered,  the  meter  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  service  pipe  supplying  said  premises,  and  no 
premises  so  metered  shall  be  charged  by  fixture  rate. 

Sect.  4.  All  meters  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water.  The  consumer  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  meter,  or 
meters,  on  his  premises,  and  all  repairs  shall  be  made  at 
the  consumer's  cost,  whether  such  repairs  are  made  neces- 
sary by  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  freezing,  hot  water,  fire, 
accident  or  other  causes.  Bills  for  such  repairs  shall  be 
collected  as  hereinafter  provided  for  meter  accounts. 

Sect.  5.  I^o  meter  shall  be  set,  reset,  or  removed  with- 
out a  written  order  from  the  Bureau  of  Water.  If  a  meter 
is  set,  reset,  or  removed  without  such  order,  there  shall  be 
charged  to  cover  the  cost  of  inspection,  test  or  supervision, 
a  sum  in  the  amount  of  the  annual  minimum  charge  for  the 
connection,  which  sum  shall  be  collected  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  meter  accounts. 

Sect.  6.  All  charitable  institutions,  public  and  private 
schools  shall  be  metered.  The  charge  by  meter  for  chari- 
table institutions,  and  for  public  and  private  schools, 
shall  be  only  for  the  water  actually  registered  by  the 
meter  and  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  cents  for  each  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  cubic  feet  of  water  consumed:  Provided, 
That  the  size  of  the  ferrule,  or  ferrules,  granted  such 
charitable  institutions,  public  and  private  schools,  shall 
be  restricted  to  the  same  size  as  would  be  granted  to  other 
consumers  at  schedule  rates. 

Sect.  7.  All  meter  accounts,  including  water  con- 
sumed, repairs  to  meters,  furnishing  and  installing  meters, 
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shall  be  payable  to  the  "Receiver  of  Taxes  during  the 
months  of  February,  ]\ray,  August  and  Kovember.  The 
accounts  for  consumption  of  water  shall  be  made  up  from 
meter  statements  taken  quarterly  bv  the  Bureau  of  Water 
and  shall  be  rendered  under  the  following  conditions: 

The  Fel)ruary  bill  shall  include  the  yearly  minimum 
charge.  Bills  shall  not  be  rendered  in  May  and  August 
unless  the  amount  of  the  bill  is  greater  than  the  yearly 
minimum  charge,  or  there  is  a  charge  for  repairing  or  in- 
stalling a  meter,  in  which  cases  the  consumer  shall  be 
notified. 

If  any  meter  water  account  remains  unpaid  after  the 
last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  same  is  due,  there  shall 
be  charged  as  a  penalty  for  such  non-payment  an  addi- 
tional sum  or  sums  as  follows: 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  after  the  last  day  of  said  month. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  after  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  last  day  of  said  month. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  after  ninety  (00)  days 
after  the  last  da}'  of  said  month. 

If  any  meter  account  remains  unpaid  ninety  days  after 
the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  same  is  due,  the 
Water  Bureau  shall  serve  a  notice  upon  the  delinquent  con- 
sumer, and  if  said  account  remains  unpaid  for  ten  (10) 
days  thereafter,  the  premises  shall  be  deprived  of  water 
until  all  arrearages  are  paid. 

If,  in  disregard  of  this  provision,  the  water  is  turned  on 
before  the  payment  of  all  arrearages,  the  ferrule  may  be 
detached  from  the  water  main.  In  such  case  the  ferrule 
shall  not  be  reconnected  until  all  back  water  rent  charges 
and  penalties  are  paid,  and  the  necessary  permit  taken 
out  for  the  replacing  of  the  ferrule,  which  pennit  shall 
include  the  cost  of  withdrawing  and  replacing  the  ferrule. 

Sect.  8.  In  the  matter  of  a  disputed  bill,  the  consumer 
must  enter  complaint  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  date  of 
service  of  bill ;  and  if  the  removal  of  a  meter  is  requested 
for  a  test  as  to  its  accuracy,  the  consumer  or  his  represen- 
tative must,  when  possible,  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
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present  at  the  test,  and  if  the  test  shows  that  the  meter 
does  not  register  in  favor  of  the  Citv,  the  complainant 
must  pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars. 

Sect.  9.  Because  of  the  possible  inability  of  install- 
ing before  January  1,  1917,  the  meters  herein  required, 
and  to  permit  a  reasonable  time  for  such  installation,  the 
rates  established  by  the  ordinance  approved  July  27, 
1901,  are  hereby  continued  for  one  year  from  January 
1,  1917,  for  certain  appliances,  as  follows  : 

Bakeries,  bread,  and  bread  and  cake,  in  addition  to  dwell- 
ing charges,  each  three  (3)  dollars. 

Bars,  with  or  without  water,  each  twenty  (20)  dollars. 

Bar  gutters,  with  direct  supply,  each  additional  supply, 
fifteen  (15)  dollars. 

Beer  motor  or  pump,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 

Baths  (hot  and  cold,  or  either),  pools  in  hotels,  clubs, 
hospitals,  public  baths,  etc.,  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of 
water  consumed,  forty  (40)  cents. 

Bottling  establishments,  in  addition  to  charges  for  appli- 
ances, washing  machines,  one  bottle  capacitv,  each  two 
(2)  dollars. 

Bottling  establishments,  in  addition  to  charges  for  appli- 
ances, washing  machines,  more  than  one  bottle  capacity, 
each  additional  bottle  capacity,  one  (1)  dollar. 

Breweries,  each  100  barrels  of  product  (additional  open- 
ings reg-ular  rates),  two  (2)  dollars. 

Cellar  drainers  (provided  the  water  does  not  come  from 
defective  drains  or  leaky  water-pipes),  each  fifteen  (15) 
dollars. 

Distilleries,  each  100  barrels,  two  (2)  dollars. 
Dyew^orks,  each  tub  used,  five  (5)  dollars. 
Dye  or  wool  washers,  each  tank  used,  five  (5)  dollars. 
Dyeing  machines,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 
Engines  (gas  or  hot  air)  with  tank  and  reuse  of  water, 
three  (3)  dollars. 

Engines  (gas  or  hot  air)  without  tank,  per  horse  power, 
two  (2)  dollars. 
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Fish  stalls,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 

Foundries,  livdrant  (additional  openings  at  regular  rates), 

each  ten  (10)  dollars. 
Fountains,  garden,  etc.,  1/16-incli  jet,  10  hours  per  day, 

6  months,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 
Fountains,  garden,  etc..  additional  jet,  10  hours  per  day, 

G  months,  each  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents. 
Fountains,  garden,  etc.,  i-inch  jet,   10  hours  per  day,  6 

months,  each  seven  (7)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents. 
Fountains,  garden,  etc.,  additional  jet,  10  hours  per  day, 

6  months,  each  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents.

Steam  engines,  used  on  railroads  (shifting),  each  seventy- 
five  (75)  dollars. 

Steam  engines,  used  on  railroads  (all  others),  each  thirty- 
seven  (37)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents. 

LTrinals,  individual  bowl  in  stores,  offices,  manufactories, 
hotels,  boarding  houses,  schools,  halls,  etc.,  with  positive 
or  syphon  flush,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 

Urinals,  stalls  with  constant  flow,  per  lineal  foot,  three 
(3)  dollars. 

Urinals,  troughs  with  tank  or  self-closing  flush,  five  (5) 
dollars. 

Urinals,  troughs  with  positive  or  syphon  flush,  each  ten 
(10)  dollars. 

Urinals,  troughs  with  one  opening  and  constant  flow,  each 
fifteen  (15)  dollars. 

Water  closets,  stores,  offices,  manufactories,  hotels,  board- 
ing houses,  schools,  halls,  etc.,  with  positive  or  syphon 
flush,  each  five  (5)  dollars. 

Sect,  10.     The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  be  governed  by  the  following 
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rules   and   reii:iilations   in   the   adjustment   of   claims   for 
alleged  excessive  charges  for  water. 

First.  In  all  cases  where  property  has  been  destroyed 
by  fire  or  made  untenable  by  action  of  the  City,  full  rates 
up  to  date  of  fire  or  when  made  untenable;  future  pay- 
ment by  peraait.  In  all  cases  where  property  has  been 
acquired  for  municipal  purposes,  existing  water  charges 
shall  terminate  on  the  date  title  to  said  property  passes. 

Second.  Where  ferrules  have  been  drawn  for  delin- 
quency, pajinent  in  full  to  include  the  current  year  when 
the  ferrule  was  drawn.  ISTo  further  payment  until  water 
is  introduced,  provided  an  affidavit  be  furnished  by  the 
owner  that  no  City  water  was  used. 

Third.  Where  permits  have  been  taken  out  in  error 
for  new  properties,  no  charge  to  be  made  until  water  is 
turned  on  at  the  curb. 

Fourth.  In  all  cases  where  buildings  have  been  torn 
down,  full  rate  for  the  part  of  the  current  year  during  the 
existence  of  the  building  only:  Provided,  A  permit  for 
the  rebuilding  is  taken  out  and  paid  for,  and  when  there  is 
no  intention  to  rebuild  a  permit  must  be  taken  out  for 
drawing  the  ferrule. 

Fifth.  Where  the  source  of  supply  is  both  public  and 
private  the  payment  must  be  made  by  meter. 

Sixtli.  Buildings  unoccupied  for  an  entire  calendar 
year  to  have  charges  reduced  as  follows: 

For  metered  connections  to  one-half  the  minimum 
charge. 

For  schedule  rate  connections  to  the  ferrule  charge  only. 

A  credit  in  the  amount  of  the  reduction  shall  be  made 
on  the  next  bill  rendered,  it  being  understood  that  no 
claim  for  reduction  shall  be  considered  unless  made  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  of  the  year  next  following  the 
year  of  unoccupancy. 

Seventh.  Water  takers  who  have  omitted  to  decline, 
within  the  time  stated  in  existing  ordinances,  any  appli- 
ances the  use  of  which  they  mav  desire  to  discontinue  for 
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the  succeeding  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reduction  of 
one-half  the  regular  charge:  Provided,  The  said  appli- 
ance was  removed  prior  to  December  31st  of  the  preced- 
ing year  and  that  claim  for  excess  reduction  has  been  made 
before  the  31st  day  of  December  of  the  year  following 
the  removal  of  the  appliance. 

It  is  understood  that  affidavits  must  be  furnished  when 
required  by  the  Bureau,  and  that  all  allegations  made  or 
affidavits  furnished  are  subject  to  verification  by  the  Bu- 
reau. All  claims  not  fully  met  by  the  foregoing  are  to  be 
adjusted  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  in  such 
manner  as  he  may  deem  just  and  equitable. 

ISTo  adjustment  shall  be  made  on  any  bill  which  has 
remained  unpaid  for  two  years.  N'o  adjustment  shall 
be  made  on  any  paid  account  except  for  the  year  next 
preceding  the  one  in  which  the  claim  is  made. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  hereby  authorized 
to  remit  the  penalties  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  City 
Councils  for  the  non-payment  of  bills  for  water  on  or  be- 
fore certain  prescribed  dates  in  any  case  where  such 
penalties  accrue  against  a  property  by  reason  of  failure 
to  pay  bills  in  any  of  the  following  cases : 

First.     Removal  of  meter  for  test. 

Second.  Adjustment  of  disputed  bill  because  of  as- 
certained error  or  overcharge. 

Third.  Where,  by  existing  ordinances,  adjustments  are 
permitted  to  be  made  in  charges  for  water,  either  under 
meter  or  fixture  rate.

to  enter  security  for  damages  to  private  property,"  be 
amended  as  follows:  Section  1  of  said  ordinance,  which 
now  reads  as  follows:  "The  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  a  bridge,  with  appurtenant  work,  on  line 
of  Margie  street,  over  the  Connecting  Railway:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  Connecting  Railway  Company  shall  pay 
the  entire  cost  of  the  bridge  and  its  appurtenant  work, 
excepting  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars;  and 
that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  the  said  sum  of 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto 
the  entire  cost  of  adjusting  the  approaches,"  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  "T/ie  Select  and  Comnwn  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge,  with  appurtenant  work,  on  line  of 
Margie  street,  over  the  Connecting  Railway:  Provided, 
That  the  Connecting  Railway  Company  shall  pay  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  bridge  and  its  appurtenant  work,  excepting 
the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  six  himdred  (16,600)  dol- 
lars; and  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  the  said 
sum  of  sixteen  thousand  six  hundred  (16,600)  dollars,  and 
in  addition  thereto  the  entire  cost  of  adjusting  the  ap- 
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proaches;  and  that  by  reason  of  the  increase  in  current 
and  prospective  prices  of  steel  work  and  other  elements 
of  bridge  construction,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  accept  the  lowest  bid  re- 
ceived at  the  opening  of  bids  on  September  21,  1916,  with- 
out regard  to  previous  estimates  of  cost  and  without  re- 
advertisement."  Section  2  of  said  ordinance,  which  now 
reads  as  follows:  ''That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
(12,000)  dollars  be  taken  from  the  unexpended  balances 
in  Item  22  (1915)  and  Item  163  (loan)  and  appropriated 
for  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge  and  its  appurtenant 
work,"  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  ''That  the  sum  of 
seventeen  thousand  (17,000)  dollars  be  taken  from  the 
unexpended  balances  in  Item  22  (1915)  and  Item  163 
(loan),  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
and  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge 
and  its  appurtenant  work."

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Code:  Provided,  however,  That  all  steam  boilers  installed, 
or  to  be  installed,  in  private  residences,  and  which  are 
operated  for  heating  and  domestic  purposes  only,  and 
fitted  with  proper  safeguards  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Boiler  Inspection,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  provision 
of  this  ordinance.

dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  additional  five  hun- 
dred (500)  square  feet  of  floor  area,  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  contained  in  the  building,  if  the  building  be  of 
the  second  class;  five  (5)  dollars  for  the  first  five  hundred

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  inquiry  of  yesterday 
as  to  how  the  pay-rolls  of  your  Department  should  be  pre- 
pared for  the  semi-monthly  warrants  which  will  be  due  on 
the  15th  inst. — that  is  to  say,  for  what  period  of  time  an 
allowance  should  be  made  to  the  retiring  Director  of  your 
Department  and  his  Assistant,  and  for  what  period  the 
new  incumbents  of  those  offices  should  be  paid — I  find 
upon  inquiry  of  the  City  Controller  that  when  the  admin- 
istration which  has  just  gone  out  of  office  assumed  its 
duties  at  noon  on  December  4,  1911,  an  allowance  of  three 
days  and  a  half  was  made  to  the  then  retiring  officials,  the 
new  officers'  warrants  for  the  first  month  being  made  to 
cover  twenty-seven  days  and  a  half. 

It  is  manifestly  fair  and  proper  that  the  same  course 
should  be  followed  now — that  is,  the  retiring  Director, 


etc.,  should  be  paid  for  services  to  noon  of  Monday,  Janii- 
ary  3,  1916,  or  for  two  days  and  a  half,  and  the  new 
officials  for  twelve  days  and  a  half  up  to  the  15th  of  Janu- 
ary, inclusive.

Resignations  of  'Civil  Service  Comimissioners. 
Hon.  Thomas  B.  Smith, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  inquiry  with  reference  to  your 
request  to  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Civil  Service 
Board  to  tender  their  resignations,  together  with  the  cor- 
respondence between  them  and  yourself  in  the  matter. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  you  have  the  unrestricted  power 
to  remove  the  incumbents  of  these  offices  without  assign- 
ing any  cause  or  reason  for  so  doing,  but  simply  because, 
as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  is  your  pleasure 
that  they  be  removed.  Article  6,  Section  4,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  1874  provides  that: 

"Appointed  officers,  other  than  Judges  of  the 
Courts  of  record,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
powder  by  which  they  shall  have  been  appointed." 

This  is  the  fundamental  law,  and  no  statute  can  add  to 
or  detract  from  its  significance.  Consequently,  when  the 
Civil  Service  Act  of  190G  provided  that  "the  Mayor  may, 
at  any  time,  remove  a  Commissioner  for  good  cause  which 
shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  made  a  part  of  the  records 
of  the  Commission,"  it  attempted  to  superadd  to  the  Con- 


stitntional  requirement  something  which  was  beyond  the 
leo'islative  power,  for  if  the  Commissioners  be  "appointed 
officers."  not  being  Jndges  of  Courts  of  record  nor  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  they  may  be  re- 
moved, as  already  seen,  by  the  power  which  appointed 
them,  without  any  qualification  whatever,  and  no  statute 
can  attach  any  such  qualification  to  this  broad  power. 

The  Constitutional  clause  in  question  came  before  the 
Courts  in  the  case  of  Houseman  vs.  Commonwealth,  100 
Pa.  222,  in  a  suit  which,  so  far  as  concerns  the  present 
question,  is  identical  with  it  in  all  of  its  decisive  features. 
In  that  case  William  J.  Donohugh  had  been  appointed  Col- 
lector of  Delinquent  Taxes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
a  fixed  tenn  of  three  years  under  an  Act  approved  March 
24,  1870,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  such  an  of- 
ficial. His  appointment  was  made  on  April  7,  1879,  by 
Albert  C.  Roberts,  who  was  then  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of 
this  City.  On  July  20,  18S1,  John  Hunter,  the  then  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes,  removed  Mr.  Donohugh  from  his  office 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  Article  6 
of  the  Constitution  and  appointed  in  his  place  Henry  B. 
Tener.  ]\[r.  Tener  applied  to  Councils  for  the  approval 
of  his  bond,  and  upon  their  refusal  to  approve  of  it  en- 
tered proceedings  by  mandamus  to  compel  such  action  on 
their  part.  The  Return  to  the  Writ  of  Alternative  Man- 
damus was  based  upon  the  contention  that  the  position  of 
Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes  was  not  an  oflSce  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  or  at  best  was  a  muni- 
cipal as  distinguished  from"  a  State  or  Constitutional  oflfice, 
and  that  therefore  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  had  no  power 
to  dismiss  Mr.  Donohugh,  and  since  there  was  no  legal 
vacancy  he  was  equally  without  power  to  appoint  Mr. 
Tener.  Thus  the  question  was  squarely  raised  as  to 
whether  the  language  employed  by  the  Constitution  was 
of  universal  import  or  whether  it  applied  only  in  the 
limited  sense  contended  for.  The  Supreme  Court  took 
the  former  view,  and  in  a  lengthy  and  exhaustive  opinion 
held  that  Mr.  Donohugh  was  properly  removed  from  of- 
fice; that  Mr.  Tener  was  legally  appointed  as  his  suc- 
cessor; and  that  the  duty  devolved  upon  Councils  to  con- 


sidor  tlie  surety  bonds  offered  by  tlie  latter  gentleman, 
and  if  no  other  reason  existed  for  disapproval  of  such 
bonds,  to  approve  thereof. 

In  the  course  of  its  opinion,  the  Supreme  Court  de- 
clared that: 

"It  seems  to  us  that  we  would  be  making,  rather 
than  construing,  the  Constitution  if  we  should  say 
that  appointed  municipal  officers  shall  not  be  re- 
movable at  the  pleasure  of  the  power  which  appointed 
them,  when  the  plain,  unambiguous  words  of  the  in- 
strument positively  declare  that  all  appointed  offi- 
cers shall  be  subject  to  such  removal.  If  we  could 
thus  declare,  it  is  difficult  to  perceive  any  good  rea- 
son why  we  might  not,  with  the  same  propriety,  hold 
that  appointed  county  officers  should  be  exempted 
from  this  method  of  removal.  In  truth,  there  is  no 
distinction  appearing  in  the  section,  either  by  words 
or  inference,  in  either  the  territorial  or  functional 
character  of  the  offices  held  by  the  persons  who  are 
subjected  to  its  operation.  For  us  to  make  such  a 
distinction  would  be  a  work  of  creation,  not  of  in- 
terpretation." 

IIou soman  vs.  The  Commonwealth  has  been  followed 
and  cited  with  approval  in  many  subsequent  cases,  a  refer- 
ence to  which  would  be  needless  and  tedious.  It  very 
clearly  enunciates  the  Constitutional  law  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  it  follows  that  you  have  full  power  to  remove  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  at  your  pleasure,  or  because 
— without  going  into  any  reasons  for  your  belief — you 
think  it  advisable  to  do  so.  It  is,  of  course,  true  that  you 
cannot  compel  a  voluntary  resignation  from  the  holders  of 
these  positions,  but  a  persistent  refusal  to  resign  in  accord- 
ance with  your  wish  can  but  result  in  their  peremptory 
dismissal,  with  or  without  the  assignment  of  cause,  as  you 
may  deem  proper.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  considered  the  question 
of  the  recent  Constitutional  Amendment,  wherein  the  bor- 
rowing capacity  of  the  City  for  the  specific  purposes  of 
transit,  wharves,  docks  and  ferries,  and  the  reclaiming 
of  public  land,  was  passed,  and  the  question  as  to  whether 
or  not,  in  view  of  that  Amendment,  which  raises  the  limit 
from  seven  (7)  to  ten  (10)  per  centum,  additional  legisla- 
tion is  required. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Amendment  is  self-sus- 
taining and  does  not  require  any  additional  legislation. 
The  Act  of  1913  (P.  L.  973)  was  passed  at  the  time  this 
Amendment  was  proposed,  and  that  Act,  in  my  judgment, 
provides  a  method  for  charging  off  certain  loans  when 
they  are  on  a  self-sustaining  basis,  and  that  Act,  in  sub- 
stance, was  passed  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  Consti- 
tutional Amendment. 

The  wording  of  the  proposed  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment, which  will  probably  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the 
election  in  ISTovember,  1917,  which  changes  the  Amend- 
ment of  1915  by  enlarging  the  Amendment  of  1915,  fol- 
lows on  the  same  line  as  the  Constitutional  Amendment 
voted  on  at  the  JSTov ember  election  in  1915,  I  therefore 
advise  you  that  in  my  opinion  the  City  has  the  power  to 
borrow  the  three  (3)  per  centum  on  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  property  for  the  specific  purposes  enumerated  in 
the  Constitutional  Amendment. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  at  this  time  no  loan  to  be 
voted  on  by  the  people  should  be  proposed,  for  the  reason 
that  the  City  Controller's  books  are  not  officially  open  until 
after  January  25,  1916,  and  the  books  of  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes  will  not  be  open  until  then ;  therefore 
there  may  be  substantial   changes   in   the  assessment  of 
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property  wliieh  might  seriously  interfere  with  the  state- 
ment from  the  Controller  and  the  notice  to  the  electors, 
and  for  that  reason  I  believe  it  would  be  more  desirable 
to  wait  until  the  municipal  machinery  is  in  perfect  work- 
ing order. 

This,  however,  does  not  prevent  Councils  from  passing 
a  loan  bill  prior  to  the  general  loan  bill  for  general  munic- 
ipal purposes. 

It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  definitely  fix  what  is 
or  is  not  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City.  The  Su- 
preme Court,  in  the  recent  case  of  Shuldice  vs.  City  of 
Pittsburgh  (251  Pa.,  p.  2S),  decided  that  a  legal  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  a  public  improvement  to  which  the 
City  is  committed  is  a  debt  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Constitution,  and  as  such  must  be  deducted  in  calculating 
the  borrowing  capacity.  I  have,  therefore,  instructed  my 
office  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  all  street  openings, 
damages  arising  from  change  of  grade,  the  construction 
of  main  sewers,  bridges,  the  striking  of  streets  from  the 
City  plan,  and  the  condemnation  of  property,  in  order 
to  be  in  a  position  to  advise  the  Controller  as  to  what  are 
the  legitimate  debts  for  which  the  City  is  liable,  so  that 
he  can  properly  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  what  is  the 
real  borrowing  capacity  and  thus  prevent,  if  possible, 
further  controversy  over  this   important  subject  matter. 

T  have  communicated  with  the  other  Departments  of 
the  City  government  in  order  to  get  from  them  an  official 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  South  Philadelphia  grade  cross- 
ings. Parkway,  sewage  disposal,  and  any  other  items  of 
enterprise  which  may  be  under  way,  so  that  we  can  be  in 
a  position  to  know  definitely  and  accurately  what  are  the 
outstanding  debts  of  the  municipality  and  which  are 
properlv  chargeable  against  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
City. 

Needless  to  say  that  it  will  be  my  pleasure,  as  well  as 
duty,  to  vigorously  push  this  matter,  in  order  that  your 
Administration  will  be  in  a  position  to  carry  out  the 
great  contemplated  public  improvements,  but,  at  the  same 
time,  I  feel  that  we  should  proceed  with  care  and  caution 
in  order  that  the  matters  to  be  taken  into  account  shall  be 


rightly  considered,  and  tlins  prevent,  if  possible,  any  liti- 
gation by  reason  of  undue  haste.

Disposition  of  Money  from  Sale  of  Material  of  Water 
Exhibition.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  inquiry  of  the  7th  inst.  re- 
specting the  disposition  of  the  sum  of  $50,  being  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  material  used  in  a  Water  Conserva- 
tion Exhibition  in  City  Hall  Court-yard,  which  City 
Councils  refused  to  recognize  or  pay  for. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  declined  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  this  exhibition,  leaving  the  cost  of  it  to  be  de- 
frayed by  your  predecessor,  it  would  seem  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  material  belong  to  the  latter.  The  $50  should 
therefore  be  sent  to  Mr.  Cooke,  or  notice  given  him  that 
it  is  at  his  disposal.  If  hereafter  Councils  should  make 
an  appropriation  to  reimburse  him,  the  $50  can  then  be  de- 
ducted. Should  Mr.  Cooke  refuse  to  accept  the  money, 
it  may  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  I  see  no  rea- 
son why  the  Treasurer  may  not  receive  it  as  unclaimed 
money  which  has  been  left  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  receipting  for  it  accordingly.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  this  date  refer- 
ring to  the  "Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  I  know  of  no 
action  which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  can  take  with 
respect  to  this  legislation.  The  application  to  the  em- 
ployees of  your  Department  is  the  same  as  to  the  other 
employees  of  the  City;  that  is  to  say,  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  extend  to  municipal  corporations,  whose  em- 
ployees are  entitled  to  protection  thereunder  in  accord- 
ance with  its  terms.  Municipal  corporations  differ  from 
other  employers  principally  in  that  they  are  not  permitted 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  electing  not  to  he-' 
come  bound  by  the  Act,  but  to  retain  their  liability  under 
the  common  law,  except  as  modified  by  the  terms  of  the 
statute. 

I  understand  that  the  Commission  appointed  to  ad- 
minister the  Act  has  indicated  that  municipalities,  having 
the  power  of  taxation,  will  not  be  required  to  insure  their 
liability.  Whether,  however,  such  insurance  shall  be 
taken  out  by  the  City  is  a  matter  of  policy  for  the  deter- 
mination of  Councils. 

Any  further  information  which  you  may  desire  upon 
this  or  any  other  subject  I  will  be  very  glad  to  furnish. 

T  thank  you  for  your  kind  expressions,  and  I  need  not 
say  that  I  heartily  reciprocate  your  congratulations  and 
good  wishes.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  11th  instant  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  duly  approved  by  you,  with 
reference  to  estimates  of  the  cost  of  public  improvements 
to  which  the  City  is  obligated,  and  which  are  in  the  charge 
of  that  Bureau. 

I  thank  you  very  much  therefor,  and  will  proba^  ly  write 
you  further  from  time  to  time  as  to  the  details  of  the 
various  matters  referred  to. 

The  Chief  Surveyor  mentions  ordinances  which  have 
been  passed  authorizing  the  opening  of  streets  and  the 
condemnation  of  property  for  park,  parkway  and  play- 
ground purposes,  upon  the  improvement  of  which  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  has  made  reports  and  estimates  of  dam- 
ages. In  reply  to  the  inquiry  whether  these  items  should 
be  included  in  the  list  of  public  improvements  referred 
to,  I  think  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  necessary  infor- 
mation be  given  this  Department,  including  the  estimate 
in  detail  in  each  instance  and  a  statement  as  to  the  exact 
status  of  each  projected  improvement ;  that  is  to  say, 
whether  the  ordinance  has  been  passed  without  further 
action,  whether  notice  to  property  owners  has  been  given, 
with  dates,  or  whether  actual  possession  has  been  taken, 
etc.  I,  of  course,  appreciate  that  much  time  will  be  re- 
quired to  make  up  the  list  of  ordinances  and  to  obtain  the 
other  information  required  to  set  forth  the  situation  with 
reference  to  these  improvements,  and  while  I  regret  to  im- 
pose this  additional  trouble  upon  you,  I  find  that  in  order 
that  a  clear  idea  may  be  had  of  the  City's  position  with 
regard  to  its  outstanding  obligations,  it  is  necessary  that

the  details  with  reference  to  the  matters  in  question  be 
fully  understood.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  18th  inst,  trans- 
mitting for  the  opinion  of  this  Department  a  proposed 
ordinance  to  authorize  the  ]\rayor  to  execute  and  deliver  a 
deed,  without  covenant  of  warranty,  to  the  Philadeli)hia 
and  Trenton  Railroad  Company  for  a  certain  tract  of 
land  in  the  Xinoteonth  Ward,  in  consideration  of  the  con- 
veyance by  said  company  to  the  City  of  a  deed  in  fee 
simple,  with  special  warranty,  for  another  piece  of  land 
owned  by  it.  You  state  that  the  Board,  of  Recreation  is 
desirous  of  exchanging  these  properties,  and  the  blue  print 
accompanying  your  letter  shows  that  they  are  adjacent  to 
a  playground  at  Montgomery  avenue  and  Blair  street, 
which  has  been  condemned  and  taken  over  by  the  City. 

Two  questions  are  suggested  by  your  inquiry:  first, 
whether  the  City  may  exchange  or  dispose  of  real  estate 
otherwise  than  by  putting  it  up  at  public  auction ;  and 
second,  whether  and  to  what  extent  it  can  make  title  to 
property  condemned  by  it  for  playground  or  other  public 
purpose.  The  first  inquiry  rests  upon  Section  22  of  the 
Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.  2G4,  which  is  a  supplement 
to  the  Consolidation  Act  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  That 
section  provides : 

''That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, as  rapidly  as  purchasers  can  be  procured,  with- 
out a  sacrifice  of  price,  to  make  public  sale  and  con- 
veyance of  the  public  halls,  lots  and  real  estate  vested 
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in  said  City,  not  held  upon  anv  trust,  and  not  re- 
quired for  authorized  public  purposes,  and  to  apply 
1  the  proceeds  in  discharge  of  the  City  debts,  and  if 
ground  rents  be  reserved,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same 
for  said  purposes." 

It  has  been  usual,  in  the  past,  to  regard  this  section  of 
the  Act  as  requiring  the  City  in  all  cases  when  it  desires 
to  sell  real  estate,  to  do  so  at  public  auction,  and  where 
the  purpose  has  been  to  make  an  exchange  of  one  prop- 
erty for  another^  the  custom  has  been  to  go  through  the 
form  of  a  public  sale  of  the  property  owned  by  the  City. 
I  regard  it  as  exceedingly  doubtful,  however,  whether  Sec- 
tion 22  of  the  Act  of  1855  was  intended  to  apply  generally 
to  real  estate  owned  by  the  C  ity,  or  whether  it  was  not 
to  be  limited  to  "the  public  halls,  lots  and  real  estate  vested 
in  said  City,"  which  became  the  property  of  the  new  or 
consolidated  City  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  1854,  to  which 
the  Act  of  1855  was  a  supplement.  If  this  doubt  should 
be  well  founded,  there  would  be  nothing  in  the  Act  of  1855 
to  require  public  sale  of  real  estate  acquired  otherwise 
than  through  the  consolidation  of  the  City,  or  to  prevent 
an  exchange  thereof  should  Councils  so  desire.  However, 
the  question  is  one  for  the  person  or  corporation  talcing 
title  to  decide  rather  than  for  the  City,  and  if  such  grantee 
is  satisfied  with  the  title,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  City 
should  insist  on  this  consideration.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  ordinance  provides  that  there  shall  be  no  covenant  of 
warranty  by  the  City.  As  a  covenant  of  warranty  is  to 
be  implied  from  the  usual  words  of  grant  in  a  deed,  without 
being  expressed,  I  think  the  words  "express  or  implied'' 
should  follow  "covenant  of  warranty,"  both  in  the  title 
and  the  body  of  the  ordinance.  And  in  the  title,  in  order 
that  it  may  conform  to  the  ordinance  itself,  the  words 
"all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia in"  should  be  substituted  for  the  word  "for,"  in  the 
third  line,  after  the  words  "Trenton  Railroad  Company." 

With  respect  to  the  City's  right  to  convey  to  the  Rail- 
road Company  property  acquired  by  the  former  by  con- 
demnation proceedings  for  specified  public  purposes,  I  have 
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serious  doubt  whether  the  C'itv  has  tliat  power.  But  this, 
again,  is  a  question  for  the  Railroad  Company's  advisers 
to  determine,  that  is  to  say,  whether  they  are  willing  to 
take  such  title  as  the  City  can  convey.  The  ordinance, 
with  the  changes  above  suggested,  or  perhaps  even  without 
them,  purports  to  do  no  more  than  convey  the  right,  title 
and  interest  of  the  City  without  warranty  in  exchange  for 
a  fee  simple  title  to  the  ground  to  be  conveyed  to  it  by  the 
company,  and  for  the  above  reasons,  if  the  exchange  is 
considered  desirable  on  these  terms,  I  do  not  see  why  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  by  Councils  should  be  objected 
to  so  far  as  concerns  the  interests  of  the  City.  The  ordi- 
nance and  blue  print  are  herewith  returned.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst., 
enclosing  inquiry  as  to  the  necessity  of  confirming  by 
Select  Council  the  appointees  in  the  Division  of  Housing 
and  Sanitation,  and  asking  as  to  the  effect  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act  of"l906  and  the  Act  of  June  11,  1915,  P.  L. 
954,  upon  the  svibject,  I  would  say  that  Section  2  of  the 
latter  Act  distinctly  provides  for  the  appointmont  of  em- 
ployees in  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  ''sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  Select  Council.'' 

This  being  the  latest  enactment  upon  the  subject,  must 
govern  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  any  earlier  statute, 
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and  consequently  such  appointees  must  be  approved  or 
confirmed  by  Select  Council.

Claim  for  Damages  to  Tractor  Engine. 

William  H.  Wilson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — In  reference  to  the  claim  of  the  contractor 
for  repairing  damages  to  a  Boyd  Tractor  Engine,  this 
Department  did  not  lose  sight  of  the  clause  of  the  speci- 
fications to  which  you  refer,  but  was  animated  in  its  view 
by  the  written  admission  of  the  City's  employee  that  it  was 
through  his  own  forgetfulness  in  making  some  adjustment 
of  the  apparatus  that  the  accident  occurred.  However, 
we  are  not  disposed  to  insist  that  the  City  pay  the  dam- 
ages as  against  the  view  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire, 
but  are  quite  willing  to  await  judicial  determination  of 
this  question  if  that  be  necessary. 

If  the  engine  is  in  the  possession  of  the  City  and  the 
matter  rests  upon  the  footing  of  a  mere  claim  liy  the  con- 
tracting company  for  the  cost  of  the  repairs,  it  may  be  well 
to  allow  the  latter  to  take  such  action  as  it  may  deem 
proper.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  tractor  engine  is  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  contractor  and  delivery  to  the  City 
is  refused  until  payment  is  made,  the  matter  of  expediency 
may  enter  into  the  question — that  is  to  say,  whether  the 
tractor  is  needed  immediately,  or  whether  it  is  advisable  to 
embark  in  litigation  to  obtain  its  possession,  etc.  In  short, 
the  evident  inclination  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
being  to  insist  upon  the  City's  freedom  from  liability  in 
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tlie  matter,  we  may  as  well,  perhaps,  tal<e  that  position 
unless  the  City's  snhstantial  interests  will  be  prejuiliccd 
by  protracting  the  dispute.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Police  of  yesterday's  date  askine;  with  respect  to  the  Child 
Labor  Law  of  May  13,  1915,  P.  L.  286,  whether  minors 
offending-  against  the  provisions  of  the  law  should  be  ar- 
reste<l ;  whether  both  parents  or  only  the  father,  in  case 
both  be  alive,  may  be  arrested,  and  whether  those  standing 
in  the  relation  of  parents,  where  none  such  are  living,  may 
be  arrested,  for  violations  of  the  Act. 

The  Act  throughout  seems  to  be  directed  against  the 
employers  or  those  suffering  or  permitting  minors  under 
the  specified  ages  to  work  in  the  manner  forbidden  by  the 
statute.  Only  the  first  and  third  sentences  of  Section  7 
may  perhaps  be  regarded  as  speaking  directly  to  the  minors 
themselves;  elsewhere  the  expression  is  ''no  minor  shall 
be  employed  or  permitted  to  work,"  etc.,  or  other  words 
of  like  import.  I  find  little  if  any  reference  to  the  par- 
ents of  minors  and,  as  already  stated,  the  employers  are 
those  at  whom  the  prohibitions  contained  in  the  Act  appear 
to  be  aimed.  This  is  emphasized  by  Section  23,  which  is 
the  one  dealing  with  the  penalties  for  violation  of  the 
statutory  provisions.  That  section  enacts  that  '^any  per- 
son or  any  agent  or  manager  for  any  person  who  shall 
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violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  who  shall  com- 
pel or  permit  any  minor  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  who  shall  hinder  or  delay  any  officer  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act 
shall  npon  conviction  thereof  be  sentenced,"  etc. 

The  statute  is  a  criminal  one,  however,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  police  authorities  consult  the  officials 
charged  with  the  enforcement  and  administration  of  the 
criminal  law,  to  wit :  the  District  Attorney,  with  reference 
to  the  method  of  its  enforcement  and  the  duty  devolving 
upon  such  authorities  in  connection  therewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date  asking  the 
proper  procedure  in  setting  aside  fifteen  examinations  held 
under  the  old  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  papers  not 
having  been  marked,  and  therefore  no  averages  obtained 
for  those  examined,  and  no  eligible  lists  made  up  or  pub- 
lished. It  is  stated  that  the  Commission  desires  to  sus- 
pend these  fifteen  examinations  and  supersede  them  by 
fifteen  similar  ones,  "to  be  placed  on  the  schedule  on  which 
we  are  now  at  work,"  and  inquiry  is  made  whether  the 
Commission  is  right  in  taking  that  step. 

No  reason  is  assigned  for  the  action  proposed,  and  I 
am  therefore  at  some  loss  to  advise  you  whether  it  is  right 
or  wrong.  The  Civil  Service  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  pro- 
vides in  Section  10  the  follolwing  causes  which  will  justify 
the  Commission  in  refusing  to  examine  an  applicant,  or 
to  certify  an  eligible;  it  enumerates  those  who  are  "found 
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to  laok  any  of  the  cstal)Hsliod  prclimiiiarv  requirements 
for  the  examination  or  position,  or  employment  for  which 
lie  applies;  or  who  is  physically  so  disabled  as  to  be  ren- 
dered unfit  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  position 
to  which  he  seeks  appointment;  or  who  is  addicted  to  the 
habitual  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  drugs ;  or  who  has 
been  guilty  of  any  crimes,  or  of  infamous  or  notoriously 
disgraceful  conduct;  or  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the 
public  service  for  delinquency  or  misconduct;  or  who  has 
made  a  false  statement  of  any  material  fact,  or  practiced 
or  attempted  to  practice  any  deception  or  fraud,  in  his 
application,  in  his  examination,  or  in  securiui^  his  elegi- 
bility." 

It  would  seem  probable  that  this  list  of  causes  for  which 
the  examination  or  certification  may  be  refused  is  intended 
to  exclude  all. others.  The  foregoing  quotation  from  the 
Act  is  followed  by  the  provision  that  any  applicant  feeling 
himself  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  re- 
fusing to  examine  or  certify  him  may  apply  for  a  puldic 
hearing,  at  which  the  further  judgment  of  the  Commission 
is  to  be  final.  But  I  think  this  is  intended  to  apply  to 
individual  cases  of  refusal  for  the  causes  specified,  and 
not  to  the  setting  aside  of  entire  lists,  unless  some  proper 
reason  for  that  action  can  be  assigned. 

In  the  case  of  Com.  ex  rel.  Fleming  vs.  The  City,  in 
which  the  Court  quashed  the  Writ  of  Mandamus  to  com- 
pel the  average  of  an  applicant  for  the  position  of  a 
policeman  to  be  computed  and  he  to  be  placed  upon  the 
eligible  list  if  his  standing  warranted,  a  change  had  taken 
place  in  the  physical  requirements  for  the  position  in 
question,  and  the  general  order  of  the  Court  quashing  the 
writ  does  not  show  whether  its  decision  was  for  that  reason 
or  because  the  rights  of  the  relator  were  too  uncertain  to 
justify  his  claim. 

T^nless  some  other  reason  exists  than  the  change  in  the 
personality  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  refusing 
to  mark  the  papers,  make  up  the  averages,  and  prepare 
the  list  of  eligibles,  in  my  opinion  it  would  be  difficult  to 
sustain  such  wholesale  setting  aside  of  the  examinations 
already  held. 
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If,  however,  in  any  cases,  the  new  schedules  on  which 
the  Comniission  is  engaged  will  be  of  such  an  altered  char- 
acter as  to  make  the  examinations  heretofore  held  inappli- 
cable as  not  sufficiently  indicating  the  qualifications  of  the 
applicants  for  the  positions  on  the  new  schedules,  then  I 
think  a  sufficient  reason  for  disregarding  those  examina- 
tions would  in  such  instances  be  shown.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  approved  by  you,  in  further  reference 
to  the  purchase  of  lanterns  to  be  used  in  the  restoration  to 
their  historical  condition  of  Independence  Hall  and 
Square. 

This  Department,  on  December  31st  last,  in  view  of 
the  facts  then  presented  to  it,  expressed  the  opinion  that 
no  reason  was  shown  why  the  contract  for  manufacturing 
and  supplying  these  lanterns  might  not  be  advertised  for 
and  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  as  in  other  cases. 
Various  new  facts  are  now  recited  which  would  seem  to 
go  far  in  taking  the  case  out  of  the  usual  conditions  to 
which  the  Act  of  1874,  requiring  such  bidding  and  letting, 
are  intended  to  apply.  It  has  often  been  held  that  where 
the  services  or  commodities  to  be  supplied  to  a  municipal 
corporation  are  so  special  in  their  character  that  the  com- 
petition usually  resulting  from  open  public  bidding  is 
not  properly  applicable  to  the  situation,  then  such  invita- 
tions to  bid  may  be  dispensed  with.  Thus,  if  the  article 
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desired  is  a  patented  one  and  can  be  supplied  only  from 
one  source,  or  if  the  services  required  are  of  a  profes- 
sional character,  so  that  competition  in  price  is  not  a  fair 
criterion  of  their  value,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  that 
method  of  selection  is  obviously  improper  and  not  cal- 
culated to  attain  the  end  in  view — in  all  such  instances 
it  is  held  that  the  contract  may  be  let  to  the  person  or 
firm  selected  without  resorting  to  competitive  bids. 

In  view  of  the  exceptional  situation — the  artistic  nature 
of  the  lanterns  desired,  the  special  relations  thereto  which 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Globe  Gas  Light  Company  appear  to  maintain  to 
the  City  in  the  matter,  the  desire  to  prevent  the  pattern 
so  supplied  from  being  generally  used,  and  the  other 
special  circumstances  stated — the  case  would  seem  to  be 
one  in  which  a  departure  from  the  ordinary  statutory  re- 
quirement is  permissible.  It  may  be  that  if  adverse  liti- 
gation were  instituted,  the  Courts  might  tal^e  the  opposite 
view.  Nevertheless,  in  consideration  of  the  peculiar  ele- 
ments here  involved,  as  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau, 
I  think  that  in  the  absence  of  any  such  effort  by  taxpayers 
or  others  to  compel  adherence  to  the  method  of  public 
bidding,  it  is  not  your  duty  to  insist,  in  this  instance, 
that  such  method  be  pursued.

Proposed  Ordinance  Selecting  Athletic  Field  for  Students, 
of  Franhford  High  School.

Dear   Sir  : — I   have  your  letter  transmitting  for   the 
opinion  of  this  Department  an  "Ordinance  selecting  plot 
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of  ground  bounded  by  Harrison,  Horroeks,  Wakeling  and 
Large  streets  for  an  Atbletic  Field  for  the  students  of  the 
Frankford  High  School.'' 

You  ask  whether  it  is  legal  to  limit  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages under  condemnation  proceedings  as  shown  in  Section 
1  of  the  ordinance  which  contains  the  words,  "not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  (GO, 000)  dollars."  You  also 
ask  that  an  ordinance  in  proper  form  be  drafted  to  take 
the  place  of  this  one  if  in  my  opinion  it  is  not  in  legal 
shape. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  an  insuperable  difficulty  in  pro- 
viding in  advance  that  the  owners  of  the  property  shall 
agree  before  the  condemnation  proceedings  are  initiated 
that  the  entire  amount  of  damages  to  be  awarded  shall  not 
exceed  a  fixed  amount,  though  this  is  somewhat  unusual 
in  condemnation  proceedings.  A  proper  form  in  such  a 
case  might  be  that  of  an  ordinance  providing  that : 

"Upon  the  express  conditions  that  the  owner  of  the 
property  (description)  shall  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  that  the  entire  amount 
of  damages  awarded  for  the  appropriation  and  selec- 
tion of  the  ground  and  improvements  herein  described 

shall  be  $ (or  shall  not  exceed  $ )  ; 

and  upon  the  execution  of  said  agreement  by  all  the 
parties  in  interest,  and  not  otherwise,  the  said  ground 
and  improvements  hereinabove  described  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  selected  and  appropriated  for,"  etc. 

Other  difficulties  suggest  themselves,  however,  which  go 
to  the  substance  of  the  ordinance  submitted  rather  than  to 
the  mere  question  of  form.  The  Acts  applicable  to  the 
condemnation  of  property  for  parks  and  playgrounds  are 
the  Acts  of  1857,  1895,  and  June  8,  1907— the  latter 
specifically  authorizing  the  condemnation  of  ground  for 
playgrounds.  There  is  no  legislation  specifically  author- 
izing the  condemnation  of  ground  for  an  Athletic  Field, 
and  I  think  that  the  intention  of  the  statutes  is  that  ground 
set  apart  for  playgrounds  shall  be  for  the  benefit  and  use 
of  the  entire  community.  The  purpose  of  the  present 
ordinance  seems  to  be  to  condemn  property  "for  an  Athletic 
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Fiold  for  tlio  students  of  the  Frankford  TTio-h  School." 
Tliis  is  a  matter  which  pertains  to  the  Board  of  Eduoation 
— the  Athletic  Field  being  evidently  desired  for  school 
purposes  and  not  for  the  public  at  larae.  As  yon  are 
aware,  under  the  Act  of  1911,  the  School  District  is 
separate  and  apart  from  the  municipal  government,  with 
its  owm  revenues  and  distinct  powers  and  functions.  For 
this  reason  it  appears  to  me  that  the  suggested  ordinance 
is  not  a  proper  one,  and  I  therefore  refrain  from  com- 
pliance with  your  request  to  draft  an  ordinance  in  proper 
form  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  sent  mc. 

Should  it  be  desired  to  condemn  the  property  for  a 
playground  as  above  explained,  and  not  as  an  Athletic  Field 
for  the  students  of  the  Frankford  High  School,  upon  being 
so  advised  I  will  be  glad  to  prepare  an  ordinance  to  carry 
that  purpose  into  effect.

Dear  Sir:— Mr.  William  H.  Connell,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  in  a  letter  approved  by  you,  asks 
with  respect  to  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  for  the  improvement 
of  Northeast  Boulevard  from  Second  street  to  Bliawn 
street,  amounting  to  $385,000,  whether  final  payment 
may  be  made  and  the  five  per  cent,  cash  deposit  required 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract  may  be  released.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  (;ontract  has  been  completed  and  the  work 
accepted,  save  in  two  small  particulars — that  is,  the  top 
soil  at  the  Adams  avenue  intersection,  having  been  placed 
in  freezing  weather,  cannot  properly  be  leveled  and  rolled 
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as  stipulated  until  the  winter  is  over ;  also  that  a  certain 
portion  of  the  sidewalk  at  that  intersection  has  been  de- 
stroyed by  frost  and  cannot  be  replaced  until  spring 
weather  comes. 

The  total  cost  of  all  such  work  will  not  exceed  $200, 
whereas,  the  final  payment  amounts  to  $38,000,  and  the 
five  per  cent,  cash  deposit  to  $16,000,  which  would  be  pav- 
able  to  the  contractor  except  for  these  minor  matters.  The 
Barber  Asphalt  Company  has  written  letters  agreeing  to 
do  the  necessary  work  in  the  springtime  and  its  surety 
has  also  given  its  written  consent  and  approval  to  "the 
granting  of  the  estimate  in  acceptance  of  the  work."  It 
is  further  proposed  to  allow  $400  to  remain  with  the  City, 
yrhich  is  double  the  estimated  value  of  the  work,  as  a 
further  guarantee  that  the  defects  will  be  duly  remedied. 

If  the  foregoing  is  entirely  correct  in  its  assumptions 
of  fact,  I  think  it  woulci  be  unjust  to  retain  such  large 
amounts  of  money  which  would  be  due  the  contractors  if 
the  work  were  absolutely  complete,  the  City  being  amply 
protected  by  the  retention  of  the  $400,  and  in  view  of  the 
foregoing  I  see  no  reason  why  the  final  payment  under 
the  contract  should  not  be  made  and  the  five  per  cent,  cash 
deposit  with  the  City  Treasurer  released.

Liability  of  City  to  Employee  of  Contractor — Worhmeris 
Compensation  Act. 

George  E.  Datesman,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — A  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  inquires  as  to  the 
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liability  of  the  City  "on  brid<>:e,  sewer  and  similar  con- 
tracts, for  injury  to  the  employee  of  a  contrar-tor  not 
properly  protected  under  the  Compensation  Act."  He 
also  asks  for  a  recommendation  '^'as  to  a  standard  pro- 
cedure in  specifications  and  proposals  to  properly  protect 
the  City  against  such  claims." 

In  the  ease  of  an  employee  of  an  independent  contractor 
there  is  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the  C'ity  under  the 
Compensation  Act.  The  employer  alone  is  liable  by  virtue 
of  that  Act,  and  the  employer  is  not  the  City,  but  the 
contractor. 

The  City  is  liable  in  all  cases  of  its  own  employees,  and 
unlike  other  employers  it  has  not  the  privilege  of  electing 
not  to  be  bound  by  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  upon 
notice,  etc. ;  therefore,  no  provision  in  the  specifications  or 
proposals  can  avail  to  discharge  the  City  from  liability  to 
its  own  employees,  nor  is  any  such  provision  necessary  to 
prevent  liability  on  its  part  for  injuries  to  the  employees 
of  contractors,  except,  of  course,  in  cases  where  the  agents 
or  servants  of  the  City  may  be  guilty  of  negligence. 

For  these  reasons  I  have  no  recommendation  to  make 
upon  the  subject  except  to  continue  using  the  clause  which 
already  appears  in  our  standard  form  of  contract,  and 
under  which  the  contractor  agrees  "to  be  responsible  for 
and  pay  all  loss  or  damage  to  either  person  r>r  property 
which  may  in  any  manner  arise  by  reason  of  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  said  work  during  the  progress  of  the  same,  and 
in  case  of  the  happening  of  such  loss  or  damage  the  amount 
thereof  may  be  retained  by  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  (the  City)  out  of  any  jiayment  due  or  to  grow  due 
hereunder."

Dear  Sir  : — The  Superintendent  of  Police  has  written 
me  with  reference  to  the  proviso  to  Section  10  of  the  Act 
of  May  20,  1915  (P.  L.  566),  reqnirin,^  cities  of  the 
first  class  to  establish  a  Pension  Fund  for  their  employees, 
which  provides  "That  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  employees 
of  such  Departments,  Bureaus  or  Offices  as  are  now  pro- 
tected by  pension  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State 
and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act."  He 
refers  to  an  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  IMichael  J.  Pyan, 
Esq.,  that,  "if  the  Bureau  at  the  date  of  the  Act  was  pro- 
tected by  a  legally  authorized  pension  fund  to  which  an 
employee  in  the  Bureau  was  eligible,  the  Act  would  not 
applv  to  that  employee,  because  its  language  mahes  it  in- 
applicable to  employees  of  such  Bureaus  as  were  then 
protected  by  pension." 

The  Superintendent  of  Police  then  asks  whether  this 
proviso  applies  to  those  members  of  the  Bureau  who  mav 
have  become  members  after  the  date  of  the  Act;  and  "are 
all  persons  who  may  from  time  to  time  become  mem- 
bers of  this  Bureau  after  the  date  of  the  Act  and  who  are 
eligible  for  membership  in  the  Police  Pension  Eund  re- 
lieved of  the  necessity  of  complying  with  the  Municipal 
Pension  Act  of  1915." 

In  my  judgment  the  Act  was  intended  to  provide  a  line 
of  demarcation  between  City  employees  not  otherwise 
eligible  to  Pension  Eunds  and  those  belonging  to  Depart- 
ments, Bureaus  or  offices  bv  virtue  of  which  they  mifijht  be 
protected  by  such  other  Pension  Eunds.  To  the  former 
class  the  Act  of  1915  applies,  and  to  the  latter  it  does 
not.  Accordingly,  when  becoming  a  member  of  a  Depart- 
ment, Bureau,  etc.,  by  means  of  which  he  might  enjoy  the 
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protection  of  a  special  Pension  Fund  existing  in  that  De- 
partment at  the  date  of  the  Act,  he  is  neither  required  nor 
pei-niitted  to  share  the  benefits  of  the  Act  of  11)15  or  to 
contribute  to  the  Pension  Fund  by  that  Act  established. 
This  is  irrespective  of  whether  such  person  were  attached 
to  the  Department  or  Bureau  in  question  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  that  Act,  or  whether  he  became  a  member 
of  it  thereafter.

Right  to  Sell  Land  Leased  to  JJyiited  Gas  Improvement  Co.

Dear  Sir  : — A  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Real 
Estate  in  reference  to  the  triangidar  piece  of  ground  at 
Twenty-eighth  and  Porter  streets  has  been  received. 

This  matter  was  the  subject  of  a  letter  from  my  prede- 
cessor, Michael  J.  Ryan,  Esq.,  under  date  of  May  4,  1915, 
addressed  to  the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  property  in 
question  was  covered  by  the  lease  of  the  I  nited  CJas  Im- 
provement Company,  and  that  it  could  not  be  sold  by  the 
City  except  subject  to  such  lease,  unless  its  release  could 
be  ol)tained  from  that  company. 

The  Superintendent  of  Real  Estate  now  writes  that  it  is 
*'the  opinion  of  Mr.  Finley,  the  leader  of  the  Thirty-ninth 
Ward,  in  which  he  lives,  that  there  was  no  sound  legal  right 
on  the  part  of  the  Gas  Company  to  continue  to  treat  this 
property  as  under  its  lease  when  it  had  neither  enclosed 
nor  used  it  except  to  run  a  large  service  main  under  the 
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lot,"  and  some  reference  is  made  to  proceedings  for  the 
opening  of  Twenty-eighth  street  in  a  project  for  the  com- 
prehensive improvement  of  the  neighborhood  embracing 
the  tract  in  question. 

The  latter  considerations  are  too  vaguely  stated  to  admit 
of  definite  consideration,  nor  are  the  conclusions  of  my 
predecessor  in  any  way  affected  by  the  alleged  fact  that 
the  property  has  not  been  enclosed  or  used  by  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  lessee. 

I  see  no  reason  to  depart  from  the  opinion  expressed  in 
the  letter  to  Mr.  Cooke,  above  referred  to.  The  tract  being 
included  in  the  lease  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany, no  power  remains  in  the  City  to  dispossess  that  com- 
pany during  the  term  of  the  lease,  otherwise  than  with  its 
consent;  except  that  if  the  land  were  desired  as  part  of  a 
highway  or  other  public  improvement,  the  rights  of  the 
lessee  company  might  be  condemned  by  the  City.'

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th 
inst.  relating  to  the  paving  on  the  southeast  side  of  Hunt- 
ing Park  avenue,  from  Allegheny  avenue  to  Twenty-ninth 
street,  in  front  of  the  Catholic  Home  for  Destitute  Chil- 
dren, and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  this  prop- 
erty is  non-assessable  as  belonging  to  an  institution  of 
purely  public  charity. 

This  Home  seems  to  have  been  recently  constructed 
and  was  exempted  from  taxation  by  the  Board  of  Revision 
of  Taxes  in  1913  as  being  an  institution  of  purely  public 
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charity.  The  affidavit  filed  with  the  Board  of  Kevision 
of  Taxes  and  sworn  to  by  Arehl)ishop  Prend('r<>ast  shows 
that  the  institution  was  not  only  founded  and  endowed 
l)y  private  charity,  but  is  maintained  thereby.  It  appears 
that  it  is  open  to  the  public  without  distinction  as  to  race, 
sect  or  creed.  Its  more  than  two  hundred  inmates  are  re- 
ceived without  pay,  and  there  is  no  element  of  gain  or 
profit  in  its  management. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  ITome  is  an  institution  of  purely  pul)lic  charity  and 
its  property  non-assessable.  The  bill  should  therefore  be 
paid  by  the  City.

Dear  Sir:- — In  response  to  the  letter  of  Chester  E. 
Albright,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  of  the  3d  inst., 
approved  by  you  as  Director,  referring  to  the  encroach- 
ment by  the  south  retaining  wall  of  the  approach  to  Wal- 
nut street  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river,  upon  the  prem- 
ises owned  by  John  Wanamaker  on  Walnut  street,  between 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  streets,  which  said  let- 
ter contains  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  William  L.  Nevin, 
Esq.,  attorney  for  John  Wanamaker,  the  last  paragraph 
of  which  is  as  follows : 

'^We  are  credibly  advised,  and.  therefore,  believe, 
damages  were  never  paid  for  the  small  strip  thus 
taken.  We  are  not  directed  to  institute  proceedings 
to  collect  damages.     The  object  of  this  communica- 
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tion  is  to  give  formal  notice  the  present  owner  does 
not  acquiesce  in  sucli  taking,  nse  and  possession,  and 
to  enter  protest  as'ainst  the  creation  of  any  possible 
easement  on  behalf  of  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia." 

Yon  request  that  I  have  drawn  up  and  executed  on  be- 
half of  the  City  the  necessary  document  acknowledging 
the  encroachment  in  question  and  protecting  the  o"wners 
ao;ainst  loss  of  their  rights  to  the  strip  in  question.  I 
doubt  the  necessity  or  advisability  of  our  entering  into  a 
formal  agreement  of  this  character  on  behalf  of  the  City ; 
but,  if  the  Wanamaker  interests  desire  it,  I  see  no  objec- 
tion to  the  District  Surveyor  preparing  a  survey  showing 
the  encroachment  and  certifying  to  the  same,  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  appending  his  approval 
thereto. 

This  would  be  sufficient  in  my  opinion  to  answer  the 
purpose  in  view.

Dear  Sir: — The  Superintendent  of  Police  has  written 
me,  under  date  of  February  15th,  asking  how  Question 
21,  in  the  ''Employer's  Report  of  Accident  to  Employee," 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  Information,  should 
be  answered.     That  question  is  as  follows: 

"Has  employee  reserved  his  common  law  rights  ? 
If  so,  when  ?" 
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The  question  should  be  answered  in  accordance  with 
the  fact.  Section  oOi*  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  of  1915  provides  that  in  ordinary  cases  eiiher  the 
employer  or  the  employee  may  elect  not  to  be  bound  by 
Article  III  of  that  Act.  Such  election  is  to  be  made  by 
an  express  statement  in  writing,  from  either  party  to  the 
other,  showing  the  intention  not  to  accept  that  article,  to 
be  served  and  copy  thereof  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Work- 
men's Compensation  of  the  Department  of  Labor  ami  In- 
dustry, as  in  Section  302  specifically  provided.  If  no  such 
notice  be  given  and  copy  sent  to  the  Bureau,  as  thus  re- 
quired, it  is  to  be  conclusively  presumed  that  the  parties 
have  accepted  the  provisions  of  Article  III.  It  is  further 
provided  in  that  section  that  no  City  or  other  municipal 
corporation,  or  officer  or  agent  thereof  or  of  the  Common- 
wealth, is  permitted  to  give  such  notice  of  rejection  of  the 
provisions  of  that  article  to  an  employee,  but  this  dis- 
ability is  not  reciprocal.  The  employee  of  a  city  does  not 
appear  to  be  prevented  from  rejecting  Article  III  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  Therefore,  if  the  em- 
ployee has  followed  the  prescribed  course  to  reserve  his 
common  law  rights,  the  first  branch  of  the  question  should 
be  answered  "Yes,"  the  second  branch  stating  the  date  of 
the  notice  given  by  him  for  that  purpose.  If  the  employee 
has  not  reserved  his  common  law  rights,  the  first  branch 
of  the  question  should  be  answered  "No,"  and.  of  course, 
the  second  branch  docs  not,  in  such  case,  require  an 
answer. 

In  reply  to  the  Superintendent's  further  query  whether 
the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  come  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  in 
case  of  accident  will  be  paid  by  the  City  in  accordance 
with  the  schedule  fixed  by  Section  306,  I  would  say  "Yes" 
to  both  of  these  subjects  of  inquiry.

ordinance. 

In  order  to  make  it  conform  to  existing  legislation,  how- 
ever, it  should  be  altered  by  substituting  for  the  words 
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''of  the  ordinance  approved  April,  1S92/'  the  following: 
''of  the  ordinances  approved  April  9,  1892,  with  the 
amendments  thereto,  and  December  24,  1014."

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  the  ordinance  of  April  15,  1908  (page 
106),  in  regard  to  the  qualifications  necessary  and  es- 
sential to  the  appointment  of  a  Chief  Inspector  in  the 
Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection,  at  a  salary  of  $3,500  per 
year,  I  find  that  Section  1  of  that  ordinajice  provides  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Chief  Inspector  at  that  salary,  and 
of  a  Deputy  Inspector  and  23  Elevator  Inspectors. 

Section  2  provides  that: 

"The  Inspectors  under  this  Ordinance  must  be 
competent  and  practical  elevator  mechanics,  hav- 
ing had  practical  experience  in  elevator  mechanism, 
and  all  other  employees  appointed  hereunder  shall 
have  such  special  qualifications  as  may  be  required 
for  the  proper  inspection  of  passenger  and  freight 
elevators." 

In  my  judgment  the  word  "Inspectors,"  as  used  in  the 
second  section,  refers  to  the  Chief  Inspector  as  well  as  to 
the  23  other  Inspectors,  and,  therefore,  that  the  former 
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is  required  to  be  a  competent  and  practical  elevator  me- 
chanic, having  had  practical  experience  in  elevator  mech- 
anism.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  your  Secretary  in- 
quiring as  to  the  Act  of  May  20,  1913,  P.  L.  238,  pur- 
porting to  regulate  plastering  in  cities  of  the  first  and 
second  classes,  asking  vrhether  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  has  authority  to  appoint  additional  inspectors 
under  it  and  for  suggestions  as  to  the  City's  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Section  9  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  to  enforce  its  provisions,  and  of  Councils  to 
enact  ordinances  for  that  purpose  and  prescribe  penalties 
for  non-compliance.  Until  Councils  shall  appropriate 
money  for  the  payment  of  inspectors  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection  is  without  authority  to  appoint  them. 

In  my  judgment,  however,  the  validity  and  constitu- 
tionality of  the  Act  are  extremely  doubtful.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve the  subject  one  as  to  which  the  classification  of  cities 
is  permissible,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which  is  un- 
skilfully drawn,  are  open  to  objection  not  only  for  that 
reason,  but  because  of  their  ambiguity  and  the  seeming 
lack  of  practicality  in  their  enforcement.

Liabiliiij  of  Cilji  to  Employee  of  Contractor  Under 
Worhnen's  Compensation  Act.

Deak  Sir:— I  have  your  inquiry  of  the  23(1  iust.  with 
reference  to  the  relation  of  the  City  toward  the  employees 
of  contractors,  stating  your  impression  to  be  that  "the 
contractors  become  merely  agents  of  the  City,  and  if  a 
workman  is  injured  on  a  contract  that  the  City  will  be 
held  liable  for  such  injury." 

This  is  not  my  understanding  of  the  law  upon  the  sub- 
ject. It  is  true  that  with  relation  to  third  parties  a  con- 
tract with  the  City  may  provide  for  so  great  a  degree  of 
supervision  and  control  on  the  part  of  the  City's  officers 
that  it  (the  City)  may  be  liable  to  such  third  parties  as 
if  it  were  doing  the  work  itself  and  not  through  a  con- 
tractor; but  this  does  not  apply  to  the  employees  of  the 
contractor,  who  remain  his  employees  though  engaged  to 
do  City  work  under  contract  with  their  employer. 

On  February  2d  last  I  wrote  you  upon  this  subject  in 
answer  to  an  inquiry  which  came  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys.  As  this  may  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  and  may  not  be  before  you, 
and  as  it  clearly  states  my  thought  upon  the  subject,  I 
take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  opinion  to  which 
I  refer.  Trusting  that  this  may  make  the  matter  clear

Right   to   Use  Funds  for   One  Purpose   ivhen  Borroioed 
for  Another.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  February  23d,  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  in  a  letter  approved  by  you,  in- 
quires whether  money  borrowed  with  the  assent  of  the 
voters  for  the  "purchase  of  water  pipe"  may  be  used  for 
"the  purchase  of  the  necessary  appliances  incidental  to 
the  laying-  of  water  pipe,  as,  for  instance,  valves,  hydrants, 
lead,  etc." 

The  considerations  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  sug- 
gests in  support  of  the  view  that  the  money  may  be  so 
used  are,  in  a  certain  sense,  persuasive;  nevertheless, 
the  attitude  of  the  Courts  in  permitting  a  diversion  of 
funds  borrowed  with  electoral  consent,  the  express  pur- 
pose of  which  the  voters  were  notified,  has  been  extremely 
strict.  Thus  in  the  case  of  Wolff  Chemical  Co.  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 217  Pa.  215,  after  the  City  had  incurred  lia- 
bility and  proceeded  under  ordinance  in  the  construction 
of  the  Xortheast  Boulevard,  money  was  borrowed  "for 
continuing  the  improvement  of  the  Boulevard"  by  virtue 
of  a  vote  of  the  people,  and  it  was  held  that  no  part  of  this 
fund  might  be  used  in  payment  for  ground  condemned  as 
a  part  of  the  bed  of  the  proposed  avenue. 

The  words  "purchase  of  water  pipe"  have  a  distinct 
and  fairly  well-defined  meaning.  If  the  proposition  were 
to  buy  material  entering  into  the  construction  of  the  water 
pipe  itself,  a  somewhat  elastic  construction  of  "purchase" 
would  justify  that  use  of  the  money,  but  with  respect  to 
articles  which  are  merely  incidental  to  the  water  pipe  and 
to  be  used  in  connection  therewith,  I  fear  the  judicial  atti- 
tude would   be   similar   to   that   indicated   in   the   Wolff 
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Clicmical  Company  case  ahove  referred  to  slioiild  the 
question  be  litigated.  It  is,  of  conrse,  possible  that  no 
attempt  ^vol^ld  be  made  by  taxpayers  or  others  to  inter- 
fere with  the  use  of  the  money  in  the  manner  suggested.

While  custom  in  this  matter  and  consideration  in  the 
individual  case  might  affect  the  question,  unless  some  such 
peculiar  custom  or  consideration  exist,  it  would  appear 
that  the  words  "construction  gang"  are  intended  to  apply 
only  to  those  usually  so  designated — that  is,  laborers  or 
workmen  who  are  not  paid  annual  salaries,  but  are  paid 
daily  wages  for  their  labor.

EligihiUty  of  Person  Sent  to  Eeformatory  to  Position  as 
Patrolman.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  24tli  inst.  with  refer- 
ence to  the  appointment  of,  or  retention  on  the  police  force 
of  one  who  before  attaining  his  majority  had  been  sent  to 
the  House  of  Refuge  or  Huntingdon  Reformatory,  asks 
two  questions:  first,  whether  such  a  person  is  eligible 
to  appointment;  and  second,  "Whether  the  Department 
would  be  justified  in  keeping  a  man  in  the  ser\'ice  under 
these  conditions,  if  his  record  is  clean  after  he  has  reached 
the  age  of  21  years." 

Section  1  of  Article  III  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885 
(Bullitt  Act),  provides  ''that  no  person  shall  be  employed 
in  this  Department  as  a  policeman  or  fireman  who  is  not 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  has  been  convicted 
of  crime,  unless  pardoned,  or  who  cannot  read  and  write 
understandingly  in  the  English  language,  or  who  shall  not 
have  resided  within  the  State  for  at  least  one  year  pre- 
ceding his  appointment." 

This  would  prevent  the  appointment  of  one  sent  to 
either  of  the  institutions  mentioned  under  sentence  for  a 
crime  of  which  he  had  been  convicted  "unless  pardoned." 
But  if  he  had  been  placed  in  the  House  of  Refuge  or  Re- 
formatory otherwise  than  by  reason  of  the  conviction  of  a 
crime,  this  would  not  prevent  his  appointment  nor  would 
an  affirmative  answer  to  either  branch  of  the  inquiry, 
"Have  you  ever  been  arrested  or  guilty  of  any  crime?" 
necessarily  have  that  effect. 

With  respect  to  the  second  question — whether  the  De- 
partment would  be  justified  in  Jceeping  a  man  in  the  serv- 
ice under  these  conditions — the  case  of  Casper  vs.  Phila- 
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delphia,  55  Superior  Court,  266,  is  directly  in  point.  In 
that  case  it  was  held  that  the  provision  of  the  Bullitt  Act 
above  cited  applied  only  to  the  original  appointment  of  a 
policeman  and  did  not  require  or  justify  his  dismissal 
from  the  service;  and  that  he  could  only  be  so  dismissed 
after  trial  and  conviction  before  the  Police  Court  provided 
for  by  that  Act.  In  other  words,  that  while  a  sentence 
for  crime  would  debar  a  man  from  appointment  upon  the 
police  force,  it  would  not  furnish  ground  for  his  removal 
therefrom  after  he  had  become  connected  with  that  branch 
of  the  municipal  service.

Right  to  Use  Funds  Appropriated  to  'Construction  of 
Subway  for  the  Widening  of  a  Street  in  Connection 
Therewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  25th 
inst.  with  reference  to  the  propriety  of  using  a  part  of  the 
funds  to  be  borrowed  for  the  development  of  transit  fa- 
cilities, for  the  opening  of  Eighth  street,  between  Walnut 
and  Race  streets,  as  incidental  to  that  purpose,  which 
question  you  state  is  referred  to  this  Department  ''for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  applying  a  portion  of  the 
funds  to  be  voted  on  at  the  next  election  for  transit  and 
port  development  to  this  purpose." 

The  constitutional  amendment  authorizing  an  addi- 
tional borrowing  capacity  of  three  per  cent,  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  provides  that  money  so  authorized  to  be 
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borrowed  may  be  used,  amono-  other  things,  "for  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  railways, 
elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facilities."  This  would 
not  include  the  widenino;  of  a  street  unless  such  widen- 
ing might  be  justly  considered  a  part  of.  or  at  least  inci- 
dental to,  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the  struc- 
tures thus  designated,  nor  for  a  greater  length  of  street 
than  might  properly  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

You  state  that  "on  account  of  the  narrowness  of  Eighth 
street  (50  feet  between  house  lines)  it  is  desirable — in 
fa'^t,  almost  imperative — that  a  portion  of  the  street  be 
widened,  particularly  for  the  section  occupied  by  the  sta- 
tion." 

Whether  the  enhanced  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City 
might  be  so  employed  would  depend  on  the  degree  and 
extent  of  the  necessity  thus  indicated.  This  is  a  question 
of  fact  depending  upon  considerations  of  a  charadter 
dealing  with  the  science  of  engineering.  I  can  only  say 
that,  in  my  judgment,  if  it  could  be  shown  that  the  widen- 
ing of  the  street  named  was  actually  required  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  subway,  or  even  that  such  widening  would 
conduce  to  a  proper  and  advantageous  form  of  construc- 
tion thereof,  it  would  be  regarded  as  a  necessary  incident 
to  the  "construction  and  improvement  of  subways"  as 
those  words  are  used  in  the  constitutional  amendment, 
and  therefore  as  within  the  purpose  and  intendment  of 
that  language.

Dear   Sir  : — You   send   me  draft   of   an   ordinance  to 
amend  the  ordinance  of  February  9,  1910,  etc.,  to  regu- 
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late  tlie  deposit  of  City  monevs  by  tlie  City  Treasurer  and 
the  payment  of  interest  thereon,  with  an  inquiry  as  to  its 
legality. 

The  first  section  of  the  proposed  ordinance  purports  to 
amend  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  approved  Fehruary  14, 
1910,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  amend  'An  Ordinance  ap- 
proved January  9,  1908/  which  was  an  amendment  to  an 
ordinance  approved  April  9,  1892,  entitled  'An  Ordinance 
to  regulate  the  deposit  of  City  moneys  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer and  the  payment  of  interest  thereon'  so  as  to  ''strike 
out  the  word  'three'  in  line  three  of  said  section  and  in- 
sert the  word  'four,'  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will 
read,"  etc.  This  is  followed  by  a  second  section,  which 
not  only  changes  ''three"  to  "four,"  but  also  provid(S  that 
"upon  such  deposit  the  said  active  banks  or  depositories 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  interest." 

This  igno]'cs  the  ordinance  of  December  21,  1914:  (page 
535)  upon  the  subject,  which  was  considered  by  my  prede- 
cessor, Hon.  Michael  J.  Kyan  (see  Opinions  of  City  So- 
licitor, 1911,  p.  393),  and  which  later  ordinance  abolished 
the  distinction  between  active  depositories  and  otlu  rs  with 
respect  to  the  payment  of  interest. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  Councils  to  restore  this  dis- 
tinction, such  intention  should  affirmatively  appear  both 
in  the  body  and  the  title  of  the  new  ordinance,  and  it 
should  be  free  from  ambiguity.  I  do  not  think  the  pres- 
ent draft  of  ordinance  is  so,  and  recommend  that  it  be 
not  passed  in  its  present  form.

Dear  Sir: — In  jour  letter  of  February  24tL  you  in- 
quire whether  an  appropriation  of  i$100,000  to  the  De- 
partment of  Supplies  (Bureau  of  Water),  "Item  ITO,  pur- 
chase of  water  pipe,"  from  the  $4,325,000  loan  of  May 
6,  1915,  may  be  amended  so  as  to  cover  water  pipe  and 
appliances. 

This,  I  assume,  is  the  same  matter  concerning  which  an 
inquiry  was  made  of  this  Department  by  the  IDirector  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Water).  I 
send  you  a  copy  of  my  answer  thereto,  from  which  you 
will  see  that  money  borrowed  with  the  assent  of  the  voters 
for  one  purpose  is  strictly  held  for  use  for  that  purpose 
and  cannot  be  devoted  to  another,  or  the  original  purpose 
enlarged. 

This,  I  think,  sufficiently  answers  your  inquiry,  as 
Councils  would  not  have  the  power  of  changing  the  ob- 
jects for  which  the  money  was  so  authorized  to  be  bor- 
rowed.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  inquiry  whether  the 
relations  of  the  City  to  the  Museum  of  Art  are  such  as  to 
constitute  a  debt  upon  the  City's  part  within  the  mean- 
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ing  of  the  law,  and  therefore  to  require  that  the  amount 
necessary  to  complete  that  structure  must  he  charged 
against  its  horrowing  capacity. 

The  recent  case  of  Shuldice  vs.  Pittshurgh,  251  Penna. 
28,  following  and  expanding  the  earlier  case  of  Keller  vs. 
Scranton,  200  Penna.  130,  decided  that  where  a  city  was 
committed  to  an  enterprise  which  was  the  subject  of  a 
legal  estimate  of  its  cost,  and  where  its  having  embarked 
upon  the  project  rendered  it  liable  to  others  so  that  they 
might  recover  against  the  municipality  the  amounts  of 
their  respective  claims,  such  a  situation  involved  the  city 
in  debt  so  that  the  estimated  cost  of  financing  the  under- 
taking should  be  charged  against  its  borrowing  capacity, 
I  do  not  think,  however,  that  these  cases  have  the  effect 
that  a  city  may  not  determine  upon  the  construction  of 
buildings  or  works  of  any  kind,  however  extensive  they 
may  be,  without  incurring  a  debt  or  detracting  from  its 
borrowing  capacity  in  the  amount  of  the  entire  estimated 
cost  of  the  improvement.  In  the  past  it  has  often  been 
the  custom  of  this  and  other  cities  to  finance  extended 
works  or  improvements  gradually,  either  from  successive 
loans  or  otherwise  as  money  might  become  available  for 
the  purpose,  and  it  has  never  been  supposed  that  the  in- 
itiation of  such  a  design  involved  the  City  in  debt  to  the 
entire  amount  required  to  complete  the  purpose  in  view. 
Thus,  for  example,  the  filtration  plant,  costing  many 
millions  of  dollars,  was  provided  for  from  time  to  time 
by  loans  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  plant  as  it  proceeded ; 
and  in  many  other  instances  this  prudent  course  has  been 
followed. 

This  principle,  [  think,  differentiates  the  case  of  the 
Museum  of  Art  from  that  of  the  Free  Library,  or  the  im- 
provement in  the  southern  part  of  the  City,  or  the  Park- 
way, or  other  projected  municipal  institutions  at  present 
contemplated.  In  all  these  the  City  is  committed  to  the 
enterprises  in  the  sense  that  by  contract  relations  or  other- 
wise a  liability,  at  least  potential,  against  it  nuiy  be  en- 
forced. This  is  not  the  case  with  regard  to  the  j\luseum 
of  Art,  nor  do  the  ordinances  referred  to  in  the  letter  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Park  Commission  have  that  effect 
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The  resolution  of  January  24,  1871,  was  one  of  re- 
quest to  the  Park  Commission  and  to  the  Legislature  to 
construct  within  the  Park  suitable  fireproof  buildings  for 
a  Public  Art  Gallery  and  Museum.  The  ordinance  of 
April  10,  1911,  provided  for  the  setting  aside  of  the 
Reservoir  in  Fairmount  Park  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of 
an  Art  Gallery,  appropriating  to  the  Park  Commission 
the  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  erection  of  a  Public  Art  Gal- 
lery thereon.  It  is,  of  course,  true  that  the  $200,000  thus 
set  aside  is  totally  inadequate  for  a  Museum  of  Art,  but  I 
do  not  think  either  of  these  ordinances  can  be  construed 
as  committing  the  City  to  the  project  in  the  sense  above 
mentioned,  or  in  such  a  way  as  to  create  a  debt,  and,  there- 
fore, to  be  chargeable  against  the  borrowing  capacity. 

The  Museum  of  Art  is  a  luxury,  though  a  most  desir- 
able one,  the  acquisition  of  which  would  conduce  very 
greatly  to  the  City's  welfare,  yet  the  City's  relations  to 
it  are  not  such  as  to  make  its  intended  cost  a  municipal 
debt  at  this  time.  The  effect  of  including  such  cost  as  a 
debt  would,  moreover,  be  practically  to  exclude  the  Phila- 
delphia Hospital  from  consideration,  and  it  cannot  be  de- 
nied that  this  institution,  by  reason  of  conditions  at  pres- 
ent prevailing,  is  more  needed  for  the  general  benefit  of 
the  City  and  the  people  living  within  it  than  the  Museum 
of  Art,  however  desirable  in  itself  the  matter  may  be. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  tliat  you  have  the  power 
in  your  judgment  to  disregard  the  Museum  of  Art  in  cal- 
culating from  a  legal  standpoint  the  City's  indebtedness 
and  its  remaining  power  to  borrow  money.

Dear  Sib: — In  your  letter  of  February  2-ith  you  en- 
close draft  of  an  ordinance  to  condemn  certain  pieces  of 
land  to  add  to  Byberry  Farms,  and  state  that  ''under  the 
Kepliart  decision  the  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
whether  the  City  can  condemn  property  for  this  purpose, 
and  therefore  I  have  been  directed  to  refer  the  matter'' 
to  this  Department  for  an  opinion. 

I  assume  that  by  the  "Kephart  decision"  reference  is 
made  to  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  case  of 
Philadelphia's  Petition,  60  Superior  Court  Reports,  p. 
594  (Advance  Reports),  which  is  the  subject  of  a  pend- 
ina:  appeal  to  the  Sui)reme  Court.  In  that  case  it  was  de- 
cided that  a  public  library  was  not  a  necessary  municipal 
building  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  March  26, 
1903,  P.  L.  63,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  March  14,  1907, 
P.  L.  12,  authorizing  cities  to  condemn  real  estate  for 
various  specified  purposes,  including  ''necessary  muni- 
cipal buildings."  But  the  earlier  of  the  two  Acts,  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  1907,  gives  to  cities  the  express 
power,  among  other  things,  to  condemn,  either  within  or 
without  their  limits  but  in  the  same  county,  ''sutHcient 
real  estate  for  present  and  future  use  upon  which  to  erect 
workhouses,  or  houses  of  detention,  hospitals,  water 
works,  poorhouses  for  the  purpose  of  the  poor  farm"  and 
other  designated  purposes. 

The  purpose  of  the  present  proposed  ordinance  being  to 
condemn  land  to  add  to  the  Byberry  Farms  for  a  home 
for  the  indigent  and  hospital  for  the  insane,  1  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court,  to  which 
you  refer,  upon  the  narrow  point  whether  a  public  library 
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is  a  necessary  municipal  building  has  no  bearing  upon 
the  subject  of  the  present  inquiry,  and  that  the  City  has 
the  power  to  condemn  property  for  the  object  which  is  in 
view.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  vour  inquiry  with  reference  to  the 
Acts  of  April  23,  1915^  (P.  L.  174),  and  April  28,  1015 
(P.  L.  197),  respectively,  providing  for  the  semi-monthly 
payment  of  employees  of  counties  containing  more  than 
one  million  inhabitants,  and  of  cities  of  the  first  class. 
You  ask  whether  these  Acts  are  to  be  taken  literally  as  to 
payment  on  the  1st  and  15th  of  the  month  precisely,  they 
being  the  days  therein  named,  or  "would  the  City  have  a 
legal  right  to  anticipate  the  dates  named."  You  state  facts 
showing  the  great  inconvenience  of  preparing  and  de- 
livering all  these  warrants  on  the  same  day. 

The  purpose  of  these  Acts  is  to  secure  to  the  employees 
of  the  City  and  County  semi-monthly  payments  of  their 
salaries,  or  wages,  and  to  that  extent  the  Acts  are  to  be 
regarded  as  mandatory.  I  think,  however,  that  no  violence 
would  be  done  to  the  real  intention  of  the  lawmakers,  or 
to  the  spirit  of  the  statutes,  by  drawing  the  warrants  for 
some  of  the  employees  on  dates  approximating  the  1st 
and  15th  of  the  month,  so  as  to  avoid  the  congestion  of 
which  you  speak.  It  very  often  happens  that  the  primary 
and  real  purpose  of  a  statute  may  be  carried  out  at  some 
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saerifice  of  the  literal  precision  of  the  terms  used,  which 
are  in  such  eases  to  be  considered  as  merely  directory,  and 
I  think  this  may  well  be  regarded  as  an  instance  of  that 
kind.

Purchase  of  Writs  of  Mandamus  hy  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
mission.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  5th, 
addressed  to  his  Honor,  Thomas  B.  Smith,  Mayor,  copy 
of  which  you  send  me,  relative  to  the  legality  of  the  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  purchase  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners of  writs  of  mandamus  of  the  City  as  an  invest- 
ment of  the  moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  permit  me  to 
say  that  Section  3  of  Art,  15  of  the  Constitution  of  Penn- 
sylvania provides  that  "every  city  shall  create  a  Sinking 
Fund  which  sball  be  inviolably  pledged  for  the  payment 
of  its  funded  debt."  Section  11  of  the  Act  of  ^May  23, 
1874  (P.  L.  230),  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  Sinking 
Fund  ''shall  be  pledged  towards  the  extinguishment  of  said 
bonds  and  funded  debt  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  issue 
thereof,  and  to  no  other  ])urpose  whatsoever." 

A  writ  of  numdamus  for  the  payment  of  a  judgment 
obtained  against  the  City  is  the  evidence  of  the  City's 
inde'-tedness  in  the  amount  of  this  judgment.  In  the  case 
of  Brook  vs.  Philadelphia,  1G2  Pa'.  123,  it  was  held  that 
the  obligation  of  the  City  ceased  to  be  a  debt  of  the  City 
as  soon  as  it  came  into  the  Sinking  Fund,  even  though  the 
evidence  of  the  indebtedness  had  not  been  marked  canceled, 
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and  even  though  the  City  continued  to  pay  interest  on  the 
same.  If,  therefore,  there  is  actually  a  payment  of  the 
obligation  by  the  City,  as  soon  as  the  evidence  of  indebted- 
ness is  purchased  the  taking  over  of  the  writ  of  mandamus 
directing  the  payment  of  a  judgment  obtained  against  the 
City  by  the  City  is  a  payment  by  the  City  of  this  indebt- 
edness, which  indebtedness  is  not  part  of  the  funded  debt 
of  the  City.  Hence  an  ordinance  such  as  suggested  by 
you  would  clearly  be  in  violation  of  the  above  Act  of 
Assembly,  namely,  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874.

Permits  for  the  Collection  of  Garbage.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst., 
inquiring  whether  it  is  mandatory  upon  the  Bureau  of 
Health  to  grant  licenses  for  the  collection  of  garbage  by 
individuals  other  than  those  having  contracts  with  the 
City,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  ordinance  of  December 
14,  1894  (p.  451),  provides  that  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  other  than 
contractors  with  the  City  to  collect  kitchen  garbage  or 
offal  without  having  obtained  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  or  for  any  person  or  persons  to  convey  kitchen 
garbage  or  offal  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  excepting 
in  metal  carts,  water-tight  and  securely  covered,  so  that 
none  of  the  contents  shall  fall,  leak  or  spill  therefrom  or 
be  exposed  to  view.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nance is  $5.00.

Tn  tlie  case  of  I^hila'lelphia  vs.  Lvster,  3  Superior  Ct. 
47.'>,  it  was  decided  that  this  ordinance  was  a  proper  police 
regulation  and  the  City  was  compelled  to  resort  to  it  for 
the  enforcement  of  its  provisions.  The  above-mentioned 
case  also  decided  that  any  person  who  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  ordinance  was  entitled  to  receive  such 
permit  under  suitable  regiilations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Under  the  decision  of  this  case  T  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  mandatory  upon  the  Board  of  Health  to  grant 
these  licenses,  subject  to  suitable  regulations.

Dear  Sir  :- — Tn  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  what  is 
the  next  step  to  be  taken  by  your  Department  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health 
enforced  in  respect  to  the  keepers  of  certain  slaughter 
houses  as  follows: 

Joseph  Di  Giacomo,  TIO  South  Fairhill  street; 
Joseph  Inlperiali,  719  South  Seventh  street; 
Balph  Tmperiali,  743  South  Seventh  street; 
]\rary  Tenuto,  911  Carpenter  street; 
Lorenzo  Ciletti,  11G7  South  Eleventh  street, 

T  would  say  that  all  of  tlie  above-named  persons  have 
begun  proceedings  in  mandamus  to  compel  the  issuance 
of  the  licenses  to  them  respectively  for  the  keeping  of 
slaughter  houses  at  the  addresses  named.     Such  licenses 
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were  sought  for  the  year  1915  in  all  of  the  cases  except 
Lorenzo  Ciletti,  whose  mandamus  proceedings  were  in- 
itiated to  compel  the  issuance  of  a  license  for  the  year 
1916.  In  the  meantime,  they  have  continued  operating 
slaughter  houses  without  licenses,  in  violation  of  the 
Act  of  April  26,  1907,  as  amended  by  Act  of  July  25, 
1913. 

The  fact  that  suits  in  mandamus  are  pending  does  not 
justify  such  violation  of  the  statutes,  and  the  proper  pro- 
ceeding is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  thereof,  which 
make  it  a  misdemeanor  punishable,  upon  conviction,  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  the  offence  of  conducting  slaughter  houses  without 
licenses. 

The  step  to  be  taken  by  your  Department  is  to  begin 
criminal  proceedings  against  the  offenders  under  the  said 
Acts  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  this  date 
with  reference  to  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913,  P.  L.  99*4, 
requiring  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
to  designate  one  of  the  Registrars  appointed  by  the  Regis- 
tration Commissioners  for  each  election  district  to  be  a 
Deputy  Poll  Tax  Collector  for  such  district.  You  state 
that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  voters  registered  at  the 
fall  registration  days  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
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spring-  priinarv.  and  onlv  those  who  failed  to  register  in 
the  fall  or  who  have  moveil  from  one  division  to  another 
are  required  to  register  at  the  registration  day  to  be  held 
on  the  twelfth  of  April,  and  "believing  that  the  sale  of 
poll  tax  for  the  spring  priinarv  will  not  exceed  ten  re- 
ceipts to  a  division,  it  looks  to  me  as  a  needless  waste  of 
money  to  designate  a  Poll  Tax  Collector  for  each  division 
for  the  coming  registration  day."  Yon  ask  whether  in 
view  of  these  facts  you  are  compelled  to  appoint  a  Deputy 
Tax  Collector  for  the  spring  registration  day. 

The  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  Act  in  question 
appear  to  be  mandatory,  and  in  cases  w^here  there  is  no 
Deputy  Poll  Tax  Collector  for  a  district  holding  over 
from  the  fall  primary  to  require  that  one  such  be  ap- 
pointed. I  don't  think  you  would  be  justified  in  disre- 
garding this  requirement  of  the  law  because  of  the  facts 
stated  by  you.  With  respect  to  the  matter  of  expense,  I 
also  notice  that  the  only  extra  compensation  in  addition 
to  that  for  their  services  as  Registrars  authorized  by  the 
Act  to  be  paid  Deputy  Poll  Tax  Collectors  is  a  commis- 
sion of  10  per  centum  of  the  money  collected  by  them  (see 
Section  3d  of  the  Act).  From  this  it  wouM  appear  that 
the  small  number  of  poll  tax  receipts  to  a  division  does  not 
affect  the  question  of  expense.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  approved  by  you,  with  reference  to  the  applica- 
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tion  of  Mr.  John  McMenamy  to  Councils  for  payment  of 
an  additional  amount  on  his  contract  for  constructing  a 
bridge  on  Hunting  Park  avenue  under  the  Connecting 
Eailwaj,  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Company,  lessee,  seems 
to  state  the  facts  upon  which  such  application  is  based  as 
follows : 

The  bridge  was  constructed  under  authority  of  an  ordi- 
nance by  the  terms  of  which  the  Connecting  Railway  Com- 
pany should  pay  one-half  the  cost.  For  the  purpose  of  safe- 
guarding its  structure,  certain  expenses  were  required  to 
be  incurred  by  that  Company,  which  were  at  first  estimated 
at  $13,680,  that  amount  being  named  in  the  first  draft  of 
the  specifications.  Afterv/ards,  it  was  found  that  the  real 
amount  would  be  $19,534,  an  excess  of  $5,854  over  the 
sum  originally  stated,  and  the  specifications  were  amended 
accordingly.  The  contractor,  however,  based  his  bid  on  a 
copy  of  the  earlier  specifications  through  some  error.  He 
was  the  lowest  bidder,  but  was  only  $1,768  under  the  next 
bidder,  who  presumptively  bid  upon  the  amended  specifi- 
cations. The  error  being  discovered,  Mr.  McMenamy  pre- 
ferred to  go  on  with  the  contract  rather  than  have  the 
matter  reopened.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
is  willing  to  join  with  the  City  in  making  additional  com- 
pensation to  Mr.  McMenamy,  and  certain  queries  are  sub- 
mitted to  this  Department  "as  a  guide  to  further  recom- 
mendations to  Councils." 

Under  the  foregoing  facts  it  is  clear  that  Mr.  McMenamy 
has  no  legal  claim  against  the  City.  Any  claim  which 
may  be  presented  before  Councils  must  be  upon  the  foot- 
ing of  a  supposed  ''moral  right,"  and  the  whole  matter,  as 
to  the  amount  and  propriety  of  any  such  claim,  will  be 
for  those  bodies.  If  they  think  that  the  claimant  will  be 
sufficiently  reimbursed  by  allowing  him  the  difl:'erence  be- 
tween the  amount  of  his  contract  and  that  of  the  next 
lowest  bidder  (one-half  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad 
Company),  it  is  for  them  so  to  decide.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  they  should  regard  Mr.  McMenamy  as  entitled  to 
the  entire  difference  of  $5,854,  to  be  paid  jointly  by  the 
Railroad  Company  and  the  City,  this  also  I  think  would 
be  for  Councils.  Your  duty  in  the  matter  is  to  lay  before 
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them  all  the  facts  on  which  the  claim  is  fnnnded,  and  to 
make  such  recommendation  as  may  be  deemed  riuht  and 
proper,  leaving  to  Councils  the  final  determination,  hoth 
as  to  the  justice  of  the  claim  and  the  anionnt  which  the 
City  is  willing  to  allow. 

Taking  np  the  inqnirics  of  the  Chief  of  the  TJurcau,  I 
would  answer  them  respectively  as  follows: 

1.  In  the  event  of  Councils  deciding  to  reimhurse 
the  contractor,  w'ould  it  be  legal  to  reimburse  him  in 
an  amount  in  excess  of  that  represented  by  the  differ- 
ence between  his  proposal  and  that  of  the  next  bidder  ? 

Yes,  if  Councils  so  decide. 

2.  In  the  event  of  Councils  considering  the  City 
under  a  moral  obligation  to  pay  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  contractor,  namely  one-half  of  $5,854,  does  the 
fact  that  the  difference  between  the  low  bid  of  the 
contractor  and  the  next  bidder  amounted  to  $1,768 
make  illegal  an  ordinance  to  pay  more  than  the  latter 
amount  ? 

No.  The  Courts  have  held  in  various  cases  that  when 
Councils  determine  to  recognize  a  claim  as  a  moral  obliga- 
tion against  the  City,  it  is  for  them  to  decide  as  to  the 
proper  amount,  and  in  absence  of  fraud,  or  its  equivalent, 
such  decision  will  not  be  inquired  into  judicially. 

3.  If  Councils  should  determine  to  authorize  the 
payment  of  the  claim  to  the  larger  amount,  are  the 
officials  of  the  City  justified  in  approving  of  the 
larger  amount,  with  full  knowledge  that  by  so  doing 
they  are  approving  the  payment  of  a  sum  in  excess 
of  what  the  work  could  have  been  done  for  had  it  been 
given  to  the  next  bidder  ? 

,  I  think  the  officials  of  the  City  would  be  justified  in 
drawing  and  approving  a  warrant  if  and  as  directed  by 
Councils  and  approved  by  the  Mayor ;  and  should  they 
refuse  to  do  so,  they  would  probably  be  constrained  by 
mandamus  to  take  that  action.

Fund  Commission.

Dear  Sir: — I  thank  vou  for  the  copy  of  your  letter  to 
the  Mayor  relative  to  the  legality  of  a  suggested  ordinance 
authorizing  the  purchase  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners of  writs  of  mandamus  of  the  City,  which  you  have 
been  kind  enough  to  send  me. 

Municipal  Sinking  Funds  are  provided  for  by  Section  3, 
Article  15,  of  the  Constitution  for  cities  generally,  and 
had  already  been  required  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
by  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854.  By  Section 
10  thereof  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
keep  the  pul  lie  moneys  in  such  place  and  manner  as  Coun- 
cils should  direct.  By  the  ordinance  of  January  25,  1855, 
this  mandate  of  the  Consolidation  Act  was  carried  out. 
Section  4  of  that  ordinance  providing  that  the  City  Treas- 
urer should  invest  the  moneys  of  the  Sinking  Fund  "in  the 
loan  of  this  corporation,  and  such  investments  and  their 
accumulations  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
funded  debt  of  this  corporation  when  and  as  any  part 
thereof  may  mature,  and  to  no  other  purposes."  By  ordi- 
nance of  March  22,  1880,  these  provisions  were  extended 
so  as  to  apply  to  the  loans  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
and  of  the  United  States.  The  Act  of  May  is',  1857, 
P.  L."  489,  provides  that 

"The  investments  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may 
form,  a  part  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  said  City 
shall  not  be  sold  except  for  money,  nor  exchanged 
except  for  the  loan  of  the  said  City.  And  in  cases  of 
such  sale  or  exchange  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  said 
:         City,  or  to  the  extinguishment  of  its  funded  debt." 


52 

Sootion  11  of  the  Aet  of  :\ray  23,  1874,  P.  L.  230,  pro- 
vides that  the  Sinkino-  Fund  "shall  be  pledged  toward  the 
extinguishment  of  said  bonds  and  funded  debt  in  the  order 
of  the  date  of  issue  thereof,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what- 
soever." 

A  writ  of  mandamus  for  the  payment  of  a  judi>niont 
obtained  against  the  City  constitutes  the  evidence  of  the 
City's  indebtedness,  but  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  funded 
debt,  nor  is  it  a  loan  of  the  City.  It  has  not  the  ready 
availability  for  sale  which  the  City  bonds  possess.  The 
distinction  between  the  loans,  or  funded  debt  of  the  City, 
and  any  other  investments  of  the  cash  in  the  Sinking  Fund 
(except  State  and  National  bonds)  seems  to  be  preserved  not 
only  in  the  ordinances  above  mentioned,  but  in  the  statutory 
language  cited.  And  while  the  Act  of  1S54  seemingly 
gives  broad  powers  to  Councils  with  respect  to  the  disposi- 
tion of  money  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  T  think  the  limitations 
with  respect  to  "city  loan''  bonds  and  funded  debt  in  this 
statute  are  significant. 

Again,  in  the  case  of  Brook  i^s.  Philadelphia,  162  Penna. 
123,  it  was  held  that  the  obligations  of  the  City  ceased 
to  be  a  part  of  its  debt  when  they  came  into  the  Sinking 
Fund.  And,  as  already  seen,  the  Act  of  1874  requires 
that  the  Sinking  Fund  shall  be  pledged  to  the  extinguish- 
ment of  the  bonds  and  funded  debt  "in  the  order  of  the  date 
of  issue  thereof,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatsoever."  A 
purchase  by  the  Sinking  Fund  of  bonds  of  the  City,  even 
though  not  those  outstanding  which  are  first  in  order  of 
issue,  does  not  necessarily  infringe  this  provision  of  the 
Act  of  1874,  because  it  is  quite  supposable  that  a  bond 
so  held  may  at  any  time  be  disposed  of  by  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners  and  the  proceeds  applied  in  the  ex- 
tingaiishment  of  the  City  debt  in  its  order.  This  is  not  so, 
however,  if  the  money  in  the  Sinking  Fund  be  invested 
in  mandamuses,  for  there  is  no  certainty,  nor  even  a  very 
strong  probability,  that  they  can  at  any  time  be  turned 
into  cash,  and  thus  the  requirement  of  the  Act  of  1874 
that  these  moneys  be  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  the 
bonds  and  fnmled  debt  in  the  order  of  their  date  of  issue 
"and  to  no  other  purpose  whatsoever"  may  be  violated  if 
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this  course  should  be  followed.  While  it  is,  of  course, 
competent  for  Councils  bv  a  later  ordinance  to  alter  the 
effect  of  an  earlier  one,  they  cannot  transcend  statutory 
directions. 

I  am  of  opinion,  in  view  of  these  various  considerations, 
that  an  ordinance  such  as  proposed  would  be  of  doubtful 
validity,  and  if  this  investment  of  cash  in  the  Sinking  Fund 
be  deemed  desirable,  I  would  suggest  that  it  await  the  pas- 
sage of  a  statute  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
distinctly  authorizing  such  action.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  recent  date  referring 
to  this  Department  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  "to  make  the 
Brown  &  Stevens  Bank  a  City  depository."  You  state 
that  this  is  a  private  bank  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth, 
and  you  enclose  a  statement  of  its  assets  and  liabilities, 
showing  that  the  total  amount  thereof  is  $12,803.48. 

By  Section  10  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2, 
1854  (P.  L.  28),  it  is  provided  that  the  City  Treasurer 
"shall  keep  the  public  moneys  in  such  place  and  manner 
as  the  City  Councils  shall  direct,"  and  many  ordinances 
have  been  passed  naming  various  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies as  depositories  for  the  City  funds  and  providing 
certain  general  regTilations  with  respect  to  depositories 
thereof. 
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I  know  of  no  instance,  however,  in  whicli  a  private 
bankino-  concern,  and  especially  one  of  such  limited  re- 
sources, has  been  chosen  for  that  purpose,  and  my  opinion 
is  that  the  City  should  not  establish  such  a  precedent.  T 
recommend,  therefore,  that  no  such  ordinance  as  that  pro- 
posed be  passed.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.  asks  various 
questions  with  reference  to  the  disposition  of  the 
$1,000,000  forming  part  of  the  loan  of  $11,300,000  re- 
cently negotiated,  which  was  dedicated  to  the  following 
pur]K)se:  "Toward  reorgani;cing  and  rebuilding  the  Phila- 
delphia General  Hospital." 

By  various  ordinances  the  name  "Philadelphia  Gen- 
eral Hospital"'  had  come  to  have  a  distinct  meaning  as  in- 
dicating the  particular  Iniilding  and  at  the  particular  site 
of  the  former  "Philadelphia  General  Hospital  for  Surgical 
and  Other  Cases."  The  loan  was  one  passed  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  people,  being  submitted  to  the  electors 
under  ordinance  of  September  24,  1914.  In  view  of  the 
permissive  character  of  the  vote,  it  is,  therefore,  necessary 
that  the  money  should  be  used  for  the  purpose  thus  desig- 
nated, and  for  no  other  purpose;  that  is,  toward  the  re- 
organizing and  rebuilding  the  Philadelphia  General  Hos- 
pital.    The  use  of  the  definite  article  and  the  requirement 
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that  the  monev  be  employed  in  reorganizing  and  "rebuild- 
ing" this  Hospital  all  tend  to  narrow  its  use  to  the  one 
object  thus  described. 

For  these  reasons,  in  answer  to  your  first,  third  and 
fourth  inquiries  I  would  say  that  the  money  may  not  be 
employed  toward  the  erection  of  a  tuberculosis  hospital  on 
the  City  Farms  at  Byberry ;  that  it  should  be  used  for  the 
reorganizing  and  rebuilding  of  the  General  Hospital  at 
Thirty-fourth  and  Pine  streets,  and  not  elsewhere ;  that  no 
part  of  the  fund  should  be  diverted  to  the  construction  of 
the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  either  at  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Pine  streets  or  at  Byberry,  this  being  a  distinct 
building  for  a  different  purpose,  and  specifically  provided 
by  Councils  to  be  otherwise  designated  than  the  Philadel- 
phia General  Hospital. 

Your  second  inquiry  is,  "Can  this  $1,000,000,  or  any 
part  thereof,  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  a  Nurses' 
Home,  the  said  JSTurses'  Home  being  a  necessary  adjunct 
of  any  well-managed  hospital  ?"  The  words  of  the  ordi- 
nance submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  and  afterwards 
authorizing  the  loan  in  accordance  with  such  submission 
are  to  be  construed  in  their  usual  and  ordinary  sense,  and 
not  so  narrowly  as  to  exclude  any  legitimate  purpose  for 
which  the  money  was  authorized  to  be  and  was  borrowed. 
If  a  jSTurses'  Home  is  a  necessary  adjunct  and  part  of  the 
Hospital,  calculated  to  enhance  its  efficiency  and  enlarge 
its  field  of  well-doing,  I  do  not  think  that  the  words 
describing  the  purpose  of  this  loan  should  be  interpreted 
so  strictly  as  to  forbid  the  use  of  a  part  thereof  in  the 
manner  thus  suggested,  provided  that  Councils  see  fit  to 
appropriate  a  portion  of  the  money  for  that  use.

Eligibility  of  Xon-Residents  to  Positions  in  City  Employ.

Dear  Sir  : — Tn  yonr  two  letters  of  the  10th  inst.  you 
ask  whether  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would  have 
power  to  make  a  rule  that  no  one  should  receive  an  applica- 
tion hlank  unless  upon  his  declaration  that  he  has  been  a 
resident  of  Philadelphia  for  at  least  one  year  ;  also,  whether 
those  appearing-  upon  the  present  eligible  lists  for  vario\is 
positions  who  are  non-residents  of  the  City  should  be 
stricken  from  such  lists. 

The  present  Rule  2d,  paragraph  1,  of  the  Civil  Service 
Board  provides  as  follows: 

''The  Civil  Service  Conmiission  w^ill  neither  receive 
the  application  of,  register,  nor  subsequently  certify 
as  eligible  for  appointment  any  one  who  is  not  both  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resi<lent  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  In  cases  where,  either  because  of 
tlie  technical  character  of  the  position  or  the  undesir- 
aljleness  of  the  work  involved,  and  the  good  of  the 
service  requires  it.  the  Commission  may  make  an  ex- 
ception to  this  rule." 

Each  of  the  appropriation  ordinances  for  several  years 
past  provides :  "All  employees  of  this  Department  now  or 
hereafter  employed  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Ignited  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona 
fide  residents  during  such  employment." 

My  predecessor  was  of  opinion  (Opinions  of  the  City 
Solicitor  for  1911,  p.  218)  that  restrictions  of  this  char- 
a"ter  were  in  violation  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Pmllitt  P>ill, 
which  is  to  the  effect  that  "Councils  shall  by  general  ordi- 
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nances  provide  for  the  proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor,  the  several  Departments 
and  the  Boards  thereof,  but  they  shall  not  pass  any  ordi- 
nances directing  or  interfering  with  the  exercise  of  the 
executive  functions  of  the  Mayor,  Departments,  Boards  or 
heads  or  officers  thereof." 

While  it  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  to  adhere  to 
the  opinions  of  the  preceding  occupants  of  the  office  in  all 
doubtful  cases,  after  mature  consideration  I  am  not  able 
to  concur  in  the  conclusion  above  referred  to.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  condition  attached  to  each  and  all  appro- 
priating ordinances  that  City  employees  must  be  residents 
of  the  City  for  a  period  of  one  year  preceding  their  ap- 
pointment comes  within  the  first  clause  of  Article  XVI, 
that  "Councils  shall  by  general  ordinances  provide  for  the 
proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  by 
the  Mayor,  the  several  Departments  and  the  Boards 
thereof,"  rather  than  the  second  branch  of  that  article,  that 
"they  shall  not  pass  any  ordinances  directing  or  inter- 
fering with  the  exercise  of  the  executive  functions  of  the 
Mayor*  Departments,  Boards  or  heads  or  officers  thereof." 

To  conform  to  the  requirements  of  a  "general  ordinance" 
it  might  be  better  if  Councils  should  pass  one  ordinance  of 
a  permanent  character  to  the  effect  that  all  employees  must 
have  resided  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their  appointment 
in  the  City,  rather  than  to  attach  this  as  a  condition  to  the 
appropriating  ordinances,  which  are  necessarily  of  a  tem- 
porary character ;  nevertheless,  when  this  is  done  year 
after  year  with  respect  to  all  appropriations  to  the  various 
Departments  of  the  City,  I  believe  that  this  sufficiently 
answers  the  requirement  of  legislation  by  general  ordi- 
nances to  fulfill  the  intent  of  the  Bullitt  Bill,  and  I  do 
not  regard  such  legislation  as  an  interference  with  the 
exercise  of  executive  functions  within  the  meaning  of  that 
statute.  It  is  rather  a  general  rule  or  line  of  policy  to  be 
applied  to  all  employees,  and  thus  to  provide  "for  the 
proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  City." 

Whatever  the  force  of  the  foregoing  observations,  how- 
ever, I  think  it  clearly  proper  that  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission should  respect  such  a  policy  upon   the  part   of 
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Councils,  unless  the  same  shall  he  jiKlicially  hchl  to  he 
invalid. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  in  niv  judiiiiK^nt  liulo  2d, 
'^Applications,"  micht  he  amended  bv  substituting  for  the 
Avords  "any  one  who  is  not  both  a  citizen  of  the  Fnited 
States  and  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia''  the 
words  "any  one  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  who  has  not  been  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  one  year." 

With  respect  to  your  inquiry  "whether  or  not  all  the 
names  of  non-residents  must  bo  stricken  from  the  eligible 
lists"  a  different  consideration  arises.  I  am  greatly  averse 
to  retroactive  changes  of  this  character,  IMoreovei;,  you 
will  note  that  Pule  2d  provides  the  exception  that  "in 
case,  either  because  of  the  technical  character  of  the  posi- 
tion or  the  undesirableness  of  the  work  invoh'ed,  and  the 
good  of  the  service  requires  it,  the  Commission  may  make 
exceptions  to  this  rule" — that  is,  the  rule  requiring  United 
States  citizenship  and  residence  in  the  City. 

It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  followed  its  own  rules,  and,  therefore,  that  where  non- 
residents have  become  eligible  for  appointment  it  has  been 
because  they  come  within  the  exception  thus  formulated. 
It  is  for  the  heads  of  the  executive  Departments  to  observe 
the  requirement  of  Councils  that  appointees  must  be  resi- 
dents of  the  City  for  a  peidod  of  one  year,  and  when  such 
lists  are  presented  to  them  containing  the  names  of  such 
residents,  and  also  of  non-residents,  they  may  be  guided 
by  this  Councilmanic  direction  in  making  their  selections. '

Payment  of  Amount  in  Excess  of  Contract  Price.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst,  relative  to  the 
claim  of  the  contractors  for  work  on  Chemical  Engine  I^o. 
5,  has  diilv  reached  me. 

It  appears  that  claim  is  made  for  the  sum  of  $375 
more  than  the  contract  price  for  additional  wages  of  an 
inspector.  The  specifications  called  for  the  eniplo^anent 
of  an  inspector  at  the  rate  of  $125  per  month  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  and  the  Acting  City  Architect  states, 
as  you  inform  me,  that  the  additional  compensation  was 
made  necessary  hy  the  fact  that  three  months'  delay  was 
caused  in  getting  new  and  additional  steel  for  the  hose 
tower,  this  being  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection.  Further,  you  say  that  the  roofing  material 
specified  for  the  apparatus  room  "was  held  up  in  such  an 
arbitrary  manner  by  the  manufacturers  that  it  was  founil 
necessary  to  use  a  different  make  of  roofing.  The  con- 
tractor, however,  did  not  use  this  excuse  to  delay  other 
parts  of  the  work,  and  the  Inspector  was  continuously  en- 
gaged." 

In  the  final  paragraph  of  your  letter  you  say:  ''The 
Acting  City  Architect  advises  me  that  the  City  has  ac- 
tually benefited  by  the  service,  and  he  recommends  the 
payment  of  this  item,  if  such  action  be  legal  and  proper." 

Clauses  50  to  52  (pages  14-16)  of  the  specifirations  con- 
fer ample  power  upon  the  Acting  City  Architect  to  de- 
cide questions  of  this  character,  and  it  is  provided  that  his 
interpretation  shall  be  final,  binding  and  conclusive,  "and 
all  questions  as  to  existence,  cause  or  duration  of  delays 
shall  be  decided  and  finally  determined  by"  him. 

The  Acting  City  Architect  having  evidently  determined 
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and  decided  that  the  delay  in  tliis  instance  was  thr  fault 
of,  or  at  least  caused  l).v,  the  City  or  its  officials,  and  that 
the  sum  of  $375  is  proper  compensation  to  the  contraciors 
for  the  additional  cost  of  inspection  resultinjy  from  such 
delay,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  leiral  and  proper 
for  the  City  to  be  governed  by  such  determination  and  to 
pay  the  further  sum  demanded,  provided  that  by  so  doing 
the  limit  of  price  provided  in  and  set  apart  for  the  con- 
tract is  not  exceeded.

Dear  Sir: — Answering  your  inquiry  as  to  the  legality 
of  permitting  the  public  to  examine  applications  filed  by 
a  provisional  appointee  prior  to  the  date  of  the  examina- 
tion schedule  for  the  position  which  the  same  applicant 
holds  provisionally,  I  think  that  by  virtue  of  the  provision 
of  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  such  records, 
as  all  others,  should  be  open  to  public  inspection,  subject 
to  reasonable  regulation,  excepting  the  recommendations  of 
former  employers,  which  the  statute  provides  shall  not  1)0 
open  to  such  inspection.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  letters  of  tlie  Cliief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  l)y  jou,  of  February  15th 
and  March  14th,  in  relation  to  the  grading  of  Second 
street,  north  of  Fishers  avenue,  it  appears  that  the  contract 
for  this  work  let  by  the  City  did  not  include  the  under- 
pinning of  abutting  walls,  and  the  Franz  Paving  Com- 
pany, which  owns  property  adjoining  the  street,  has  been 
notified  to  do  the  underpinning  in  order  to  protect  its 
property  from  destruction.  This  it  is  unwilling  to  do, 
because  in  every  case  growing  out  of  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  the  City  has  done  the  underpinning,  but  in  this 
case  the  Franz  Paving  Company,  I  am  informed,  has  pre- 
sented a  claim  before  the  Board  of  Viewers  in  the  matter 
of  the  grading  of  this  street,  and  has  included  the  cost  of 
underpinning  its  property,  the  award  being  based  in  part 
upon  that  item  of  the  claim. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  that  com- 
pany to  underpin  its  own  walls,  and  not  the  duty  of  the 
City. 

The  delay  in  answering  the  first  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Highway  Bureau  upon  the  subject  was  caused  by  an 
effort  which  this  Department  made  to  induce  the  counsel 
who  represented  the  Paving  Company  before  the  Board  of 
Viewers  to  agree  to  underpin  the  wall,  but  no  satisfactory 
arrangement  to  this  effect  has  been  made,  or  perhaps  can 
be  made.  In  the  circumstances,  your  Department  would 
be  justified  under  the  notice  already  given  to  the  prop- 
erty owner  in  doing  the  work  and  leaving  it  to  take  such 
measures  as  it  chooses  for  the  safeguarding  of  its  build- 
ing. Nevertheless,  I  would  suggest  that  before  proceed- 
ing,  a  positive  and  emphatic   additional  notice  be  sent 
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statinji-  that  the  work  will  l)ep;in  on  a  fixed  date,  and  that 
the  owner  will  be  required  to  underpin  the  building  or 
take  such  steps  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  protection 
of  its  property".

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  !Mareh 
17th,  in  relation  to  the  substitution  of  an  Alphons  Cus- 
todius  Brick  Stack  in  place  of  the  steel  stack  specified 
in  the  contract  of  Charles  E.  Monday  &  Co.  with  the  City, 
dated  March  13,  1916,  for  the  erection  of  a  Mechanical 
Plant  in  the  Power  House,  etc.,  of  the  Philadelphia  In- 
stitution for  Feeble  Minded  at  Byberry,  it  appears  that 
the  specifications  call  for  a  steel  stack,  but  that  owiug  to 
the  present  condition  of  the  market  it  is  impracticable  to 
obtain  a  steel  stack  within  such  time  as  will  make  it  pos- 
sible to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  power  plant 
withoiTt  indefinite  delay.  The  proposition  is  to  substitute 
the  Alphons  Custodius  Brick  Stack  in  place  of  the  steel 
stack,  and  thereupon  the  Architect  for  the  City,  Mr.  P. 
H.  Johnson,  states  that  "I  have  investigated  carefully  the 
conditions  which  prompt  this  proposition  to  furnish  an 
Alphons  Custodius  Brick  Stack,  in  place  of  the  stoel  stack 
specified,  for  this  power  plant,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  facilitate  matters  very  much  were  we  to 
accept  the  brick  stack,  as  I  find  it  is  very  uncertain  as  to 
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what  time  the  steel  stack  couhl  be  furnished.  Upon  in- 
vestigation I  find  that  the  steel  stack  to-day  wonld  cost  as 
much  as  the  brick  stack,  and  of  the  two  I  prefer  the  brick 
stack.  ]\I_y  only  reason  for  specifying  the  steel  stack  in 
this  specification,  which  was  made  some  two  years  ago, 
was  that  at  that  time  it  would  have  been  cheaper  than  the 
brick  stack.  If,  under  these  circumstances,  you  have  no 
objections,  I  will  approve  the  proposition  of  Charles  E. 
Monday  &  Co.,  with  the  understanding  that  this  will  not, 
in  any  way,  entail  additional  expense  upon  the  City." 
Mr.  Timm,  the  Consulting  Engineer  employed  by  the  City, 
also  suggests  that  the  brick  stack  be  substituted  as  being 
quite  as  good  as  the  steel  stack,  and  because  the  latter 
cannot  be  procured  within  a  reasonable  time.  He  sug- 
gests certain  modifications  with  reference  to  the  erection 
of  a  three-point  lightning  conductor,  and  with  this  change 
approves  of  the  substitution. 

Article  13  of  the  specifications  attached  to  the  contract 
provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"]S[o  change,  variation,  deviation  from  the  specifi- 
cations (which  diminishes  the  structural  strength  of 
the  building,  involving  any  difference  in  the  cost  of 
construction,  diminishes  the  value  of  the  work  or  ma- 
terial to  be  supplied,  or  which  may,  in  any  manner, 
by  a  departure  from  the  spirit  of  the  design  or  which 
may  form  the  basis  of  any  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  for  extra  compensation)  shall  be  made, 
except  by  order  of  the  Architect  and  the  Director  in 
writing." 

I  think  the  foregoing  specification  is  intended  to  and 
does  give  power  to  yourself  and  the  Architect  to  make 
changes  of  this  character  by  written  order.  The  interests 
of  the  City  should,  of  course,  be  protected  in  every  way, 
both  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  material  composing 
the  stack  to  be  furnished  and  with  respect  to  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  contract-price,  if  the  circumstances  indicate 
that  any  change  therein  should  be  made. 

With  these  safeguards,  and  in  view  of  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances involved,  I  am  aware  of  no  reason  why  the 
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approval  of  the  Arfhitoct  and  yourself  should  not  he  given, 
as  prescribed  by  the  specifieations,  and  the  Alphons  Cus- 
todins  Brick  Stack  accepted  in  place  of  the  steel  stack 
originally  contemplated.

Amendment  to  Ordinance  Regulating  City  Depositories. 
Joseph  P.  Gaffney,  Esq., 

Chairman,  Committee  on  Finance, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  further  reference  to  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  regulating  the  active  de- 
positories of  the  City,  in  your  letter  of  the  20th  inst.  you 
state  that  the  purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to  increase  the 
depositories  from  three  to  four,  and  suggest  a  second  sec- 
tion providing  that  the  ordinance  of  December  24,  1914, 
and  other  ordinances  regulating  the  rate  of  interest  shall 
not  be  affected.  You  inquire  whether  the  purpose  in  view 
may  not  thus  be  carried  into  effect. 

Possibly  it  may,  but  not  so  clearly  as  would  be  desir- 
able, because  this  provision  of  the  second  section  would 
conflict  with  the  first  section,  which  enacts  that  ''L^pon 
such  deposits  the  said  active  banks  or  depositories  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  interest."  Moreover,  the  ordinance 
to  be  amended  is  cited  in  the  title  as  of  February  9,  1910, 
whereas  it  should  be  February  14,  1910,  as  the  body  of  the 
amending  ordinance  shows. 

Also,  the  section  of  the  ordinance  stated  to  be  amended 
is  Section  2,  whereas  there  is  but  one  section  to  that  ordi- 
nance. Section  2  relates  to  the  section  of  the  ordinance 
which  the  ordinance  of  1910  itself  amends. 
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I  tliink  the  purpose  you  mention  can  be  bronglit  about 
best  by  a  new  ordinance  somewhat  in  the  f ollowina-  form  • 

Al^  OEDINAIsTCE 

To  provide  for  the  selection  of  four  banks  or  deposi- 
tories in  which  the  active  account  of  the  City  shall 
be  kept. 

Sectio.^  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  hereafter 
the  City  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  and  confirma- 
tion by  Councils,  signified  by  ordinance  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  select  four  banks  .or  depositories  in  which 
the  active  account  of  the  City  shall  be  kept. 

Sect.  2.  So  much  of  the  ordinance  approved 
April  9,  1892,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
the  deposit  of  City  moneys  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  the  payment  of  interest  thereon,"  as  amended  bv 
ordinances  approved  January  9,  1908,  and  February 
14,  1910,  and  of  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  however.  That 
the  ordinance  approved  the  24th  day  of  December, 
1914,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regiilating  the  deposit 
of  City  money  and  fixing  the  amount  of  interest  to 
be  paid  thereon"  shall  not  be  repealed  or  in  any  way 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Bight  to  Charge  Fee  for  Use  of  Recreation  Center 
Facilities.

Deae  Sik: — Referring  to  jour  letter  of  the  21st  iiist., 
in  which  you  state  that  the  Board  of  Recreation  has  re- 
quested to  be  advised  as  to  the  right  or  propriety  of  estab- 
lishing certain  charges  or  fees  to  individuals  making  use 
of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
through  the  Board  of  Recreation  in  the  various  Recrea- 
tion Centers;  and  asking  whether  or  not  legislative  or 
Councihnanic  authority  would  be  necessary  to  fix  the  same, 
I  understand  that  the  purpose  of  making  such  charges  is 
not  merely  regulative  for  the  preservation  of  good  order 
or  cleanliness,  but  is  to  establish  a  schedule  of  substantial 
fees  or  cliarges  for  the  teaching  of  swimming,  the  use  of 
tlie  floor  for  dancing  and  the  like,  in  order  to  raise  revenue. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Recreation  Centers  of  the  City  are 
not  intended  to  be  operated  with  that  object  in  view. 
They  are  public  facilities  provided  by  Councils,  or  by  the 
private  gift  of  individuals,  and  are  to  be  furnished  gratis 
to  the  people.  This  is  apparent  from  the  Act  of  June  9, 
1911,  establishing  the  Board  of  Recreation  and  defining 
its  powers  and  duties.  The  fourth  section,  as  well  as  the 
whole  body  of  that  Act,  indicates  that  this  was  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature,  and  I  do  not  think  the  legal  power 
exists  to  turn  these  centers  into  money-making  institutions.

Deae  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  15t]i  inst.  you  state 
with  reference  to  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the 
subway  under  City  Hall  that  changes  therein  are  pro- 
posed, as  shown  by  a  sketch  which  you  enclose  indicating 
the  relocation  of  the  tracks.  Thereunder,  I  understand, 
it  is  proposed  to  substitute  for  a  four-track  road  running 
diagonally  in  a  straight  line  under  City  Hall  a  two-track 
road  running  in  a  curved  direction,  and  omitting,  so  far 
as  the  present  contract  is  concerned,  the  City  Hall  sta- 
tion which  was  to  have  been  upon  the  lines  of  the  four 
tracks  under  City  Hall.  You  ask  whether  it  would  be 
legal  and  proper  to  readjust  the  contract  on  the  basis  of 
the  terms  provided  therein,  or  whether  it  will  be  "neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  abrogate  the  present  contract  and  re- 
advertise  the  work  in  the  new  location." 

I  do  not  find  any  provision  in  the  contract  admitting 
of  its  abrogation  at  the  instance  of  one  party  alone,  and 
to  annul  the  contract  would  require  the  joint  action  of 
both  parties  to  it,  or  else  the  City  by  acting  on  its  own 
initiative  would  probabl}^  make  itself  liable  in  a  suit  for 
damages.  Clause  19  of  the  specifications  attached  to  the 
contract  provides  as  follows: 

"19.  Changes.  Should  the  Director  change  the- 
design  of  any  portion  of  the  work  or  the  requirements 
of  the  specifications,  the  contractor  shall  conform  to 
such  change.  If  such  alteration  shall  increase  the- 
cost  of  the  work  to  the  contractor,  the  increase  will 
be  added  to  the  contract  price  to  be  paid  by  the  City, 
and  if  the  cost  be  diminished,  the  amount  of  such 
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If  the  alteration  should  be  merely  an  increase  or  do- 
crease  in  quantities  of  structure  or  work  for  which 
unit  prices  were  bid  and  provided  in  the  contract 
price  for  Item  1  will  be  increased  or  diminished  by 
the  difference  in  quantities  at  the  respective  unit 
prices.  Should  the  change  involve  work  or  material 
of  a  class  for  which  the  contract  does  not  contain  a 
price,  the  increase  or  diminution  of  expense  will  be 
estimated  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  agreement  between  the  Director  and  the  con- 
tractor before  proceeding  with  the  changed  work,  or 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Director  the  work  may  be  re- 
quired to  be  done  under  the  Force  Account  Item  of 
the  contract,  ^o  loss  of  prospective  profit  on  por- 
tions of  work  cancelled  will  be  estimated  to  the  con- 
tractor. Any  change  to  be  made  at  an  increased  cost 
may,  at  the  option  of  the  Director,  be  executed  under 
a  separate  contract  therefor,  the  work  under  this  con- 
tract being  suspended,  if  necessary,  until  said  changes 
are  completed.  The  contractor  shall  give  every  fa- 
cility for  making  such  changes  and  will  not  be  al- 
lowed compensation  for  delay,  but  during  any  delay 
that  may  result  the  charge  for  inspection  and  super- 
vision will  be  suspended." 

This  would  seem  to  make  provision  merely  for  inci- 
dental changes  in  the  design  or  character  of  the  work,  but 
the  leaving  out  of  the  contract  of  the  entire  construction 
of  a  station  will  greatly  diminish  the  amount  payable  to 
the  contractor,  reducing  its  compensation  to  a  very  con- 
siderable extent  and  substantially  changing  the  contract, 
thus  constituting  an  alteration  of  a  character  not  con- 
templated by  Clause  19,  and  practically  making  a  new 
and  a  different  agreement. 

Among  the  various  alternatives  provided  for  ascertain- 
ing and  adjusting  the  amount  due  to  the  contractor  when 
changes  are  made  is  that  of  adjustment  by  amicable  ar- 
rangement, and  I  would  recommend  that  this  method  be 
followed,  if  possible,  and  an  effort  made  to  reach  an  agree- 
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ment  with  the  contractor  which  would  be  just,  both  to  -it 
and  to  the  City,  for  a  modification  of  the  contract  as  It 
now  exists.

In  re  Retransfer  of  Property  Set  Aside  for  School 
Purposes.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  returning-  herewith  draft  of  a 
proposed  ordinance  which  purports  to  retransfer  prop- 
erty set  aside  for  school  purposes  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Water)  for  Water  Bureau  pur- 
poses. The  property  in  question  is  situated  at  Twenty- 
seventh,  Master  and  Thompson  streets,  and  was  set  apart 
for  school  purposes  for  use  as  a  manual  training  school  by 
ordinance  of  February,  1904.  The  present  proposed 
ordinance,  by  action  of  Councils  alone,  seeks  to  retransfer 
this  property  to  the  Bureau  of  Water,  and  you  ask  whether 
Councils  have  ''the  right  to  retransfer  this  property  by 
ordinance,  or  does  the  Board  of  Education,  under  the 
School  Code,  have  the  right  to  transfer  it  voluntarily  ?" 

Section  120  of  the  Act  of  May  18,  1911,  P.  L.  309  (the 
School  Code),  provides  as  follows: 

"From  and  after  the  beginning  of  the  first  school 
year  following  the  approval  of  this  Act,  all  the  pub- 
lic school  property  in  this  Commonwealth,  real,  per- 
sonal, or  mixed,  now  held,  owjied,  or  possessed  by  any 
school  district,  sub-school  district,  or  Vv^ard  school  dis- 
trict therein,  or  that  may  be  held,  owned,  or  possessed 
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by  anv  municipality,  for  the  use  of  any  scIiomI  dis- 
trict or  for  school  purposes,  is  hereby  transferred 
and  assigned  to,  and  shall  be  owned  by  and  vested  in, 
the  proper  school  district  established  liy  this  Act 
within  whose  boundaries  such  property  is  situated, 
except  as  herein  provided,  subject  to  all  the  trusts, 
conditions,  and  liabilities  legally  applicable  thereto. 
And  each  school  district  hereby  established  shall  suc- 
ceed to  and  shall  assume  and  pay  all  the  rights,  lia- 
bilities and  indebtedness  of  the  school  district  or  dis- 
tricts, sub-school  districts  or  ward  school  districts, 
within  its  boundaries,  including  any  and  all  indebt- 
edness that  may  have  been  created  or  incurred  as 
school  indebtedness  by  any  municipality  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  or  on  account  of  any 
such  school  district  or  for  school  purposes,  with  the 
benefit  of  application  of  the  amount  of  any  and  all 
sinking  funds  in  connection  with  such  indebtedness, 
to  such  extent  as  such  sinking  funds  shall  exist  at  the 
time  herein  fixed  as  that  of  the  assumption  or  pay- 
ment as  said  indebtedness." 

From  the  above  you  will  see  that  by  this  provision  of 
the  Act  all  property  of  the  municipality  held,  owned  or 
possessed  for  the  use  of  the  school  district  or  for  school 
purposes,  was  automatically  transferred  to  the  school  dis- 
trict, such  transfer  being  subject  to  municipal  debt  in- 
curred for  school  purposes ;  thereby  the  ownership  of 
such  property  was  vested  in  the  school  district  and  Coun- 
cils have  no  further  right  to  transfer  or  retransfcr  the 
property  to  the  City  without  the  co-operaition  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  which  would  have  power,  if  the  prop- 
erty is  not  needed  for  school  purposes,  to  make  some  ar- 
rangement with  the  City  for  this  retransfer  to  the  latter.

Gradnafes  in  Dentistry  Holding  the  Position  of  Oral  Sur- 
geons. 

WiLMER  KrFSEN,  M.  D.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  tlie  25tli  inst.  you  ask 
me  to  define  the  legal  status  of  a  graduate  in  dentistry 
holding  the  position  of  an  oral  surgeon  and  practicing 
major  oral  surgery  on  the  staff  of  any  City  hospital,  or,  "in 
other  words,  does  the  degree  of  D.  D.  S.  alone  confer  the 
right  to  practice  oral  surgery  ?" 

The  subject  of  the  licensing  and  practice  of  dentistry  is 
regulated  by  the  Acts  of  July  9,  1897,  P.  L.  206,  and  May 
7,  1907,  P.  L.  161,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  May  3,  1915, 
P.  L.  219,  replacing  earlier  legislation.  In  both  the  Acts 
of  1897  and  1907  provision  is  made  for  the  examination 
in  oral  surgery,  among  other  branches,  of  applicants  for  a 
license  to  practice  dentistry.  By  Section  6  of  the  Act  of 
May  7,  1007,  however,  the  following  language,  seemingly 
intended  as  a  definition  of  the  profession  of  dentistry  as 
permitted  to  be  practiced  by  those  holding  state  licenses, 
is  found: 

"All  persons  shall  be  construed  to  be  practicing 
dentistry  who  shall  be  the  owner,  part-owner,  partner, 
shareholder,  operator,  manager,  assistant  or  in  any 
other  manner  engaged  in  conducting  any  office,  or 
other  place,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  dental  op- 
erations, or  treating,  extracting,  or  filling  human 
teeth,  or  inserting  artificial  appliances  or  sets  of  arti- 
ficial teeth,  for  hire  or  reward." 

But  this  provision  was  amended  by  the  Act  of  1915,  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

"A  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act 


who  shall  treat  diseases  or  lesions  of  the  human  teeth 
or  jaws,  or  perform  operations  of  any  kind  thereon; 
or  insert  any  artificial  teeth,  fixtures  or  appliances  for 
the  restoration,  regulation  or  improvement  of  the 
dental  organs ;  or  who  is  manager,  proprietor,  or  con- 
ductor of  a  place  for  performing  dental  operations ; 
or  who  for  a  fee,  salary,  or  other  reward,  paid  or  to 
be  paid  to  himself  or  another  person,  performs  any  of 
the  before-named  dental  operations ;  or  who  uses  the 
word  'dentist.'  'dental  surgeon,'  or  other  letters  or 
titles,  in  connection  with  his  name,  which  in  any  way 
represent  him  as  being  engaged  in  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry." 

The  last  excerpt  from  the  statute  would  appear  to  answer 
your  question,  for  it  is  apparent  that  the  Act  was  intended 
to  authorize  those  holding  the  licenses  as  prescribed  to 
treat  diseases  or  lesions  of  the  human  teeth  or  jaws  and 
perform  operation  of  any  kind  thereon,  as  well  as  to  insert 
artificial  teeth,  etc.  To  the  extent  that  the  words  "oral 
surgery"  include  the  treatment  of  diseases  or  lesions  of  the 
human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  the  performance  of  operations  of 
any  kind  thereon,  the  license  or  certificate  provided  for  by 
the  statutes  authorizes  such  practice  by  the  holder  thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in- 
quii'es  with  reference  to  resolution  of  Councils  approved 
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March  2,  1916,  aiithorizin']::  the  construction  of  a  private 
sewer  in  Blakemore  street,  from  Stenton  a^'enlIe  to  a  point 
on  the  south  side  about  498  feet  westward,  whether  such 
resolution  is  sufficient  authority  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
to  grant  an  application  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer, 
the  same  leaving  a  frontage  of  180  feet  in  the  remainder 
of  the  block  to  be  pro^dded  with  drainage  at  a  future  time. 
The  ordinance  of  April  12,  1909,  providing  for  the 
construction  of  private  sewers,  authorizes  the  granting  of 
a  permit  therefor  (whenever  deemed  to  be  for  the  interests 
of  the  City)  provided  that  they  shall  extend  ''for  not  less 
than  one  block  or  square  in  length  (except  where  a  summit 
exists  in  the  block,  in  which  case  the  sewer  may  be  con- 
structed from  such  summit  to  the  outlet  of  the  sewer). 
Whether  the  latter  condition  exists  in  the  present  instance 
does  not  appear;  but  Councils  may,  by  resolution  passed 
with  the  same  formalities  as  an  ordinance  and  duly  ap- 
proved, modify  or  change  the  conditions  prescribed  by  such 
ordinance.  This  appears  to  have  been  done  in  the  present 
case,  and  the  resolution  requesting  the  permit  to  issue 
would,  I  think,  be  a  sufficient  authority  to  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  to  permit  the  construction  of  the  sewer  if 
"deemed  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  City,"  as  provided 
by  the  ordinance  of  1909.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in 
a  letter  of  the  27th  inst.,  approved  by  you,  inquires  whether 


it  is  proper  to  permit  a  contractor  to  witlidraw  cash  de- 
posited to  secure  maintenance  of  pavJno-,  etc.,  and  to  sub- 
stitute corporate  surety  therefor,  as  provided  by  ordinance 
of  March  27,  1901,  p.  82;  or  whether,  upoii  the  with- 
drawal of  the  money,  it  is  necessary  for  the  contractor  to 
replace  it  by  interest-bearing  bonds  of  the  C'ity,  the  State 
or  the  Ignited  States,  as  provided  for  bv  the  ordinance  of 
April  12,  1909,  p.  87. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  either  is  permissible,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  interest-bearing  bonds  may  be  deposited  in 
place  of  the  cash  or  the  corporate  security  furnished  Avhen 
<!uly  approved  at  the  option  of  the  contractor.

Assessment  of  Benefits  Upon  Property  Owners,  etc. 
William  S.  Twining,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  the 
15th  inst,  as  to  whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  en- 
abled to  assess  benefits  upon  the  property  owners  to  bear 
the  burden  or  portion  of  the  l)urden  of  the  construction  of 
additional  transit  facilities,  three  distinct  questions  are 
raised: — 1.  Can  this  be  accomplished  under  the  present 
status  of  the  law  ?  2.  Can  this  be  accomplished  by  legisla- 
tion?   Or  3.  Would  it  require  Constitutional  amendment? 

1.  There  is  no  general  statute  which  authorizes  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  or  municipalities  generally,  to  assess 
owners  for  local  benefits  conferred  upon  property.  Those 
statutes  conferring  the  right  to  assess  benefits  upon  the 
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municipality  do  not  include  contemplated  improvements  of 
this  kind. 

Since  the  decision  of  Hammett  vs.  Philadelphia,  65 
Penna.  146  (1870),  it  is  a  well-settled  principle  of  the 
law  that  the  Legislature  may  grant  to  municipalities  the 
power  of  local  taxation  for  local  henefits  upon  properties 
benefited.  But  the  local  benefit  must  not  merely  be  inci- 
dental to  the  contemplated  improvement,  it  must  be  the 
primary  object  of  it.  In  the  case  above  mentioned  the 
Court  used  the  following  language: 

"Local  assessments  can  only  be  Constitutional  when 
imposed  to  pay  for  local  improvements  clearly  con- 
ferring special  benefits  on  the  parties  assessed  and  to 
the  extent  of  those  benefits.  They  cannot  be  so  im- 
posed when  the  improvement  is  either  expressed  or 
appears  to  be  for  general  public  benefit." 

In  the  case  of  Washington  avenue,  69  Penna.  352,  an  Act 
authorizing  the  Commissioners  to  make  an  artificial  road 
through  a  number  of  townships,  assessing  the  costs  upon 
the  abutting  owners,  was  held  to  be  unconstitutional,  the 
Court  saying: 

"To  do  so  is  confiscation,  not  taxation ;  extortion, 
not  assessment,  and  falls  within  the  clearly  implied 
restriction  in  the  bill  of  rights." 

It  is  further  held  by  the  courts  that  in  any  event  only 
the  owners  of  directly  abutting  property  can  be  assessed, 
and  these  are  assessable  for  purely  local  benefits  alone. 
The  practical  difficulty  encountered  in  attempting  to  ap- 
portion and  assess  a  special  tax  on  properties  not  aVutting 
on  the  improvement  would  be  nearly  or  quite  insurmount- 
able. Although  property  in  the  vicinity*  might  be  bene- 
fited, the  imposition  of  such  a  tax  would  not  be  feasible, 
even  if  permissible,  and  for  that,  among  other  reasons, 
this  could  not  be  done. 

In  the  case  of  Saw  Mill  Run  Bridge,  85  Penna.  163,  it 
was  attempted  to  assess  property  owners  for  the  building 
of  a  bridge.  The  opinion  of  the  Court  in  part  is  as 
follows : 
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"Saw  ^lill  Kim  crosses  a  public  lii^lnvay  of  tlie 
City.  The  briil<2e  over  it  was  l)nilt  in  the  line  of 
this  highway,  in  which  every  inhabitant  of  Pitts'  urgh 
may  have  some  interest  and  every  citizen  of  Allegheny 
County  and  of  the  Commonwealth  is  entitled  to  assert 
some  right.  In  such  an  improvement  surely  no  citi- 
zen can  have  exclusively  private  right  and  he  can 
scarcely  have  any  definable  private  interest.  The 
bridge  was  constructed  to  serve  an  apparent  and  es- 
sential pul)lic  purpose,  and  to  impose  the  cost  of  it  on 
individuals  selected  out  of  the  mass  of  the  community 
on  any  conceivable  rule  that  viewers  could  alopt, 
would  be  the  placing  of  public  burdens  on  ])rivato 
shoulders.'' 

Again,  in  the  case  of  Grafius  Run,  31  Superior,  60S,  in 
construing  an  Act  which  authorized  boroughs  or  cities  to 
alter  the  course  of  any  channel,  creek,  etc.,  the  Court  held 
that  it  did  not  confer  on  the  City  power  to  levy  any  soecial 
taxes  against  or  assess  any  benefits  upon  any  property  not 
abutting  upon  the  line  of  improvement.  Tn  ISTew  York, 
a  statute  having  the  present  purpose  in  view  has  been 
passed,  but  its  validity  has  not  been  judicially  established. 
Wherever  the  assessment  of  property  owners  for  benefits 
conferred  has  been  sustained,  the  benefit  has  been  a  direct 
one  to  the  property  abutting  upon  the  highway  or  other 
place  where  the  specific  improvement  was  physically 
located,  and  the  amount  could  be  actually  ascertained  by 
the  measure  of  the  advantage  to  the  particular  property 
affected. 

It  follows  from  the  foregoing  decisions,  which  might  be 
multiplied  almost  indefinitely  not  only  in  this  State  but 
elsewhere,  that  no  Act  of  the  Legislature  having  in  view 
the  assessment  of  benefits  upon  property  for  the  construc- 
tion of  transit  facilities,  or  the  assessment  in  anv  other 
manner  of  all  or  a  part  of  their  cost  upon  individual 
property-owners,  would  be  sustained  as  Constitutional.  It 
also  follows  that  the  only  method  in  whi(4i  this  could  be 
done  would  be  by  the  slow  process  of  Constitutional  amend- 
ment.    As  you  are  aware,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
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tion  requires  to  be  proposed  at  one  session  of  the  Leo'isla- 
ture,  acted  upon  affirmatively,  referred  to  a  second  ses- 
sion, the  Legislature  meeting  biennially,  again  acted  upon 
favorably  and  then  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  This, 
together  with  the  time  elapsing  for  the  passing  of  the 
necessary  statutory  legislation,  would  compel  an  interval 
of  four  or  five  years  before  such  an  amendment  could  be- 
come effective.  Added  to  this  would  be  the  great  difficulty, 
even  after  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  of  formu- 
lating an  Act  of  Assembly  which  would  enable  a  proper 
division  to  be  made  between  that  part  of  the  cost  which 
should  be  borne  by  the  public  and  that  part  to  be  charged 
against  property-owners,  and  dividing  the  latter  among 
such  owners  individually. 

I  think  these  considerations,  if  they  do  not  make  it 
absolutely  impossible,  certainly  make  it  impracticable  to 
resort  to  this  method  of  financing  the  contemplated  im- 
provement, and  that  in  considering  the  available  means  for 
so  doing  any  project  looking  to  the  assessment  of  benefits 
upon  the  owners  of  adjacent  or  other  property  may  best 
be  eliminated.

Maintenance  of  United  States  Prisoners. 

J.  Warnee  Hutchins,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  communication  of  March 
30th,  in  which  you  request  an  opinion  as  to  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  to  fix  the  rate  to  be 
paid  by  the  government  for  the  maintenance  of  L^nited 
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States  prisonors.  I  find  that  under  the  Ivevised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States,  Sections  5539  to  5547,  "the  Attorney 
General  shall  contract  with  the  manager  or  proper  author- 
ities having  control  of  such  prisoners  for  the  imprison- 
ment, subsistence  and  proper  emjdoyment  of  them,  and 
shall  give  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  such  offences 
notice  of  the  jail  or  penitentiary  where  such  prisoners  shall 
be  confined." 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  prisoners  is  pro- 
vided for  and  regulated  by  statute  (State).  An  Act  of 
1789  (2  Smith's  Laws,  Section  3)  provides  that  United 
States  prisoners  shall  be  received  at  the  county  prison, 
and  that  a  calendar  of  such  prisoners  is  to  be  yearly  trans- 
mitted to  the  Executive,  together  with  the  expenses  of 
subsisting  such  of  the  said  prisoners,  in  order  that  the 
proper  procedure  may  be  taken  for  the  payment  of  the 
allowances  and  expenses  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 
This  Act  seems  to  give  the  right  to  charge  for  the  actual 
cost  of  maintenance.  The  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  place  the  obligation  upon  the  Attorney  General  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  proper  authorities  for  such 
compensation  for  subsistence  of  a  prisoner. 

I  take  it,  therefore,  that  the  Department  of  Justice  is 
quite  within  its  rights  in  requesting  permission  to  take 
up  with  the  Board  of  Inspectors  the  matter  of  the  rate 
to  be  paid,  and  the  Board  of  Inspectors  is  entitled  in  fixing 
that  rate  to  demand  sufficient  compensation  to  fully  cover 
the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  United  States  prisoners. 

As  the  matter  is  to  be  regulated  by  a  contract  between 
the  United  States  authorities  and  the  prison  inspectors, 
I  would  recommend  that  the  subject  be  taken  up  between 
the  two  with  the  purpose  of  agreeing  upon  a  sum  per 
diem  for  each  prisoner  which  will  cover  the  expense  of 
subsistence.

Deae  Sir  : — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  of  the 
31st  nit.,  whether  the  employees  of  the  Division  of  Public 
School  Medical  Inspection  appointed  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  but  paid  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Education,  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  June  12,  1913  (P.  L.  326),  which  provides  for  com- 
pensation of  City  employees  for  time  lost  by  injury,  etc., 
I  assume  that  this  arrangement  is  pursuant  to  Section 
1502  of  the  School  Code  of  1911  (P.  L.  391).  Section 
1501  of  that  statute  requires  every  School  District  of  the 
first,  second  or  third  class  to  provide  medical  inspection 
of  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools  by  proper  medical  in- 
spectors "to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  School  Directors 
of  the  District."     The  next  section  (1502)  is  as  follows: 

"In  school  districts  of  the  first  class,  wherein  the 
Departm'ent  or  Board  of  Health  therein  is  providing 
the  medical  inspection  for  the  public  schools  as  re- 
quired by  this  Act,  said  Department  or  Board  of 
Health  may,  if  it  so  elects,  continue  to  provide  such 
medical  inspection,  and  appoint  such  number  of  in- 
spectors therefor,  with  such  salaries,  as  shall  be  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  Dis- 
trict, and  the  medical  inspection  so  provided  shall  be 
deemed  a  compliance  with  this  Act,  and  shall  be  paid 
for  by  the  school  district." 

From  this  it  appears  to  be  optional  with  the  Department 
or  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  whether  the  medical  in- 
spection of  the  schools  shall  be  made  by  appointees  of  that 
Department  or  Board,  and,  if  it  acts  affirmatively  upon 
that  option,  the  medical  officers  making  the  inspection  are 
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City  employees  altliouiili  their  salaries  are  fixed  and  paid 
by  the  authorities  of  the  School  District. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  employees  of  the 
Division  of  Public  School  Inspection  in  this  City  when 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  an<l  Chari- 
ties are  City  employees  within  the  meaning  of  tlie  Act 
of  June  12/1013.

AcceptoMce  hjj  Contractors  of  Provisions  of  ^yorJitnen's 
Compensation  Act.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  March  30th  transmits  a  pro- 
posed ordinance  requirino-  persons  who  enter  into  contracts 
with  the  City  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  of  1915,  etc.  You  ask  as  to  the  pro- 
priety and  validity  of  such  an  ordinance. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  1915  docs  not 
make  the  City  liable  for  injuries  to  employees  of  contrac- 
tors en2,aired  in  work  for  the  municipality.  This  appears 
not  only  from  the  terms  of  the  Act,  but  has  been  so  ruled 
by  the  Bureau  of  Workmen's  Compensation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  and  Industry  in  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  this 
Department. 

The  requirements  of  the  suggested  ordinance  are  that 
the  contractor  must  engage  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  with  Section  305 
thereof,  relating  to  insurance,  unless  he  shall  be  exempted 
by  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bureau  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  and  Industry ;  and  that  his  contract  must 
show  such  acceptance  or  exemption. 
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The  insurance  of  the  employer's  liability  is  suffi- 
ciently provided  for  by  Section  305  of  the  statute  itself. 
As  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Act,  Article  III,  providing  for 
elective  compensation,  of  which  Section  305  is  a  part,  is 
open  to  acceptance  or  rejection  by  either  the  employer  or 
the  employee,  leaving  their  respective  rights  and  remedies, 
where  they  do  not  accept  that  article,  as  they  existed  at 
common  law,  save  as  the  common  law  is  altered  by  other 
provisions  of  the  statute. 

The  City  in  letting  contracts  for  public  work  is  obliged 
by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  to  select  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  and  it  has  been  held  in  numerous  cases 
(for  example,  Frame  vs.  Felix,  167  Pa.  47)  that  the  City 
authorities  have  not  the  right  to  interpfse  conditions  which 
may  interfere  with  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  such  low- 
est responsible  bidder  as  the  law  requires. 

If,  therefore,  the  ordinance  submitted  were  passed  and 
a  question  arose  between  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  it,  and  one  not  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  who  did  conform  to  the  ordinance,  it  would  be  the 
duty  of  the  executive  official  to  award  the  contract  to  the 
former,  in  spite  of  the  requirement  of  the  ordinance;  and 
therefore,  in  my  opinion,  such  an  ordinance  would  be  in- 
effective.

Liability  for  Damage  to  Motor  Trucl^  While  in  Charge  of 
Demonstrator. 

William  IT.  Wilson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — As  requested  in  your  letter  of  March  29th, 
relative  to  damage  to  Truck  jSTo.  6,  I  am  returning  here- 
with papers  attached  to  the  communication  for  your  files. 
6 
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It  appears  tJuit  fhc  truck  was  injured,  and  also  did 
damage  to  a  horse  and  wauon  belonoinn-  to  one  J.  K.  Lee 
Smitli  after  it  had  been  delivered  and  accepted  by  the 
City,  l)nt  while  still  in  charge  of  a  Delivery  Engineer  fur- 
nished by  the  contractor  in  accordance  with  a  specification 
of  the  contract  which  provides  for  the  furnishing  of  a 
Delivery  Engineer  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  to  instruct 
three  firemen  to  operate  it.  The  accident  occurred  while 
the  truck  was  being  driven  to  a  fire  within  a  few  days 
after  its  completion  and  delivery  and  while  being  oper- 
ated by  the  Delivery  Engineer  so  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor. Your  inquiry  is  for  an  opinion  regarding  the 
liability  of  the  City. 

With  respect  to  the  damage  to  the  truck  itself,  it  hav- 
ing been  in  charge  of  and  operated  by  the  employee  of  the 
contractors,  Messrs.  James  Boyd  &  Brother,  it  may  well 
be  presumed  that  the  injury  to  the  vehicle  resulted  from 
the  fault  of  the  person  thus  in  control  of  it,  and  if  so. 
whether  such  fault  were  by  the  omission  of  any  proper 
precaution,  or  through  the  commission  of  any  positive 
act  of  negligence,  the  contractor  would  be  liable  for  the 
result  thereof  and  should  make  such  repairs  without 
charge  to  the  City  as  would  put  the  truck  in  good  and 
proper  condition.  Much  depends  on  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances of  the  accident  as  they  shall  appear. 

Relative  to  the  damage  to  the  property  of  Mr.  Smith, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City  would  not  be  liable  therefor 
in  any  event. 

I  think  the  City  should  insist  on  its  freedom  from  re- 
sponsibility for  any  part  of  the  damages,  either  to  the 
truck  itself  or  to  the  horse  and  wagon  which  were  injured 
by  the  collision.

Right  to  Divide  Loan  into  Tiro  Parts  for  Submission  to 

Electors.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  -ith  inst.  you  enclose 
a  draft  of  an  ordinance  signifying  the  desire  of  the  cor- 
porate authorities  to  increase  the  indebtedness  of  the  City 
in  the  sum  of  $114,525,000,  and  say  that  "the  Committee 
desires  further,  if  it  meet  with  your  approval,  to  submit 
the  said  loan  as  two  propositions  to  a  vote  of  the  people 
on  May  16th — one  to  embrace  harbor  and  transit  money, 
and  the  other  the  so-called  unfunded  debt  and  general 
purpose  items." 

With  respect  to  the  latter  subject  I  have  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  inquiry  and  find  no  insuperable  obsta- 
cles to  the  division  proposed  if  it  be  deemed  desirable  to 
separate  the  proposition  into  two  loans  upon  the  line  of 
division  suggested ;  but  if  it  be  intended  merely  to  "sub- 
mit the  said  loan  as  two  propositiong  to  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple"— that  is,  as  two  items  of  one  loan,  to  be  the  subject 
of  distinct  expressions  of  the  will  of  the  voters,  this  course 
would  not,  in  my  judgment,  be  legal  or  permissible. 

The  Acts  of  Assembly  and  Constitutional  provisions 
bearing  upon  this  subject  refer  to  the  increase  of  the  in- 
debtedness of  a  city,  which  if  it  exceeds  2  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property,  can  only  be  made 
"with  the  assent  of  the  electors  thereto  duly  obtained  at  a 
public  election."  The  statutes  upon  the  subject  speak  of 
such  increase  of  indebtedness  as  a  unit,  but  they  nowhere 
prohibit,  either  in  express  terms  or  by  necessary  implica- 
tion, the  seeking  of  the  assent  of  the  electors  to  more  than 
one  separate  proposed  loan  at  the  same  election. 

In  the  case  of  Barr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191  Pa.  438,  it 
was  indeed  urged  in  argument  that  to  specify  different 
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purpr.scs  ill  one  loan,  compelling  the  electors  to  vote 
affirmatively  or  noiiatively  upon  all  of  them,  was  an  ille- 
gal course  of  procedure.  This  view  was  uot  adopted  bv  the 
Courts,  however,  who  held  that  in  the  case  of  a  sinirle  loan 
the  right  of  the  electors  was  limited  to  the  one  choice, 
that  is,  to  vote  that  the  debt  might  be  increased  or  that 
there  should  be  no  increase  of  debt.  I  do  not  think,  how- 
ever, that  anything  either  in  the  decision  cited,  or  in  the 
language  used  by  the  Court  in  rendering  that  decision, 
goes  so  far  as  to  indicate  that  if  Councils  choose  so  to  do. 
separate  loans  may  not  be  proposed  to  the  people  to  be 
voted  on  at  the  same  election ;  nor  do  I-  find  in  any  other 
decision  of  our  Courts  an  expression  of  such  a  thought. 
Accordingly,  my  predecessor,  the  late  J.  Howard  Gendell, 
when  asked  by  Councils  whether  different  items  of  one 
loan  might  not  be  made  the  subject  of  separate  votes, 
while  advising  that  such  a  course  would  not  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  continued  as  follows : 

"I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  a  separate  loan  may 
not  be  proposed  for  each  purpose,  but  I  do  not  under- 
stand that  the  present  loan  bill  does  this ;  and  to  do 
this  it  may  be  necessary  to  remodel  completely  the 
proposed  procedure.  I  question  greatly  whether 
several  loans  can  be  provided  for  in  the  same  ordi- 
nance, in  view  of  the  requirement  that  ordinances 
must  contain  but  one  subject;  although,  of  course, 
different  purposes  may  be  included  in  the  one  loan, 
as  was  done  in  the  loan  considered  in  the  Barr  case." 

I  concur  in  this  view.  Moreover,  the  differences  between 
loans  to  be  issued  under  authority  of  the  Constitutional 
amendment  of  1915  and  other  loans  might  suggest  a  spe- 
cial reason  for  such  a  division.  The  loans  under  the  Con- 
stitutional amendment  are  limited  to  the  particular  pur- 
poses designated,  while  other  loans  may  be  for  any  legiti- 
mate municipal  purpose.  Loans  under  the  amendment 
of  1915  are  authorized  to  the  extent  of  3  per  cent,  above 
the  7  per  cent,  valuation  of  taxable  property,  but  the  other 
loans  may  not  go  above  the  7  per  cent,  of  such  valuation. 
Above  all,  the  loans  under  the  new  amendment  may  run 
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for  50  Years,  wliile  those  under  the  general  provisions  of 
the  Constitution  and  statutes  may  not  mature  later  than 
30  years  from  their  date,  together  with  other  minor  differ- 
ences between  the  twc,  classes  of  loans.  These  considera- 
tions would  favor  the  proposed  differentiation  of  the  plan 
to  borrow  the  large  sum  of  money  involved  into  the  two 
branches  or  separate  loans — one  with  its  limitation  to  7 
per  cent,  of  the  value  of  taxable  property  under  general, 
Constitutional  and  statutory  authority  and  running  for 
30  years ;  the  other  for  the  limited  purposes  specified  in 
the  amendment,  with  an  allowable  maturity  of  50  years 
and  based  upon  3  per  cent,  of  the  valuation  additional  to 
the  7  per  cent. 

A  practical  objection  which  formerly  existed  to  the 
division  into  two  loans  has  disappeared.  Under  the  Act  of 
April  20,  1874,  a  ballot  was  required  to  be  used  in  such 
elections  which  was  to  be  labelled  on  the  outside  "increase 
of  debt"  and  to  have  on  the  inside  the  words  "No  increase 
of  debt ;"  or,  "debt  may  be  increased."  This  provision  v/as 
held  to  be  mandatory  (Evans  vs.  Williston  Township, 
168  Pa.  578),  and  it  may  readilv  be  seen  that  thereunder 
the  diificulty  of  indicating  an  affirmative  or  negative  vote 
as  between  two  proposed  loans  voted  on  at  the  same  time, 
and  of  arranging  distinct  ballot  boxes  for  the  separate 
loans,  etc.,  with  further  like  obstacles,  would  have  been 
considerable.  But  by  the  Act  of  April  29,  1903,  Sec.  14 
(P.  L.  342),  this  method  of  voting  has  been  changed  so 
that  the  "question  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballot  in  brief 
form  and  followed  by  the  words  "Yes"  and  "ISTo."  There- 
fore, under  the  present  method  of  voting  the  two  or  more 
propositions  of  loan  may  readily  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
at  the  one  time  as  separate  questions,  each  followed  by 
"Yes"  and  "ISTo"  for  the  action  of  the  voters,  and  only  one 
set  of  ballot  boxes  need  to  be  used,  thus  avoiding  all  the 
confusion  and  uncertainty  which  would  have  resulted  from 
such  procedure  if  the  Act  of  1874  were  still  in  force. 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  for  Councils  to  decide  whether  the 
entire  proposal  to  borrow  shall  be  submitted  merely  as 
items  of  one  loan  and  to  be  voted  upon  as.  a  whole,  or 
whether  it  shall  be  divided  in  the  manner  suji'gested,  leav- 
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ing  each  loan  to  the  choice  of  the  electors  separately,  but 
such  division  cannot  be  made  as  between  the  various  items 
of  one  loan  so  as  to  invite  diverse  votes  on  the  individual 
items. 

Whether  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  submitted  is  in 
proper  form  will,  of  course,  depend  upon  which  plan  is  to 
be  adopted.  If  the  division  into  two  loans  is  to  be  made, 
the  ordinance  must  be  recast  into  two  distinct  ordinances, 
each  complete  in  itself  and  contain  in  f]:;  the  necessary  pro- 
visions for  the  vote  of  the  electors  upon  the  proposed  loan, 
exactly  as  if  no  other  loan  were  in  view. 

In  any  event,  I  think  there  should  be  provision  made  by 
appropriation  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  election ;  and  it 
would  also  be  well  to  insert  in  the  title,  after  the  words 
"for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tun- 
nels, railways,  elevated  railways  and  other  transit  facili- 
ties" the  words  ("as  therein  designated")  or  some  other 
expression  to  show  from  the  title  that  specific  improve- 
ments of  this  character  are  mentioned,  and  not  a  mere 
borrowing  for  the  general  purpose  of  constructing  transit 
facilities.

jRefund  of  Bent,  Premises  lJt.ll  Filbert  Street,  Taken  for 

Parkway.

Dbae  Sir: — With  reference  to  the  claim  of  John  F. 
Graham  for  the  refunding  of  alleged  excessive  rent  paid 
for  premises  1411  Filbert  street,  I  have  examined  the 
mass  of  correspondence  submitted.     Therefrom  it  appears 
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that  Mr.  Graham  signed  a  lease  for  said  premises  on  Oc- 
tober 28,  1913,  at  the  rate  of  $2,000  per  annum  and  has 
paid  rent  at  that  rate.  He  now  claims  that  the  lease  was 
signed  under  protest  and  that  the  proper  rental  should 
have  been  $100  per  month,  or  $1,200  per  annum  as  fixed 
l)y  an  earlier  lease  dated  February  24,  1911.  Mr.  Graham 
was  originally  the  occupant  of  the  said  premises  and  re- 
moved therefrom  under  notice  from  the  City  prior  to 
February  14,  1911,  on  which  date  he  made  a  proposition 
to  resume  tenancy  thereof  at  $100  per  month,  he  to  make 
certain  expenditures  in  rehabilitating  or  improving  the 
premises.  The  lease  of  February  24,  1911,  at  $100  per 
month  was  accordingly  executed  and  he  entered  into  posses- 
sion. On  January  1,  1913,  notice  was  served  on  him  that 
his  rent  would  be  increased  to  $250  per  month,  and  this 
resulted  in  negotiations  under  which  the  lease  at  $2,000 
per  annum,  dated  October  28,  1913,  was  finally  signed 
by  him. 

He  claims  that  under  the  first  lease  he  was  entitled  to 
occupy  the  premises  at  the  stipulated  rental  of  $100  per 
month  for  an  indefinite  period  until  the  property  should 
be  needed  to  make  way  for  the  Parkway,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  increase  in  rent  finally  consummated  by  the  lease 
of  October  28,  1913,  was  an  infringement  of  his  rights 
under  the  former  arrangement.  He  substantiates  this  claim 
to  some  extent  by  the  production  of  a  letter  from  the  late 
Hon.  John  E.  Reyburn,  former  Mayor  of  the  City,  which 
seems  to  indicate  that  some  such  arrangement  was  con- 
templated by  the  then  Mayor.  On  the  other  hand,  this  is 
directly  in  opposition  to  the  terms  of  the  lease  of  1911, 
which  provided  for  a  term  from  month  to  month,  with  a 
condition  that  on  five  days'  notice  previous  to  the  expira- 
tion of  any  month  the  terms  of  the  lease  might  be  changed 
or  the  lease  terminated. 

Again,  the  execution  of  the  lease  of  1913  at  a  rental  of 
$166.67  per  month  cannot  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as 
a  voluntary  act  on  the  part  of  the  lessee.  Any  protest 
which  he  may  have  made,  and  any  earlier  arrangement 
with  the  Mayor  or  any  other  person,  was  necessarily 
merged  in  the  terms  of  the  later  lease,  which  thereupon 
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which  appears  to  have  been  recogiiized  bv  the  payment  of 
the  rent  to  the  City  therein  reserved. 

I  think  it  very  clear  that  the  oral  arrangement  snpposcd 
t<i  have  been  made,  or  actn»lly  made,  with  the  Mayor  conld 
have  no  restrictive  effect  with  regard  to  either  of  the  two 
leases  even  had  the  Mayor  the  necessary  anthority  to  make 
such  a  bargain,  which  I  regard  as  extremely  doubtful. 

In  both  of  the  leases,  after  the  usual  printed  matter, 
there  is  a  further  special  clause  in  which  the  lessee  agrees 
that  the  lease  shall  terminate  and  absolutely  cease  after 
the  expiration  of  the  five  days'  notice  provided  for,  and 
that  thereafter  the  City  might  enter  in  said  premises  and 
take  actual  physical  possession  thereof,  the  lessee  releasing 
any  claim  for  damages  which  he  could  have  by  reason  of 
any  act  or  thing  which  the  City  might  do  ih  so  recovering 
possession  of  the  said  premises. 

In  no  circumstances  would  your  Department  be  au- 
thorized to  make  a  refund  in  accordance  wath  Mr.  Gra- 
ham's request.  It  is  open  to  him,  if  he  so  desires,  to  have 
the  matter  presented  to  Councils,  which  bodies  may  re- 
gard the  facts  as  constituting  such  a  moral  claim  as  may 
be  recognized  by  ordinance  passed  by  a  two-third  majority 
in  each  house  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  or  they  may  take 
an  opposite  and  different  view  of  the  circumstances. 

In  no  aspect  of  the  matter,  however,  has  Mr.  Graham 
any  legal  claim  against  the  City,  or  any  claim  w^iatever 
which  you  as  an  executive  official  would  be  authorized  to 
recognize  without  the  sanction  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — The  drafts  of  the  proposed  loan  bills,  di- 
vided into  two  ordinances,  authorizing  the  borrowing  re- 
spectively of  $67,100,000  for  port  and  transit  facilities, 
and  of  $47,425,000  for  general  purposes,  are  now  sub- 
mitted to  me  bv  you  for  approval,  asking  me  to  '"examine 
the  same  as  to  their  phraseology  and,  if  possible,  as  to  the 
amounts  involved  in  the  so-called  unfunded  items." 

With  respect  to  the  phraseology  of  the  bills,  I  have 
little  to  suggest,  except  to  repeat  what  I  have  already 
stated  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  inserting  a  few 
words  in  the  title  of  the  "Port  and  Transit"  ordinance, 
showing  that  the  money  is  to  be  borrowed  for  particular 
and  designated  transit  facilities,  and  not  for  transit  facili- 
ties generally,  as  might  be  supposed  from  the  title  as  it 
now  stands.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  words  repeat- 
edly appearing  in  that  ordinance,  "and  payment  of  Sinking 
Fund  and  interest  charges,"  are  not  specific  enough  as  in- 
dicating the  period  for  which  the  payment  of  Sinking 
Fund  and  Interest  charges  are  included.  I  would  prefer 
to  follow  the  Constitutional  language  in  this ;  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  the  statement  of 
the  including  of  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  charges  with 
reference  to  each  of  the  several  transit  improvements  pro- 
vided for  in  the  ordinance.  I  would  make  one  reference 
to  this  subject  and  thereafter  strike  out  the  phrase  "and 
payment  of  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  charges"  wherever 
it  occurs.  A  proper  method  of  providing  once  for  all  for 
the  inclusion  of  the  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  would  be 
by  inserting  after  the  words  on  lines  9  and  10  of  Section 
1,  "to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  wharves  and  docks, 
ten  million  (10^000,000)  dollars,"  something  in  this  form: 
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^'toward  the  construction  and  improvement  of  sub- 
ways, tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways  and  other 
transit  facilities  (including  the  amounts  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund 
charges  accruing  and  which  may  accrue  thereon 
throughout  the  respective  periods  of  construction 
and  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  for  which  such  indebtedness  shall 
have  been  incurred),  fifty-seven  million,  one  hundred 
thousand  (57,100,000)  dollars,  to  be  used,  applied 
and  expended  as  follows :  First,  toward  the  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  a  subway  railway  in  Broad 
street,"  etc. 

Thereafter,  any  further  reference  to  the  payment  of 
Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  charges  may  be  omitted. 

The  expenses  of  the  election,  additional  to  the  usual 
primary  election  expenses,  as  for  printing  the  loan  bal- 
lots, etc.,  must,  of  course,  be  provided  for.  This  should 
be  done  either  in  the  ordinances  submitted  or  in  a  separate 
ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  returning  herewith  the  letters  of 
Messrs.  Fraley  and  Schamberg,  officei'S  of  the  Frankford, 
Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Street  Railway  Company,  to  you 
in  reference  to  the  proposed  adjustment  of  the  contro- 
versy between  the  City  and  that  company  relative  to  its 
obligation  to  keep  in  good  order  and  repair  the  highways 
traversed  by  its  road.  The  predecessor  of  the  Frankford, 
Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Street  Railway  Company  was  the 
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Holmesburg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Electric  Railway 
Company,  which  by  an  ordinance  passed  in  1891  was 
granted  permission  to  operate  on  the  streets  named  in  its 
charter,  but  not  by  overhead  trolley  propulsion.  The  lat- 
ter  privilege  was  extended  to  it  by  an  ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 23,  1892,  with  a  provision,  however,  that  the  com- 
pany should  "agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at 
all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved, 
all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  line  of  rail- 
way or  by  its  trolley  system."  The  agreement  so  stipu- 
lated for  was  duly  entered  into.  Afterwards  the  road  was 
foreclosed,  and  at  Marshal's  sale  purchased  by  certain 
parties  who  organized  the  present  corporation  to  operate 
it  under  the  provision  of  certain  statutes  authorizing  this 
to  be  done.  The  streets  occupied  by  the  railroad  had 
been  permitted,  both  by  the  original  company  and  by  the 
present  one,  to  fall  into  a  wretched  condition  of  disrepair 
and  dilapidation,  and  in  1913  (ISrovember  20th  and  De- 
cember 11th)  Select  and  Common  Councils  passed  a  reso- 
lution directing  that  it  be  notified  to  place  Frankford 
avenue  in  a  proper  condition,  and  on  failure  thereof 
within  thirty  days  to  pole  off  the  road  until  the  work 
should  be  commenced.  A  proposition  of  settlement  was 
then  made,  and  with  the  assent  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  Mr.  Cooke,  referred  to  Councils.  The  proposition 
so  made  provided  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  should 
expend  the  sum  of  $125,000  in  repairing  the  streets,  etc., 
traversed  by  the  railway  system,  and  that  the  company 
should  contribute  $70,000  to  that  end,  $35,000  thereof  by 
July  1,  1914,  and  the  balance  on  or  before  July  1,  1915. 
That  the  City  should  thereafter  assume  the  burden  of 
maintaining  the  roads  in  good  condition  for  a  period  of 
ten  years,  after  which  its  maintenance  should  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  City  and  the  company  in  the  following 
proportions :  the  company  to  be  liable  for  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  paving  between  the  rails  and  for  a  distance  of 
two  feet  outside  of  each  rail  where  the  tracks  are  on  the 
side  of  the  paved  portion  of  road  or  in  the  center  thereof, 
and  upon  a  space  equal  to  the  area  between  the  rails  and 
two  feet  outside  of  the  rails  where  the  tracks  are  on  the 
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roiulway,  and  there  should  ho  no  pavement  hetween  the 
rails;  the  price  to  he  eliarged  the  company  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  actual  cost  to  the  City  for  the  work  and  not  in 
excess  of  reasonable  cnrrent  rates  for  work  of  similar 
character;  and  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  resumption 
of  the  company's  liability,  the  City  was  to  keep  and  main- 
tain the  entire  paving  in  good  order  at  its  own  expense 
for  the  said  period  of  ten  years.  The  proposed  ordinance 
embodying  this  suggested  settlement  was  submitted  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  Mr.  Ryan,  who  disapproved  thereof,  as 
wholly  unfair  to  the  City,  in  an  opinion  dated  July  15, 
1015,  page  234,  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  of  that  year. 
Thereupon  the  railway  company  filed  its  bill  in  equity 
against  the  City  to  enjoin  the  poling  off  of  the  road,  as 
provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  1913,  alleging  various 
grounds.  The  principal  of  these  were  that  by  the  mort- 
gage sale  foreclosure  and  reorganization  of  the  company 
it  was  discharged  of  the  liability  to  keep  the  streets  in 
repair ;  that  such  liability,  in  any  event,  extended  only 
to  the  portion  of  the  higiiAvay  between  the  tracks  and  for 
a  reasonable  distance  beyond  them ;  that  the  character  of 
the  travel  from  that  by  horse-propelled  vehicles  to  auto- 
mobiles had  so  changed  as  to  make  the  enforcement  of  the 
obligation  unreasonable  and  inequitable ;  that  the  City,  by 
its  failure  to  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  predecessor 
company,  had  forfeited  its  right  to  insist  upon  compli- 
ance by  the  successor  company,  as  the  roads  had  been  per- 
mitted to  fall  into  a  state  of  great  decay  by  reason  of  such 
omission  on  the  City's  part;  that  the  City  itself,  or  those 
operating  under  its  license,  had  injured  the  bed  of  the 
roadway  by  digging  it  up  for  various  purposes,  together 
with  other  allegations  of  this  general  character. 

The  City  answered  the  bill  and  filed  a  cross  bill,  in 
which  it  sought  to  have  the  entire  question  of  the  respec- 
tive rights  of  the  City  and  the  railway  company  ad- 
judicated. After  the  overruling  of  a  demurrer  to  the 
City's  cross  bill  an  answer  thereto  was  filed,  and  the  two 
cases — that  is,  the  case  of  the  railway  against  the  City 
and  the  City  against  the  railway  company — have  been  and 
are  now  ready  for  hearing  before  a  court  of  equity. 
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In  these  circumstances,  a  further  effort  was  made  to  ad- 
just the  controversy  amicably,  and  with  that  purpose  in 
view  a  second  proposed  ordinance  was  agreed  upon  and 
submitted  to  C^ouncils  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works, 
through  the  City  Solicitor,  on  May  20,  1915  (City  So- 
licitor's Opinions,  page  155).  The  latter  proposition,  in 
brief,  provided  for  an  equal  contribution  by  the  City  and 
the  company  toward  the  putting  of  the  roads  in  repair 
and  for  equal  shares  in  thereafter  keeping  them  so,  not, 
as  in  the  former  proposition,  after  a  lapse  of  ten  years, 
l)ut  forthwith.  jSTo  action  seems  to  have  been  taken  by 
Councils  on  this  proposition,  which  was  far  more  favorable 
to  the  City  than  the  original  one,  as  pointed  out  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  I  gather  that  at  this  time  the  railway 
company  is  unwilling  to  abide  by  it. 

The  foregoing  gives  the  history  of  the  transaction  up 
to  the  present  time.  The  proposition  now  made  by  the 
company  is  to  pay  $3,000  per  annum  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury annually  until  1925,  then  $3,500  per  annum  until 
1935,  $4,000  per  annum  until  1945,  $4,500  per  annum 
until  1955,  and  thereafter  $5,000  per  annum,  leaving  the 
entire  expense  of  putting  and  keeping  in  repair,  outside 
of  these  annual  contributions,  to  be  borne  by  the  City. 
The  said  payments  to  be  in  lieu  of  "car  license  fees,  street 
paving  and  maintenance,  snow,  renewals,  etc." 

I  have  thus  gone  into  the  matter  in  some  detail  in  order 
that  you  may  understand  the  successive  steps  taken  and 
the  offers  of  settlement  from  time  to  time  made.  You 
will  be  able,  from  the  foregoing,  to  be  guided  in  your 
recommendation  to  Councils,  if  you  see  fit  to  make  such 
recommendation,  by  the  facts  already  stated  and  by  your 
views  with  respect  to  the  comparative  merits  of  the  prop- 
osition now  before  you  and  of  the  equities,  if  any,  which 
entitle  the  company  to  especial  consideration.  Whether 
the  settlement  proposed  shall  be  adopted  is  a  question  to 
be  decided  by  Councils  and  yourself,  and  with  which  this 
Department  does  not  deem  it  its  province  to  interfere. 
At  many  stages  of  the  protracted  dispute,  it  has  been  in- 
sisted on,  by  representatives  of  the  company,  that  if  the 
City  were  to  establish  its  extreme  claims,  the  company 
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would  be  unable  to  meet  them  and  would  be  forced  into 
liquidation.  Whether  this  be  true,  and  if  so,  whether  it 
is  desirable  to  pursue  the  matter  to  such  a  consunnuation, 
I  do  not  attempt  to  decide.  As  already  stated,  the  matter 
is  one  for  the  consideration  of  Councils,  subject  to  your 
approval  or  disapproval  of  their  action,  and  enlightened 
by  such  suggestions  to  them  as  you  may  think  it  proper  to 
make.  The  highways  occupied  by  the  railroad  are  in  a 
most  deplorable  condition,  as  this  Department  has  been 
repeatedly  advised,  and  some  solution  of  the  difficulty 
should  be  reached  speedily.

Recrediting  Appropriations  for  Painting  and  Gilding  City 
Hall  Tower. 

John  M.  Walton,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  your  inquiry  whether  you 
would  be  justified  in  recrediting  $22,000  allotted  to  the 
contract  for  painting  and  gilding  City  Hall  Tower  to  Item 
51  (Loan),  from  which  it  was,  as  I  understand,  originally 
appropriated,  this  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  repeated 
correspondence  between  this  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  See  Opinions 
of  City  Solicitor  of  January  8,  1912,  page  9;  jMarch  26, 
1913,  page  130,  and  March  25,  1914,  page  108.  The 
concluding  paragraph  of  the  last  cited  opinion  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"There  are  two  courses  open  to  you  in  this  matter. 
One  is  to  take  no  action  concerning  the  contract,  and 
the  other  would  be  to  annul  it  because  the  City  does 
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not  desire  to  have  the  work  done.  In  the  latter  case 
a  liability  for  breach  of  contract  would,  in  all  prob- 
ability, follow,  in  which  the  contractors  would  have  a 
legal  right  to  recover  from  the  City  such  damages  as 
they  might  be  able  to  show  that  they  had  suffered  as 
a  result  of  the  City's  action  in  the  premises." 

The  latter  course  is  the  one  which  appears  to  have  been 
followed  by  the  then  Director  of  Public  Works — that  is, 
to  annul  the  contract  because  of  the  City's  unwillingness 
or  inability  to  proceed  with  it.  This  ends  the  matter  so 
far  as  payment  under  the  contract  itself  is  concerned, 
leaving  the  City  open  to  a  possible  suit  for  damages  for 
breach  of  contract.  Any  verdict  or  judgment  therein  re- 
covered would  be  a  general  claim  against  the  City  to  be 
paid  out  of  its  ordinary  funds,  and  would  not  be  payable 
by  warrant  against  the  appropriation  to  the  contract. 
Having  this  situation  in  view,  the  present  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  under  date  of  April  5, 
1916,  requests  that  the  amount  so  appropriated  to  the  con- 
tract be  recredited  to  its  original  item. 

As  there  can  be  no  use  of  the  money  as  an  appropria- 
tion dedicated  to  the  contract,  it  is  proper  that  it  be  re- 
credited,  leaving  whatever  liability  may  be  fastened  on  the 
City  to  be  settled  as  any  other  general  claim  or  judgment 
would  be, 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  you  would  be  justified  in 
recrediting  the  money  as  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  desires.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  relative  to  the  rights  of  Mr.  John  E.  Cod- 
man  under  the  Municipal  Pension  Act  of  May  20,  1915, 
should  he  resign  his  present  position.  Mr.  Codman  is 
stated  to  be  76  years  old  and  to  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  City  from  May  1,  1874,  to  March  6,  1913,  when 
he  was  dropped  therefrom,  being  again  appointed  pro- 
visionally the  Chief  Draftsman  in  the  Bureau  of  Water 
on  January  24,  1916. 

The  case  seems  to  be  covered  by  the  opinion  of  my  im- 
mediate predecessor  of  August  4,  1915,  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1915,  p.  236).  in  reply 
to  the  question  of  the  latter  official  whether  the  Act  of 
1915  was  applicable  to  one  who  had  been  employed  by 
the  City  more  than  twenty  years  prior  to  its  passage, 
though  not  employed  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  but  since 
re-employed  for  a  shorter  or  longer  period,  the  then  City 
Solicitor,  after  reciting  in  part  the  provisions  of  Sections 
3  and  11  of  the  statute,  said: 

"It  is  clear  that  the  Act  is  intended  to  be  so  far 
retrospective  that  persons  'now  employed  by  such 
cities,  etc.,'  are  to  receive  the  credit  of  time  in  the 
service  of  the  City,  though  such  time  elapsed  before 
the  passage  of  the  Act ;  but  the  words  'now  or  here- 
after' appear  in  immediate  conjunction,  and  it  is  not 
anywhere  provided  in  the  statute  that  there  is  to  be 
a  difference  between  persons  in  the  service  of  the  City 
at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  the  Act  or  those  com- 
ing into  its  service  afterwards.  Add  to  this  the  ex- 
press enactment  that  the  time  of  service  shall  be  com- 
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putecl  from  the  first  or  original  employment  and  need 
not  be  continuous,  and  tlie  inference  seems  strong 
that  one  who  has  been  so  employed  for  twenty  years 
before  the  passage  of  the  Act,  who  is  not  in  the  public 
service  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  but  who  comes  into 
such  service  afterwards,  is  within  the  purpose  which 
the  Legislature  had  in  view  and  that  the  provision 
for  a  pension  applied  to  such  City  employee. 

"Unless  the  contrary  shall  be  judicially  doter- 
mined,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Pension  Board 
would  be  justified  in  acting  in  accordance  with  this 
view  of  the  meaning  and  effect  of  the  statute." 

I  concur  in  the  views  thus  expressed,  which  are  exactly 
applicable  to  the  present  inquiry  unless  a  distinction  is  to 
be  made  because  Mr.  Codman  is  but  a  provisional  ap- 
pointee, and  in  my  judgment  such  a  distinction  would 
not  be  well  founded.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  March  20, 
1916,  from  Chester  E.  Albright,  Chief  Engineer,  ap- 
proved by  you,  in  which  it  is  recited  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has,  under  sundry  ordinances,  widened  and 
changed  the  grades  of  Delaware  avenue,  from  Fairmount 
avenue  to  Queen  street,  and  in  conference  with  the  officials

of  the  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia  and  Reading.  Philadel- 
phia Belt  Line  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Pailroad  Com- 
panies, in  the  matter  of  relocating  their  tracks,  and  with 
special  reference  to  the  repaying  with  granite  blocks  on  a 
concrete  base,  you  state  that  the  officials  of  said  companies 
claim  the  City  should  bear  the  entire  cost  of  the  repaying 
and  concrete  base,  both  within  and  without  the  track  area. 

It  is  further  stated  that  it  is  not  clear  as  to  whether  the 
ordinances  of  Councils,  approved  May  31,  1877,  December 
26,  1890,  and  June  6,  1893,  and  the  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils approved  June  24,  1873,  granting  permission  to  the 
railroad  companies  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  bed  of 
Delaware  avenue,  obligate  the  railroad  companies  for  the 
cost  of  laying  the  concrete  base  and  the  repaving  within 
the  track  area,  and  desiring  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
railroad  companies  are  obligated  to  pay  the  cost  of  laying 
the  concrete  base  and  repaving  within  the  track  area. 

In  reply  thereto  I  desire  to  say  that  the  ordinance  of 
May  31,  1877,  authorized  the  River  Front  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  occupy  Delaware  avenue,  between  Dock  street  and 
the  south  side  of  Callowhill  street,  and  provided  that  when- 
ever Councils  shall  direct  the  widening  of  said  Delaware 
avenue  to  a  width  of  sixty  feet,  from  Dock  to  Vine  street, 
that  the  River  Front  Railroad  Company  should  be  at  all 
the  cost  and  expense  of  the  wharfing,  filling  and  paving 
necessary  thereto,  and  further  authorized  the  River  Front 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company  to  occupy  Delaware  avenue,  from  the 
south  side  of  Callowhill  street  to  Shackamaxon  street ;  and 
further  providing,  that  both  railroad  companies  should 
maintain  and  keep  in  good  repair  the  tracks  authorized  to 
be  laid,  as  well  as  the  paving  between  the  curbs  of  the 
carriage-way  occupied  by  said  tracks  of  railway. 

The  resolution  of  Councils  approved  June  24,  1873, 
referring  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's  authori- 
zation to  lay  double  tracks  upon  Delaware  avenue,  be- 
tween Doch  and  Christian  streets,  provided  that  said  com- 
pany shall  keep  the  paving  upon  the  space  thereby  au- 
thorized to  be  covered  by  said  tracks  in  repair  without  cost 
to  the  City. 
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Therefore,  presuming  that  Delaware  avenue  has  never 
been  widened  to  a  width  of  sixty  feet,  but  that  the  widen- 
ing to  a  width  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  is  the  first 
widening  since  the  ordinance  of  1877,  it  would  appear 
that  with  reference  to  that  portion  of  Delaware  avenue, 
from  Dock  street  to  Vine  street,  the  Eiver  Front  Eail- 
road  Company,  or  its  successors,  is  bound  to  pave  the  ave- 
nue for  the  additional  space  in  the  roadbed  thereof,  equal 
to  the  difi^erence  between  the  original  roadbed  and  the 
roadbed  of  a  street  of  a  width  of  sixty  feet,  this  obligation 
being  under  a  plain  agreement.  And  there  is  the  further 
obligation  "that  both  railroad  companies  shall  maintain 
and  keep  in  good  repair  the  tracks  authorized  to  be  laid, 
as  well  as  the  paving  between  the  curbs  of  the  carriage- 
way occupied  by  said  tracks  of  railway/'  Under  this  sec- 
tion of  the  ordinance,  it  being  shown  that : 

1.  The  repaving  is  necessary  and  proper, 

2.  Proper  notice  has  been  given  the  companies, 

3.  The  kind  of  repaving  is  reasonable,  necessary 

and  proper,  I  advise  you : 

That  the  cost  of  repaving  for  the  entire  width  of  the 
roadway  as  it  now  exists  must  be  borne  by  the  River  Front 
Railroad  Company  on  Delaware  avenue,  from  Dock  street 
to  Callowhill  street,  and  by  both  the  River  Front  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  from  Callowhill  street  to  Shackamaxon  street. 

With  reference  to  that  portion  of  Delaware  avenue  be- 
tween Dock  and  Christian  streets,  I  advise  you  that,  sub- 
ject to  the  same  conditions  as  above  and  to  what  is  here- 
after said,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is  under 
the  obligation  of  repaving  the  said  avenue  for  the  space 
covered  by  and  between  its  said  double  tracks.  This  is 
subject,  however,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  provisions  of  the 
South  Philadelphia  Agreement,  Section  4,  relating  to  the 
space  below  Queen  street  (about  half  a  square). 

It  does  not  appear  from  any  information  which  has 
been   furnished   to  me   that   Delaware   avenue  was   ever 
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widened  to  a  width  of  sixty  feet,  as  referred  to  by  ordi- 
nance of  May  31,  1877. 

By  ordinance  of  November  19,  1894,  Delaware  avenue, 
from  Vine  street  to  South  street,  appears  to  liave  been 
widened  to  150  feet. 

The  agreement  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
various  railroad  companies,  known  as  the  South  Phila- 
delphia Agreement,  authorized  by  ordinance  of  February 
14,  1914,  has  no  bearing  upon  these  matters  referred  to 
in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Albright,  except  as  above  set  forth. 

The  ordinance  of  June  (5,  ISOJJ,  repealing  certain  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  of  December  26,  1890,  does  not 
appear  to  have  affected  Sections  2  and  7  thereof. 

Section  2  provides  that  the  Belt  Line  Company  "when- 
ever it  shall  cross  or  occupy  any  now  opened  public  street, 
shall  keep  that  portion  thereof  occupied  by  its  tracks  in 
good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,"  and  further,  shall 
indemnify  the  City  from  any  responsibility  that  may 
grow  out  of  the  construction  thereof,  and  further,  shall 
construct  at  its  own  expense  such  bridges  and  abutments 
made  necessary  by  the  opening,  etc.,  of  additional  streets 
or  change  of  grade. 

Section  7  provides,  "when  the  growth  of  improvement," 
etc.,  shall  require,  the  said  Belt  Line  Company  shall  at  its 
own  expense  raise  or  depress  its  tracks. 

With  regard  to  the  liability  of  the  Belt  Line  Company, 
I  advise  you  that,  subject  to  the  above  conditions  as  to 
necessity,  notice  and  kind  of  repaving,  this  company  is 
liable  for  the  repaving  of  Delaware  avenue  as  to  that  por- 
tion thereof  occupied  by  its  tracks,  and  is  further  liable 
for  the  construction  of  its  said  tracks.  This  applies  to  that 
portion  of  Delaware  avenue  unaffected  by  the  South 
Philadelphia  Agreement. 

I  have  presumed  you  have  referred  me  to  all  the  ordi- 
nances bearing  upon  the  subject,  and  the  above  views  are 
based  on  that  supposition.  I  would  be  glad,  however,  to 
learn  from  the  representatives  of  the  railroad  companies 
the  nature  of  their  contention  and  how  the  conclusion 
they  have  reached,  as  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Survey 
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Bureau,  has  been  arrived  at.  For  that  purpose  I  would 
welcome  a  written  expression  of  the  views  of  their  counsel, 
or  if  they  prefer  an  oral  conference.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  City  Property  of  April  12th,  in  regard  to 
the  contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  for  a  system  of  under- 
ground piping  in  Independence  Square,  as  a  part  of  the 
improvement  of  Congress  Hall  and  Independence  Square 
authorized  by  Councils,  it  is  now  proposed  to  alter  the 
specifications  of  the  contract  so  as  to  substitute  coated 
wrought  iron  piping  for  the  steel  piping  originally  speci- 
fied, with  other  changes  in  the  specifications,  at  an  addi- 
tional cost  of  $300  ;  and  inquiry  is  made  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  this  course. 

Inasmuch  as  bids  were  not  invited  for  the  doing  of  this 
work,  owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  involved,  and 
in  accordance  with  previous  correspondence  with  this  De- 
partment, it  is  open  to  the  parties  to  agree  upon  such 
changes  in  the  specifications  and  price  to  be  paid  for  the 
work,  provided  that  the  additional  funds  for  the  purpose 
are  available,  and  in  that  case  I  see  no  objection  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  April  18,  1916, 
in  which  you  ask  to  be  advised  if  you  would  be  justified 
in  countersigning  a  certain  warrant  for  the  sum  of  eleven 
thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  (11,434)  dollars, 
drawn  in  favor  of  Frank  Curran,  street  cleaning  con- 
tractor for  the  Fifth  Street  Cleaning  District  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  It  appears  from  your  letter  that  Mr.  Cur- 
ran was  penalized  in  the  sum  of  $1,566,  which  was  de- 
ducted from  the  original  amount  due  him  for  said  work, 
and  the  amount  named  in  the  warrant  is  the  balance  after 
deducting  the  amount  of  the  penalty,  the  said  warrant 
being  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
you  request  to  be  advised  as  to  whether  or  not  you  would  be 
justified  in  handing  over  the  said  warrant  without  the  im- 
position of  any  conditions. 

In  the  line  of  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  in  1913, 
which  you  quote,  you  are  entirely  justified  in  counter- 
signing and  handing  over  the  said  warrant  to  the  said 
contractor  without  the  imposition  of  any  condition  what- 
ever.

Legality  of  Making  Transfers  to  Councils  From  Annual 
Appropriations. 

John  M.  Walton,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  this  date  you  inquire  as  to 
the  propriety  of  countersigning  warrants  pursuant  to  an 
ordinance  of  Councils  making  transfers  from  the  annual 
appropriations  for  1916  toward  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of 
the  World,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  June'.  $25,000 ; 
toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  of 
the  State  Camp,  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of  America,  to  be 
held  in  Philadelphia  in  August,  $18,000;  and  toward 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Centennial  General  Confer- 
ence of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  to  be 
held  in  Philadelphia  in  May,  $2,500,  a  total  of  $45,500. 

With  reference  to  a  similar  ordinance  appropriating 
money  to  the  Historical  Pageant  toward  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  an  exhibition  by  it,  my  predecessor,  Hon.  Michael 
J.  Ryan,  in  an  opinion  dated  June  13,  1913  (Opinions  of 
the  City  Solicitor,  1913,  p.  249),  indicated  strongly  his 
view  of  the  illegality  of  such  use  of  the  City's  money. 
Thereupon,  in  pursuance  of  his  opinion,  you  declined  to 
countersign  the  wf^rrant  then  in  question  and  the  matter 
has  been  the  subject  of  protracted  litigation  which  has 
assumed  various  forms,  and  is  not  yet  concluded  even  in 
the  lower  Courts. 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Ryan  was  founded  largely  upon  the 
decision  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  'No.  3,  in  the  case 
of  Blankenburg  vs.  Philadelphia,  20  D.  R.  531,  in  which 
it  was  held  that  appropriations  of  this  character  are  not 
within  the  purview  of  the  law  and  constitute  an  unjusti- 
fiable diversion  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers. 
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Tiitil  the  litigation  arising  out  of  your  action  in  that 
matter  is  concluded,  or  until  you  shall  be  directed  by  the 
decree  of  a  competent  Court  to  countersign  the  warrants 
now  in  question,  or  any  of  them,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
you  should  follow  the  decision  of  the  Court  and  the  opinion 
of  my  predecessor  above  referred  to,  and  should  decline 
countersigning  any  of  the  warrants  as  to  which  you  make 
inquiry,  or  crediting  the  said  transfers  of  appropriations, 
or  auditing  the  incidental  vouchers.

Legal  Definition  of  the  ^^ord  "I mi'  as  Used  in.  Act  of 

Assembly.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  20th  inst.  requesting  the  legal  definition  of  the  word 
"Inn"  as  employed  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  11, 
1915. 

The  word  "inn"  is  defined  in  Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary 
as  a  house  where  a  traveler  is  furnished  with  everything 
that  he  has  occasion  for  while  on  his  way;  a  public  house 
of  entertainment  for  all  who  choose  to  visit  it.  A  coffee 
house  or  a  mere  eating  house  is  not  an  inn.  To  constitute 
an  inn  there  must  be  some  provision  for  the  essential  needs 
of  a  traveler  upon  his  journey,  namely,  lodging  as  well  as 
food. 
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In  Vol.  4  of  Words  and  Phrases  we  find  the  following 
judicial  construction  of  an  inn : 

"An  inn  is  defined  to  be,  in  its  legal  sense,  a  house 
where  a  traveler  is  furnished  with  everything  he  has 
occasion  for  while  on  his  way, 

"An  inn  is  a  public  house  of  entertainment  for  all 
who  choose  to  visit  it. 

"An  inn  is  a  house  kept  open  publicly  for  the  lodg- 
ing and  entertainment  of  travelers  in  general  for  a 
reasonable  compensation, 

"An  inn  is  a  house,  the  owner  of  which  holds  out 
that  he  will  receive  all  travelers  and  sojourners  who 
are  willing  to  pay  a  price  adequate  to  the  sort  of 
accommodation  provided,  and  who  comes  in  a  situation 
in  which  they  are  fit  to  be  received, 

"An  inn  is  a  house  which  is  held  out  to  the  public 
as  a  place  where  all  transient  persons  who  come  will 
be  received  and  entertained  as  guests  for  compensa- 
tion. To  constitute  an  inn  the  keeper  must  hold 
himself  out  as  ready  to  receive  all  who  choose  to 
resort  thither  and  pay  an  adequate  price  for  enter- 
tainment. 

"Inns  are  houses  for  the  entertainment  of  travelers 
— wayfarers,  as  they  are  called. 

"An  inn  was  always,  and  may  now  when  un- 
licensed, be  distinguished  from  a  boarding  house,  the 
guest  of  which  is  under  an  express  contract  at  a  cer- 
tain rate  and  for  a  specific  time;  the  right  of  select- 
ing the  guest  or  boarder,  and  fixing  full  terms,  being 
the  chief  characteristic  of  the  boarding  house  as  dis- 
tinguished from  an  inn,  except  as  to  inns  specially 
licensed,  where  general  contracts  with  giiests  are  ex- 
pressly authorized.  There  is  nothing  inconsistent  or 
unusual,  however,  in  a  house  of  public  entertainment 
being  simultaneously  a  boarding  house  and  an  inn. 
In  respect  to  those  who  occupy  rooms  and  are  en- 
tertained under  special  contract  it  may  be  a  board- 
ing house,  and  in  respect  to  transient  persons,  who 
without  a  stipulated  contract  remain  from  day  to 
day,  it  is  an  inn  or  hotel. 
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"An  inn  is  a  house  that  is  held  out  to  the  public 
as  a  place  where  all  transient  persons  who  come  will 
be  received  and  entertained  as  guests  for  compensa- 
tion; a  hotel." 

In  Wintermute  vs.  Clark,  7  K  Y.  Super.  Ct.  247,  an 
inn  is  defined  as  a  public  house  of  entertainment  for  all 
who  choose  to  visit  it.  The  fact  that  the  house  is  open 
to  the  public,  and  that  those  who  patronize  it  come  to  it 
on  the  invitation  which  is  extended  to  the  general  public, 
and  without  anj  previous  agreement  as  to  the  duration  of 
their  stay,  marks  the  important  distinction  between  a  hotel, 
or  inn,  and  a  boardi];ig  house. 

Under  the  Act  of  March  11,  1834,  P.  L.  117,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  every  inn-keeper  shall  keep  good  entertainment 
for  man  and  horse  under  penalty  of  $5  for  every  such 
neglect. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  practically  all  of  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  which  have  been  passed  for  the  protection  of 
hotel  and  inn-keepers,  also  specifically  include  boarding- 
house  keepers  in  their  terms. 

Under  the  definitions  and  constructions  above  stated, 
it  would  seem  that  the  distinction  between  an  inn  and  a 
boarding  house — boarding  house  apparently  being  used 
synonymousl}^  with  lodging  house — ^would  depend  wholly 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  accommodation  of  the  person 
staying  in  the  house  was  by  regular  contract  for  a  definite 
period  of  time  and  a  certain  sum  of  money,  the  proprietor 
having  the  right  to  reject,  in  the  case  of  a  boarding  or 
lodging  house,  any  person  that  he  may  not  deem  desirable ; 
whereas,  in  the  case  of  an  inn,  the  proprietor  must  receive 
any  one  applying  to  him  for  lodging  and  food  for  a  definite 
period  at  a  reasonable  rate,  such  proprietor  having  no 
right  to  reject  any  person,  provided  they  are  able  to  pay 
and  are  not  disorderly.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
April  20tli  pertaining  to  certain  detailed  questions  of  pro- 
cedure in  connection  with  your  office. 

Section  2  of  Article  6  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  1906 
provides  that  the  Commission  shall: 

"Keep  minutes  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  records 
of  its  examinations  and  other  official  action.  All 
recommendations  of  applicants  for  office,  received  by 
the  said  Commission,  or  by  any  officer  having  author- 
ity to  make  appointments  to  office,  shall  be  kept  and 
preserved ;  and  all  such  records,  recommendations  of 
fonner  employers  excepted,  and  all  written  causes  of 
removal  filed  with  it,  shall,  subject  to  reasonable  regu- 
lation, be  open  to  public  inspection." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  this  section 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  that  your  questions  from  (a)  to 
(i)  can  be  answered  by  saying  ''Yes." 

The  latter  part  of  Section  21  of  the  Act  provides: 

''The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  keep  in  its 
office  official  rosters  of  the  classified  civil  service,  ■  of 
the  City  laborers  excepted ;  and  shall  enter  thereon 
the  name  of  each  and  every  person  who  has  l)een  ap- 
pointed to,  employed,  reduced,  or  reinstated  in,  any 
position  in  such  service,  upon  such  evidence  as  it 
may  require  or  deem  satisfactory  that  such  person 
was  appointed  to,  employed,  promoted,  reduced,  or 
reinstated  in  the  service  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  and  the  rules  adopted  pursuant 
thereto.  These  rosters  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion at  all  reasonable  hours." 
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I  am  of  opinion  that  your  Commission  can,  with  pro- 
priety, fix,  as  reasonable,  the  time  for  such  examination  of 
the  records  by  assi^-nin^  for  the  purpose  each  day  (Sat- 
urday excepted)  between  tlie  hours  of  one  and  throe 
o'clock,  and  may  require  that  the  examination  be  made 
under  the  supervision  of  a  clerk  detailed  for  that  duty.

Payment  for  Piping  at  House   of   Correction  Prior  to 
Completion  of  Contract — Monday  &  Co. 

William  H.  Wilsox,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  inquiry  whether  you  should  comply 
with  the  request  of  Charles  E.  Monday  &  Company  to  pay 
them  $3,500,  under  contract  of  December  29,  1015,  for 
the  installation  of  piping  in  connection  with  two  Sterling 
boilers  at  the  House  of  Correction  is  at  hand.  From  the 
letter  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  In- 
spection which  you  enclose,  it  appears  that  about  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  work  has  been  done,  but  the  piping  remains 
uncompleted;  has  not  been  subjected  to  the  hydrostatic 
test  called  for  by  the  contract  and  therefore  cannot  as  yet 
be  accepted.  The  total  contract  price,  I  gather  from  your 
letter,  is  $3,851,  and  this  payment  would  therefore  leave 
a  balance  of  $351  remaining  unpaid. 

The  subject  of  payment  is  governed  by  one  of  the  speci- 
fications, which  provides  as  follows : 

"Payment  shall  be  made  after  the  entire  job  is  com- 
pleted to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  of  the  House 
of   Correction,   hydrostatic   pressure   applied   by   the 
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Bureau  of  Steam  Engine  and  Boiler  Inspection  and  a 
certificate  of  approval  from  the  Bureau  of  Steam 
Engine  and  Boiler  Inspection." 

This  indicates  that  payment  is  to  be  made  only  after 
the  completion  of  the  entire  job  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer  of  the  House  of  Correction,  hydrostatic  test  by 
the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  and  a  certificate  from  that 
Bureau.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  modified  by  any  pro- 
vision of  the  specifications  which  you  sent  me. 

Until  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  the  hydrostatic 
test  and  certificate  of  approval,  etc.,  called  for  by  the  speci- 
fications regarding  payment,  have  been  furnished,  I  see 
no  justification  on  your  part  for  complying  with  such  re- 
quest.

Exchange  of  Land  With  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Pail- 
road  Company.

Dear  Sir  :^I  return  herewith  draft  of  a  proposed  ordi- 
nance to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  make  a  deed  to  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Trenton  Railroad  Company  for  a  tract  of 
land  in  the  ISTineteenth  Ward,  in  consideration  of  a  deed 
in  fee  simple  from  the  railroad  company  to  the  City  for 
an  adjacent  tract  of  land,  concerning  which  a  second  in- 
quiry as  to  the  legality  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  made. 

When  this  draft  of  ordinance  was  before  me  on  a  former 
occasion  I  called  your  attention  to  two  grounds  upon  which 
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the  illecnlitv  of  the  intended  transaction  micht  be 
predicated :  First,  because  the  title  of  the  City  rests  upon 
condemnatioii  proceedings;  and,  therefore,  it  is  disabled 
from  making  a  deed  in  fee  simple,  even  "without  covenant 
of  warranty ;"  and,  second,  to  the  provision  of  the  Act 
of  April  2i,  1855,  P.  L.  264,  Section  22,  which  author- 
izes the  City  of  Philadelphia  "to  make  public  sale  and  con- 
veyance of  the  public  halls,  lots  and  real  estate  vested  in 
said  City,  not  held  upon  any  trust,  and  not  required  for 
authorized  public  purposes."  As  to  the  latter  considera- 
tion, it  may  be  doubted  whether  this  relates  to  all  the  real 
estate  owned  by  the  City,  or  only  to  that  which  was 
brought  into  the  City's  ownership  by  the  Consolidation 
Act  of  1854,  to  which  the  Act  of  1855  was  a  supplement. 
As  stated  to  you  in  my  earlier  letter,  however,  it  has  been 
taken  for  gi-anted  on  many  occasions  that  this  clause  of  the 
Act  of  1855  was  effective  to  debar  the  City  from  making 
conveyances  of  its  real  estate  otherwise  than  after  a  public 
sale;  and  Councils  may  find  ample  justification  for  ad- 
hering to  that  construction  if  it  be  deemed  advisable  so 
to  do. 

As  to  the  other  objection  there  can  be  no  doubt.  The 
ground  in  question,  I  understand,  was  condemned  for  play- 
ground purposes,  and  while  it  may  be  used  for  playgrounds 
or  other  public  purposes  it  cannot  be  conveyed  by  the 
City  for  uses  other  than  public  or  municipal  ones. 

In  my  former  letter  upon  the  subject  I  stated  that  these 
considerations  were  primarily  for  the  gTantee  of  the  prop- 
erty in  question;  nevertheless,  to  the  inquiry  now  pro- 
pounded, "whether  the  bill  is  in  legal  form,"  the  answer  is 
in  the  negative,  not  only  for  the  foregoing  reasons,  but 
also  because  the  changes  and  corrections  which  were  sug- 
gested by  me  have  not  been  made.

Dear  Sir: — Your  inquiries  with  relation  to  the  con- 
tract for  the  proposed  Broad  Street  Subway,  and  the  exten- 
sion thereof  under  City  Hall,  involve  a  variety  of  ques- 
tions, of  which  some  are  legal  questions,  while  others  refer 
rather  to  the  science  of  engineering. 

With  respect  to  the  latter,  I  feel  great  diffidence  in  ad- 
vising your  Department,  which  is  able  to  deal  with  the 
scientific  as  distinct  from  the  legal  features  far  better  than 
I  can  do. 

It  appears  that  under  authority  of  an  ordinance  of 
July  2,  1915,  a  contract  was  awarded  and  entered  into 
on  the  25th  of  August  of  last  year  by  the  City  with  the 
Keystone  State  Construction  Company,  for  the  building 
of  that  portion  of  the  subway  structure  which  is  in  ques- 
tion at  a  fixed  price  of  $1,700,000,  with  further  provision 
for  certain  unit  prices  for  specified  additional  work  and 
materials  if  required,  and  with  a  third-class  of  supplies 
or  material  to  be  furnished  nnder  what  was  known  as  the 
''Force  Acount,"  and  for  which  the  contractors  in  their 
bid  were  to  receive  the  net  cost  thereof  plus  a  profit  of 
thirty  (30)  per  cent.  Work  was  commenced  imder  the 
said  contract  on  .September  13,  1915,  of  which  work  about 
five  (5)  per  cent,  has  been  done.  On  February  24,  1916, 
in  anticipation  of  a  change  in  alignment  of  the  subway  and 
location  of  the  station,  which  would  entail  a  very  consider- 
able change  in  the  plans,  the  contractor  was  directed  to  sus- 
pend work.  Afterwards  it  was  decided  to  adhere  to  the 
original  plans,  and  on  Aj^ril  6,  1916,  the  contractor  re- 
plied to  the  notice  to  resume  work  by  making  certain 
claims  as  to  the  validity  and  effect  of  which  you  now  ask. 
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All,  or  most  of  your  questions  turn  upon  three  central 
or  determining  lines  of  inquiry,  which  arc:  First, 
whether,  under  the  contract,  the  Keystone  State  Con- 
struction Company  is  obliged,  without  extra  compensation 
than  its  lump  sum  bid,  to  place  under  City  Hall  new 
foundations  in  lieu  of  those  now  there,  they  having  been 
found  unsuitable  to  support  the  City  Hall  structure  if  the 
subway  be  built  and  a  station  constructed  thereunder,  as 
contemplated  by  the  contract;  second,  should  the  contrac- 
tor not  be  obliged  by  its  contract  so  to  do,  by  what  method 
is  the  change  to  be  .effected  and  the  CQinpensation  to  which 
it  would  be  entitled  to  be  ascertained  and  adjusted ;  and, 
third,  in  case  of  unlooked-for  delay  what  are  the  rights 
of  the  contractor  ? 

To  the  iirst  of  these  inquiries  I  think  the  answer  is 
clear.  Throughout  the  contract  and  specifications  the 
underpinning  of  City  Hall  is  spoken  of  in  such  a  manner 
as  seems  to  discriminate  sharply  between  the  mere  under- 
pinning of  an  existing  foundation  and  the  taking  out  of 
old  and  unsuitable  foundations  and  the  installation  of 
new  ones  in  place  thereof.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  enumer- 
ate all  or  even  a  considerable  number  of  the  contract  stipu- 
lations from  which  the  foregoing  is  apparent;  it  will  bo 
enough  to  refer  to  a  few  of  them.  The  contract  itself  is 
stated  at  the  beginning  to  be  for  the  furnishing  and  de- 
livery of — 

"All  the  materials,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  the 
work  and  labor  required  to  be  furnished  and  de- 
livered, done  and  performed  in  doing  such  excavat- 
ing, constructing  such  concrete  stair  entrances,  exits, 
escalator  wells,  chambers,  ducts,  and  gratings  for  ven- 
tilation, reconstructing  portion  of  present  drainage 
system  of  City  Hall,  constructing  and  finishing  a 
new  power  pump  room  under  courtyard,  with  appur- 
tenances, furnishings,  and  installing  an  electric 
lighting  system,  drainage  pumps  and  connections  to 
sewers,  underpinning  the  present  ^larket  Street  Sub- 
way Railway  structures.  City  Hall  and  West  End 
Trust  Building,  bulkhcading  the  corner  foundations 
of  the  Lincoln  Building  and  Broad  Street  Station, 
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and  doing  such  other  work  appurtenant  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  City  Hall  Station  Section  of  the 
Broad  Street  Subwav  under  Filbert  Street,  City  Hall 
and  South  Penn  Square,  as  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  City  Transit." 

Thus  the  underpinning  of  the  City  Hall  is  found  to  be 
one  of  the  matters  contracted  for,  and  is  placed  in  imme- 
diate conjunction  with  the  underpinning  of  the  present 
Market  Street  Subway  Railway,  the  West  End  Trust 
Building  and  the  bulkheading  of  the  corner  foundations 
of  the  Lincoln  Building  and  Broad  Street  Station.  Again, 
under  Specification  41,  "General  ^Tature,"  it  is  provided 
in  part  that: 

"This  contract  includes  and  the  work  wdll  consist 
of  the  excavation  for  and  construction  of  a  section  of 
subway  railway  structure  to  accommodate  four  (4) 
tracks  with  platforms  and  stairs,  comprising  a  sta- 
tion extending  from  the  north  w^all  of  the  present 
subway  structure  in  Filbert  street  to  the  south  wall  of 
the  present  subway  structure  in  .South  Penn  Square, 
about  seven  hundred  (700)  feet  long  and  located  be- 
neath these  structures  and  beneath  City  Hall.  The 
construction  shall  be  principally  of  concrete  and 
■steel  and  iron,  the  walls  being  of  rod-reinforced  con- 
crete and  the  columns  under  City  Hall  of  cast-iron 
filled  with  concrete,  and  the  columns  beyond  the  lines 
of  City  Hall  of  riveted  steel  filled  with  concrete,  and 
shall  be  waterproofed  on  roof,  and  on  sides  and  floor 
below  elevation  2.00.  The  work  will  include  under- 
pinning the  present  Market  Street  Subway  Raihvays 
structures.  City  Hall  and  the  corner  of  the  West 
End  Trust  Building." 

Specifications  ISTos.  42  and  43  are  as  follows : 

"Foundations.  It  is  intended  that  under  City 
Hall  the  walls  and  columns  shall  be  carried  dow^  to 
and  bear  on  bed  rock,  which  shall  be  leveled  and 
dressed  off  to  obtain  the  best  possible  bearing.  Be- 
yond the  lines  of  Citv  Hall  the  columns  and  walls  are 
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designed  to  be  founded  on  compact  gravel.  The  ele- 
vation of  these  foundations  Hiiiired  on  the  plans  repre- 
sent the  average  depth  that  is  expected  to  be  re- 
quired, and  determine  the  dimensions  and  quantities 
covered  bv  the  Inmp  sum  item  of  the  contract.  Should 
the  rock  be  found  at  greater  or  less  depths,  and  quanti- 
ties be  increased  or  diminished  thereby,  or  should 
the  bottoms  for  the  other  foundations  be  required  to  be 
at  higher  or  lower  elevations  than  these  figures,  or 
should  for  any  other  reason  dimensions  be  ordered 
to  be  changed  and  quantities  be  thereby  increased  or 
diminished,  the  price  to  be  paid  for  Item  1  will  be 
increased  or  diminished  by  such  difference  in  quanti- 
ties computed  at  the  unit  prices  bid  in  the  proposal 
for  the  respective  classes  of  additional  work. 

"43.  Underpinning.  The  underpinning  of  City 
Hall  and  of  the  ^larket  Street  Subway  structures  and 
the  northeast  comer  of  the  West  End  Trust  Building 
will  be  the  walls  and  columns  and  roof  of  the  new 
structure." 

And,  as  already  stated,  throughout  the  contract  the 
underpinning  of  City  Hall  seems  ever'^^where  to  be  taken 
as  implying  the  work  of  supporting  the  building  and 
foundations  now  in  place,  and  not  the  removal  of  the 
present  foundations  and  the  placing  of  new  ones  under 
that  structure.  "Whether,  and  to  what  extent,  that  infer- 
ence would  be  enforced  by  the  amount  of  the  lump  bid 
and  the  limitation  of  $2,000,000  as  the  outside  figure  to 
which  the  contract  may  extend,  I  have  not  sufiicient  knowl- 
edge or  detailed  information  to  determine. 

I  note  the  statement  on  page  4  of  your  letter  of  April 
15th,  that  "underpinning  is  usually  supposed  to  refer  to 
placing  a  new  foundation  under  an  existing  wall."  This, 
ordinarily,  may  be  so.  I  do  not  believe,  however,  that  the 
word  "underpinning"  was  so  used  in  the  present  contract. 
You  cite  a  number  of  the  provisions  of  the  specifications  as 
bearing  upon  this  subject  of  inquiry,  including  that  of  the 
first  paragraph  of  the  "Information  for  Bidders,"  to  the  ^ 
effect  that : 
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"Bidders  must  be  skilled  and  regularly  engaged  in 
the  class  of  work  bid  for,  and  should  carefully  exam- 
ine the  site  of  the  work,  the  specifications,  and  the 
plans  with  all  notes  thereon.  Bidders  may,  if  they  de- 
sire, make  borings  or  other  investigations  of  sub-sur- 
face conditions  on  the  site.  The  borings  shown  on 
the  plans  give  the  best  information  available,  but  the 
Department  does  not  guarantee  the  correctness  of 
such  information," 

the  paragraph  providing  for  the  support,  maintenance,  re- 
adjustment, etc.,  of  structures  under  and  above  this  sur- 
face; the  fifth  specification,  providing  for  the  giving  of 
security  by  the  contractor  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  contract;  the  11th  specification,  requiring  the  assump- 
tion of  all  risks  and  responsibilities  ''for  casualties  of  every 
description  in  connection  with  the  work"  by  the  contrac- 
tor, and  various  other  of  the  provisions  of  the  specifica- 
tions, the  more  important  of  which  have  already  been 
quoted.  N'one  of  these,  in  my  judgment,  alters  the  general 
tenor  of  the  contract,  which  appears  to  me  to  imply  that 
the  contractor  assumed  the  liability  for  underpinning  the 
City  Hall  structure  and  permanently  supporting  it  by  such 
underpinning,  but  not  for  the  substitution  of  a  new  foun- 
dation. 

Many  of  the  elements  of  the  inquiry  are  similar  to  those 
involved  in  the  case  of  Filbert  &  Porter  vs.  Philadelphia, 
181  Penna.  530,  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
State  held  that  under  a  contract  providing  particular  speci- 
fications and  for  supervision  by  the  City  authorities,  the 
contractor  was  not  responsible  for  general  defects  owing,  in 
part,  to  the  unfit  nature  of  the  soil  on  which  the  reservoir 
was  erected ;  and  in  spite  of  a  provision  of  the  contract 
that  the  undertaking  was  to  do  "all  work  necessary  to 
make  a  complete  and  perfect  reservoir  ready  for  use,  and 
leave  the  grounds  in  a  suitable  condition,"  although  the 
reservoir  when  completed  leaked  badly  and  was  claimed 
not  to  be  a  perfect  reservoir  ready  for  use,  as  required  by 
that  item  of  the  specifications,  yet  in  a  suit  by  the  con- 
tractors against  the  City  for  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid 
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it  was  held  tliat  this  ircnoral  provision  was  controlled  bv 
the  particular  specifications  framed  by  the  City  authori- 
ties and  made  integral  and,  as  the  Court  decided,  the  con- 
trolling elements  upon  which  the  contract  was  based. 

The  second  of  the  subjects  above  referred  to  relates  to 
the  method  to  be  pursued  in  making  the  change,  and  the 
adjustment  of  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor.  This 
is  governed  by  Section  19  of  the  Specifications,  which  is  as 
follows : 

"Changes.  Should  the  Director  change  the  design 
of  any  portion  of  the  work  or  the  requirements  of  the 
specifications,  the  contractor  shall  conform  to  such 
change.  If  such  alteration  shall  increase  the  cost  of 
the  work  to  the  contractor,  the  increase  will  be  added 
to  the  contract  price  to  be  paid  by  the  City,  and  if  the 
cost  be  diminished,  the  amount  of  such  diminution 
will  be  deducted  from  the  contract  price.  If  the 
alteration  should  be  merely  an  increase  or  decrease  in 
quantities  of  structure  or  work  for  which  unit  prices 
are  bid  and  provided  in  the  contract,  the  contract 
price  for  Item  1  wall  be  increased  or  diminished  by 
the  difference  in  quantities  at  the  respective  unit 
prices.  Should  the  change  involve  work  or  material 
of  a  class  for  which  the  contract  does  not  contain  a 
price,  the  increase  or  diminution  of  expense  will  be 
estimated  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  shall  be  subject 
to  agreement  between  the  Director  and  the  contractor 
before  proceeding  with  the  changed  work,  or  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  the  work  may  be  required 
to  be  done  under  the  Force  Account  item  of  the  con- 
tract. ISTo  loss  of  prospective  profit  on  portions  of 
Avork  cancelled  wall  be  estimated  to  the  contractor. 
Any  change  to  be  made  at  an  increased  cost  may,  at 
the  option  of  the  Director,  be  executed  under  a 
separate  contract  therefor,  the  work  under  this  con- 
tract being  suspended,  if  necessary,  until  said  changes 
are  completed.  The  contractor  shall  give  every  fa- 
cility for  making  such  changes  and  will  not  be  allowed 
compensation  for  delay,  but  during  any  delay  that 
may  result  the  charge  for  inspection  and  supervision 
will  be  suspended." 
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The  theory  of  the  contract  is  based,  so  far  as  the  pay- 
ment to  the  contractor  is  concerned,  on  various  methods  of 
calcuhition,  to  be  resorted  to  in  the  following  order :  First. 
the  lump  sum  amonnt  of  the  bid  beinp^  $1,700,000  for  the 
entire  work,  as  described  in  the  specifications,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  change  in  the  maner  prescribed  as  found  in  Section 
19  ;  second,  the  unit  prices  bid  for  the  furnishing  of  ascer- 
tained and  described  items  of  material  or  labor ;  and  third, 
•  what  is  knov»'n  as  the  ''Force  Account,"  to  be  resorted  to 
as  an  alternative  to  the  reaching  of  a  price  by  estimate  and 
agreement,  and  as  to  which  the  following  provision  appears 
in  Specification  'No.  15. 

"Force  Accounts.  In  case  any  work  or  materials 
shall  be  required  to  be  done  or  furnished  which  is 
not  specified  herein  nor  indicated  on  the  plans,  and 
which  is  of  a  class  not  covered  by  the  unit  prices  in 
the  contract,  the  contractor  shall  perform  such  w^ork 
and  furnish  such  material  at  and  for  the  actual  and 
necessary  net  cost  to  him  for  labor  and  material,  plus 
the  percentage  bid  in  Item  32  of  the  contract  for 
superintendence  and  the  use  of  tools  and  plant." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  price  to  be  paid  is  the  sum  of 
$1,700,000,  subject  to  such  change  as  may  be  made  under 
Specification  19,  by  which  "if  the  alteration  should  be 
merely  an  increase  or  decrease  in  quantities  of  structure 
or  work  for  which  unit  prices  are  bid  and  provided  in  the 
contract,  the  contract  price  for  Item  1  (the  lump  sum 
bid)  will  be  increased  or  diminished  by  the  diiference  in 
quantities  at  the  respective  unit  prices."  This  is  followed 
by  a  provision  that  if  the  change  involve  work  or  material 
of  a  class  for  which  the  contract  does  not  contain  a  price, 
the  increase  or  diminution  is  to  be  estimated  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  to  be  subject  to  agreement  between  the 
Director  and  the  contractor,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Director,  the  work  may  be  required  to  be  done  under  the 
''Force  Account"  item  of  the  contract ;  or  any  change  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  the  work  may  be  the  subject  of  a 
separate  contract. 
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In  the  first  instance,  therefore,  the  lump  sum  bid  gov- 
erns. Should  chances  be  made  the  unit  prices  are  deter- 
minative if  the  changes  involve  those  articles  alone  which 
are  the  subject  of  unit  prices  named  bv  the  bidder.  Rut 
should  other  work  or  material  be  required,  not  included 
either  in  the  specifications  or  in  the  list  of  articles  bid  upon 
at  unit  prices,  then  they  shall  be  made  the  subject  of  an 
estimate  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  agreed  upon  between 
the  Director  and  the  contractor,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Director,  the  work  may  be  required  to  be  done  under  the 
''Force  Account"  item.  Further,  at  the  option  of  the 
Director,  any  change  increasing  the  cost  of  the  work, 
whether  embraced  in  unit  price  items  or  not,  may  be 
executed  under  a  separate  contract  therefor,  "the  work 
under  this  contract  being  suspended,  if  necessary,  until 
such  changes  are  completed."  In  this  connection  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  changes  if  carried 
out  in  any  form  under  the  present  contract  must  be  so  far 
of  an  incidental  character  that  they  may  not  increase  the 
contract  price  above  the  sum  of  $2,000,000,  which  is  the 
limitation  of  lial)ility  assumed  by  the  City  in  any  event, 
and  is  the  ultimate  extent  to  which  the  contract  is  bind- 
ing upon  it,  no  matter  what  changes  therein  shall  be  made. 
And  this  consideration  alone  may  possibly  require  a  resort 
to  the  method  of  a  separate  contract  for  the  new  founda- 
tions, w:hich  "separate  contract,"  to  which  reference  is 
made  in  Specification  19,  means  a  contract  for  which  bids 
are  duly  invited  as  provided  by  law  and  which  is  to  be 
awarded  to  and  executed  with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

As  to  the  third  of  the  above-mentioned  general  subjects 
of  inquiry,  the  provision  that  the  contractor  will  not  be 
allowed  compensation  for  delav  during  the  progress  of 
changes  required  by  the  City,  in  my  judginent  means  only 
that  it  shall  not  be  compensated  merely  for  the  delay  itself 
or  loss  of  time.  Additional  expense  to  which  the  con- 
tractor may  thereby  be  put  should  be  equitably  compen- 
sated. The  fact  that  the  contractor  made  no  objection  to 
the  order  of  suspension  does  not  debar  him  of  any  right 
which  he  would  otherwise  have  in  this  respect.  The  City 
has  the  right  to  make  that  order,  and  any  objection  on  the 
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part  of  the  contractor  would  have  been  a  mere  nullity. 
Just  what  elements  of  extra  expense  are  thus  placed  npon 
the  contractor  this  Department  does  not  know  and  hasn't 
the  means  of  knowing.  That  is  a  matter  to  be  adjusted 
between  yourself  and  the  Keystone  State  Construction 
Company. 

Your  first  question  has  already  been  answered  in  the 
negative.  As  already  stated,  the  .contractor  is  not  obliged 
to  provide  a  new  foundation.  In  answer  to  your  second 
inquiry,  the  responsibility  of  deciding  to  what  extent  the 
reconstruction  shall  be  carried  rests  with  the  City  au- 
thorities. If  the  contractor  proceeds  with  the  work  under 
orders  from  the  City  this  does  not  "constitute  an  accept- 
ance on  his  part  of  the  conditions  as  found."  l!^or  does  the 
action  of  the  contractor,  as  described  in  your  fourth  ques- 
tion, alter  its  rights  under  the  contract.  If  changes  are  to 
be  made,  the  authority  to  determine  what  is  a  properly- 
designed  plan  of  what  changes  shall  take  place  rests  with 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  City  Transit  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  that  Department.  jSTo  responsibility 
resits  upon  the  contractor  on  suspending  the  work  unless 
due  to  some  act  of  omission  or  negligence  on  its  part.  I 
have  no  opinion  as  to  whether  the  plans  must  be  changed. 
That  is  a  question  for  your  determination.  If  changes 
other  than  those  which  are  merely  incidental  be  made,  the 
written  assent  of  the  sureties  should  be  previously  obtained. 
Your  eighth  question,  as  to  the  method  of  compensation 
of  the  contractor  in  the  event  of  changes  being  made,  has 
already  been  answered  above ;  as  has  your  ninth  question, 
with  respect  to  compensation  for  the  contractor  for  delay 
caused  by  the  suspension  of  the  work.  I  think  also  the 
first  of  your  inquiries  in  your  supplemental  letter  of  the 
19th  inst.  has  been  answered,  and  the  second  is  of  too  in- 
definite a  character  to  admit  of  a  categorical  answer.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  the  letters  to  yourself 
from  Howard  B.  French,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Philadel- 
phia College  of  Pharmacy,  and  from  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Pnhlic  Works,  relative  to  the  condemnation 
of  properties  abutting  on  the  line  of  the  Parkway  and 
within  200  feet  thereof,  under  the  ordinances  for  that  pur- 
pose of  July  29th  and  Xovember  28,  1911.  The  sug- 
gestion is  that  these  condemnation  proceedings  be  con- 
sunmiated  and  the  property  then  transferred  to  the  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  either  under  deed  or  for  a  lease  at  a 
nominal  rental  "for  ninety-nine  or  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  years." 

The  effort  to  condonm  these  properties  was  made  under 
the  Act  of  June  8,  1907  (P.  L.  466),  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  which  authorized,  in  certain  circumstances,  the 
condemnation  of  properties  within  200  feet  of  the  Park- 
way and  the  resale  thereof  to  third  persons,  w'ith  such 
restrictions  in  the  conveyances  as  w^ould  protect  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Parkway  against  the  erection  of 
])uildings  which  would  detract  from  its  beauty  and  avail- 
al)ility  for  its  purpose  as  an  avenue  leading  to  the  City's 
Park ;  but  in  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  IMutnal  Life 
Insurance  Co.  vs.  Philadelphia,  these  sections  of  the 
statute  were  held  to  be  unconstitutional  as  authorizing  the 
taking  of  property,  not  for  public  use,  but  for  private 
purposes,  and  therefore  all  ordinances  having  in  view 
such  condemnations  were  declared  to  be  invalid  and  void. 
This  struck  down  the  provisicms  of  the  statute  which  were 
intended  to  authorize  the  taking  of  property  riutside  of  the 
Parkway  lines,  and  with  them  fell  the  ordinances  passed 
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with  that  object  in  view.     The  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  was  sweeping  in  its  character,  holding  that : 

''So  much  of  the  Act  of  1907  as  authorizes  and 
provides  for  the  appropriation  by  cities  of  neighbor- 
ing private  property  within  two  hundred  feet  of  the 
boundary  lines  of  property  taken  and  appropriated 
for  public  parks,  parkways,  and  playgrounds,  and 
Section  1  of  the  ordinance  of  July  3,T912,  and  the 
ordinance  of  January  16,  1913,  passed  in  pursuance 
thereof,  are  unconstitutional,  null  and  void.  It  fol- 
lows that  the  City  is  without  authority  under  the 
Act  to  appropriate  the  plaintiff's  land  and  resell  it  to 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  or  to  any  other  party  in 
pursuance  of  the  ordinances  passed  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  the  prayer  of  the  plaintiff's  bill  restraining 
such  action  by  the  City  should  have  been  granted." 

This  wonld  prevent  the  City  from  proceeding  to  con- 
demn the  property  in  question  with  the  object  either  of 
selling  or  leasing  it  to  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Phar- 
macy, and  compels  the  abandonment  of  the  project.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  writes 
me,  with  your  approval,  with  reference  to  the  payment 
of  $8,000  of  the  retained  percentage  of  $8,636.25   due 
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.Tames  D.  Dornev  under  his  pontract  with  tlie  City  for  the 
aholitiou  of  tirade  crossinfis  along  the  Philadelphia,  Ger- 
niantovvn  and  Xorristown  Railroad,  between  Greene  street 
and  Wayne  Junction,  and  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the 
Philadelj)hia  and  Reading  Railway,  between  Somerset  and 
Richmond  streets.  It  appears  that  this  work  has  been 
completed  for  a  considerable  time,  but  there  is  some  ques- 
tion as  to  embankments  or  reclassification  of  the  work  still 
pending.  He  states  that  this  request  meets  with  the  assent 
of  the  surety  and  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadel- 
vh'iii  and  Reading  Railway  Company,  which  is  liable 
jointly  with  the  City  for  the  removal  of  these  grade  cross- 
ings. 

The  work  having  been  completed,  as  already  stated,  I 
think  yon  have  the  right,  in  your  discretion,  in  the  cir- 
cumstances stated,  to  make  this  payment,  if  in  your  judg- 
ment the  interests  of  the  City  are  safeguarded  by  the 
amount  still  withheld  and  by  the  bond  in  ."iO  per  cent,  of 
the  contract  price  conditioned  for  the  faithful  execution 
thereof.

Dear  Sir:- — In  repl,y  to  your  letter  of  the  2nth  inst. 
requesting  legal  information  as  to  Section  2  of  the  Act  of 
June  7,  1895,  as  applied  to  open  space  attached  to  tene- 
ment houses,  and  particularly  to  premises  4902  and  4904 
Cedar  avenue,  permit  me  to  say  that  if  the  owners  of  these 
two  properties  enter  into  an  agreement  by  which  they  both 
bind  themselves  never  to  build  upon  the  space  of  8  feet 
now  in  existence  between  the  two  buildings  aforesaid,  that 
such  agreement  would  comi:)ly  with  the  Act  of  June  7, 
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1895,  provided  the  Citv  of  Philadelpliia  was  made  a  party 
thereto — that  is  to  say,  that  the  said  agreement  should  be 
between  the  two  owners  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
order  that  it  would  be  impossible  at  any  future  time  to 
waive  any  of  the  conditions  contained  therein  without  the 
consent  of  the  City.  I  would  sug-gest  that  the  agreement 
be  submitted  to  the  Law  Department  before  execution  by 
any  of  the  parties  thereto.

Entertainment  of  the  Associated  Advertising  Cluhs  of  the 
World  During  Convention  of  June,  1916.

Dear  Sir:- — I  return  herewith  the  letter  to  yourself 
from  the  Poor  Richard  Club  with  reference  to  a  further 
proposition  that  the  City  make  an  appropriation  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  such  features  of  the  Convention  of  the  As- 
sociated Advertising  Clubs  of  the  World,  to  be  held  in  this 
City  on  June  25th  to  30th,  of  this  year  as  will 

"1.  Be  participated  in  by  the  people  of  Philadel- 
phia as  a  whole; 

"2.  Project  the  public's  attention  to  and  knowl- 
edge of  the  City's  history  and  tradition  in  commercial 
and  industrial  affairs ; 

"3.  And  promote  the  interests  of  Philadelphia 
among  an  assemblage  of  10,000  business  men  from 
one  hundred  and  twentv-five  American  cities." 
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The  purpose  is  that  an  appropriation  of  $2.'. 000  shall 
he  made  to  he  spent  under  your  personal  direction  by  a 
ooniniittce  to  he  appointed,  to  undertake  the  placing  of 
contracts,  etc.,  subject  to  such  direction,  and  the  uses  to 
which  the  money  is  to  be  put  is  for  liiihting-,  for  historic 
floats,  for  signalling,  etc.,  for  control  of  pageant,  for 
music,  and  for  fireworks  on  the  evenings  of  June  2nth  to 
29th,  nnder  fixed  appropriations  for  the  various  purposes. 

In  a  recent  commnnication  to  the  City  Controller  this 
Department  instructed  him  that  he  should  withhold  his 
approval  to  a  transfer  of  appropriation  to  the  Clerks  of 
Councils  for  expenses  in  connection  with  this  Convention, 
stated  in  the  transfer  ordinance  as  follows: 

"Item  5  (c).  Toward  defraying  expenses  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of 
the  AYorld,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  June  (_to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  of 
Finance,    twenty-five   thousand    dollars    (.$2r),000)." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  transfer  of  appropriation  Then 
proposed  was  ''toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of  the 
World,"  etc.,  and  this  Department  felt  that  the  subject 
was  governed  by  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  ISlo.  3  in  the  case  of  Blankenburg  vs.  Philadelphia, 
20  D.  R.  531,  and  was  also  influenced  in  part  by  the  views 
of  my  predecessor  with  reference  to  an  appropriation  to 
the  Historical  Pageant  Association.  The  present  proposed 
appropriation  is  somewhat  different  in  its  scope  from  that 
referred  to  in  my  communication  to  the  City  Controller. 
It  is  not  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Advertising  Clubs, 
but  to  incur  certain  expenses  for  lighting,  fireworks,  music 
and  the  like  by  the  City  itself,  in  public  recogniiion  of  the 
presence  of  those  attending  the  Convention,  and  somewhat, 
perhaps,  in  celebration  of  its  being  held  in  this  City. 

The  decision  in  the  case  of  Blankenburg  vs.  Philadel- 
phia was  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  dinner  to  ]\Ir.  Ilam- 
merstcin,  which  was  proposed  to  be  paid  for  in  part  by 
the  City,  was  a  private  affair  in  which  none  might  par- 
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tieipate  except  upon  subscription  and  payment  of  a  fixed 
sum.  Similarly  in  the  matter  of  tlie  Historical  Pageant 
of  1912,  which  was  the  subject  of  my  predecessor's 
opinion,  the  entertainment  provided  by  that  Association 
was  regarded  as  "a  private  venture;  the  profits,  if  any 
had  been  derived,  would  not  have  gone  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury— at  least  the  City  would  have  had  no  legal  claim 
thereto — and  while  many  public-spirited  men  and  women 
volunteered  their  services  to  make  it  a  success,  yet  this 
spectacle  was  not  open  to  the  public,  and  an  admission  fee 
or  scale  of  fees  was  charged  for  entrance." 

There  are  a  number  of  decisions  of  the  Courts  which 
have  recognized  the  right  of  Councils  to  expend  the  money 
of  the  City  for  the  entertainment  of  distinguished  visitors, 
the  celebration  of  public  events,  etc. — Tatham  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 2  W.  N.  C.  564;  Morton  vs.  Philadelphia,  4 
D.  R.  523,  and  Tagg  vs.  Philadelphia,  18  W.  N.  C.  79. 
These  cases  were  recognized  as  settling  the  law  in  Blank- 
enburg  vs.  Philadelphia,  but  the  distinction  between  a 
public  reception  and  one  which  is  private  in  its  nature, 
requiring  a  payment  to  be  admitted  thereto,  was  made  in 
that  case.  This  distinction  may,  in  some  instances,  be- 
come narrow,  nevertheless  it  would  seem  to  exist  as  be- 
tween the  proposed  transfer  ordinance,  which  was  the  sub- 
ject of  my  advice  to  the  City  Controller,  and  the  suggested 
appropriation  now  under  consideration — at  least,  as  to 
the  lighting,  music  and  fireworks,  which,  I  understand, 
are  to  be  provided  gratuitously  for  the  entertainment  of 
all  the  people  of  the  City. 

On  these  grounds  it  is  quite  probable  that  such  an  ap- 
propriation would  be  sustained  by  the  Courts  should  an 
attack  upon  it  be  made.  At  all  events,  I  would  not  feel 
it  my  duty,  if  asked  for  instructions,  to  advise  withhold- 
ing the  drawing  or  countersigning  of  warrants  therefor. 

In  this  connection,  however,  I  may  say  that  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau  recently  consulted  me  with  re- 
spect to  the  preparation  of  an  ordinance  to  appropriate 
money  for  extra  lighting  during  the  Association's  Con- 
vention, but  when  requested  to  state  the  details  so  that  the 
ordinance  might  be  prepared  he  replied  that  it  was  too 
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late  to  make  effective  use  of  anv  sueli  appropriation,  and 
he  therefore  desired  to  ahantlon  the  project.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  May  2d  you  transmit  a 
letter  to  yourself  from  F.  B.  Ellis,  of  the  Estimators' 
Company,  Incorporated,  in  reference  to  bids  to  be  opened 
on  Thursday,  May  4th  (to-day),  for  the  improvement  and 
development  of  certain  playfi-rounds.  jNfr.  Ellis  sugo'osts 
that  each  bidder  make  up  a  list  of  the  expenses  to  which 
he  has  been  put  in  makino;  his  estimate  and  add  it  to  the 
total  amount  of  his  bid,  the  person  awarded  the  contract 
to  pay  to  the  unsuccessful  bidders  the  amount  of  their 
costs  thus  to  be  added  to  their  respective  bids.  You  in- 
quire whether  this  is  inconsistent  with  the  law  applying 
to  municipal  work. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  method  of  bidding  pro- 
posed would  be  illegal  and  improper;  moreover,  in  the 
present  instance  it  is  too  late  to  adjust  the  matter  on  the 
basis  suggested  even  if  it  were  proper  or  competent  to 
do  so.

Property   on  Parhivay  for  Philadelphia  College   of 
Pharmacy.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reference  to  the  setting  apart 
of  property  as  a  site  for  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharniacv  on  or  near  the  Parkway,  you  refer  to  a  sug- 
gestion by  its  President  as  to  the  possibility  of  devoting 
ground  already  owned  by  the  City  "and  within  the  bor- 
ders of  the  Parkway"  for  that  purpose.  You  inquire  as 
to  the  legality  of  doing  this. 

If  the  expression  "within  the  borders  of  the  Parkway" 
is  intended  to  refer  to  land  in  the  actual  bed  of  that  high- 
way, I  am  of  opinion  that  the  suggestion  cannot  be  con- 
sidered. If,  however,  land  owned  by  the  City  abutting 
upon  the  Parkway  is  meant,  there  would  be  no  legal  ob^ 
jection  to  the  proposition  contained  in  Mr,  French's  earlier 
letter  that  the  necessary  ground  "could  be  leased  to  the 
College  at  a  nominal  rental  of  $1,000  per  year  for 
?^  .  *  ,  *  *  years  for  educational  purposes,  and  our 
institution  then  could  build  new  buildings  suitable  for 
their  present  needs." 

The  validity  of  a  grant  of  land  by  the  City  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  was  sustained,  except  as  to  so 
much  thereof  as  had  previously  been  dedicated  to  the 
uses  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums,  in  the  cases  of  Trus- 
tees of  Philadelphia  Museums  vs.  Trustees  of  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  251  Penna.  115,  125.

Legality  of  Proposed  Ordinances  to  Pegulate  Signs  on 
Chestnut  Street  and  Protect  Food  from  Dust  and 
Flies.

Dear  Sir: — T  return  herewith  drafts  of  proposed  ordi- 
nances "to  regulate  signs  on  Chestnut  street,  between  the 
Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers"  and  "to  provide  for  the 
protection  of  food  and  beverages  from  dust,  dirt,  flies, 
promiscuous  handling  or  other  contamination,  and  provid- 
ing a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  ordinance,''  which 
have  been  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  their  le- 
gality. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  validity  of  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance to  regulate  signs  on  Chestnut  street.  A  cognate 
subject,  however — that  is,  the  right  of  the  City  to  make 
regulations  respecting  awnings  upon  one  street  alone — is 
now  pending  before  the  Superior  Court,  having  been 
argued  several  months  ago.  When  the  decision  shall  be 
rendered,  this  subject  will  probably  be  cleared  up,  so  that 
there  will  no  longer  be  any  possible  question  in  regard 
to  it. 

I  also  think  that  the  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  pro- 
tection of  food,  etc.,  would  be  legal.  This  does  not  con- 
flict and  is  not  repugnant  to  any  statute  upon  this  sub- 
ject; and  even  though  it  may  relate  to  a  matter  as  to 
which  legislative  provision  more  or  less  similar  has  been 
made,  yet  this,  in  itself,  will  not  invalidate  the  ordinance, 
unless  the  provisions  thereof  actually  conflict  with  those 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly.  (Brazier  vs.  Philadelphia,  215 
Penna.  297.)  Whether  it  may  be  judicious  for  Coun- 
cils to  legislate  upon  this  subject,  which,  to  a  great  extent, 
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has  been  confided  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  is,  of  course,  a  different 
question.

^Charging  Water  Rent  to  the  Board  of  Education.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water  of  May  1,  1916,  approved  by  you,  that 
official  inquires  as  to  the  propriety  of  charging  water  rent 
to  the  Board  of  Education  for  water  furnished  to  the  Pub- 
lic Schools,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  Solicitor  under 
date  of  August  28,  1912  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  page 
353),  stated  that  it  would  be  proper  to  charge  that  Board 
for  fees  for  the  inspection  of  boilers  in  the  schools. 

The  fees  for  the  inspection  of  boilers  are  for  special 
services,  as  to  which  no  particular  exception  or  exemption 
is  provided,  and  the  then  City  Solicitor  was  doutbless  ac- 
tuated by  this  fact  in  reaching  his  conclusion.  Water 
rents,  on  the  other  hand,  are  a  species  of  municipal 
charge,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  School  Code  of 
1911,  as  well  as  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  are  treated  as 
municipal  claims  or  as  very  closely  allied  thereto. 

Public  property  used  exclusively  for  public  purposes  is 
by  statute  exempted  from  all  municipal  claims,  and  I  am 
of  opinion  that  by  virtue  of  this  statutory  exemption  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  make  a  charge  for  water  rent 
for  the  water  supplied  to  the  school  houses,  as  these  con- 
stitute ''public  property  used  exclusively  for  public  pur- 
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poses."  This  view  is,  in  my  judgment,  strengthened  by  the 
tact  that  no  such  charge  has  ever  heretofore  been  made  or 
apparently  contemplated.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reference  to  the  payment  to 
Kichard  P.  Bennis  of  the  sum  deposited  by  him  with  the 
City  Treasurer,  as  security,  under  his  contract  with  the 
City  of  November  11,  1911,  for  resurfacing  Bustleton 
Pike,  from  Devereaux  to  Cottman  street,  the  Acting  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  has  sent  me  a  letter,  approved 
by  you,  inquiring  not  only  as  to  this  particular  case,  but, 
also,  in  regard  to  the  bearing  of  the  opinion  of  my  predeces- 
sor of  October  IGtli  last  on  other  contracts  providing  for 
similar  deposits. 

The  opinion  referred  to  was  evidently  predicated  upon 
the  language  of  the  certificate  issued  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  was,  in  so  far  as  such  certificate  defined  the  transac- 
tion, undoubtedly  correct. 

The  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  calls  at- 
tention to  numerous  clauses  of  the  contract  itself  which 
seem  to  have  a  diit'erent  significance,  and  in  regard  to  the 
other  cases  to  which  he  refers,  it  may  be  as  well  to  use 
the  deposit  as  a  guarantee  of  all  conditions  of  the  contract. 

In  the  matter  of  Mr.  Bennis'  contract,  however,  Mr. 
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Connell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  informs  me 
that  the  materials  which  the  specifications  furnished  by 
the  City  provided  for  were  defective,  and,  therefore,  it 
would  seem  that  the  claim  of  the  contractor  ought  to  be 
paid,  and  in  this  individual  case  I  shall  not  modify  the 
advice  given  by  my  predecessor  to  the  City  Treasurer.

Liability  of  Adams  Express  Company  for  Damage  to  Fire 

Hydrant. 

George  E.  Datesman,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  the  damage  done  by  a 
truck  of  the  Adams  Express  Company  to  a  fire  hydrant, 
at  Lawrence  and  Master  streets,  amounting  to  $27.46,  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  under  date  of  May  10th 
transmits  a  letter  from  the  Adams  Express  Company  in 
which  it  claims  that  no  liability  rests  on  it,  because  its 
truck  was  started  by  an  unknown  boy,  while  the  chauffeur 
and  his  helper  ''were  on  the  premises  of  Dreuding  Bros., 
at  Lawrence  and  Master  streets,"  and  without  their  knowl- 
edge. It  is  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water 
that  that  Bureau  has  no  knowledge  of  the  alleged  facts 
beyond  the  admitted  fact  that  the  truck  belonged  to  the 
Adams  Express  Company  and  did  break  the  fire  hydrant, 
and  he  asks  if,  upon  investigation  by  his  Bureau,  he  be- 
lieves the  facts  to  be  as  stated  by  the  Express  Company, 
whether  it  is  liable  for  the  damage;  and  he  also  suggests 
the  expediency  of  pressing  the  claim  in  any  event  "in 
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order  that  additional  precautions  aaainst  similar  occnr- 
rences  may  be  taken  liy  the  operators  of  trucks  throughout 
the  City.'' 

I  do  not  think  the  Adams  Express  Company  could  he 
held  liable  upon  the  facts  stated  by  it,  unless  it  should  be 
held  to  have  been  negligent  in  allowing  the  truck  to  remain 
upon  the  street  unguarded  and  unwatched. 

As  to  the  expediency  of  pressing  the  claim,  1  think  this 
would  depend  upon  whether  there  is  a  probability  of  re- 
covering for  the  damage  done ;  if  not,  the  moral  effect  of 
a  defeat  would  in  my  judgment  be  worse  than  to  allow  the 
matter  to  rest  without  suit,  if  a  ease  against  the  defendant 
cannot  be  established.  However,  I  will  have  the  communi- 
cation referred  to  the  Accident  Bureau  of  this  Department 
in  order  that  it  may  be  thorouglily  investigated.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  two  ordinances  for  the 
creation  of  loans  in  the  sums  of  $r>7. 100,000  and 
$47,425,000  respectively,  which  you  have  submitted  to 
me,  at  the  request  of  your  Committee,  for  comment  and 
suggestion,  I  have  the  following  to  offer: 

I  note  that  in  both  ordinances  the  authority  to  borrow 
is  vested  in  the  ^fayor  alone.  This  is  contrary  to  the 
practice  which  has  prevailed  since  the  Consolidation  Loan 
Act  of   1915,   and   as  the  City   Controller   is   especially 
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familiar  with  the  daily  balances  in  the  treasury  and  the 
amounts  dedicated  to  the  yarions  loans  forming-  a  part  of 
the  Consolidated  Loan  nnder  said  Act,  it  is  questionable 
whether  he  should  be  omitted  in  deciding  when  the  loans 
shall  be  issued.  The  presence  of  the  City  Solicitor  is 
perhaps,  of  less  importance,  as  he  was  probably  included 
in  order  to  make  an  odd-numbered  body  so  that  the  ma- 
jority might  decide. 

I  also  notice  that  in  the  1st  section  of  each  of  the  ordi- 
nances the  authorization  is  to  borrow  "from  the  higljest 
bidder  or  bidders  either  by  popular  subscription  or  other- 
wise by  adyertisement."  This  language  is  somewhat  o'b- 
s.nire  and  diii"ers  from  that  in  the  most  recent  loan,  that  is, 
the  one  approyed  June  30,  1915  (p.  332).  I  would  sug- 
gest a  return  to  the  language  there  employed,  which  was  as 
follows : 

''Either  by  popular  subscription  or  from  the  highest 
bidder  or  bidders  by  adyertisement." 

In  Section  3  of  each  loan  the  words  "at  a  period  not 
exceeding"  "or  not  later  than"  thirty  years  and  fifty  years 
respectiyely  are  substituted  for  the  word  "in."  I  think 
it  is  preferable  to  have  the  term  of  these  loans  definitely 
fixed  by  ordinance,  and  I  would  recommend  the  restoration 
of  the  word  "in,"  so  that  the  phrase  shall  read  that  the 
loan  therein  m.entioned  is  payable  in  thirty  years  (or  fifty 
years)  after  the  date  thereof. 

In  the  4:th  section  of  the  loan  for  General  Purposes  after 
the  words  "an  annual  tax"  in  the  second  line  there  should 
be  inserted  the  w^ord  "levied."  This  seems  to  have  been 
omitted  by  a  clerical  error. 

In  the  $67,100,000  loan  the  1st  section  correctly  states 
the  amount  of  the  loan  in  words  as  not  exceeding  sixty- 
seyen  million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  the  figures 
are  $67,000,000.  This  also  is,  of  course,  a  clerical  error, 
which  should  be  corrected. 

In  that  loan  the  Irth  section  contains  provisions  that  are 
entirely  new  under  the  recent  Constitutional  Amendment, 
and  it  should  carefully  conform  thereto.     I  have  accord- 
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ingly  redrawn  that  section  and  enclose  you  cojncs  of  the 
new  draft. 

In  other  respects  the  ordinances  with  these  changes  con- 
form to  usage  which  has  prevailed  for  many  years  and 
they  seem  to  me  to  be  in  proper  form.

Obstruction  of  Water  Course  hy  Building  of  Board  of 
Education.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways  of  May  ISth,  relative  to  the 
building  of  Board  of  Public  Education  at  Rising  Sun  Ave- 
nue, Sanger  street,  etc.,  it  appears  from  the  statements  of 
said  letter  that  the  erection  of  this  building  has  obstructed 
a  natural  water  course  with  the  consequence  that  an  un- 
sanitary condition  exists,  which  is  complained  of  in  the 
neighborhood ;  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  as  well  as 
the  Bureau  of  Sanitation,  have  repeatedly  requested  the 
Board  of  Education  to  install  drains  to  avoid  this  condi- 
tion, which  they  have  declined  to  do.  It  is  further  stated 
that  it  has  always  been  customary  where  private  individ- 
uals obstruct  a  natural  water  course  to  require  them  to 
take  care  of  the  drainage,  and  the  opinion  of  this  De])art- 
ment  is  asked  whether  this  does  not  also  apply  to  public 
institutions  such  as  the  Board  of  Public  Education. 

In  my  opinion  the  buildiniis  erected  by  the  Board  of 
Education  are  in  this  respect  no  different  from  those  of 
other  bodies  or  persons.     Whether  that  Board  can  be  com- 
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pelled  to  install  the  drains,  however,  depends  upon  matters 
of  fact  which  are  too  meagerly  stated  to  enable  me  to 
reach  a  definite  conclusion. 

Since  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  this  Department, 
I  think  that  it  would  be  well  that  it  be  taken  up  with  the 
legal  representative  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  order 
that  some  proper  adjustment  may  be  arranged,  and  for 
that  purpose  I  am  writing  to  John  G.  Johnson,  Esq.,  the 
attorney  for  the  Board,  in  the  effort  to  avoid  a  controversy 
between  the  City  and  the  Board  of  Public  Education.

Dear  Sie  : — Your  Secretary  writes  me  under  date  of  the 
26th  inst.  with  reference  to  the  ordinance  which  is  now 
before  you  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  street  pas- 
senger railway  on  Fifty-sixth  street,  between  Elmwood  ave- 
nue and  Lancaster  avenue,  and  its  operation  by  the  over- 
head trolley  system.  From  a  report  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  which  he  refers,  it  appears 
that  Fifty-sixth  street  is  not  open  between  a  point  north 
of  Vine  street  and  Summer  street,  and  between  Baltimore 
avenue  and  Thomas  avenue,  "and  it  will  therefore  require 
some  other  routing  between  the  above  points."  In  view 
of  this  statement  advice  is  requested  as  to  the  course  to  be 
pursued  in  regard  to  signing  the  ordinance. 

I  do  not  think  the  ordinance  should  be  signed  in  its 
present  form,  but  that  it  should  be  returned  to  Councils 
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without  your  approval,  and  with  a  suiio-estimi  to  mako  the 
necessary  alterations  in  the  iduting;  provided,  of  course, 
thci'e  is  no  other  ohjection  to  the  oi'dinance,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  2C»th  inst.  you  state 
that  applications  are  often  made  for  permits  to  hold  meet- 
inas  on  the  City  Hall  Plaza  by  political  and  religious  or- 
iianizations ;  that  these  have  frequently  resulted  in  dis- 
order, and  that  formerly  the  practice  prevailed  to  allow 
such  meetings  to  be  held  l)ut  only  under  permit  from  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property,  which  permits,  however,  have 
recently  been  refused,  your  Bureau  endeavoring  to  pre- 
vent such  meetings  from  being  held.  You  ask  whether 
the  Bureau  of  City  Property  can  insist  on  permits  being 
obtained  before  such  meetings  can  be  legally  held  on  City 
Hall  Plaza ;  and  whether,  if  that  Bureau  can  lawfully  re- 
([uire  a  permit  and  persons  insist  on  holding  meetings 
wnthout  one,  whether  your  Bureau  has  authority  to  arrest 
them,  and  if  so,  on  what  charge.  Further,  you  incjuire 
whether  the  situation  would  be  diiferent  if  such  meetings 
were  held  on  streets  in  the  more  congested  sections  than 
City  Hall  Plaza,  and  what  authority  your  Bureau  has  to 
regulate  or  prohibit  such  meetings. 

To  answer  your  last  question  first,  T  would  say  that  the 
Police  Bureau  has  undoubted  authority  to  regulate  or  pro- 
hibit meetings  upon  the  public  highways  which  are  cal- 
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culated  to  attract  large  crowds  and  interfere  with  the  free 
use  of  the  streets  for  travel,  and  possibly  to  create  or  con- 
duce to  disorder.  The  public  highways  are  intended  for 
purposes  of  travel,  and  not  as  meeting  places  for  the 
assemblage  of  large  crowds  to  listen  to  public  addresses  of 
any  character.  (Barker  vs.  Commonwealth,  19  Pa.  412  ; 
Commonwealth  vs.  Milliman,  13  S.  &  R.  402.)  If  the 
latter  interfere  with  the  primary  purpose  of  the  highways 
— that  is,  public  use  for  public  travel — it  is  not  only  the 
right  of  the  police  authorities  but  their  plain  duty  to 
prevent  such  interference. 

City  Hall  is  by  ordinance  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property,  and  this  I  think  would  include 
the  Plaza— that  is  to  say,  that  part  of  the  City  Hall  Court 
Yard  which  is  appurtenant  to  the  building  and  is  not  a 
part  of  the  streets  upon  which  the  City  Hall  abuts,  the 
latter  remaining  within  the  police  jurisdiction  for  the 
purposes  above  mentioned.  With  this  limitation  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property  may  require  permits  to  be  ob- 
tained before  such  meetings  can  be  held,  and  if,  without  a 
permit,  persons  insist  on  holding  such  meetings,  drawing 
large  crowds  or  threatening  disorder,  it  would  be  proper  to 
disperse  the  meetings,  and,  if  necessary  for  that  purpose, 
upon  refusal  by  the  speakers  to  cease  from  addressing  the 
audience,  to  forcibly  remove  and  arrest  them  on  the  charge 
of  disorderly  conduct  or  breach  of  the  peace.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  enclosing  copy  of 
Bill  in  Equity  of  Mary  J.  B.  Crew  et  al.  vs.  City  of  Phila- 
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delphia  and  various  railroad  companies,  and  aslvinjir  to  be 
instrneted  whether  you  would  be  justified  during  the  pro- 
ceedinas  in  countersigninc:  warrants  for  work  done  on 
numerous  contracts  entered  into  by  the  City,  I  think  you 
should  continue  countersigning  warrants  in  payment  for 
such  work  unless  and  until  the  plaintiffs  in  the  bill  shall 
apply  for  and  obtain  a  special  injunction.  The  mere  fact 
that  a  Bill  in  Equity  has  been  filed  seeking  an  injunction 
does  not  interdict  the  doing  of  work  and  payment  there- 
for during  the  pendency  of  the  litigation,  unless  in  the 
meanwhile  application  is  made  for  a  special  injunction 
which  is  granted  by  the  Court.  In  the  latter  event,  of 
course  the  terms  of  the  injunction  or  restraining  order 
must  be  obeyed.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
June  5th.  My  judgment  is  that  the  appointments  you 
speak  of  should  be  recognized  by  you  in  accordance  with 
certain  ordinances  and  resolutions  passed  by  Councils  to 
which  you  refer.  These  contemplate  the  securing  of  men 
whose  services  are  needed  for  a  public  improvement  pay- 
able out  of  loan  money,  and  for  that  reason  are  distin- 
guished from  the  ordinary  line  of  municipal  employees 
whose  duties  are  fixed  and  their  employment  permanent. 
The  Constitutional  amendment  clearly  indicates  that  the 
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loan  money  is  to  be  nsed  for  this  particular  purpose.  With- 
out considering  the  especial  provision  of  the  Act  establish- 
ing the  Department  of  City  Transit,  your  objection  would 
be  well  founded  were  this  employment  of  a  permanent 
character,  but  it  must  be  assumed  by  reason  of  the  nature 
of  the  transit  development  as  well  as  the  other  broad 
general  subjects  to  be  hereafter  treated  by  the  municipality 
that  men  will  have  to  be  specially  employed  who  are  neces- 
sarily paid  out  of  this  item. 

You  are  therefore  advised  that  you  are  legally  justified 
in  recognizing  the  ordinances  and  resolution  and  approving 
and  countersigning  warrants  as  therein  directed.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  drafts  of  ordinances  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  City  Transit 
from  the  loan  of  $07,100,000,  and  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction and  improvement  of  subways,  etc. 

These  you  submit  to  me  with  the  request  that  I  have 
them  examined,  and  suggest  such  changes  as  might  in  my 
judgment  be  necessary. 

On  the  whole,  the  ordinances  seem  to  be  in  proper  form, 
although  the  two  might  perhaps  as  well  have  been  united 
in  one  ordinance.  I  notice  that  in  the  appropriating  ordi- 
nance among  the  items  the  one  next  to  the  last  provides  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000,000  toward  the  construction  and 
improvement  of  a  subway  railway  therein  described  "if 
Councils  should  hereafter  determine  that  the  same  should 
be  erected."  It  occurs  to  me  that  it  is  probably  useless  to 
make  this  part  of  the  appropriation  until  Councils  shall 
so  determine.  If  it  is  eliminated,  of  course,  the  total  as 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  should  be 
reduced  accordingly.  This  particular  road  does  not  appear 
in  the  other  ordinance  authorizing  construction,  etc., 
which,  of  course,  is  quite  proper  if  Councils  have  not  yet 
decided  that  this  road  shall  be  built ;  but,  as  already  stated,

in  that  event  I  do  not  sec  why  the  appropriation  need  be 
made  for  the  present.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  considered  the  ahove  mat- 
ter since  onr  conference  this  morning,  and  I  divide  tho 
same  into  two  parts : 

1.  Is  it  legal  for  the  City  to  accept  this  grant  of  land 
from  the  University  and  in  consideration  therefor  to 
supply  heat,  light  and  power  to  the  Univei'sity  of  Penn- 
sylvania ? 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
University  is  the  legal  owner  of  this  gronnd,  a  conveyance 
can  be  made  by  it  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  a  nominal 
consideration  and  for  the  further  consideration  of  supply- 
ing heat,  light  and  power  upon  rates  to  be  adjusted  or 
agreed  on. 

2.  The  second  question  is  one  of  expediency.  I  sub- 
mit for  your  consideration  the  question  whether  or  not, 
under  this  head,  it  is  wise  and  proper  for  the  City  to 
supply  heat,  light  and  power  under  the  circumstances. 
The  remodeling  or  the  rebuilding  of  the  Philadelphia 
General  TTospital  will,  in  my  judgment,  be  one  of  the 
monuments  to  your  administration,  and  it  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  it  has  been  a  blot  on  the  municipal  life  of  our 
City.  Therefore,  I  submit  to  you  the  broad  general  ques- 
tion whether  it  is  advisable  to  agree  under  the  first  head 
to  accept  the  grant  of  land,  the  consideration  being  in  part 
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the  supplying  of  heat,  light  and  power,  when  it  may  sub- 
sequently prove  to  be  a  dangerous  experiment  and  per- 
haps cause  additional  trouble  as  well  as  expense  to  the 
City. 

It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  the  remodeling  and  the  re- 
developing of  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital  would 
make  Philadelphia  a  great  medical  centre ;  and  as  a  matter 
of  judgment,  which  I  submit  to  you  respectfully,  if  I  were 
the  administrative  head  in  charge  of  this  particular  work, 
I  would  decline  to  accept  the  grant  of  land  with  the  con- 
dition attached  to  it,  namely,  the  supplying  of  heat,  light 
and  power,  I  think  it  would  be  far  better" for  the  future 
development  of  this  great  institution  to  have  an  inde- 
pendent heat,  light  and  power  plant,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  may  in  time  to  come  en- 
large its  plant  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  a  serious  drain  or 
perhaps  drawback  on  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital 
in  connection  with  its  power  plant. 

As  to  the  first  proposition,  namely,  the  legal  one,  I  am 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  can  accept  the  grant  of 
land  under  the  circumstances  and  in  view  of  the  condi- 
tions attached. 

The  second  one  I  submit,  with  due  deference  to  your 
good  judgment,  in  view  of  the  facts  as  herein  stated,'  for 
yonr  consideration.

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In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Board  of  View  eon- 
eluded  its  testimony  on  ^fay  ;^)1,  1010,  but  as  their  report 
has  not  yet  been  filed,  I  do  not  tliiuk  the  City  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  colloet  the  rents  at  the  present  time.  Of  course, 
under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  2r)0  Pa.,  p. 
2r)7,  the  takinji'  was  construed  to  have  been  about  Xovem- 
ber  of  1006,  which  would  mean  that  the  City  really  was 
the  owner  from  that  time;  but  it  has  been  the  custom  of 
this  Department  to  permit  the  owners  of  the  properties  to 
collect  the  rents,  pay  the  taxes,  and  have  entire  charae, 
I  think,  therefore,  in  the  present  case,  it  would  be  advis- 
able for  the  City  to  wait  until  it  has  secured  a  deed  to  this 
property,  which  will  be  at  the  time  of  settlement.  From 
that  time  on,  the  City  has  full  and  entire  charg-e,  and  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property  could  then  make  arranoements 
for  the  collection  of  the  rent  until  such  time  as  the 
premises  would  be  actually  used  by  the  City.  T  would 
suggest  that  a  monthly  lease  be  taken.

Dear  Sir: — T  return  herewith  three  (o)  proposed  ordi- 
nances sent  me  with  the  request  that  they  be  examined  to 
see  if  they  meet  all  legal  requirements. 

The  first  two  are  alternative  ordinances — one  to  nuike 
an  appropriation  to  the  City  Treasurer  out  of  loan  ap- 
proved— to  pay  for  property  taken  or  to  be  taken  for 
Fairmount  and  other  parks;  and  the  second,  a  similar 
ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Connnissioners 
of  Fairmount  Park. 
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You  say  that  a  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  proper 
method  of  appropriating  this  money — whether  to  the  City 
Treasurer  or  to  the  Park  Commissioners. 

In. the  ordinary  course  the  proper  method  would  be  to 
make  this  appropriation  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Commis- 
sioners, and  no  reason  is  suggested  wliy  a  diiTerent  practice 
should  prevail  in  the  j)resent  case.  Indeed,  I  do  not  see 
how  an  appropriation  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  this  pur- 
pose could  conveniently  be  adapted  to  its  intended  use. 

The  third  ordinance  is  one  to  make  an  appropriation  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  out  of  loan  ap- 
proved— toward  the  erection  of  an  Art  Museum,  This 
appropriates  $1,000,000  for  that  purpose  and  further 
authorizes  said  Commissioners  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  the  Art  Museum  building  and  ap- 
proaches at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $3,500,000,  as  and 
when  Councils  may  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

As  to  this  ordinance,  the  second  purpose — that  is,  to 
authorize  the  Commissioners  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  an  Art  Museum — does  not  appear  in  the 
title.  This  omission  should  be  remedied ;  and,  as  the 
ordinance  contains  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000,  it 
would  seem  that  the  phrase  ''as  and  when  Councils  may 
make  an  appropriation  or  appropriations  therefor"  would 
better  express  the  intention  if  it  read  "as  and  when  Coun- 
cils may  make  a  further  appropriation  or  appropriations 
therefor."

Dear  Sir:- — Referring-  to  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an 
additional  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  Electrical  Bureau,  to  pay  expenses  of  Morris  L. 
Cooke  et  al.  in  connection  with  the  proceedings  before  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  in  relation 
1o  charges  for  electric  lighting,"  you  send  a  draft  of  the 
suggested  ordinance  to  me  asking  whether  "the  money 
(an  unexpected  revenue)  having  been  paid  into  the  general 
fund,  can  any  part  of  it  be  used  as  indicated?" 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  P.  L.  130,  requires  the  City 
Controller,  before  the  beginning  of  each  year,  to  make  an 
estimate  of  the  City's  anticipated  revenues  and  expenses. 
This  includes,  in  addition  to  the  gross  amount  which 
should  be  yielded  by  the  tax  rate  less  average  deficits  for 
five  years,  an  average  of  the  income  from  sources  other 
than  current  tax  moneys  for  the  preceding  five  years. 
The  estimate  so  made  limits  the  permissible  total  of  ap- 
propriations for  the  year,  and  the  executive  officers  are 
forl)idden  to  draw,  or  the  City  Controller  to  countersign, 
warrants  except  within  such  limitation. 

In  the  case  of  McXichol  r.s.  Philadelphia,  15  Philadel- 
phia Reports,  189,  Judge  Mitchell,  who  was  then  upon  the 
("ommon  Pleas  Bench,  construed  this  statute  in  such 
manner  that  the  authorities  were  forbidden  to  exceed  the 
estimate  until  the  actual  receipts  reached  a  sum  above  that 
estimated,  whereupon  expenses  might  he  incurred  to  the 
amotmt  of  the  actual  receipts  though  beyond  the  sum 
originally  estimated.  It  results  from  this  that  until  the 
receipts  of  money  shall  be  greater  than  the  Controller's 
estimate  for  the  year,  the  fact  that  any  particular  receipt 
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is  from  an  imGxpeeted  source  does  not  warrant  its  use  as 
a  basis  of  appropriation  if  the  appropriation  carries  the 
total  of  appropriations  above  the  estimated  amount,  and 
if  such  is  the  ease  in  the  present  instance,  the  appropria- 
tion would  not  be  legally  justified. 

T  may  further  call  your  attention  to  the  indefiniteness 
of  this  ordinance,  which  appropriates  $41,636  ''to  pay 
expenses  of  Morris  L.  Cooke  et  al."  without  itemization  or 
a  direction  to  the  official  to  whom  the  appropriation  is 
made  to  draw  warrants  therefor,  or  any  language  whereby 
the  method  of  expenditure  or  in  whose  favor  such  war- 
rants are  to  be  drawn  is  indicated.

Cherry  street  and  elsewhere,  from  the  appropriation  of 
$10,000,000  appropriated  from  the  $67,100,000  loan;  (3) 
To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  out  of  the  $67,100,000  loan  toward  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  wharves,  docks,  etc., 
and  (4)  Authorizing  the  condemnation  of  property  along 
the  Delaware  river  at  the  foot  of  Wolf,  Ritner  and  Porter 
streets,  etc.

These  ordinanees  are  submitted  to  me  tliat  they  mav  he 
examined  to  see  if  they  conform  to  all  leiial  requirements. 

I  see  no  (jhjection  to  ihe  form  of  the  proposed  ordi- 
nances, except  possibly  that  the  first  of  them  should  be 
from  the  loan  of  $42,450,797,  which  was  the  amount  of 
the  loan  for  the  purposes  includiuii'  this  one,  and  not  from 
a  loan  of  .$47, 42"), 000,  as  stated  in  the  proposed  ordinance.

Insurance  of  ^yorl'men  Employed  on  Suhway — Compensa- 
tion Law. 

William  S.  Twining,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  inquiry  with  respect  to 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  City  Hall  section 
of  the  Broad  Street  Subway,  in  which  you  ask  for  an 
opinion  whether  the  contractor  is  entitled,  as  part  of  the 
net  cost  of  work  and  material  under  the  "Force  Account" 
item,  to  include  his  expenditures  for  insurance  of  his  lia- 
bility under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  the  speci- 
fications provide  that  "the  contractor  shall  perform  such 
work  and  furnish  such  material  at  and  for  the  actual  and 
necessary  net  cost  of  labor  and  material  plus  the  percentage 
l)id  in  Ttein  32  of  the  contract  for  superintendence  and  the 
use  of  tools  and  plant." 

Your  statement  is  correct  that  "This  insurance  is  re- 
quired by  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
and  the  rates  are  fixed  by  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board  operating  under  the  same  Act,"  and  while  the  exact 
meaning  of  the  contract  may  be  somewhat  in  doubt.  I  am 
inclined  to  agree  in  your  assumption  that  "it  is  a  part  of 
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tlie  ^necessary  net  cost'  of  the  work,  and  that  the  con- 
tractor should  be  paid  for  it." 

It  is  true  that  my  predecessor  adopted  a  different  view 
of  this  question  in  his  opinion  of  ^Xovember  5,  1915,  to 
which  you  call  my  attention,  and  the  question  is  at  best  a 
close  one.  It  is  to  be  determined  not  by  general  considera- 
tions, but  by  the  meaning  of  the  parties  to  the  particular 
contract.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  cost  of  insurance 
under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  has  a  fixed  char- 
acter enalding  it  to  be  mathematically  computed,  nor  that 
it  is  "necessary"  in  the  sense  that  the  law  requires  it. 

I  think,  therefore,  it  may  very  well  be  regarded  as  hav- 
ing entered  into  the  calculation  of  "necessary  net  cost," 
and  accordingly  to  be  an  element  to  be  taken  into  account 
in  reckoning  what  such  net  cost  includes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  considered  very  carefully  your  letter 
of  June  8,  1916,  in  reference  to  the  Contract  101  for  the 
Subway  under  City  Hall  and  Penn  Square  and  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  sum  of  $1,700,000 — being  the  amount 
of  the  lump  bid  for  Item  I^o.  1 — should  be  used  for  the 
work  shown  on  the  plan  and  originally  specified  except  as 
changes  have  been  made  therein,  and  that  no  part  of  this 
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sum  can  1)C  diverted  to  any  other  item  of  the  contract,  and 
more  especially  cannot  be  nsed  to  pay  the  Force  Account 
item  which,  together  with  the  various  unit  price  items, 
is  to  be  paid  for  from  the  reserved  sum  of  $300,000  until 
the  latter  is  exhausted.  It  is  true  that  the  limit  of  the 
contract  is  $2,000,000,  but  this  does  not  in  any  way  justify 
your  Department,  notwithstanding  the  changes  that  have 
already  taken  place  or  that  may  take  place,  in  using  the 
sum  set  apart  in  Item  1  for  the  extra  work  and  material 
which  are  the  subject  of  the  other  items. 

It  is  clear  that  the  intention  of  the  parties  was  that  the 
contractor  was  to  build  this  part  of  the  Subway  for  the 
fixed  price  of  $1,700,000  and  that  the  additional  $300,000 
was  to  be  used  for  emergencies  or  to  meet  increased  cost 
owing  to  incidental  changes,  but  that  it  was  never  con- 
templated that  the  lump  bid  price  was  to  be  diverted  so 
that  it  will  not  be  available  for  its  original  purpose.  To 
do  this  would  be  practically  to  nullify  the  contract  and 
would  open  the  door  to  many  serious  legal  objections, 
probably  resulting  in  litigation  which  would  delay  this 
most  important  public  work  for  an  indefinite  period. 

While  there  is  some  force  in  the  suggestion  that  by 
reason  of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  the  necessity 
has  arisen  to  use  a  part  of  the  sum  devoted  to  Item  1 
for  the  "Force  Account,"  and  that  the  entire  $2,000,000 
should  be  applied  indiscriminately  to  all  the  items  so  that 
the  total  of  the  available  funds  may  be  first  exhausted 
before  a  new  contract  shall  be  entered  into,  yet  when  it 
is  considered  that  this  would  in  effect  strike  down  the 
agreement  to  do  the  original  work  for  a  fixed  price,  thereby 
entirely  changing  the  contract,  or  rather  canceling  it,  no 
justification  for  such  a  course  appears,  and  you  are  therc^ 
fore  advised  that  it  should  not  be  followed.

Danger,  Run  Slow  Signs. 

James  Eobinson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  14th  inst.  you  inquire 
with  respect  to  the  "Danger,  run  slow"  signs  provided 
for  by  Section  14  of  the  Automobile  Act  of  July  7,  1913 
(P.  L.  672),  whether  the'distance  beyond  said  sigTi  of  not 
more  than  a  quarter  mile  means  a  distance  of  one-quarter 
mile  in  any  direction  beyond  said  sign  or  only  in  a  direc- 
tion continuing  for  a  quarter  mile  along  the  same  street. 

The  provision  of  the  statute  is  as  follows: 

"The  local  authorities  having  charge  of  any  of  the 
highways  may,  in  dangerous  or  built  up  sections, 
place  signs  marked  "Danger,  run  slow,"  in  letters 
not  less  than  five  (5)  inches  in  height.  Said  signs 
to  be  placed  at  right  angles  to,  and  plainly  legible 
from  the  highway,  and  facing  the  traffic  the  speed  of 
which  is  to  be  reduced ;  and  at  these  places  the  speed 
limit  shall  not  exceed  a  rate  of  a  mile  in  four  min- 
utes for  a  distance  beyond  said  sign  of  not  more  than 
one-quarter  of  a  mile;  and,  if  such  highway  is  still 
in  a  dangerous  or  built-up  section,  a  second  sign 
similar  to  the  alcove-described  may  be  erected,  and  the 
speed  limit  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  a  mile  in  four 
minutes  for  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  beyond 
said  sign ;  and  as  many  signs  may  be  erected  as  may 
be  necessary.  At  the  end  of  said  dangerous  or  built- 
up  section  shall  be  erected  a  sign  reading,  "End  of 
fifteen  mile  limit,"  in  letters  not  less  than  five  (5) 
inches  in  height ;  said  signs  to  be  placed  at  right 
angles  to  the  highway  and  facing  the  traffic." 

From  the  foregoing  excerpt  it  is  clear  that  the  quarter 
mile  in  question  is  a  quarter  of  a  mile  along  the  highway 
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to  which  the  sign  is  placcl  at  right  angles.  To  take  tlie 
concrete  example  snggested  bv  you.  if  a  sign  he  placed  at 
Fifteenth  and  Chestnnt  streets  at  right  angles  to  Chestnut 
street  the  automobilist  is  required  to  run  at  the  reduced 
speed  only  along  that  street  and  not  along  Fifteenth  street. 
If  it  is  desired,  therefore,  to  require  the  slowing  down 
along  the  two  streets,  signs  should  be  placed  at  right  angles 
to  both.

Dear  Stk  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Chester  E. 
Albright,  Chief  Engineer,  dated  INFay  2,  1916,  asking  my 
opinion  upon  three  certain  points  relating  to  proposed  or- 
dinances regulating  the  method  of  assessments  for  paving 
upon  certain  kinds  of  streets.  These  points  w'ill  be  dis- 
cussed in  order: 

"First:  Can  the  maximum  width  of  cartway  pav- 
ing to  be  assessed  against  abutting  property  be  legally 
established  by  ordinance?  That  is.  would  an  ordi- 
nance be  legal  and  enforceable  which  provided  that 
the  cost  of  cartway  paving  up  to  a  certain  arbitrarily 
fixed  width  (say  52  feet)  should  be  assessed  against 
abutting  properties,  one-half  of  the  width  against  each 
frontage,  and  that  the  cost  of  paving  any  excess  of 
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cartway  bevond  that  width   should  be  paid  bv  the 
City  'r 

An  attempt  to  fix  bv  ordinance  the  maximum  width  of 
paving  to  be  assessed  against  abutting  property  owners 
would  be  a  novelty  in  this  City  and  contrary  to  the  prin- 
ciple heretofore  guiding  the  City's  action  in  such  matters. 
The  theory  of  assessments  for  laying  original  paving  is  that 
the  adjoining  owners  are  specially  benefited  thereby  in 
urban  neighborhoods  and  that  they  should  pay  for  such 
benefit.  The  original  pavement  brings  the  property  bound- 
ing upon  the  street  paved  into  the  market  as  building 
lots.  Before  that  it  is  a  road,  not  a  street.  For  this  local 
benefit,  almost  exclusively  peculiar  to  the  adjoining  prop- 
erty, the  owners  should  pay ;  but  when  a  street  is  once 
opened  and  paved  and  thus  assimilated  with  the  rest  of 
the  City  and  made  part  of  it,  all  the  particular  benefits  to 
the  locality  derived  from  the  improvement  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  repairing  of  the  pavement  is  the  duty  of  the 
City  payable  out  of  the  public  treasury. 

ISTo  perfect  system  of  assessing  the  cost  or  value  of  the 
"special  benefit"  against  each  abutting  owner  has  been 
devised,  but  the  Courts  have  approved  the  foot  front  rule 
under  which  the  pwner  is  charged  on  his  frontage  for 
one-half  of  the  w^idth  of  the  street. 

It  is  true  that  owners  fronting  on  wide  streets 
under  such  a  rule  must  pay  more  than  owners  front- 
ing on  narrow  streets,  but  they  are  held  to  receive  a 
greater  benefit  from  the  opening  of  a  wide  street  than 
of  a  narrow  one,  for  which  they  should  properly  pay. 
]S[o  streets  so  far  opened  in  Philadelphia  have  been 
held  too  wide  to  justify  the  assessment  of  the  cost 
of  paving  the  whole  width  thereof  against  the  abut- 
ting owners.  Thus  Richmond  street  had  been  opened 
and  paved  for  many  years  55  feet  wide.  Part  of  it 
was  widened  to  120  feet  and  the  cost  of  paving  the 
new  width  was  assessed  against  the  adjoining  owners 
and  sustained  as  a  proper  charge  for  the  additional 
benefit  of  a  wider  street. 

Philadelphia  vs.  Ginhart,  48  Pa.  Sup.  Ct.  648. 
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Aii'1  oven  where  a  street  was  constructed  as  part 
of  the  park  system  of  a  City,  it  was  held  that  it  did 
not  follow  that  it  may  not  also  be  decidedly  a  local 
henefit,  and  that  property  fronting-  thereon  may  not 
have  been  specially  benefited  in  the  proper  sense  of 
that  term. 

Beechwood  avenue,  194  Pa.  86. 

Xo  cases  have  hehl  that  the  City  can  establish  a  maxi- 
nnnn  width  of  pavino;  for  which  the  property  o^^^ler  should 
])ay,  leaving  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  paid  by  the  City. 
Heretofore,  the  question  of  whether  the  street  by  reason 
of  its  width  and  character  was  a  local  improvement  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  abutting  owners  or  a  public  one,  to  be  paid 
for  by  the  City,  has  been  treated  as  a  question  for  a  Court 
and  jury  under  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  no  attempt  to 
regulate  it  by  any  hard  and  fast  rule  contained  in  an  or- 
dinance has  been  made. 

It  is  true  that  the  City  has  the  inherent  and  im- 
plied power  to  pave,  grade,  and  otherwise  improve  its 
streets  and  to  pay  therefor  out  of  the  general  funds, 
and  the  mere  fact  that  there  may  be  a  special  Act 
providing  the  mode  of  assessing  the  damages  on  the 
properties  benefited  does  not  deprive  the  City  of  the 
general  power  to  make  these  impro\'ements  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  City. 

Commonwealth  vs.  George,  148  Pa.  463. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  if  the  City  could  })ay  for 
all  of  the  expense  of  paving  a  street  out  of  its  treasury 
and  not  by  assessment  bills,  it  could  legally  pay  for  a 
portion  thereof  in  certain  widths  of  streets. 

But  the  right  to  collect  for  a  partial  expense  of 
paving  from  the  adjoining  owners  is  not  so  clear. 
There  is  no  implied  power  to  levy  and  collect  assess- 
ments for  paving.  In  the  absence  of  statutory  enact- 
ment municipalities  have  no  power  to  levy  special 
assessments  to  pay  for  public  improvements.     If  a 
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statute  exists  it  must  be  strictly  and  literally  fol- 
lowed. 

Philadelphia  vs.  Greble,  38  Pa.  339 ; 
Reed  vs.  Erie,  79  Pa.  346 ; 
Wister  vs.  City,  80  Pa.  505  ; 
McKeesport  vs.  Fidler,  147  Pa.  532 ; 
Mill  Creek  Sewer,  196  Pa.  183; 
Scranton  vs.  Koehler,  200  Pa.  126. 

And  the  mere  fact  that  the  deviation  from  the 
statute  favors  the  property  owner  will  not  validate 
the  action. 

McAndrew  vs.  Dunmore,  245  Pa.  101. 

Xo  express  power  to  assess  only  part  of  the  expense  of 
paving  is  given  to  Philadelphia  by  statute.  Section  40 
of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854  (P.  L.  43), 
merely  provides  that : 

"It  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  that  paving 
streets  except  at  intersections  thereof  and  of  foot- 
ways, and  laying  of  water  pipe  within  the  limits  of 
the  City,  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
of  the  ground  in  front  whereof  such  work  shall  be 
done." 

ISTo  express  power  is  here  given  to  charge  only  part  of 
the  expense  of  such  work  against  the  property  owner.  The 
fact  that  such  power  to  charge  part  of  such  improvements 
to  the  City  Treasury  and  part  to  the  property  owners  was 
expressly  enumerated  in  statutes  relating  to  third-class 
cities  might  be  held  as  significant  and  as  showing  that 
the  omission  thereof  in  the  statute  relating  to  Philadel- 
phia was  intentional,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  implied  power  to  make  such  assessments  and 
that  statutes  relating  thereto  are  strictly  construed. 

The  proposed  ordinance  fixes  a  maximum  width  of 
assessable  paving  of  52  feet,  the  practical  result  of  which 
would  be  that  the  City  would  be  compelled  to  pay  for  all 
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excess  paviiiu-  in  streets  of  80  feet  or  more  in  width. 
The  ri^ulit  to  oolleet  therefor  under  existina-  laws  and  ordi- 
nances is  nn(inestionahle. 

Tn  view  of  the  al)sence  of  any  decisions  on  the  snhject 
and  the  uncertainty  of  the  law  thereon,  it  would  seem 
inexpedient  to  jeopardize  any  assessment  hy  the  enact- 
ment of  any  ordinance  fixing-  any  maximum  width  for 
assessable  paving,  nor,  as  a  practical  matter,  do  I  think 
such  a  change  of  policy  altogether  a  desirable  one. 

"Second:  Would  an  ordinance  be  legal  and  en- 
forceable which  provided  that  the  cost  of  cartway  pav- 
ing up  to  a  certain  arbitrarily  fixed  width  (say  26 
feet)  should  be  assessed  against  property  abutting 
upon  one  side  of  a  street  where  such  width  docs  not 
exceed  the  total  width  of  cartway  paving,  but  is 
greater  or  less  than  one-half  the  same,  and  where  the 
property  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  has  be- 
come public  proj^crty  either  in  fee  or  by  easement 
under  condemnation  and  is  used  only  as  a  park,  plav- 
ground  or  other  place  of  recreation,  and  that  the 
cost  of  paving  anv  excess  beyond  that  width  of  cart- 
way should  be  paid  by  the  City  ?" 

Here  again  the  liability  of  a  property  owner  on 
one  side  of  a  street  for  paving  where  the  other  side 
is  public  property  used  as  a  park  has  already  been 
settled  in  favor  of  the  City.  A  property  owner  facing 
a  park  on  the  opposite  side  of  a  street  is  supposed  to 
be  specially  benefited  by  such  a  lo^^ation  and  to  be 
liable  for  the  whole  paving  of  the  street  in  front  of 
his  property. 

City  vs.  McGonigle,  44  Pa.  118. 

But  the  public  property  is  also  lienefited  by  such 
paving,  and  in  jurisdictions  where  the  question  has 
arisen  the  paving  along  the  half  of  the  street  on  the 
park  side  thereof  has  been  regarded  as  an  improve- 
ment to  the  public  property  for  which  the  public 
should  pay. 

Scammon  vs.  City,  41  111.  192. 
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Under  this  view  of  benefit  to  the  pnblic  property  the 
owner  facing  the  park  would  be  liable  for  the  paving  to 
the  center  of  the  street;  the  same  objection  raised  in  the 
answer  to  the  first  question  would  apply  to  fixing  a  maxi- 
mum width  to  be  assessed  against  the  owner. 

The  third  question  reads  as  follows: 

"TJiird:  Would  an  ordinance  be  legal  and  enforce- 
able which  provided  for  the  exemption  of  abutting 
private  property  from  any  or  all  of  the  cost  of  the 
cartway  paving  laid  in  front  of  the  same  in  a  street 
placed  upon  the  City  plan  and  dedicated  for  the 
primary  purpose  of  facilitating  the  improvement  of 
abutting  property  ?  That  is,  in  cases  similar  to  Colo- 
rado and  Smedley  streets,  as  shown  upon  the  at- 
tached plans,  which  have  been  placed  upon  the  City 
plan  and  dedicated  of  their  full  width  as  streets,  can 
the  abutting  property  be  relieved  from  any  part  of  the 
cost  of  paving  the  cartways  surrounding  the  planting 
spaces  ?" 

This  again  involves  a  change  from  the  existing 
method  of  assessing.  At  present  the  owners  on  each 
side  would  pay  for  the  paving  up  to  the  planting 
space. 

Alcorn  vs.  Philadelphia,  112  Pa.  494; 
Slocum  vs.  Philadelphia,  11  W.  :N'.  C.  167; 
Davis  vs.  Letchfield,  145  III  313. 

And  if  the  planting  place  is  subsequently  abandoned 
the  adjoining  property  owners  are  assessed  for  the 
cost  of  paving  even  of  this  planting  place  itself. 

Alcorn  vs.  Philadelphia,  112  Pa.  494. 

If  the  planting  space  is  so  dedicated  or  deeded  to  the 
City  as  to  become  piiblic  property,  and  put  on  the  City 
plan  as  such,  it  would  seem  that  it  could  be  treated  as 
exempt  from  assessment  for  paving  as  other  City  prop- 
erty and  the  paving  in  front  thereof  be  paid  out  of  the 
City  Treasury,  as  in  other  cases  of  exempt  public  property. 
It  would  seem  in  such  event  that  the  size  of  an  acceptable 
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planting  space  should  be  regulated  bv  or<linanee,  so  that 
the  City  might  receive  some  real  value  for  the  extra 
expense  of  paving,  curbing  and  maintenance  that  will  of 
necessity  be  imposed  upon  the  City  by  such  garden  streets. 
As  no  statutory  power  to  so  regulate  assessments  for 
paving  has  been  given  to  City  Councils,  I  am,  therefore, 
of  the  opinion  that  the  answer  to  the  first  and  second  ques- 
tions al)ovo  quoted  should  be  "Xo." 

As  to  the  third  quest  ion — if  the  title  to  the  ground  used 
as  a  planting  or  garden  space  was  deeded  to  the  City  and 
accepted  by  the  City  authorities,  my  answer  would  be 
"Yes."  If,  however,  the  title  remained  in  private  owners, 
my  answer  W'Ould  be  "No."  But  even  as  to  this  third,  the 
City  is  now  entitled  to  recover  from  abutting  property 
owners  for  all  of  such  paving,  and  there  would  seem  to  be 
very  little  reason  or  consideration  for  waiving  this  valu- 
able right  as  proposed. 

The  whole  subject  of  assessing  charges  against  abutting 
property  owners  for  benefits  conferred  is  within  the 
peculiar  and  exclusive  province  of  the  Legislature.  Coun- 
cils have  no  implied  powers  relating  thereto.  Pending 
legislative  enactment  upon  the  matters  referred  to  in  your 
three  questions,  it  would  seem  that  this  whole  question 
had  better  remain  in  alieyance.

Dear  Sir: — In  one  of  your  letters  of  the  15th  inst. 
you  refer  to  that  portion  of  the  ordinance  now  pending  in 
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Councils  for  the  borrowing  of  $67,100,000  which  provides 
under  the  head  "Eighth,"  that  the  appropriation  of 
$2,200,000  ''toward  the  acquisition  of  real  estate  and  real 
estate  easements  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of 
the  foregoing  subway  and  elevated  railways  and  other  tran- 
sit facilities/'  the  foregoing  relating  to  all  of  the  various 
subways,  elevated  railways  and  other  railroads  provided 
for  in  that  loan.  You  also  refer  to  No.  3,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  borrowing  of  $1,200,000  toward  the  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  a  double  track  surface  passenger 
railway  therein  described,  which  for  convenience  may  be 
termed  the  Byberry  Eailroad.  Included  in  this  Item  No. 
3  is  a  provision  for  "grading  and  widening  roads,  con- 
struction of  bridges,  and  p\irchase  of  private  property  in 
connection  therewith." 

You  ask  "whether  any  money  except  the  $2,200,000  can 
be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  real  estate 
easements  needed  in  connection  with  the  above  facilities 
except  wliat  is  specifically  provided  in  the  Item  3  for  the 
Byberry  Line." 

In  my  judgment  the  $2,200,000  mentioned  under  the 
eighth  head  is  intended  to  cover  all  the  needed  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  real  estate  easements  re- 
quired in  connection  with  any  of  the  railroads  or  facilities 
specified,  excepting  that  in  No.  3  the  purchase  of  private- 
property  in  connection  with  that  particular  road  is  also 
included.  The  balance  of  the  money  seems  from  the 
language  of  the  ordinance  to  be  intended  solely  for  con- 
struction purposes.  Therefore,  under  Item  3  so  much  of 
the  $1,200,000  as  may  be  needed  for  the  purchase  of 
private  property  and  the  widening  of  roads  may  be  used 
for  those  purposes,  or  resort  might  be  had  to  a  part  of 
the  $2,200,000  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  etc.,  in 
connection  with  that  structure;  but  no  part  of  the  money 
to  be  borrowed  save  the  $2,200,000  of  Item  8  can  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  real  estate  or  real  estate  ease- 
ments for  any  of  the  other  items,  that  is  to  say.  Items  1, 
2,  4,  5,  6  and  7.

Dear  Sir:- — You  wrote  me  imder  date  of  June  2i»th 
with  reference  to  an  ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Tiureau) 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  M.  L.  Cooke  et  ah 
in  connection  with  the  proceedings  before  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission  of  Pennsylvania  in  relation  to  the  charge 
for  electric  lighting,  and  enclosing  letters  from  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Weglein  upon  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  AVeglein,  on  behalf  of  certain  citizens  and  tax- 
payers, protests  against  the  countersignature  of  warrants 
under  the  ordinance,  and  in  the  concluding  paragraph  of 
his  second  letter  to  you  on  the  subject,  asks  you  ''to  re- 
frain from  signing  the  warrants  for  a  few  days  in  order 
to  give  me  time  to  consult  with  the  taxpayers  who  consider 
these  appropriations^  gratuities,  and  enable  them  to  seek 
such  legal  redress  as  they  deem  necessary  to  prevent  their 
payment." 

In  view  of  this  threatened  litigation,  in  which  the  ques- 
tion of  the  validity  of  this  ordinance  will  be  judicially 
determined,  I  deem  it  wise  and  proper  to  refrain  from 
expressing  in  advance  of  such  decision  of  the  matter  by  the 
Courts  an  opinion  as  to  tlie  right  of  Councils  to  pass  this 
ordinance,  but  I  think  it  proper,  in  courtesy  to  Mr.  Weg- 
lein, that  you  comply  with  his  request  not  to  sign  the  war- 
rants until  he  has  had  time  to  consult  with  the  taxpayers 
desiring  to  test  the  question,  and  to  resort  to  such  legal  or 
eqnitable  steps  in  the  premises  as  they  may  deem  advis- 
able. 

I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  you  write  Mr.  Weg- 
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lein  stating  that  in  order  to  give  him  the  opportnnity  de- 
sired yon  will  refrain  from  conntersigning  the  warrants 
for  a  fixed  time,  designating  a  date  sufiieientlv  in  advance 
of  that  of  your  letter  to  give  him,  or  those  whom  he  rep- 
resents, full  opportunity  "to  seek  such  legal  redress  as 
they  deem  necessary  to  prevent  their  payment."  The  fore- 
going is  predicated  upon  your  oral  statement  to  one  of  my 
assistants,  that  you  did  not  desire  an  opinion  upon  this 
subject,  except  as  moved  thereto  by  Mr.  Weglein's  atti- 
tude in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  forms  of  proposed  ordi- 
nances submitted  to  me  by  you  with  a  request  for  com- 
ments thereon. 

The  ordinance  "To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Citv 
Treasurer  out  of  loan  approved  ,  for  payment  of 

claims  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act"  does  not 
disclose  how  the  money  is  to  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer. 
I  think  it  should  contain,  in  addition  to  its  present  lan- 
guage, a  clause  authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  the 
amount  so  appropriated  on  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  duly  countersigned. 

The  ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $4,925,901 
to  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  for  damages  for  the  hereto- 
fore authorized  opening,  widening  and  changing  of  grade 
of  streets,  construction  of  sewers  and  condemnation  of 
property  for  parks  and  other  purposes  should  be,  I  think, 
so  changed  that  the  various  elements  entering  into  the 
total  sum  should  be  separated  and  the  proper  amounts 
II 
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appropriated  to  the  several  Departments  concerned,  instead 
of  the  City  Treasurer.  That  is,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  Bureau  of  Iliahways,  same  Department,  lUireau 
of  Sewers,  the  Connnissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  and 
others,  if  any  other  Departments  or  Bureaus  of  the  City 
are  interested  in  any  part  of  this  appropriation.  Xor  do 
I  like  the  phrase  ''and  other  purposes"  appearing  in  the 
body  and  the  title  of  the  ordinance.  If  there  are  other 
purposes  these  should  be  itemized  and  specitied. 

The  ordinance  appropriating  $500,000  to  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  for  the  improvement  of  the  Parkway,  and 
$8,500,000  to  the  City  Treasurer,  as  to  the  latter  item 
is  open  to  the  same  objection  as  the  first  ordinance  above 
considered ;  that  is,  nothing  appears  in  the  ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  City  Treasurer  to  honor  drafts  against  the 
appropriation.  These  will  probably  be  principally  in  the 
form  of  writs  of  mandamus  execution,  but  some  may  be  by 
warrant — that  is,  in  cases  where  the  purchase  price  for 
property  taken  for  the  Parkway  may  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  owners.  To  cover  those  contingencies  I  would  suggest 
the  addition  to  the  ordinance  as  it  now  stands  of  words 
authorizing  and  directing  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  the 
$8,500,000  on  writs  of  mandamus  execution  for  damages 
for  the  acquisition  of  property  for  the  Parkway  or  on 
\varrants  of  the  City  Solicitor,  duly  countersigned  by  the 
City  Controller,  etc.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  latest  letter,  dated  June  21st,  you 
refer  to  certain  boilers  which  were  taken  out  from  under 
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City  Hall  in  pursuance  of  Contract  Xo.  101,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  portion  of  the  subway  thereunder,  and 
which  were  found  to  be  worn  out  and  obsolete,  and  there- 
fore not  such  as  it  is  advisable  to  put  back  again,  but 
rather  to  substitute  new  ones  in  their  place.  In  this  con- 
nection you  call  attention  to  Clause  SO  of  the  specifica- 
tions, which  provides  that  old  material  removed  which 
cannot  be  utilized  in  restoration  work  will  become  the 
property  of  the  contractor,  and  new  material  required  for 
completeness  of  restoration  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

I  do  not  think  this  specification  has  any  bearing  on  the 
old  boilers  in  question.  They  are  no  more  old  material 
within  the  meaning  of  Clause  SO  than  the  new  boilers  re- 
quired are  to  be  considered  "new  material"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  terms  used.  It  is  quite  manifest,  however, 
that  if  the  new  boilers  were  new  material  the  contractor 
would  be  obliged  to  furnish  them,  which  is  obviously  not 
the  case. 

You  ask,  "Has  this  Department  legal  authority  to  dis- 
pose of  such  property  of  the  City  as  an  incidental  of  this 
contract?" 

I  do  not  think  so.  Such  property  is  to  be  disposed  of 
in  the  ordinary  way  by  the  Department  of  Supplies,  as  pro- 
vided by  ordinance  of  April  3,  1909,  page  59. 

You  ask  further,  "Is  it  legal  to  authorize  the  contractor 
to  substitute  new  apparatus  for  old  and  obsolete  apparatus 
to  an  amount  equal  to  the  estimated  cost  of  restoring  the 
old  apparatus  in  a  workable  condition,  as  called  for  by 
the  contract  ?" 

If  I  correctly  understand  this  question,  it  is  whether 
money  appropriated  for  building  the  subway  can  be  di- 
verted for  the  purchase  of  new  apparatus  in  place  of  that 
which  is  old  and  worn  out.  I  do  not  think  this  can  be 
done;  but  if  the  City  out  of  other  funds  should  purchase 
such  new  apparatus,  the  contractor  ought  to  put  it  in  place 
in  lieu  of  the  old  boilers,  etc.,  which  are  not  to  be  replaced, 
unless  such  putting  of  the  new  apparatus  in  place  involves 
additional  cost  to  the  contractor,  in  which  event  a  proper 
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allowance  should  be  made  for  any  additional  expense  in- 
volved in  putting  the  new  apparatus  in  place  in  lieu  of 
the  old.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  recent  letter  relative  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  Broad  Street  Subway  nnder  (Mty  Hall, 
yon  specify  certain  items  of  claim  made  by  the  contractor 
as  involving'  expense  or  loss  to  it  throngli  the  City's  sus- 
pension of  work  nnder  the  contract,  and  inquire  as  to  the 
propriety  of  allowing  each  of  such  items. 

This  Department  does  not  know  the  facts  and  cannot 
determine  wdien  particular  items  of  claim  are  allowable 
under  this  head,  further  than  that  they  should  be  such  as 
to  distinctly  involve  loss  to  the  contractor  by  reason  of 
delays  arising  out  of  the  changes  wdiich  the  City  requires. 
The  responsibility  for  determining  as  to  any  particular 
item  of  claim  rests  with  you  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  and 
it  is  his  and  your  function  and  duty  to  determine  as  to  the 
rightfulness  of  such  claims. 

You  further  ask  whether  the  delay  charge  for  the  cost 
of  engineering  supervision  and  inspection  appertains  to 
the  work  done  under  the  force  account. 

I  do  not  think  so,  both  because  this  item  is  applied  in 
the  term  of  the  contract  specifically  to  the  lump  sum  Item 
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Xo.  1  and  the  unit  price  items,  while  the  force  account  is 
excluded ;  and  also,  because  the  force  account  item  being 
based  upon  the  cost  to  the  contractor,  a  charge  to  him 
would  enter  into  the  cost  and  would  have  to  be  repaid  by 
the  City  as  a  part  thereof. 

Your  next  question  is,  whether  the  daily  charge  of  $100 
for  supervision,  inspection  and  the  like  can  be  commuted 
to  a  fixed  sum. 

Ordinarily  this  could  not  be  done,  but  as  I  understand 
from  a  previous  letter  of  yours,  the  introduction  of  new 
foundations  has  so  confused  the  execution  of  the  contract 
as  between  that  part  of  the  time  devoted  to  the  original 
contract  and  that  part  devoted  to  installing  the  founda- 
tions that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  apportion  the 
time  as  between  these  two,  and  therefore  resort  to  the 
expedient  of  commutation  is.  made  necessary.  In  these 
circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  large  powers  given  by 
Article  19  of  the  specifications  and  other  portions  thereof, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  permissible  to  agree  with  the 
contractor  upon  a  fixed  sum  in  lieu  of  these  daily  pay- 
ments as  apportioned  to  the  work  under  the  original  con- 
tract. How  much  this  should  be  is  a  matter  to  be  agreed 
upon  between  your  Department  and  the  contractor. 

With  reference  to  your  inquiry  whether  the  suspension 
of  the  time  charge  may  be  made  not  only  during  a  total 
suspension  of  the  work,  but  during  a  partial  suspension 
thereof,  I  think  that  the  agreement  and  specifications,  taken 
as  a  whole,  justify  the  suspension  of  the  time  charge  not 
only  during  the  total  snspension  of  the  work,  but  during  a 
partial  suspension,  provided  that  the  partial  suspension  is 
a  substantial  one  as  to  the  amount  of  work  suspended,  and 
snch  as  to  actually  and  materially  delay  the  prosecution 
of  the  work  of  completing  the  subway  structure.

as  to  the  legality  of  a  suno-cstion  whifli  you  say  was  made 
by  Director  Webster,  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries,  tliat  in  ease  it  should  ])e  deemed  ad- 
visable to  omit  certain  of  the  work  provided  for  in  Item 
1,  of  Contract  Xo.  101  (subway  under  City  Hall),  the 
amount  saved  from  the  lump  sum  bid  miglit  be  devoted  to 
work  and  material  under  the  unit  price  or  force  account 
items  in  that  contract.  The  specifications  provide  for  in- 
creases or  reductions  in  the  work  of  buildinc  the  subway 
under  Item  Xo.  1,  and  for  an  addition  to  or  reduction  from 
the  lump  sum  price  of  $1,700,000  accordingly  as  the 
amount  of  work  and  material  to  be  supplied  increases  or 
diminishes.  If  for  any  reason  a  part  of  the  work  origin- 
ally specified  should  be  found  unnecesary  or  inadvisable, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  money  so  saved  would  be 
available  for  payments  under  the  unit  price  or  force 
account  items.  This  is  to  be  understood  as  not  in  any  way 
changing  the  opinion  heretofore  given  you  that  so  much 
of  the  bid  under  Item  1  as  may  be  needed  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  subway,  either  as  originally  specified  or  as 
altered  by  subsequent  modifications,  must  be  reserved  for 
that  use,  and  for  that  use  alone.

Confirmation  of  Part  of  City  Plan  No.  14^9 — Pastorius 

Park.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  letter  dated  June 
22d,  from  Cliester  E.  Albright,  Esq.,  inquiring  concern- 
ing the  extent  of  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  Pastorius  Circle.  In  reply, 
permit  me  to  say: 

The  ordinance  of  ISTovember  9,  1914,  authorized  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  to  revise  portion  of  City  Plan  Xo. 
149  within  which  the  proposed  circle  is  located.  At  the 
time  this  ordinance  was  approved,  the  City  had  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  the  land  in  question.  Since  then  another 
ordinance  was  passed  under  date  of  January  28,  1915, 
Section  4  of  which  provides: 

"That  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  acquiring 
possession  of  said  ground,  to  be  known  as  Pastorius 
Park,  the  same  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park, 
except  the  beds  of  Lincoln  avenue  and  Hartwell 
lane." 

By  this  section  of  the  ordinance,  the  City  divested  it- 
self of  the  right  to  open  thoroughfares  through  a  part  of 
the  land  over  which  Pastorius  Circle  appears  from  the 
plan  to  be  plotted,  and  vested  the  authority  to  do  so  in 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park. 

The  legal  effect  of  the  ordinance  of  N'ovember  9,  1914, 
is  therefore  so  modified  and  limited  by  the  ordinance  of 
January  28,  1915,  that  in  order  to  legally  establish  and 
maintain  a  thoroughfare  like  Pastorius  Circle,  to  wit,  one 
which  is  partly  within  and  partly  outside  of  the  Park,  it 
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will  be  necessary   for  the  Board   of  Surveyors   aud   the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmoimt  Park  to  agree. 
I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion : 

First.  That  the  Board  would  not  be  actin*::  within  its 
authority  as  conferred  by  the  ordinance  of  November  9, 
1914-,  modified  by  the  ordinance  of  January  2Sj  1915, 
in  tinally  confirming  the  revised  plan  unless  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmoimt  Park  withdrew  their  objections. 

Second.  That  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park  to  vacate  any  street  or  roa<l 
which  is  or  may  hereafter  be  opened  through  Pastorius 
Park  (except  Lincoln  avenue  aud  Ilartwcll  lane),  which 
are  expressly  excepted  in  the  ordinance.

Failure  of  Magistrate  MacFarlarvd  to  Mahe  Feturn   of 
Fees  Collected.

Dear  Sir: — Keferring  to  your  letter  of  the  2Sth  inst. 
with  respect  to  the  failure  of  Thomas  W.  MacFarland,  a 
magistrate,  to  permit  the  examination  and  auditing  of  his 
accounts,  books,  dockets,  etc.,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
under  the  Act  of  June  1,  1881,  P.  L.  3C,  which  governs 
the  subject,  he  is  in  default  within  the  meaning  of  that 
Act  and  is  therefore  subject  to  legal  proceedings.  I  note 
that  you  have  communicated  with  the  District  Attorney 
upon  the  subject,  and  have  no  doubt  that  prompt  steps 
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will  be  taken  by  that  official  with  respect  to  such  proceed- 
ings as  are  peculiarly  within  his  province. 

By  Act  of  February  5,  1875,  Section  7,  P.  L.  58,  a 
magistrate  is  required  to  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $3,000 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  proper  ap- 
plication of  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  as 
such  magistrate,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Prothonotary 
that  Mr.  MacParland  did  give  such  bond,  dated  Novem- 
ber 29,  1911,  with  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Company  of 
Maryland  as  surety.  A  suit  against  him  and  the  said 
surety  may  be  brought  if  it  be  clear  that  he  has  retained 
money  which  should  have  been  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury. This  Department,  upon  being  so  instructed,  will  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  enforce  the  City's  civil  claim,  and 
will  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  the  District  Attorney  in 
any  criminal  phase  of  the  matter  which,  in  his  judgment, 
may  appear  if  desired  to  do  so. 

I  note  that  your  auditors  ^'were  informed  by  him  that 
the  said  accounts,  books,  dockets,  etc.,  were  in  his  per- 
sonal custody  at  his  house."  In  view  of  this  it  might  be 
well,  before  taking  action,  to  make  a  further  effort  to  gain 
access  to  the  books,  etc.,  by  communicating  with  him,  or 
having  your  auditors  visit  him  at  his  residence.

Dear  Sir: — Your  Secretary  asks  that  I  advise  you 
with  reference  to  Select  Council  Ordinance  No.  96,  "to 
grant  permission  to  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Rail- 
road Company  (Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company) 
to  relocate  their  tracks  along  Oregon  avenue,  from  Broad 
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street  to  Delaware  avennc."  Tie  quotes  from  a  report 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  recommending  tlic 
proposed  chanoe  if  the  ordinance  will  not,  in  any  way,  af- 
fect the  agreement  for  the  improvement  of  South  Phila- 
delphia under  ordinance  of  Fel»ruary  14,  1914,  and  if  it 
is  in  proper  form,  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  parties  at 
whose  re(iucst  it  has  heen  ]iassed  hy  Councils,  and  mv 
opinion  is  asked  as  to  the  advisability  of  signing  the  ordi- 
nance. 

The  second  section  specifically  provides  that  the  ordi- 
nance shall  in  nowise  affect  the  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company.  I 
therefore  do  not  believe  that  the  contract  imder  that  ordi- 
nance would  be  affected  by  the  present  one.  "Whether  it 
is  ''in  proper  form  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  parties 
at  whose  request  it  has  been  passed  by  Councils"  I  am 
unable  to  say,  not  knowing  what  the  intent  or  who  the 
parties  w^ere  at  whose  request  it  was  passed.  It  does, 
however,  very  clearly  give  the  consent  of  the  City  to  the 
relocation  of  the  tracks  of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side 
Railroad  Company  from  their  present  position  to  the  cen- 
ter of  Oregon  avenue,  and  if  such  is  the  intent,  it  is  pro])- 
erly  expressed. 

As  to  the  advisability  of  signing  the  ordinance.  T  would 
say  that  in  December,  1915,  an  exactly  similar  ordinance 
was  passed  by  Councils,  but  was  vetoed  by  the  then  ^Mayor 
at  the  advice  of  my  predecessor,  because  in  his  judgment 
it  suggested  "a  grave  question  as  to  whether  the  authori- 
zation of  the  relocation  of  the  tracks  under  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance  might  not  affect  the  removal  of  the  tracks 
under  the  ordinance  of  1914" — he  further  expressing  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  well  that  the  ordinance  should  not 
be  approved  until  it  had  been  corrected  so  as  to  harmonize 
with  such  previous  agreement,  saying  that  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  agree  with  him  in  this  view. 

I  think  the  objections  of  the  former  ^layor  and  City 
Solicitor  mav  be  met  bv  recommitting  the  present  ordi- 
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nance  with  the  suggestion  that  Section  2  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Sect.  2.  Such  relocation  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  provided  that  this  ordinance 
shall  in  nowise  afltect  the  contract  made  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East 
Side  Railroad  Company^  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  and  others,  dated  March  23,  1914, 
under  the  ordinance  approved  February  14,  1914, 
and  provided  further,  that  the  said  railroad  com- 
panies shall  first  execute  an  agreement  with  the  City 
stipulating  that  said  contract  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect,  and  shall  not  be  in  any  way  abridged 
or  interfered  with  by  the  said  relocation  or  the  per- 
mission hereby  granted." 

With  this  change  there  can  remain  no  possible  doubt 
that  the  agreement  of  1914  will  not  be  prejudiced  or  af- 
fected.

Dear  ]\[k.  Griffith  : — With  reference  to  your  inquiry 
i-elative  to  the  case  of  Robert  McCarron  as  to  the  proper 
action  of  the  Commission  in  this  and  similar  cases,  it  ap- 
pears that  McCarron  was  tried  by  a  Police  Court  in  Janu- 
ary, 1905,  on  the  charge  of  intoxication  while  on  duty, 
found  guilty  and  recommended  for  dismissal,  which 
recommendation  was  approved,  and  he  was  accordingly  dis- 
charged from  his  position  as  a  policeman. 

On  January  28,  1916,  Mr.  McCarron  made  application 
for  a  reopening  of  his  case  and  a  new  trial,  which  was 
accordingly  granted,  and  as  a  result  thereof  his  reinstate- 
ment was  recommended  by  the  Trial  Court,  the  recom- 
mendation approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  and  the  Mayor,  and  the  necessary  card 
sent  to  your  Board  for  appropriate  action  looking  to  his 
reinstatement  in  the  service  as  a  policeman. 
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I  do  not  think  the  fact  that  the  first  trial  took  place 
before  the  passage  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  1906  has 
any  bearing  upon  your  inquiry. 

In  the  case  of  Gallagher  vs.  Blankenburg,  248  Pa.  394, 
it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  dismissal 
of  policemen  and  firemen  by  the  Court  of  Trial  provided 
for  by  the  Bullitt  Bill  might  be  reopened  and  new  trial 
granted  upon  petition  of  the  person  affected,  and  he  be 
reinstated  in  accordance  with  the  approved  recommenda- 
tion of  the  second  Trial  Board.  That  case  further  held 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to 
honor  the  requisition  of  the  proper  officials  for  the  rein- 
statement of  a  police  officer  in  such  circumstances  where 
the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  concur  in 
the  recommendation,  and  that  "the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion has  no  authority  to  review  the  findings  of  such  Trial 
Court  nor  can  it  capriciously  or  arbitrarily  disregard 
them."  In  the  Gallagher  case  no  limitation  of  time  was 
placed  upon  the  right  of  a  second  Trial  Court  to  review  and 
reverse  the  findings  of  its  predecessor,  and  this  decision, 
in  the  absence  of  any  such  limitation,  would  seem  to  im- 
pose the  duty  upon  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  recog- 
nizing and  carrying  into  effect  such  a  reinstatement,  even 
in  circumstances  like  the  present  ones,  wherein  the  lapse 
of  eleven  years  or  more  between  the  two  trials,  coupled 
with  the  flimsy  character  of  the  testimony  at  the  second 
trial,  presents  features  of  a  most  unusual  character.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  lOtli  inst.  you  inquire 
whether  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department  is  a 
proper  person  to  be  appointed  on  the  Police  Courts  of 
Trial  provided  for  by  Act  of  June  1,  1885. 

Under  that  Act  it  is  required  that  the  Court  "shall  be 
composed  of  persons  belono;ino-  to  the  Police  or  Fire  Force 
equal  or  superior  in  official  position  therein  to  the  accused." 
This,  I  think,  means  that  when  a  policeman  is  to  be  tried 
the  members  of  the  Court  must  be  composed  of  those 
holding  office  in  the  Police  Force  of  equal  or  superior  rank 
to  the  person  on  trial ;  and  in  the  sense  in  which  the  terms 
are  used  in  the  statute,  I  do  not  believe  the  Assistant 
Director  is  a  member  of  the  Police  Force. 

His  functions,  jis  his  title  indicates,  are  to  assist  the 
Director  in  the  general  duties  of  the  latter's  office,  and 
he  is  not  a  member  of  the  "Force"  or  even  of  any  of  the 
several  I)uroaus  which  collectively  compose  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety.  That  Department  is  in  control  of  many 
other  municipal  affairs  than  those  pertaining  to  the  Police 
and  Fire  Forces,  as  wall  be  seen  from  the  following  ex- 
cerpt from  Article  3  of  the  Act  of  1885  (as  amended  by 
Act  of  April  8,  1903,  P.  L.  155) : 

"The  care,  management,  administration  and  su- 
pervision of  the  police  affairs,  and  all  matters  relating 
to  the  Fire  and  Police  Force,  fire  alarm,  telegraph, 
erection  of  fire  escapes,  and  the  inspection  of  build- 
ings and  boilers,  markets  and  food  sold  therein,  and 
the  House  of  Correction,  shall  be  in  charge  of  this 
Department." 
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It  seems  to  me  clear  that  tlie  Assistant  Director  is  not 
a  member  either  of  the  Police  or  Fire  Force  within  the 
significance  of  those  words  as  used  in  the  Act,  and  there- 
fore that  he  is  not  eligible  to  sit  in  the  Courts  of  Trial  of 
accused  members  of  either  of  these  two  branches  of  the 
service.

Dear  Sir  : — Tn  a  letter  forwarded  to  me  on  the  19th 
inst.  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  he  in- 
quires with  reference  to  the  improvement  of  the  County 
line,  between  Cemetery  road  and  Bustleton  pike,  which  is 
the  dividing  line  between  Philadelphia  and  Southampton 
Township,  Bucks  County. 

It  appears  that  Philadelphia  has  long  desired  to  im- 
prove this  road  and  is  willing  to  pay  its  share  of  the  cost, 
the  total  of  which  is  estimated  at  $15,000,  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  has  endeavored  to  induce  the 
township  officials  to  contribute  its  share  thereof.  In  this 
he  has  not  succeeded,  those  officials  declining  to  improve 
the  road  at  joint  expense.  He  therefore  asks  ''whether 
this  improvement  can  be  made  by  the  City,  and  that  por- 
tion of  the  cost  which  should  be  properly  borne  by  the  ad- 
joining township  placed  in  your  (this  Department's) 
hands  for  collection." 

I  fear  that  the  township's  share  cannot  be  collected  in 
this  way.  An  Act  of  May  20,  1913  (P.  L.  267),  does 
12 
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provide  for  the  sharing  of  the  expense  of  iniprovinir  such 
roads,  but  it  is  limited  to  municipalities  in  the  same 
county,  and  also  provides  for  a  contract  between  the  two 
before  the  work  can  be  done.  This  eliminates  the  compul- 
sory feature  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  has  in  view. 
I  would  suggest  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture an  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  statute 
which  will  meet  this  and  similar  cases.

Dear  Sir: — Answering  your  letter  of  July  11,  191G, 
requesting  advice  "as  to  the  next  step  necessary  to  enforce 
the  decree  of  the  Court  in  reference  to  the  piggery  ques- 
tion," permit  me  to  say  that  under  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  January  29,  1818,  Pamphlet  Laws  38,  Section  27.  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  "to  cause  all 
offensive  or  putrid  substances  and  nuisances  w^hich  may 
have  a  tendency,  in  their  opinion,  to  endanger  the  life  of 
the  citizens,  to  be  removed  from  the  lanes,  alleys,  high- 
ways, wharves,  docks  or  any  other  part  or  parts  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  under  an  amendment  to  that 
Act,  namely.  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  April  5,  1840. 
Pamphlet  Laws  346,  the  Board  of  Health  is  given  full 
power  and  authority  to  remove  the  cause  of  all  nuisances 
that  exist  now  or  may  hereafter  be  created  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as  the  existing  laws 
now  authorize  them  to  remove  all  nuisances,  and  in  the 
same  statute  special  and  express  authority  is  given  in  the 
case  of  any  nuisance  which  they  should  find  to  exist  "by 
reason  of  the  keeping  of  hogs  or  other  animals.     And 
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further,  it  is  provided  that  in  addition  to  their  power  of 
destroying  the  pens  or  other  enclosures  containing  such 
animals,  or  of  otherwise  abating  or  removing  such  nuis- 
ances, to  seize  such  animals  and  deliver  them  over  as  for- 
feited to  the  Guardians  for  the  Relief  and  Employment  of 
the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Therefore,  under  this  express  authority,  given  by  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to 
remove  or  destroy  the  pigpens  and  seize  the  pigs  and 
deliver  them  over  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor.

You  are  advised  that,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion 
rendered  by  this  Department  on  June  30,  1916,  if  for 
any  reason  a  part  of  the  work  originally  specified  should 
not  be  found  necessary  or  advisable,  the  money  so  saved 
would  be  available  for  estimates  under  the  Unit  Price  or 
Force  Account  items. 
.     Clause  41   of  the  Specifications  particularly  provides 
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for  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  contract,  and  Clause  19 
givea  the  Director  the  right  to  make  such  changes  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Director.  Therefore,  \^m  are  advised 
that  you  can,  if  you  believe  the  same  to  be  proper,  ar^cept 
the  contractor's  letter  of  July  2-t,  15>1G,  wherein  Item  1 
is  changed  from  $1,700,000  to  $1,130,000,  and  the  differ- 
ence between  these  two  amounts  to  be  applied  to  the  Unit 
Items  and  the  Force  Account  of  the  contract  as  therein 
particularly  specified. 

Jn  making  such  a  change  the  amount  of  the  reduction 
should  be  based  on  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  the 
diminished  work  and  material  to  be  fiTrnished,  as  provideil 
by  Clause  19.    This  I  assume  to  have  been  done.

Twining,  Director  of  the  Department  of  City  Transit, 
which  letter  bears  date  July  28,  1916,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed  and  made  a  part  hereof.  You  will  notice 
by  this  letter  that  the  Director  asks  advice  of  this  Depart- 
ment as  to  whether  or  not  the  method  as  followed  out  by 
him  is  legal  and  proper,  so  that  he  could  give  the  con- 
tractor an  acceptance  of  a  letter  bearing  date  July  24, 
1916.  : 
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This  Department,  under  date  of  June  30,  1916,  in 
response  to  a  letter  from  the  Director  of  Transit,  informed 
the  Transit  Department  that  the  savings  from  Item  1, 
representing  the  lump  snm  price  of  $1,700,000,  could  be 
applied  to  the  Unit  Items  and  Force  Account  of  the  above 
contract,  if  it  was  found  unnecessarv  or  inadvisa^  le  to  do 
all  the  work  contemplated  under  the  terms  of  the  original 
contract.  This  Department  has  advised  the  Transit  De- 
partment that  the  lump  item  could  not  be  diverted  from 
its  original  purpos^js  unless  it  was  necessary  or  advisable, 
by  reason  of  the  conditions  underneath  City  Hall,  to  adopt 
a  shortening  process  of  the  line  as  indicated  by  the  letter 
of  the  Director  of  Transit  bearing  date  July  28,  1916. 

You  are  therefore  advised  that  in  accordance  with  the 
agreement  as  made  between  the  Director  and  the  con- 
tractor in  this  matter,  the  figures  as  originally  specified 
in  the  lump  sum  bid,  viz. :  $1,700,000  may  be  changed  to

247,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expense  of 
paving  certain  streets  and  for  parking." 
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The  ordinance  in  question  radically  chano'cs  the  assess- 
ment of  adjoinini;-  property  owners  for  the  cost  of  paving 
certain  kinds  of  streets.  Councils  have  the  power  to 
order  streets  paved  and  to  pay  therefor  out  of  the  City 
Treasury,  but  when  it  comes  to  assessing  the  w^hole  or 
any  part  of  this  charge  upon  adjoining  property  owners 
it  can  only  do  so  in  the  express  manner  provided  by 
statute.  Any  departure  therefrom  invalidates  the  whole 
assessment,  even  if  the  change  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
property  owner. 

Xo  existing  statutes  give  Councils  power  to  assess  ad- 
joining property  as  provided  in  this  ordinance.  The  law 
relating  to  assessments  for  street  paving  as  provided  by 
this  ordinance  was  more  fully  discussed  in  a  recent  opinion 
I  sent  to  George  E.  Datesman,  Director  of  Public  Woiks, 
on  June  19,  1916,  a  copy  whereof  is  enclosed. 

For  the  reasons  therein  more  fully  set  forth  T  would 
again  recommend  that  this  whole  (|uestion  should  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislature  and  iliat  the  City  should  take  no 
action  that  might  jeopardi/^e  its  assessment  bills  until 
after  the  passage  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  giving 
Councils  express  power  to  change  its  present  methods  of 
assessing  fol'  such  improvements.

Dkak  Sir: — In  a  letter  of  August  Hth,  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highwavs  it  is  stated  that  the  Philadel- 
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pliia  Paving  Company  execnted  a  contract  to  repave 
Eleventh  street,  from  Market  to  Arcli,  with  wood  bh:)ck, 
such  contract  being  dated  August  11,  1915,  and  contain- 
ing a  clause  to  the  effect  that  ^'the  contractor  shall  not  be 
held  liable  for  obligations  imposed  by  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  any  contract,  if,  for  any  reason  for  which  he  is 
not  responsible,  the  work  cannot  be  commenced  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the  contract." 
It  is  further  stated  that  notice  to  begin  the  work  was  sent 
to  the  contractor  on  October  11,  1915,  a  few  days  after 
which  it  advised  the  City  that  it  would  be  unable  to  secure 
wood  block  in  time  to  finish  the  contract  before  winter  set 
in ;  and  thereupon  the  notice  to  proceed  was  recalled.  On 
April  3,  1916,  a  second  notice  to  proceed  was  sent  to  the 
contractor,  which  now  seeks  to  take  advantage  of  the  clause 
of  the  specifications  above  cited. 

The  first  notice,  having  been  sent  before  the  expiration 
of  six  months  from  the  signing  of  the  contract,  and  the 
second  after  six  months  therefrom,  inquiry  is  made 
whether  the  position  taken  by  the  contractor  is  tenable. 

If  the  notice  was  recalled  at  the  request  of  the  contractor 
because  it  was  unable  to  obtain  the  requisite  material  to 
proceed  with  the  work,  it  would  seem  that  this  is  not  a 
"reason  for  which  he  is  not  responsible,"  and  that  it  can- 
not justify  a  refusal  to  perform  its  contract  on  that 
ground.  Much  depends,  however,  upon  the  precise  lan- 
guage of  the  letter  from  the  contractor  to  the  City  and 
the  answer  thereto,  if  any  was  made,  other  than  simply  to 
recall  the  notice^  Before  arriving  at  a  definite  conclusion, 
therefore,  I  would  be  glad  to  have  such  correspondence 
or  a  copy  of  it.

Dear  Sir:- — You  inquire  whether  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved July  20,  1916,  to  authorize  the  construction  and 
improvement  of  certain  sulnvays,  etc.,  is  sufficient  au- 
thority to  enter  into  a  contract,  to  be  approved  by  the 
]\rayor  and  City  Solicitor,  for  the  employment  of  con- 
sulting  eniiineers  in  connection  with  the  subway  woi-k, 
and  whether  such  services  can  be  paid  for  out  of  loan 
funds  or  whether  "a  specific  ordinance  is  required  for 
such  services."  The  ordinance  referred  to  authorizes  the 
appointment  "of  such  experts,  assistants,  draftsmen,  in- 
spectors, eno'ineers,  clerks,  accountants  and  laborers  as 
may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries, 
wages,  borings,  inspection,  tests,  transportation  and  inci- 
dental expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for,  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  cost  of  the  said  work." 

This  ordinance  seems  to  me  sufficiently  specific  for  the 
purpose  and,  in  fact,  as  specific  as  it  could  well  be  made ; 
aiid  in  my  opinion  it  sufficiently  authorizes  the  employ- 
ment of  consulting-  engineers  in  connection  with  the  work 
and  their  payment  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  cost 
thereof.  If  such  appropriation  has  been  made,  it  is  im- 
material whether  it  is  from  loan  funds  or  otherwise.

Dear  Sir  : — You  write  me  in  reference  to  a  proposed 
agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  reference  to  switches  from  the  relocated  tracks 
of  these  companies  on  Delaware  avenne  to  the  new  Mc- 
Kean street  wharf  of  the  City.  It  appears  that  the  City, 
having  made  application  for  such  switches,  the  railroad 
companies  have  tendered  an  agreement  under  which  a  part 
of  the  switch  is  to  be  built  at  the  expense  and  to  be  owned 
and  maintained  by  the  companies,  and  a  part  thereof  to  be 
built  at  the  cost  of  and  owned  and  maintained  by  the  City, 
and  you  ask  as  to  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  sucli 
part  of  the  cost. 

In  reference  to  the  matter  you  call  attention  to  so  much 
of  the  agreement  for  the  improvement  of  South  Philadel- 
phia of  March  23,  1914,  Sectifiu  5,  as  provides  that: 

^'Connections  and  sidings  into  present  and  future 
industries,  business  establishments,  warehouses  and 
piers  may  be  made  from  the  relocated,  reconstrncted 
and  elevated  lines  of  railroads  herein  provided  for 
when  the  same  are  requested  by  the  owners  of  said 
industries,  business  establishments,  warehouses  and 
piers  located  along  the  line  of  said  railroads,  but  no 
part  of  such  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the 
City." 

In  my  judgment  this  does  not  mean  that  the  City  is  to 
be  exempt  from  payment  of  the  cost  of  building  switches 
to  piers  owned  by  it,  but  rather  as  between  the  railroads 
and  other  private  owners  the  City  is  to  be  free  from  ex- 
pense for  switches.

Yon  sav  that  you  are  informed  tliat  when  railroad  track 
connections  were  made  for  other  mnnieipal  piers  on  Dela- 
ware avenue,  the  companies  hore  the  euHre  expense  of 
laving-  the  rails  from  their  runnino;  tracks  to  the  entrance 
of  the  pier.  I  do  not  know  why,  if  such  is  the  case,  a 
distinction  should  be  made  with  respect  to  the  ^fcKoan 
street  pier,  and  before  reaching-  a  final  conclusion  this 
question  should  be  cleared  up^  as  well  as  that  arising  out 
of  the  distinction  between  that  part  of  the  present  pro- 
posed switches  which  the  companies  are  willing  to  agree 
to  build  at  their  own  expense  and  that  part  of  which  they 
ask  the  City  to  assume  the  cost  of  construction  and  main- 
tenance. 

Will  you  kindly  ascertain  the  facts  on  these  two  points 
and  let  me  hear  from  you  further.  In  the  meantime  I  re- 
frain from  returning  the  form  of  agreement  and  blue- 
print kindly  submitted  to  me. 

Am  I  correct  in  assuming  that  the  actual  practice  in 
laying  the  main  tracks  along  Delaware  avenue  has  been 
to  do  so  as  a  part  of  the  South  Philadelphia  Improvement 
enterprise,  to  be  paid  for  at  joint  cost,  or  has  this  been 
done  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  companies  alone?

At  the  time  the  oTound  was 
owned  by  the  City  on  the  Parkway  between  Twenty-first 
and  Twenty-second,  north  of  Callowhill  street.  On  the 
29th  day  of  July,  1916,  an  ordiiwiuee  was  passed  to  place 
The  Boulevard  under  the  care  and  management  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  without  interfering, 
however,  with  the  authority  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  keep  and  maintain  the  street  improvements,  or 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  keep  and  main- 
tain the  electric  lighting  thereof. 

You  will,  therefore,  notice  that  at  the  time  the  contract

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  the  communication  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  referring  to  the  above  matter,  in 
my  judgTnent  the  street  in  question  is  a  legally  opened 
highway  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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This  street  appears  to  have  been  dedicated  l)y  implica- 
tion some  time  prior  to  ls()4,  and  from  that  time  since  tlie 
land  over  which  it  is  laid  out  has  been  nsed  hv  the  public. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  located  in  a  suburban  section 
of  the  City  before  1003,  the  street  markings  were  not 
clearly  defined,  but  since  190.'5,  when  the  present  street 
lines  were  detinitely  locat(^d,  it  has  been  used  as  a  hiiih- 
way.  This  use  by  the  public  of  the  street  for  the  purposes 
of  a  highway,  from  190.3  to  1910,  a  period  of  13  vears, 
is,  according  to  the  weight  of  authority,  of  sufficient  dura- 
tion to  indicate  an  acceptance  by  the  public.  ^ 

As  to  acts  of  the  municipality  from  which  may  be  in- 
ferred an  intention  to  accept  the  dedication,  it  may  be 
stated  that  the  City  has  assessed  no  taxes  against  the  land 
lying  in  the  bed  of  the  street  for  at  least  40  years;  has 
paved  some  portions  of  the  street;  erected  lamp-posts 
therein ;  inspected  the  installation  of  a  private  sewer, 
and  accorded  police  prottH'tion  to  the  entire  locality,  in- 
cluding the  street  in  question. 

Entirely  aside  from  the  cjuestion  of  public  user,  a"ts 
of  this  nature  on  the  part  of  a  nnmicipality  amount  to  an 
acceptance.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  Wm.  H.  Connell, 
dated  August  1,  1916,  inquiring  whether  or  not  you  have 
a  right  to  compel  the  removal  of  certain  fences,  and  in 
which  it  is  stated  that  a  part  of  the  property  condemned 
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by  ordinance  of  July  27,  1911,  and  now  nnder  tlie  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Recreation,  and  also  a  portion  of 
the  bed  of  Blair  street,  is  fenced  in  by  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  on  Frankford  avenue;  and  further,  that 
''there  is  a  record  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  show- 
ing that  the  report  of  the  jury  to  assess  the  damages  for 
the  opening  of  Leib  (which  is  now  Blair)  street,  from 
Harrison  (now  Palmer)  street  to  Montgomery  street,  was 
confirmed  K'ovember  9,  1868." 

The  title  to  the  land  in  question  appears  from  the  fore- 
going to  be  legally  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
The  City's  right  does  not  appear  to  have  ever  been  di- 
vested by  the  vacation  of  the  street,  and  it  cannot  be  di- 
vested by  mere  adverse  possession. 

It  has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
Snively  vs.  The  Borough,  218  Pa.  249,  that  no  person 
can  make  permanent  private  use  of  a  public  highway, 
except  subject  to  the  right  of  the  municipality  to  dis- 
continue the  private  use  when  deemed  expedient  or  neces- 
sary in  order  to  promote  the  public  use  of  the  highway. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  you  have  a  right,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  property  has  been  fenced 
in  for  a  number  of  years,  to  now  compel  the  removal  of 
the  fences.

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  your  further  inquiry 
iu  regard  to  permitting  the  annulment  of  the  contract 
to  repave  Eleventh  street,  from  Market  to  Arch  street, 
it  appears  that  the  contractor  desires  such  annulment, 
and  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  lie  has  a  right  thereto — 

''If,  for  any  reason  for  which  he  is  not  responsible, 
the  work  cannot  be  commenced  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the  contract." 

The  work  was  ordered  to  be  done  within  six  months, 
but  at  so  late  a  time  in  the  year  that  the  contractor  claimed 
to  1)0  unal)le  to  assemble  his  material  before  the  cold 
weather  should  set  in,  making  the  work  of  laying  the 
pavement  impracticable  because  of  the  probable  frosty 
condition  of  the  street.  Thereupon,  at  his  request,  the 
notice  to  begin  work  was  withdrawTi  and  not  given  to 
him  again  until  April  of  this  year,  which  was  beyond 
the  six  months'  period  in  question.  He  then  claimed  the 
right  to  have  the  contract  annulled,  and  you  seek  advice 
whether  this  should  be  done  and  a  new  contract  adver- 
tised. 

The  Department  had  from  August  11,  1915,  when  the 
contract  was  signed,  in  which  to  order  the  work  to  be 
done.  It  did  not  give  this  order,  however,  until  October 
1  1th,  and  a  question  of  fact  arises  whether  this  delay  was 
not  a  reasonable  ground,  beyond  the  control  of  the  con- 
tractor, for  his  inability  to  proceed  before  the  setting  in 
of  cold  weather.  The  Department  appeared  to  acquiesce 
in  his  contention  that  it  was  so,  and  while  there  may  be 
some  doubt  as  to  whether  this  is  a  reason  beyond  his  con- 
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trol,  I  would  suggest  that  the  City  avoid  a  controversy 
upon  this  subject  and  consent  to  the  annulment  of  the  old 
contract,  entering  into  a  new  one  in  the  regular  way  for 
the  doing  of  the  work.

Dear  Sir: — Answering  your  inquiry  as  to  the  effect 
of  ordinance  of  Select  Council  (Appendix  No.  20),  which 
specifies  four  financial  institutions  as  the  active  deposi- 
tories of  the  City's  moneys,  and  ordinance  of  Select  Coun- 
cil (Appendix  No.  21),  which  continues  the  former  prac- 
tice of  leaving  such  active  depositories  to  be  selected  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  and  confirmiation 
of  Councils,  I  find  that  the  latter  ordinance  was  approved 
July  27,  1916 ;  the  former  one — that  is,  the  proposed 
ordinance,  which  specifies  the  particular  banks  and  trust 
companies  for  the  purpose — has  not  as  yet  been  signed. 
Should  it  not  be  signed,  but  returned  to  Councils  with  the 
Mayor's  veto,  it  would,  of  course,  have  no  force  or  effect 
whatever  unless  passed  over  such  veto,  and  the  law  would 
remain  as  it  now  is,  to  wit : 

That  the  City  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  Coun- 
cils, shall  select  the  City's  active  depositories. 

On  the  other  hand,  should  the  ordinance  (Appendix 
No.  20)  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  or  take  effect  without 
his  signature  by  non-return  to  Councils,  it  would  be  of 
later  date  than  Appendix  No.  21,  and  would  supersede 
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the  latter  ordinance.  In  that  event  the  institutions  named 
in  Xo.  20  would  become  the  active  depositories  of  the 
City.

Dear  Sik: — Lender  date  of  September  1st  you  for- 
warded me  a  communication  to  yourself  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  with  reference  to  certain 
apparatus  made  by  James  Boyd  &  Brother,  Incorporated, 
and  delivered  to  your  Department  under  proposals,  speci- 
fication and  contract  of  ^lay  24,  1915,  consisting  of  two 
Sa-foot  aerial  trucks,  one  7.")-foot  and  one  Go-foot  aerial 
trucks,  and  one  750-gallon  pumper.  As  to  this  you  ask  to 
be  advised  whether  "the  apparatus  can  be  refused  or  if  it 
will  be  necessary  to  conduct  another  test." 

From  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Fire,  it  appears  that  three  tests  have  already  been  given 
to  the  apparatus  in  question,  and  the  manufacturer  now 
asks  for  an  opportunity  to  make  a  further  test  thereof. 
The  results  of  the  test  are  described  in  said  report  as 
follows : 

"On  the  first  tost,  the  vibration  during  the  time 
of  the  pumping  was  so  excessive  that  during  one  of 
the  periods  of  twenty  minutes,  two  50-foot  lengths  of 
hose  were  worn  through,  being  l)rand  new  hose,  and 
the  street  was  not  overly  rough.  We  have  tested 
other  apparatus  in  the  same  location  and  never  had 
this  trouble. 
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^'On  the  second  test,  the  motor  overheated  and  the 
water  circulation  was  insufficient,  so  much  so  that 
James  Boyd  &  Brother's  representatives  requested 
the  calling-  off  of  anv  further  action  in  the  test  after 
2  hours  and  20  minutes  work. 

"On  the  third  test,  within  about  20  minutes  of  the 
expiration  of  the  trial  time,  there  developed  some  un- 
known trouble  in  the  transmission. 

"The  first  test  was  on  May  3d,  The  second  on 
June  17th,  and  the  third  on  July  21:th." 

The  contract  between  the  City  and  Boyd  &  Brother 
provides  for  the  furnishine;  of  the  fire  apparatus,  which 
is  the  subject  thereof,  "subject  to  the  inspection  and  ap- 
proval of  the  said  Director"  (of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety).  It  is  further  agreed  therein  that  in  case  any  of 
the  said  trucks,  wagons  and  tractors  shall  be  rejected  by 
you  as  unsuitable  or  unfit  they  shall  be  at  once  removed 
by  the  contractor  and  "other  trucks,  wagons  and  tractors 
of  proper  quality  and  fully  up  to  the  requirements  of  this 
contract  furnished  in  place  thereof,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  Director,"  at  the  cost  of  the  manufacturer.  I  do  not 
find  in  the  contract,  proposal  or  specifications  any  specific 
requirement  as  to  tests  or  the  number  thereof. 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  left  open  to  you  in  good 
faith  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  them,  after  such  inspec- 
tion or  tests  as  may  satisfy  you  that  they  do  or  do  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  contract,  and  to  act  accord- 
ingly in  their  acceptance  or  rejection.  If,  after  such 
tests  as  may  be  deemed  adequate  for  that  purpose,  the 
apparatus,  or  any  part  thereof,  does  not  meet  with  your 
approval,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  contractor  to  remove  it  and 
furnish  others  which  will  be  "to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
Director,"  and  in  passing  upon  the  question  it  is  for  you 
to  determine  whether  a  further  test  or  tests  shall  be  con- 
ducted.

Dear  Sir: — \\\th  reference  to  the  contract  of  Clond, 
Stiles  &  Work,  for  construction  of  Lnlkbead  in  Schnyl- 
kill  river,  it  has  been  the  practice  heretofore  to  draw  war- 
rants for  work  actnally  done  l)y  the  Surety  Company  in 
its  favor,  leavinjs:  the  compensation  for  work  done  before 
the  annulment  of  the  contract  by  the  principal  to  be  ad- 
justed as  between  the  representative  of  the  contractor  and 
his  surety,  and  T  see  no  reason  why  that  course  should  not 
be  followed  in  the  present  instance,  unless  some  amicable 
arrano-ement  can  be  reached  between  the  representative 
of  Cloud,  Stiles  &  Work  and  the  ^laryland  Casualty 
Company. 

I  understand  that  Kingston  ^Monto'oraery,  Esq.,  of  Ches- 
ter, Pennsylvania,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Court  the 
Receiver  for  the  insolvent  firm,  and  that  there  will  be  x 
meeting;  of  creditors  to-morrow  to  elect  a  Trustee.  Maur- 
ice W.  Sloan,  Esq.,  is  the  attorney  for  the  Maryland 
Casualty  Company,  and  it  may  be  that  a  joint  arrange- 
ment  can  be  reached  by  which  all  question  or  difticulty 
will  be  avoided.

Constitutional   Amendment   in  re    Computation   of   City 

Debt,  etc.

Deae  Sik: — In  your  letter  of  September  1st  you  refer: 
(1)  To  a  proposed  Constitutional  amendment  introduced 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  with  reference  to  the 
computation  of  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with 
particular  relation  to  the  earnings  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  ' 
and  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  borrowing  capacity 
of  the  City  by  charging  off  from  the  City  debt  the  amount 
borrowed  for  the  construction  of  the  water  works."  (2) 
You  also  ask  with  respect  to  the  advisability  and  method 
of  making  ^a  charge  of  water  rent  for  the  water  furnished 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for  use  in  the  schools, 
and  as  to  keeping  a  record  of  such  services  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  to  be  employed  ''in  case  questions 
should  be  raised  as  to  the  ability  of  that  Bureau  (of 
Water)  to  earn  sufficient  to  take  advantage  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitutional  amendment  above  mentioned, 
which  would  permit  of  the  City  charging  off  from  the 
debt  the  $30,000,000  heretofore  borrowed  for  water  works 
purposes." 

In  reference  to  the  first  subject  of  inquiry,  there  was 
proposed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature^  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  which  in  part  provides  as  fol- 
lows : 

''In  ascertaining  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  any  time,  there  shall  be 
excluded  from  the  calculation  and  deducted  from 
such  debt  so  much  of  the  debt  of  said  City  as  shall 
have  been  incurred,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  invested 
in  any  public  improvements  of  any  character  which 
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shall  he  yieldinc;  to  the  said  City  an  annual  current 
net  revenue.  The  amount  of  such  deduction  shall  he 
ascertained  h_v  capitalizing  the  annual  net  revenue 
from  such  improvements  (lurinc;  the  year  imme- 
diately precedina'  the  time  of  such  ascertainment;  and 
such  capitalization  shall  he  estimated  hy  ascertaining 
the  principal  amount  which  would  yield  such  annual, 
current  net  revenue,  at  the  average  rate  of  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charges  payahle  upon  the  indehted- 
ness  incurred  by  saiil  City  for  such  purposes  up  to  the 
time  of  such  ascertainment.  The  method  of  deter- 
mining such  amount,  so  to  be  deducted,  may  be  pre- 
sci'ibcd  l)y  the  General  Assembly." 

As  you  are  aware,  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution requires  the  affirmative  action  of  two  successive 
Legislatures  and  must  be  thereafter  ratified  by  a  vote  of 
the  people.  Should  the  proposition  in  question  become  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  by  such  procedure,  the  capitalized 
net  earnings  of  the  Water  Bureau  may  be  deducted  from 
the  computation  of  the  'City  del)t  in  the  manner  so  pro- 
vided;  but  this  privilege  will  necessarily  arise  sometime  in 
the  future. 

With  respect  to  your  second  inquiry,  the  views  of  this 
Department  have  already  been  sufficiently  indicated  in  a 
letter  to  you  of  May  9th  of  this  year  upon  the  same  sub- 
ject. I  enclose  a  copy  thereof,  and  I  may  add  that,  in 
view  of  the  langniage  of  the  proposed  Constitutional  amend- 
ment, should  it  be  finally  adopted,  the  result  of  makinir 
water-rent  charges  against  the  Board  of  Education  for 
school  uses  would  be  only  to  modify  to  that  extent  the 
amount  of  the  deduction  from  the  estimated  debt  as  com- 
puted in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  prospective 
Constitutional  provision.

Purchase  of  Motorcycles  Without  Advertising  for  Bids. 

Me.  James  Robinson, 

Superintendent  of  Police, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.  you  ask 
with  reference  to  the  purch|ise  of  certain  '^Indian"  motor- 
cycles, whether  since  that  particular  cycle  has  been  in  use 
in  your  Bureau  for  many  years  and  is  the  only  one  which 
answers  your  requirements,  and  since  you  have  the  parts 
of  the  machine  which  facilitate  repairs,  your  Bureau  has 
authority  to  desi£::nate  this  particular  motorcycle  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  makes  of  machines,  and  if  so,  whether 
they  may  be  purchased  of  the  manufacturer  without  ad- 
vertising for  proposals. 

If  this  particular  m^a chine  alone'  is  wanted,  you  have 
the  authority  to  designate  it ;  and  if,  as  appears  from  your 
letter,  it  is  covered  by  patents  and  can  be  bought  in  the 
desired  numbers  only  from  the  manufacturer,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  advertise  for  proposals.  On  the  other  hand, 
even  if  patented,  if  it  is  in  the  market  and  can  be  obtained 
by  open  competition  from  various  persons  or  concerns, 
the  law  requires  that  there  shall  be  due  advertising  and 
bids  before  the  contract  is  awarded. 

You  ask  also  whether  there  must  be  a  contract  executed 
since  the  article  is  patented  and  the  manufacturer  would 
be  required  to  make  affidavit  that  the  price  is  the  lowest 
at  which  they  are  sold  to  any  one  in  the  open  market. 

The  law  is  invariable  in  requiring  that  all  articles  sup- 
plied the  municipality  must  be  the  subject  of  a  written 
and  properly  executed  contract,  and  this  legal  requirement 
is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  bids  are  not  to  be  asked 
for.  I  therefore  advise  you  that  there  must  be  a  written 
contract  for  the  machines. 

It  appears  further  from  your  letter  that  the  manufac- 
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lurer  i.<  willing  to  make  an  allowance  for  certain  old 
Fndian  motorcycles  now  in  nso  in  your  Bureau  which  it  is 
desired  to  return,  and  you  ask  whether  these  may  be  re- 
turned without  a  resolution  of  Councils  authorizinf]^  this 
to  he  done,  and  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  manufac- 
turer of  the  new  cycles,  without  obtaining  other  bids  for 
an  allowance  for  the  old  ones. 

IJy  ordinance  of  Councils  it  is  provided  that  all  old 
materials  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  City  must  be  made  the 
subject  of  bids  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  ;  nevertheless, 
in  a  transaction  of  this  peculiar  character,  I  think  that  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  may  not  necessarily  apply,  and  that 
in  the  contract  to  be  executed  with  the  manufacturer  a 
stipulation  may  be  included  making  an  allowance  of  a 
fixed  sum  for  the  disused  machines. 

In  awarding  a  contract  without  bids  the  affidavit  to  be 
furnished  l)y  the  numufacturer  should  show  not  only  that 
the  particular  motorcycle  is  patented  and  that  the  price 
paid  by  the  City  is  the  lowest  at  which  they  are  sold,  but 
should  further  •contain  a  statement  that  the  manufacturer 
is  in  sole  control  of  the  article.

Dkak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  i;>ih  with  correspond- 
ence attached  in  reference  to  the  claim  of  Charles  Schlos- 
ser,  cleaner  in  the  Division  of  "Maintenance  (P>ureau  of 
City  Property),  received. 
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In  answer  would  state  that  nn  ler  Section  306,  siil)- 
■division  ^'E,"  of  the  Employees'  Compensation  Act  it  is 
provided  that  during  the  first  fourteen  days  after  dis- 
ability begins  the  employer  shall  furnish  reasonable  sur- 
gical, medical  and  hospital  services,  medicines  and  sup- 
plies, as  and  when  needed,  unless  the  employee  refuses  to 
allow  them  to  be  furnished  by  the  employer.  The  cost  of 
such  services,  medicines,  and  supplies  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars,  unless  a  major  surgical  operation  shall 
be  necessary,  in  which  case  the  cost  shall  not  exceed 
seventy-five  dollars.  If  the  employer  shall,  upon  appli- 
cation made  to  him,  refuse  to  furnish  such  services,  medi- 
cines and  supplies,  the  employee  may  procure  the  same, 
and  shall  receive  from  the  employer  th-e  reasonable  cost 
thereof  within  the  above  limitations.  If  the  employee  shall 
refuse  reasona1:)le  surgical,  medical  and  hospital  services, 
medicines  and  supplies,  tendered  to  him  by  his  employer, 
he  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  compensation  for  any  injury 
or  any  increase  in  his  incapacity  shown  to  have  resulted 
from  such  refusal. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  man  Schlosser  was  injured 
while  in  the  employ  of  the  City,  and  that  follov/ing  the 
injury  so  received  he  called  upon  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  who  immediately  treated  him 
and  who  prescribed  the  truss,  would  state  that  the  City, 
as  his  employer,  is  responsible  for  this  truss  as  a  medical 
supply  to  be  used  in  the  course  of  his  treatment. 

I  appreciate  the  fact  that  these  cases  are  not  brought 
before  the  Compensation  Board  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
such  employee  does  not  lose  any  of  his  wages,  as  he  is 
carried  upon  the  payroll  during  the  period  of  his  dis- 
ability. But  no  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  medical  services,  medicines  or  supplies  used  for 
the  treatment  of  the  injury  so  received  in  the  course  of 
the  employment. 

If  this  party  saw  fit,  he  could  file  his  action  with  the 
Compensation  Board  and  receive  whatever  money  he  has 
lost  through  the  injuries  received,  as  well  as  the  costs  of 
medicines  and  supplies. 

I  would  advise  that  you  pay  this  bill  and  that  you  keep 
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np  your  policv  in  reportiiia'  all  accidents  in  the  same  nian- 
iier  as  has  been  done  in  this  case,  so  that  if  at  any  time 
any  employee  sees  tit  to  j)rcsent  his  action  aizainst  the 
Board  we  shall  then,  at  that  time,  meet  such  claim. 

If  there  should  be  anvthin<i;  further  in  connection  Avitli 
this  matter,  please  let  me  hear  from  you.

Relocation  of  Sewer  in  Thompson  Street,  etc. 

"William  S.  Twining,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  City  Transit,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  recent  date  you  call  at- 
tention to  the  appropriation  under  ordinance  of  January 
25,  1915  (on  page  13),  appropriating  $500,000  to  Item 
160  (loan)  for  "reconstruction  and  relocation  of  such 
sewers  as  may  be  designated  by  Councils  in  the  central 
portion  of  the  City,"  and  to  the  ordinance  of  June  24, 
1915  (p.  315),  in  which  your  Department  was  authorized 
to  relocate  the  sewer  in  Thompson  street,  from  Seventh 
street  westward,  the  cost  to  be  paid  ''out  of  balances  avail- 
able, or  becoming  available,  in  Item  160  (loan)."  It  is 
further  stated  that  plans  have  been  prepared  and  bids  are 
about  to  be  invited  for  the  laying  of  3,300  feet  of  sewer  in 
Thompson  street,  from  Seventh  to  Broad  street,  at  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  upwards  of  $225,000,  and  that  there  remains 
in  Item  160  (loan)  an  unincumbered  balance  of  approxi- 
mately $62,000,  which  may,  however,  soon  be  slightly  in- 
creased from  contracts  on  which  final  payments  are  pending. 
It  being  desirable  and  advantageous  that  the  construction  of 
the  sewer  in  Thompson  street  between  the  points  named 
be  embodied  in  a  single  contract,  you  ask  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  inviting  bids  and  awarding  the  contract  "with 
the  understanding  that  so  much  of  the  work  as  is  possible 
shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  available  balance  in  Item 
160  (loan),  the  remainder  to  be  charged  to  and  paid  for 
out  of  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the  Broad 
Street  Subway  as  set  forth  in  Item  210  (loan)  by  ordi- 
nance approved  July  20,  1916." 

The  relocation  in  question  you  say  is  appurtenant  to 
the  construction  of  the  Broad  Street  Subway  and  refer  to 
ordinance  of  July  20,  1916,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
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authorize  the  eonstmetion  and  improvomont  of  cortain 
suhwavs,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways  and  otlier 
transit  facilities  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in  detail,  and 
providing-  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges  thereon."  The  ordinance  last  mentioned  author- 
izes contracts  to  he  entered  into  for  the  construction  of 
the  various  suhways,  tunnels,  railways,  etc.,  provided  for 
in  the  loan  of  $07,100,000,  authorized  by  ordinance  of 
June  20,  1910,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  work  shall  he  paid 
out  of  the  money  so  borrowed. 

By  the  ordinance  appropriating  the  money  for  this  pur- 
pose, it  is  provided  that  there  shall  be  appropriated,  among 
other  things,  to  "Item  180  (loan),  toward  the  construction 
and  improvement  of  a  subway  railway  in  Broad  street, 
from  League  Island  to  Olney  avenue,"  etc.,  $25,000,000. 
As  the  relocation  of  this  sewer  is  assumed  to  be  appurte- 
nant to  the  construction  of  the  I'road  Street  Subway,  and 
taking  this  to  be  the  fact,  I  think  that  a  part  of  the  $25,- 
000,000  thus  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  the 
subway  railway  in  Broad  street  may  be  used  to  supple- 
ment the  balance  remaining  in  Item  160,  to  pay  the  cost 
of  relocating  the  sewer  concerning  which  you  inquire,  and 
that  the  funds  in  both  items  may  be  conjoined  for  that 
purpose. 

I  note  that  you  refer  to  the  appropriation  to  the  Broad 
Street  Subway  as  made  to  Item  210  (loan),  w^hile  the 
language  of  the  appropriating  ordinance  above  quoted 
mentions  Item  180  (loan).  I  suppose,  however,  that  this 
discrepancy  is  merely  clerical,  and  that  the  number  of  the 
item  has  been  changed  for  some  reason  connected  with  the 
routine  work  of  your  Department.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Sep- 
tember 21,  1916,  asking  wlietlier  you  should  assess  for 
1916  taxes  the  portion  of  Cheltenham  Township,  Mont- 
gomery County,  recently  annexed  to  Philadelphia  County. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  decree  of  annexation 
became  operative  in  July,  1916,  and  that  the  taxes  for  the 
whole  year  had  then  been  duly  assessed  and  levied  on  the 
ground  in  question  by  the  authorities  of  Montgomery 
County,  and  many  of  them  have  actually  been  paid  to  the 
officials  of  that  county.  I  am  also  informed  that  the 
total  assessment  of  the  property  in  question,  which  is 
rural  in  character,  is  about  $83,000,  on  which  at  farm 
rate,  the  total  City  and  school  taxes  for  the  six  months  it 
has  been  a  part  of  Philadelphia  Vv^ould  be  only  about 
$450. 

Frequently  where  land  is  taken  from  one  county  and 
made  part  of  a  new  county  the  question  of  the  taxing 
power  is  regTilated  by  the  statutes  under  which  the  divi- 
sion is  made,  but  the  Act  of  May  6,  1915,  P.  L.  274,  which 
authorized  the  division,  is  silent  on  the  subject. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  has  already  de- 
cided that  taxes  assessed  and  due  prior  to  the  division  of  a 
county  belong  to  the  old  county  and  may  be  collected  even 
by  Sheriff  sale  after  the  division  and  the  placing  of  the 
land  taxed  in  another  county.  Devor  vs.  McClintock, 
9  W.  &  S.  80 ;  Barrett  Twp.'  vs.  Jefferson  Co.,  9  Watts 
166. 

In  neither  of  these  cases,  however,  were  the  taxes  of 
the  year  of  the  division  itself  involved  so  far  as  the  reports 
show,  and  I  cannot  find  any  Pennsylvania  case  in  which 
the  liability  for  the  tax  of  the  year  of  division  is  dis- 
cussed. 

The  question  has  been  settled  in  other  jurisdictions.

liowevor,  and  the  decisions  are  against  tlie  riulit  of  Phila- 
didphia  to  tax  for  any  part  of  the  year,  as  the  folhnving 
quotation  from  a  leading  text-book  authority  shows: 

"Land  included  within  the  City  limits  afrer  the 
first  of  the  year  and  before  the  assessment  of  taxes 
has  been  held  is  not  subject  to  municipal  taxes  for 
such  year.  A  fortiori  property  annexed  after  the 
time  it  was  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  return  his  list 
of  taxable  property  cannot  be  taxed  for  that  year.'' 
Vol.  28  Cyc.  1678. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  sot  forth  above,  and  the 
prol^ability  that  the  Courts  of  this  State  would  follow  the 
authorities  referred  to,  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  assess  the  property  in  ques- 
tion for  any  portion  of  the  taxes  for  the  year  191G.

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  the  7th  at  hand  in  which  you 
request  advice  with  reference  to  return  of  marriages  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  the  first  question,  in  which  you  ask  whether  a  mar- 
riage return  is  valid  made  from  a  Jersey  license,  the  mar- 
riage performed  in  this  City  by  clergyman  in  Philadel- 
phia, is  not  quite  clear  as  to  its  meaning. 

If,  by  this  question,  I  am  to  understand  that  you  are 
in  doubt  as  to  whether  a  marriage  so  performed  would  be 
legal,  my  reply  is  that  it  most  certainly  is  legal  and  would 
of  necessity  have  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  records  by 
your  Department.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  your  question 
is  as  to  the  effect  upon  the  clergyman  who  officiates  at  the 
marriage,  he  unquestionably  renders  himself  liable  to  the 
same  penalty  that  he  would  had  he  married  the  parties 
vv'ithout  any  license. 

In  reply  to  your  second  question,  whether  a  minister  of 
an  adjoining  city  is  qualified  to  officiate  at  weddings  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  without  some  legal  sanction 
from  the  State  officials,  would  say  that  inasmuch  as  under 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  any  one  may  perform  the  mar- 
riage ceremony,  whether  he  be  clergyman  or  civil  officer, 
14 
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or  holding  no  position  of  any  sort,  or  the  persons  may 
niarrv  themselves,  there  certainly  is  no  reason  why  a 
cleruyman  from  another  State  in  the  Union  should  not 
officiate  at  weddings  in  this  State.

in  this  matter,  and  that  it  is  not  such  an  item  that  your 
Department  can  disregard  under  the  contract — this  being 
the  cost  to  him  of  labor  and  material ;  and  the  percentage 
allowed  under  Item  32  should  be  calculated  on  this  basis.

Dear  Sir  : — In  further  reference  to  your  recent  inquiry 
as  to  the  procedure  with  regard  to  the  complaint  of  prem- 
ises 1920  ISTorth  Twenty-first  street,  arising  from  the 
keeping  of  dogs  for  breeding  purposes  and  the  maintaining 
of  said  premises  in  an  unsanitary  manner,  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  provision  of  Section  30  of  the  Hous- 
ing and  Sanitation  Act  of  1915,  P.  L.  964.  That  section 
provides  as  follows: 

"ISTo  horse,  cow,  calf,  swine,  sheep,  or  goat  shall 
be  kept  or  slaughtered  in  a  dwelling,  rooming-house, 
or  tenement,  or  any  part  thereof ;  nor  shall  any  other 
animal  or  fowl,  deemed  objectionable  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  be  kept. or 
slaughtered  in  any  such  building;  nor  shall  any  of 
the  aforesaid  animals  or  such  fowl  be  kept  in  the 
yard  of  any  such  building,  or  the  lot  thereof,  or  the 
property  adjoining,  in  closely,  built-up  sections,  with- 
out the  person  desiring  to  keep  the  same  first  having 
obtained  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  or  Board  of 
Health." 

This  wouhl  seem  to  cover  the  case  of  the  keeping  of  a 
large  number  of  dogs  on  any  premises  and  would  justify 
proceedings  for  the  penalty  provided  by  Section  48  of  the 
Act.  I  ^ould  suggest  that  you  ascertain  the  name  of  the 
person  keeping  the  dogs  and  send  him  a  formal  notice  call- 
ing his  attention  to  Sections  30  and  48  of  the  Act,  and  in- 
dicating the  purpose  of  your  Department  to  begin  proceed- 
ings against  him  thereunder.  If  such  notice  prove  in- 
effective, then  a  prosecution  under  the  statute  should  be 
initiated.

papers printed  in  foreign  lanoiiages,  other  than  German," 
I  would  refer  yon  to  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Hon. 
Michael  J.  Ryan,  of  September  24,  1915,  in  which  the 
subject  of  your  inquiry  is  somewhat  fully  discussed  and 
in  the  conclusions  of  which  I  concur. 

Briefly,  the  Act  of  May  3,  1915,  P.  L.  242,  providing 
for  the  publication  of  official  notices  in  Italian  and  Yiddish 
newspapers,  was  declared  unconstitutional  by  Judge  Auden- 
ried  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Unknown,  24  D.  E. 
721.  This  disposes  of  any  possible  requirement  to  insert 
official  advertisements  in  Yiddish  or  Italian  newspapers, 
and  where  any  Act  or  ordinance  prescribes  a  definite  num- 
ber of  newspapers  in  which  such  advertisements  must 
appear,  I  do  not  think  that  their  publication  in  such  papers 
to  make  up  the  number  would  be  a  compliance  with  the 
law.

Dear  Sir: — You  incpiire  in  your  letter  of  the  24th 
inst.  whether  payments  may  l)c  made  to  the  Snare  k  Triesr 
Company  under  their  contract  with  the  City  for  the  super- 
structure of  the  McKean  street  pier  on  the  hasis  of  ma- 
terials delivered  at  a  lot  of  i>round  adjoining  that  on  which 
the  pier  is  being  constructed,  w^hich  the  contractors  have 
leased  for  the  purpose  of  storing  the  material  to  l»e  incor- 
porated into  the  structural  work  of  the  pier,  and  which 
lease  has  been  assigned  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
The  specifications  provide  that: 

"■Payments  wnll  be  made  on  monthly  estimates  pre- 
pared l)y  the  Engineer.  The  value  of  the  materials 
incorporated  and  the  work  done,  and  the  fabricated 
material  such  as  iron  and  steel  work,  delivered  at  the 
site,  for  which  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  will  be 
allowed,  will  be  included  in  the  currcMit  estimate." 

I  think  the  intention  of  this  specitication  is  substantially 
complied  with  by  the  delivery  of  the  fabricated  or  struc- 
tural material  at  the  lot  adjoining  the  site  of  the  pier  and 
leased  by  the  contractors  for  storage  purposes  and  of  which 
the  City  has  become  the  substituted  lessee  by  assignment. 
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Such  a  delivery  sufficiently  satisfies  the  object  which  that 
part  of  the  contract  had  in  view,  and,  in  my  judgment,  to 
all  practical  intents  constitutes  a  delivery  at  the  site.

Proposed  Sewers  in  Wheatsheaf  Lane  and  Mifflin  Street, 

etc.

Dear  Sir: — The  letters  of  October  16th  and  18th  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  reference  respectively 
to  the  rights  of  the  City  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  and  its  associates,  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Connecting  Railway  Company, 
with  respect  to  a  proposed  sewer  in  Wheatsheaf  Lane; 
and  of  the  City  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Rail- 
road Company,  with  respect  to  a  projected  sewer  on  Mifflin 
street  from  the  Schuylkill  river  to  Thirty-second  street, 
raise  substantially  the  same  question,  and  I  will,  therefore, 
reply  to  them  together  in  this  communication. 

First,  with  reference  to  Wheatsheaf  Lane:  It  appears 
that  by  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  steam  railway  com- 
panies are  required  to  support  their  tracks  when  sewers 
are  to  be  constructed  thereunder ;  that  on  September  9, 
1893,  the  late  City  Solicitor,  Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick, 
rendered  an  opinion  applying  the  said  ordinance  to  rail- 
ways occupying  the  streets  of  the  City,  but  in  a  later 
opinion  of  July  26,  1894,  differentiated  in  regard  to  sewers 
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laid  under  the  trarks  of  rnilwavs  not  npon  the  City  streets, 
saying  as  to  the  latter: 

''I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the 
ahove  ordinance  of  Councils  (of  181)0)  do  not  apply 
to  cases  where  the  City  is  ahont  to  construct  a  sewer 
under  the  line  of  a  railroad  and  upon  its  property, 
nnless  the  permission  or  authority  to  construct  the 
said  railroad  within  the  City  limits  re<iuires  the  said 
company  to  comply  with  all  such  regulations." 

The  City,  by  ordinance  of  July  2,  1890,  authorized  the 
revision  of  the  City  plan  so  as  to  strike  Whcatsheaf  Lane 
between  designated  points  therefrom,  "reserving  to  the 
City  the  right  to  build  and  maintain  a  public  sewer  on  the 
line  of  the  said  Wheatsheaf  Lane  whenever  it  shall  be 
authorized  and  directed  by  ordinance."  In  accordance 
with  the  ordinance  of  July  2,  1890  (p.  267),  as  amended 
by  an  ordinance  of  June  9,  1896  (p.  155),  an  agreement 
was  made  between  the  said  Eailroad  Companies  and  the 
City,  the  acceptance  of  which  was  authorized  by  ordinance 
of  February  2,  1897  (p.  7).  Said  agreement  carried  into 
effect  the  stipulation  contained  in  the  ordinance  of  July 
2.  1890,  above-referred  to.  Accordingly,  Wheatsheaf  Lane 
has  been  stricken  from  the  City  plan,  on  which  it  now 
appears  simply  between  dotted  lines  with  the  legend  ''re- 
serving to  the  City  the  right  to  liuild  and  maintain  a  public 
sewer  *  *  *  on  the  line  of  Wheatsheaf  Lane.''  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  states  that  the  foregoing 
conditions  are  in  his  judgiuent  not  covered  by  either  of  the 
City  Solicitor's  opinions  fof  189.^  and  1891  respectively) 
because,  while  the  sewer  is  to  1)C  built  across  the  private 
property  of  the  Railroad  Companies,  the  City  reserved  the 
right  to  build  a  sewer  on  the  line  of  Wheatsheaf  Lane 
Avhen  the  street  was  stricken  from  the  City  plan,  and  he 
asks  whether,  under  authority  of  the  ordinance  of  April 
8,  1890,  the  City  has  the  right  to  require  the  railroads  to 
support  their  tracks,  at  no  expense  to  the  City,  over  the 
sewer  about  to  be  constructed  in  the  vacated  line  of  that 
thoroughfare. 

I  do  not  thiidv  that  the  reservation  of  the  riaiit  to  build 
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and  maintain  a  sev/er  by  the  City  has  the  effect  of  re- 
quiring that  the  old  line  of  the  street  in  which  the  reserved 
right  is  to  be  exercised  shall  be  treated  in  any  other  way 
than  as  private  property.  The  cases  of  Wetherill  vs. 
Railroad  Company,  195  Penna.  15G,  and  Carpenter  vs. 
Railroad  Company,  id.,  p.  160,  decide  that  upon  the  strik- 
ing of  a  street  from  the  City  plan  it  becomes  private  prop- 
erty for  all  purposes  whatsoever,  and  the  easement  in  the 
surface  previously  enjoyed  by  the  City  reverts  to  the 
owners  of  the  underlying  soil,  who  thenceforw^ard  hold  the 
same  as  any  other  property  is  to  be  held.  The  City  might 
have  reserved  to  itself  the  right  to  build  and  maintain  a 
public  sevv^er  with  the  same  liabilities  upon  the  Railway 
Company  as  if  such  sewer  were  in  a  public  street,  but  it 
did  not  do  so.  It  simply  reserved  the  right  to  build  and 
maintain  the  sewer,  at  the  same  time  legislating  in  such 
manner  that  the  former  street  became  the  private  property 
of  the  Railway  Company.  This  does  not  import  that  the 
sewer  when  placed  upon  such  private  property  is  to  be 
regarded  otherwise  than  any  other  sewer  upon  the  private 
property  of  the  Railway  Company  would  be. 

I  think,  therefore,  that  the  quotation  from  Mr.  "War- 
wick's opinion,  cited  alove,  does  cover  the  case  of  such  a 
sewer,  and  '^unless  the  permission  or  authority  to  construct 
the  said  railroad  within  the  City  limits  requires  the  said 
company  to  comply  with  all  such  regulations,"  the  City, 
when  constructing  a  sewer  upon  a  former  street  or  high- 
way which  has  been  vacated  under  the  conditions  which 
obtained  in  the  case  of  Wheatsheaf  Lane,  is  obliged  to  sup- 
port the  railway  tracks  under  which  the  sewer  is  con- 
structed. 

With  reference  to  Mifflin  street  the  facts  are  substan- 
tially the  same,  for  Councils  by  ordinance  of  March  2, 
1907  (p.  63),  provided  for  the  vacation  of  this,  among 
other  streets,  under  conditions  which  are  practically  simi- 
lar to  those  above  outlined  with  reference  to  Wheatsheaf 
Lane,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  same  conclusions  apply 
with  respect  to  the  City's  liability  to  support  the  tracks  of 
the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  on 
Mifflin  street.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  24th  inst., 
it  appears  that  in  July,  1915,  contracts  were  entered  into 
between  the  City  and  certain  contractors  for  the  erection 
of  a  fire  and  police  station  in  the  Thirty-eighth  Ward,  at 
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a  total  price  of  $119,974.95,  under  an  ordinance  author- 
izing the  work  to  be  done  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $120,000 ; 
that  the  latter  sum  was  not  sufficient  to  complete  the 
building,  an  additional  amount  of  something  over  $13,000 
being  required  for  that  purpose,  and  that  you  are  asking 
Councils  for  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  as  the  prices 
upon  which  the  calculation  of  $13,000  was  based  were 
made  upon  the  specifications  of  June,  1915,  and  labor  and 
material  have  both  increased  since  that  time.  It  further 
appears  that  the  original  bids  for  this  work  were  for  the 
erection  and  completion  of  the  fire  house,  and  that  in  order 
to  bring  the  cost  of  the  work  within  the  appropriation 
of  the  $120,000,  several  items  in  the  specifications  were 
omitted,  and  it  is  these  items  which  are  required  now  to 
be  done  in  order  to  complete  the  building.  You,  therefore, 
ask  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  new  bids  for  the 
completion  of  the  work,  or  whether  you  will  be  authorized 
to  take  the  original  bids  of  these  contractors  and  have 
supplemental  contracts  prepared  for  the  work  required  to 
be  done  to  complete  the  building,  which  work  was  omitted 
in  the  award  of  1915.  If,  as  I  understand,  certain  items 
were  bid  upon  at  the  award  of  1915  and  were  not  included 
in  the  contract  because  the  amount  available  was  not 
sufficient,  and  the  specifications  were  therefore  cut  down, 
I  see  no  objection  to  your  now  awarding  the  further  con- 
tract upon  the  basis  of  the  bids  originally  submitted.  These 
are  not  supplemental  contracts  in  the  sense  in  which  that 
term  has  been  used,  but  the  situation  is  rather  that  bids 
for  certain  work  have  remained  unacted  on  until  the 
present  time,  and  there  is  no  limitation  to  prevent  such 
action  being  now  taken,  provided,  of  course,  that  the  bid- 
ders are  still  willing  to  do  the  work  at  the  prices  then 
fixed. 

You  ask,  also,  whether  the  oriiiinal  contractors  can  he 
made  to  do  this.  I  would  say  that  after  so  great  a  lapse 
of  time  as  is  here  involved,  the  bidders  cannot  be  compelled 
to  comply  with  their  proposals,  it  being  an  implied  condi- 
tion of  all  such  transactions  that  an  offer  to  do  work  or 
furnish  material  "shall  be  accepted  within  a  reasonable 
time,  which  is  a  much  smaller  period  than  that  now  in 
question. 
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In  answer  to  vour  last  inqnirv  I  would  advise  yon  that, 
in  case  the  bidders  refnse  to  do  the  work  at  the  present 
time  at  the  prices  bid,  it  will  be  necessary  to  advertise  for 
new  bids  for  the  work  required  to  complete  the  station.

Dkar  Sir  : — I  learn  from  your  letter  of  October  30tli 
that  your  Department  having-  become  a  tenant  of  a  certain 
portion  of  the  Philadelphia  P>ourse  Euildinji:,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Bourse  has  informed  you  that  at  the  expiration 
of  your  term  the  tenancy  will  not  be  renewed,  and  that 
the  space  occupied  by  you  will  thenceforward  be  let  to 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

You  submit  a  copy  of  the  lease  and  ask  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  as  to  the  rights  of  the  City  and  the  Tran- 
sit Department  in  the  premises. 

The  lease  stipulates  for  a  fixcnl  term  of  three  years,  ex- 
]uring  on  December  81,  lOlS,  and  has  no  provision  for  a 
I'ciiowal  thereof,  the  printed  clause  relating  to  renewals 
having  been  stricken  nut  before  the  execution  of  the  lease 
as  noted  above  the  attesting  clause.  The  rights  of  the 
parties  are  therefore  limited  by  the  terms  of  the  instru- 
ment to  a  tenancy  of  three  years  from  December  31,  1915, 
the  date  on  which  it  was  executed,  and  neither  pai'ty  has 
anv  riiihts  bevond  the  term  of  three  vears  from  that  date. 
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You  ask  first: 

''Should  it  prove  inconvenient  or  impracticable  at 
the  expiration  of  our  present  lease  on  December  31, 
1918,  to  remove  from  our  present  quarters,  has  the 
Philadelphia  Bourse  the  legal  right  to  dispossess  the 
Department  without  first  offering  it  an  option  for  the 
continuance  of  the  lease  ?" 

At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present  lease  on 
December  31,  1918,  the  Philadelphia  Bourse  has  the  legal 
right  to  dispossess  your  Department  and  is  not  required  to 
ofiPer  it  an  option  for  the  continuance  of  the  lease.  How 
far  the  course  which  has  been  adopted  by  those  in  control 
of  the  Bourse  may  be  consonant  with  business  ethics  does 
not  affect  the  legal  question. 

You  further  ask,  second : 

''If  suitable  and  satisfactory  quarters  can  be  found 
elsewhere  for  the  accommodation  of  the  entire  De- 
partment prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  present  lease, 
will  it  be  possible  for  the  Department  by,  and  with 
■the  consent  of  City  Councils,  to  discontinue  this  lease 
prior  to  December  31,  1918  ?" 

i^either  the  Department  of  City  Transit  nor  Councils 
can  "discontinue  the  lease  prior  to  December  31,  1918" — 
that  is  to  say,  release  the  City  from  the  obligation  to  pay 
rental  before  that  date,  unless  the  officials  of  the  Bourse 
shall  agree  thereto. 

If,  at  any  time  between  now  and  the  end  of  1918,  an 
opportunity  should  present  itself  to  move  with  advantage 
to  other  quarters,  I  would  suggest  that  the  matter  then  be 
taken  up  with  those  officials  with  the  view  to  making  an 
amicable  arrangement  for  the  City's  withdrawal  from  its 
tenancy.    I  herewith  return  lease  as  requested.

Dkah  Sir  : — Yoii  have  forwarded  to  me  a  letter  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Burean,  dated  1st  iiist.,  in 
reference  to  an  ordinance  grantinc,-  permission  to  the 
irolmes  Protective  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  to  carry  its 
wires  nnder  and  beneath  the  highways  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  etc.,  approved  June  4,  1906. 

It  appears  that  the  Holmes  Protective  Company  has 
applied  for  a  certificate  or  permit  under  said  ordinance 
to  install  their  wires  in  conduits  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  having  made  a  satisfactory 
arrangement  with  that  company  to  use  such  conduits,  and 
the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  asl<s  whether  under  the 
ordinance  he  would  be  justified  in  issuing  the  necessary 
permit  for  the  installation  of  the  wires,  as  requestetl. 

The  ordinance  of  lOOfi  relative  to  the  Holmes  Electric 
Protective  Company  provides  that  that  company  may  in- 
stall its  wires  under  the  streets  of  the  City  upon  obtaining 
permit  so  to  do  and  upon  a  number  of  other  conditions 
stipulated  in  the  ordinance. 

Section  6  provides  that  said  company  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  break,  open  or  excavate  any  street,  etc.,  nor  to 
string  any  other  %vires  than  those  theretofore  strung,  ex- 
cept with  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
and  upon  permit  first  obtained  from  the  Electrical  Bu- 
reau, but  all  its  wires  save  those  theretofore  strung  "shall 
be  carried  under  and  beneath  the  highways  of  the  said 
City  in  conduits  now  authorized  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  when  and  where 
the  same  exist,  and  no  right,  franchise  or  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  assigned,  transferred  to,  nor  otherwise 
howsoever  acquired  nor  participated  in  by  any  other  com- 
pany or  person,  nor  shall  the  said  Holmes  Electric  Pro- 
tective Company  permit  or  suffer  any  other  company  or 
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person  to  use  or  operate  any  of  its  said  wires,"  and  upon 
breach  of  these  conditions  provision  is  further  made  for 
the  forfeiture  of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  the 
ordinance.  The  purpose  of  this  section  of  the  ordinance 
appears  to  be,  first,  to  forbid  the  company  to  v^^hieh  the 
privileges  are  by  it  granted  from  entering  the  streets  of 
the  City  or  stringing  other  wires  than  those  strung  at  the 
date  of  the  ordinance,  except  with  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  upon  permit  from  the  Electrical 
Bureau ;  and  second,  to  interdict  the  said  company  from 
transferring  any  of  its  rights  and  privileges  to  any  other 
company  or  person  or  to  permit  such  other  company  or 
person  to  use  its  wires.  Neither  of  these  prohibitions 
seems  to  be  violated  by  the  proposed  arrangement  under 
which  the  Holmes  Electric  Protective  Company  intends, 
with  the  assent  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  to  place 
its  wires  in  the  conduits  of  the  latter  company,  so  long  as 
the  Bell  Company  makes  no  use  of  the  wires  so  to  be 
placed.  And  upon  such  assurance  being  given  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  as  may  be  satisfactory  to 
him  that  neither  the  Bell  Company  nor  any  other  corpora- 
tion or  person  will  be  permitted  to  make  any  use  of  the 
wires  thus  to  be  placed  in  the  Bell  Company's  conduits, 
I  am  aware  of  no  legal  objection  to  the  granting  of  the 
permits  applied  for.

Dear  Sir: — Answering  your  letter  of  the  4th  inst., 
relative  to  the  right  to  detain  persons  against  their  will 
in  the  psychopathic  ward  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital 
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Avho  have  not  l)een  committed  thereto  in  acfordance  with 
law,  I  would  refer  von  to  the  discussion  of  this  matter  in 
the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Hon.  ^lichael  J.  l\yan, 
dated  April  1'],  llU-K  and  appearing  in  the  Opinions  of 
the  City  Solicitor  for  that  year  on  p.  122.     He  states  that: 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  persons  may  be  detained  by 
force  in  the  psychopathic  ward  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  commitment." 

Tn  this  opinion  I  concur,  hut  your  inquiry  relates  to 
those  coniined  in  the  psychopathic  ward  without  le<ial  com- 
mitment. You  say  that  that  ward  is  "at  the  present  time 
receiving  for  observation  patients  committed  by  our  Out- 
door Physicians,  the  Central  Police  Court,  Magistrates, 
Municipal  Courts,  Police  Surgeons  at  the  City  Hall  and 
others,  taken  there  upon  request  for  observation  and  treat- 
ment.'' It  is  a  fundamental  principle  that  no  person  may 
be  detained  against  his  will  unless  in  accordance  with  some 
judicial  procedure  justifying  such  detention,  and  the  Act 
of  June  9,  1911  (P.  L.  855),  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  psychopathic  wards  in  certain  hospitals,  appears 
to  have  this  principle  in  view,  for  it  requires  those  held 
in  such  wards  to  be  committed  ''in  the  manner  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  commitment  of  insane  persons  to 
hospitals  for  the  insane."  The  whole  purpose  of  the 
psychopathic  ward  seems  to  be  a  temporary  one — for  ob- 
servation, diagnosis  and  treatment  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  (30)  days. 

Without  adverting  to  those  words  of  your  inquiry  which 
relate  to  the  liability  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  the 
Director  of  your  Department,  for  damages  for  such  unlaw- 
ful detention,  I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  Act  of  1911 
the  detention  of  persons  in  the  psychopathic  ward  against 
their  will,  if  such  persons  have  not  been  committed  ''in 
the  manner  noAV  provided  by  law  for  the  treatment  of 
insane  persons  to  hospitals  for  the  insane,"  would  be  illegal 
and  unauthorized.

Right  to  Change  Speeificafions  of  Contract  for  Paving. 
George  E.  Datesman,  Esq.,

Dear  Sik: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
has  sent  me  a  letter  in  reference  to  a  contract  of  the  City 
for  the  paving  of  Tioga  street,  from  II  to  I  street,  with 
granite  blocks,  the  specifications  calling  for  granite  blocks 
having  a  compressive  strength  of  20,000  pounds  per  square 
inch,  but  owing  to  conditions  now  prevailing  in  the  ma- 
terial market  and  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  transporta- 
tion it  is  stated  to  be  "practically  impossible  to  obtain 
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block  eonformino-  exactly  to  tlie  requirements  of  these 
specifications,"  thereupon  the  contractor  has  offered  to 
supply  blocks  with  a  compressive  strength  of  17,000 
pounds  per  square  inch  at  a  reduction  of  five  ( 5 )  cents  per 
square  yard  in  the  contract  price. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  "the  strength  of  the 
granite  proposed  to  be  used  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet 
the  conditions  encountered  on  this  street,  and  the  price 
of  5  cents  is  a  fair  difference  between  the  present  mar- 
ket values  of  the  two  grades  of  materials.  There  is  no 
reason,  therefore,  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  why 
the  proposition  should  not  be  accepted." 

Attention  is  called  to  a  clause  of  the  specifications, 
which  seems  to  authorize  their  modification  from  time  to 
time  by  written  agreement  between  the  Director  and  the 
contractor  ''in  a  manner  not  materially  affecting  the  sub- 
stance thereof,  if  such  changes  are  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  complete  more  fully  and  perfectly  the  work  to  be 
done  and  performed." 

AYhether  the  present  proposed  change  materially  af- 
fects the  substance  of  the  contract  is  a  question  for  your 
decision.  If  so,  the  clause  of  the  specifications  in  ques- 
tion would  doubtless  legally  authorize  the  change.  I  may 
say,  however,  that  after  a  contract  has  been  advertised 
for  bidding  under  distinct  specifications  and  has  been 
awarded  to  and  executed  by  a  bidder  therefor,  great  cau- 
tion should  be  used  in  making  alterations  in  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  because  such  a  course  is  always  more  or  less 
open  to  question  and  suspicion.  In  most  cases,  if  subse- 
quent events  make  it  impracticable  to  carry  out  the  con- 
tract as  framed,  and  especially  if  the  contractor  finds  him- 
self unable  to  comply  therewith,  it  would  be  better  to 
re-advertise  for  bids  upon  the  changed  specifications, 
though  I  can  readily  understand  that  circumstances  may, 
in  given  cases,  make  this  course  difficult  and  perhaps  in- 
advisable.

Gkntlemex: — Yon  refer  to  me  in  your  letter  of  ITtli 
inst.  tlte  request  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  City  Coun- 
cils to  yourselves  to  transfer  to  the  general  City  fund  the 
sum  of  $1,363,162.82,  being  ''all  the  money  and  securi- 
ties now  held  in  the  sinking  fund  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
Commissioners"  and  representing  ''the  surplus  of  the  fund 
accumulated  since  its  foundation.  The  other  money  and 
securities  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
are  all  credited  to  and  held  for  the  account  of  s})(H'iti<' 
sinking  funds."  You  ask  whether  it  is  lawful  to  comply 
with  this  re(iuest,  and  whether  the  amount  al)ove  named 
may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  serial  and  non- 
sinking  fund  loans  maturing  in  1917,  amounting  to  $!>(><'>,- 
000,  and  interest  due  in  that  year  upon  the  non-sinking 
fund  debt,  amounting  to  $194,778.75,  thereby  assisting 
in  part  to  meet  the  deficit  in  current  revenue  for  next 
year,  and  thus  relieving  the  City's  general  fund  from  sueh 
payments. 

By  Article  15,  Section  III,  of  the  Constitution,  every 
city  is  required  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  which  shall  be 
inviolably  pledged  for  the  payment  of  its  funded  debt, 
and  by  Article  9,  Section  X,  all  municipalities  incurring 
indel)tedness  are  required  at  or  before  the  time  of  so  do- 
ing to  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  thereof 
within  thirty  (30)  years.  These  constitutional  provisions 
have  been  also  embodied  in  statutory  form,  the  creation  of 
a  sinking  fund  lacing  provided  for  by  Section  11  of  the  Act 
of  May  23,  1874  (P.  L.  230),  and  amendments  thereto; 
and  the  requirement  to  levy  an  annual  tax  for  that  pur- 
pose being  embraced  in  the  Act  of  April  20,  ls74  (P.  L. 
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65),  since  amended  by  Act  of  May  11,  1897  (P.  L,  53), 
which  makes  it  the  duty  of  municipalities  incurring  debt 
contemporaneously  to  ''levy  an  annual  tax,  the  collection 
whereof  shall  commence  the  first  year  after  the  said  in- 
crease, which  tax  shall  be  equal  to  and  sufficient  for  and 
applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  such  debt  within  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  (30)  years  from  the  date  of  such  increase." 

The  last-mentioned  Act  was  construed  in  the  case  of 
Barr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191  Penna,  4-38,  as  giving  to  Coun- 
cils a  certain  degree  of  elasticity  in  determining  the 
amount  of  the  tax  so  long  as  it  was  calculated  in  good 
faith  to  accomplish  the  required  result  of  meeting  the 
indebtedness  within  the  period  of  thirty  years.  In  prac- 
tice it  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  for  Councils 
also  to  assume  a  degree  of  discretionary  power  not  only 
in  originally  fixing  the  rate  of  tax  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary sinking  fund,  but  also  in  making  the  annual  appro- 
priations for  sinking  fund  purposes.  Each  loan  is  made 
the  subject  of  a  separate  appropriation  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer for  the  sinking  fund,  the  amount  required  to  pay 
the  interest  and  provide  the  proper  contribution  toward 
the  ultimate  discharge  of  the  debt  through  the  sinking 
fund  being  calculated,  and  fixed  in  the  appropriating  ordi- 
nance. Such  calculation  is  based  upon  the  present  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  prospective  earnings  of  the  various 
funds  so  appropriated,  through  investment  and  reinvest- 
ment of  the  principal  and  accumulating  interest  thereon. 
A  calculation  of  this  character,  extending  far  into  the 
future,  is  from  its  nature  subject  to  a  considerable  degree 
of  uncertainty  and  fluctuation.  Thus,  if  the  money  in 
the  sinking  fund  can  be  invested  and  the  interest  thereon 
compounded  at  a  certain  rate,  say  three  and  three-fourths 
(3f )  per  cent.,  the  result  will  vary  greatly  from  that  which 
must  ensue  should  conditions  so  change  that  these  invest- 
ments can  only  be  made  at  a  three  (3)  or  a  three  and  a 
quarter  (3-|:)  per  cent.  rate. 

I  understand  that  it  is  from  just  such  uncertainties  in 
the  estimate  of  the  needed  amount  to  be  appropriated 
that  the  surplus  or  excess  now  in  the  sinking  fund  has 
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arisen,  it  rcsultiiia'  in  tlie  course  of  many  years  from  a 
laro;er  appropriation  than  lias  been  required  to  meet  the 
interest  and  principal  of  loans  which  have  matured  in  tlie 
past  and  have  been  paid  off. 

The  fund  in  (piestion,  therefore,  consists  of  money 
which  was  devoted  to  a  particular  purpose,  that  of  payini^ 
oft"  specific  loans,  wdiich  purpose  has  been  accomplished 
without  the  use  of  this  excess,  i^evertheless,  in  view  of 
the  uncertainties  above  referred  to,  which  are  unavoid- 
al)ly  attendant  upon  calculations  concerned  with  the  re- 
mote future,  it  may  well  be  that  in  the  judpnent  of  the 
Sinking'  Fund  Conmiissioners  it  is  rei>arded  as  necessary 
and  desirable  to  retain  this  surplus,  or  a  part  thereof,  as 
a  margin  of  safety  to  meet  possible  deficiencies  grownn<i' 
out  of  chang-ed  conditions,  or  otherwise  arisiuii'.  This  is 
within  the  discretionary  powers  vested  in  your  body,  and 
it  is  not  within  the  power  of  Councils  to  re(|uire  the  di- 
version of  this  fund  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  annual 
exigencies  of  the  City  government,  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pose, unless  the  judgment  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners shall  coincide  in  the  wisdom  and  safety  of  such  a 
policy,  either  in  whole  or  in  part. 

With  this  qualification,  and  in  so  far  as  such  a  resolution 
of  Councils,  if  one  shall  be  passed  by  them,  may  secure 
the  approval  of  yourselves  as  to  the  proposed  use  of  all 
or  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus,  I  would  say  that  in  my 
opinion  it  would  not  l)e  unlawful  for  you  to  consent 
thereto.  But  it  must  l)e  understood  that  no  such  measure 
can  be  carried  into  effect  without  your  consent.  As  was 
said  by  my  predecessor,  ''the  excess  in  calculation  may  be 
adjusted  by  the  joint  action  of  City  Councils  and  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners,  and  tliat  accordingly  it  would 
be  proper  to  turn  back  into  the  general  funds  of  the  City 
the  amount  of  any  clearly  eslablished  over-appropriation 
for  that  use"  (/.  e.,  the  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  Citv's  bonded  issues).  (Citv  Solicitor's  Opinions, 
lOU,  p^  200.) 

I  may,  in  passing,  call  attention  to  the  difference  be- 
tween the  situation  as  to  which  the  opinion  above  quoted 
was  given  and  the  present  one.     Mr.  Ryan  was  dealing 
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-with  a  current  appropriation  for  sinking  fund  purposes 
and  with  a  proposed  reduction  thereof  by  Councils,  with 
the  assent  of  the  Sinkina;  Fund  Commissioners,  to  meet 
actual  requirements ;  and  his  opinion  was,  at  least  in 
part,  based  upon  the  assurance  of  safety  given  by  the  exist- 
ence of  the  very  surplus  now  suggested  as  available  to 
take  the  place  of  current  revenue.  AVhether  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  acting  in  their  character  as  quasi 
trustees  for  the  holders  of  the  City  loans,  may  regard  it 
as  wise  and  safe  to  permit  this  use  of  the  fund  in  their 
keeping,  or  to  what  extent  they  may  deem  it  the  course 
of  financial  prudence  so  to  do,  are  questions  resting  in 
their  sound  discretion.  If  they  should  regard  the  proposed 
expedient  in  this  light  as  to  all  or  a  part  of  the  accumu- 
lated fund,  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  in  violation  of  law 
to  release  the  money  to  the  treasury  for  general  purposes 
of  appropriation,  in  accordance  with  a  joint  resolution  of 
Councils  approved  by  the  Mayor,  thereby  admitting  of  its 
use  under  councilmanic  appropriation  for  the  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  of  non-sinking  fund  debts,  or 
otherwise  as  the  legislative  branch  of  the  City  government 
may  see  fit  to  employ  the  money  thus  resulting.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  to  me  of  10th  inst.  encloses 
copy  of  a  letter  of  the  same  date  to  yourself  from  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  City  Transit,  discussing  cer-. 
tain  questions  with  reference  to  the  meaning  of  the  words 
used  in   the  recent   amendment   to   the   Constitution   au- 
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thorizing'  Philadelpliia  to  l)orrow  monov  for  transit  ])ur- 
poses,  and  to  include  in  the  principal  of  the  debt  thus 
incurred  a  sufHcient  amount  to  provide  for  ''the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charges  accruing  and  Avhich  may  accrue 
thereon  throughout  the  period  of  construction  and  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  complerion  of  the 
work  for  which  said  indelitcdness  shall  have  been  in- 
curred," and  relieving  the  City  of  the  obligation  to  levy  a 
tax  to  pay  said  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  ''until 
the  expiration  of  said  period  after  the  completion  of  such 
work." 

In  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  loan  of  $67,100,000 
for  the  construction  of  subways,  etc.  (among  other  things), 
approved  June  29,  1916,  and  in  the  ordinance  of  July 
20,  1916,  appropriating  the  funds  so  authorized  to  be  bor- 
rowed, the  words  used  in  the  Constitutional  amendnu'nt. 
as  quoted  above,  are  repeated.  The  letter  to  you  from  the 
Director  of  City  Transit  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  to  him, 
asking  him  to  furnish  you  with  an  official  estimate  ''as 
to  the  time  that  will  elapse  from  I^ovember  1,  1916  (the 
date  of  issue  of  $2,500,000  of  the  $67,100,000  loan  for 
transit  and  port  facilities)  to  such  date  as  the  permanent 
improvement  to  be  constructed  out  of  this  money  Avill 
have  been  one  year  in  operation."  1  presume  that  your 
purpose  in  asking  for  such  official  estimate  was  to  obtain 
the  information  necessary  to  enable  you  to  decide  how 
much  of  the  present  issue  of  $2,500,000  will  be  recpiired 
to  be  withheld  for  the  payment  of  sinking  fund  and  in- 
terest charges,  as  authorized  by  the  Constitutional  amend- 
ment and  directed  by  the  said  ordinances,  and  how  mucli 
thereof  will  be  free  for  use  for  construction  purposes. 

The  points  raised  by  the  Director  of  City  Transit  are 
suggested  to  his  mind  as  necessary  to  define  the  meaning 
of  the  Constitutional  amendment  with  respect  to  the  pr(^ 
cise  sense  in  which  the  words  used  al)Ove  are  intended  to 
operate.  His  first  inquiry  is  whether  the  words  construc- 
tion and  improvement  as  so  used  are  intended  to  cover 
the  equipment  of  the  lines,  should  it  be  found  necessary  or 
advisable  for  the  City  to  furnish  the  e(]ui})nu'nt.  I  think 
this  query  should  be  answered  in  the  negative.     It  is  quite 
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clear  that  the  Constitutional  language  indicates  construc- 
tion merely,  and  not  equipment,  in  so  far  as  the  two  are 
separate.  The  terms  used  are  ''throughout  the  period  of 
construction  and  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the 
completion  of  the  work  for  which  said  indebtedness  shall 
have  been  incurred."  The  word  "work''  as  here  used  evi- 
dently refers  to  "^construction,"  and  neither  seems  in- 
tended to  allow  an  additional  period  for  equipment.  The 
same  words  are  used  in  the  two  ordinances  already  re- 
ferred to,  and  the  proposed  ordinance  and  contract  now 
pending-  in  Councils  are  directed  throughout  to  establish 
a  clear  and  distinct  line  of  demarcation  between  construc- 
tion and  equipment.  And  whether  the  equipment  be  fur- 
nished by  a  lessee  company  or  by  the  City  itself,  the  period 
for  providing  it  cannot  be  added  to  the  term  of  delay 
which  the  Constitution,  as  now  amended,  grants  by  way 
of  a  special  and  particular  privilege  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

I  may  say  in  this  connection  that  every  effort  should  he 
made  in  order  that,  so  far  as  possible,  the  preparation  for 
the  equipment  of  the  lines  proceeds  simultaneously  with 
the  work  of  construction,  so  that  the  difference  in  comple- 
tion of  construction  and  equipment  may  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

The  remaining  inquiries  of  the  Director  of  City  Tran- 
sit relate  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  "period  of  con- 
struction" and  "completion  of  the  work  for  which  the  in- 
debtedness shall  have  been  incurred ;"  whether  this  means 
the  entire  completion  of  each  line ;  whether  the  date  of 
the  iinal  estimate  under  the  contract  is  meant ;  and 
whether  the  time  of  completion  of  various  sections  of  each 
line  may  be  taken  as  the  starting  point  of  the  year  yet  to 
elapse  after  the  completion  of  the  particular  work  in  the 
doing  of  which  any  issue  of  the  loan  has  been  employed. 
On  these  subjects  the  Director  speaks  as  follows: 

"The  terms  (a)  'period  of  construction  and  (b) 
'completion  of  the  work  for  which  the  indel)tedness 
shall  have  l)een  incurred,'  should  be  definitely  defined, 
as  the  meaning  of  these  terms  must  l)e  known  before 
the  date  can  be  given.     The  wording  'completion  of 
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ihr  irorl-  far  irlticli  {lie  i)if1eh{edness  shall  linre  been 
incurrPcV  apparently  means  the  entire  completion  of 
each  line  as  specified  bv  Items  Xos.  210,  211,  etc.. 
in  the  litan  ordinance.  If  this  he  the  interpretation, 
and  if  the  money  appropriated  ho  not  siitficient  for 
the  'completion  of  the  rvorlc  for  vhich  the  indehied- 
ness  shall  have  been  incurred/  so  that  an  additional 
loan  is  required  for  its  completion,  the  period  of  con- 
struction will  be  indefinite.  How  is  the  date  of 
'completion  of  the  ivorh'  to  be  determined?  Shall  it 
be  the  date  of  the  final  estimate  under  the  contract  ( 
This,  in  many  cases,  is  from  six  to  nine  months  after 
the  construction  is  substantially  completed.  Shall 
the  date  of  completion  be  taken  as  the  date  when  the 
tunnel  or  elevated  structure  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  of  the  equipment  being  installed  l»y  the 
lessee,  should  there  be  one?  In  this  case,  as  the  lines 
will  doubtless  be  completed  in  sections  of  more  or 
less  definite  lenofh.  the  time  of  completion  for  each 
section  of  a  given  line  will  be  different.  Usually  in 
private  work  the  time  of  completion  is  considered  to 
be  the  same  as  the  time  of  actually  beginning  actual 
operation,  or  at  the  time  that  the  plant  is  put  into 
active  commercial  service.  In  this  case  each  line 
can  be  put  into  service  whenever  a  sufhcient  amount 
of  structure  is  finished  and  equipped  to  permit  of 
efficient  operation. 

"This  Department  has  made  a  number  of  tentative 
estimates  of  the  time  needed  to  construct  these  va- 
rious lines,  assuming  that  there  are  no  strikes  or 
legal  and  unusual  delays.  Before  submitting  these 
as  final,  however,  I  would  be  pleased  to  have  an  inter- 
pretation either  from  you  or  the  City  Solicitor  as 
to  the  meaning  of  these  terms,  which  occur  not  only 
in  the  ordinance,  but  in  the  (Constitutional  Anu^nd- 
ment  of  the  vState  legalizing  lliis  method  of  finance." 

lii  the  first  place,  1  think  it  clear  that  the  couipletion 
of  the  work  has  no  relation  to  the  final  estimate  under 
the  contract,  or  to  any  other  intangilde  thing.     "Comple- 
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tion  of  the  work"  in  this  respect  is  a  simple  term,  and  it 
means  the  ending  of  the  actnal  work,  and  not  any  period 
of  time  artificially  fixed. 

It  was  doubtless  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the 
Constitutional  amendment  to  permit  interest  and  sinking- 
fund  charges  accruing  during  the  period  of  the  construc- 
tion and  for  one  year  thereafter  to  be  included  in  prin- 
cipal, in  order  to  aiford  an  opportunity  for  the  enterprise 
to  be  completed  and  put  into  operation,  after  which  some 
or  all  of  the  money  necessary  to  take  care  of  these  re- 
quirements might  be  provided  from"  earnings. 

^Nevertheless,  the  Constitutional  privilege  must  not  be 
interpreted  as  authorizing  the  payment  of  interest  and 
sinking  fund  out  of  principal  for  an  indefinite  time;  or, 
indeed,  for  any  considerable  part  of  the  life  of  the  loan, 
or  so  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  borrowed  money  must 
be  withheld  for  these  purposes ;  for  it  is  evident  that  so 
much  of  principal  as  is  set  apart  to- pay  sinking  fund  and 
interest  charges  must  be  deducted  from  the  whole,  thus 
diminishing  that  part  which  can  be  used  for  its  primary 
purpose  of  construction.  And  if  a  great  portion  of  the 
loan  be  used  for  these  charges,  little  or  none  will  be  left 
for  constructive  uses,  and  the  City  will  find  itself  in  the 
end  saddled  with  a  debt  incurred  for  transit  facilities,  the 
money  represented  by  which  debt  has  been  repaid  to  the 
bond  holders  and  not  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing the  facilities  for  which  it  was  intended.  In  other 
words,  the  principal  purpose  of  the  loan  is  to  build  sub- 
ways and  other  transit  facilities,  and  the  payment  of 
sinking  fund  and  interest  out  of  principal  must  neces- 
sarily be  regarded  as  purely  incidental  and  as  not  au- 
thorizing any  large  portion  of  the  borrowed  money  to  he 
thus  dissipated. 

For  this  reason,  any  interpretation  of  the  Constitutional 
language  which  authorizes  what  the  Director  called  an 
''indefinite''  delay  in  construction,  while  the  principal  is 
being  drawn  upon  to  supply  periodical  charges,  must  be 
avoided.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  fears  of  the  Director  in 
this  respect  are  not  well  founded.  The  ordinance  of  June 
29,  1916,  under  which  the  sum  of  $(57,100,000  is  autho- 
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rizt'd  to  he  horrowed  ('f'OU})lcd  with  the  appropriation  of 
these  fniuls  under  ordinance  of  July  20,  15)10),  gives  to 
the  Miiyor.  the  City  ( 'onti'ollcr  and  the  City  Solicitor 
j)()\ver  to  horrow  the  nioiuy  at  any  time  in  their  discretion, 
and  it  will  he  the  duty  of  these  otHcials  to  issue  the  loan 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  its  actual  need  and 
so  that  the  money  for  construction  purposes  may  he  sup- 
plied as  rapidly  as  the  enoineerinu'  manauement  of  the 
in.iproveuient  will  enahlo  it  to  he  used.  For  this  reason 
1  think  the  Director  may  lay  aside  any  considerations 
which  are  concerned  with  expected  delays  in  tinancinii'  the 
enterprise,  and  predicate  his  conclusions  purely  upoii  the 
practical  and  engineering  prohlems  which  are  presented. 
The  responsil)ility  for  the  solution  of  those  prohlems  rests 
entirely  upon  the  Department  of  City  Transit;  and  that 
Department  should  realize  that,  in  view  of  the  peculiar 
financial  situation  involved  in  the  wise  policy  of  horrow- 
ing  small  amounts  of  money  from  time  to  time  as  they 
can  be  advantageously  used,  its  duty  is  to  forward  the 
efficient  completion  of  the  transit  facilities  as  rapidly  and 
with  as  little  interruption  as  is  possible.  Therefore,  the 
head  of  the  Department  should  make  his  estimates  of  the 
time  and  money  needed  for  the  building  of  the  improve- 
ments on  the  l)asis  of  the  engineering  difficulties  to  be 
overcome,  together  with  the  amount  of  work  to  be  per- 
tormed  therein,  and  the  period  of  time  which  is  indispens- 
ably necessary  for  their  completion. 

Returning  to  the  inquiries  of  the  Director,  T  gather 
from  the  langu.age  above  quoted  that  some  or  all  of  these 
roads  can  be  built  in  sections  or  units,  which  it  is  pos- 
sible to  equip  and  put  in  operation  while  the  work  of 
construction  of  other  sections  or  units  of  the  same  lines 
is  proceeding.  If  this  is  a  correct  interpretation  of  his 
meaning,  T  am  of  opinion  that  the  Constitutional 
amendment  may  best  be  practically  applied  by  regarding 
each  of  such  units,  with  respect  to  the  inoney  employed  in 
])roducing  or  constructing  it,  as  "the  work  for  which  such 
indebtedness  shall  have  been  incurred,"'  and  the  comple- 
tion of  which  will  mark  the  time  from  which  the  period 
of  one  year  thereafter   is  to  be  computed,   and    that  he 
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should  make  his  estimates  accordingly,  I  do  not  think, 
if  it  is  possible  to  build  and  operate  a  section  or  unit  of  a 
line  by  a  given  date,  that  with  regard  to  the  money  bor- 
rowed for  and  employed  in  the  construction  of  such  unit, 
the  completion  of  the  entire  line  should  be  awaited  to 
indicate  the  time  from  which  the  further  term  of  one 
year  is  to  run. 

I  am  sending  you  this  letter  in  duplicate  in  order  to 
facilitate  you  in  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  City  Transit,  if  you  desire  to  do  so.

Deae  Sie  : — The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  under 
date  of  21st  inst.,  refers  to  the  ordinance  of  December  26, 
1902,  granting  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the  streets  of 
the  City  to  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company,  and  which 
provides  that  "said  Company  shall  place  its  telephones  in 
all  police  stations  without  cost  when  directed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  and  shall  thereby  furnish  to 
its  subscribers  and  patrons  free  communication  with  the 
police  system."  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  the  ques- 
tion to  be:  "Does  the  installation  under  the  ordinance  re- 
ferred to  of  the  Keystone  telephones  from  the  police  op- 
erating room,  629  City  Hall,  to  the  house  sergeants  in  the 
various  stations  comply  with  the  ordinance  of  December 
26,  1902  ?"  he  contending  that  it  does  so. 
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Tt  si'ciiis  to  me  that  siu-h  a  connection  would  unques- 
tionably comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sik: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  liuilding  In- 
spection, in  a  letter  of  the  20th  iiist.,  asks  me  whether,  if 
a  building  is  erected  or  altered  under  permit  issued  by 
that  Bureau  so  as  to  conform  to  the  statutory  require- 
ments with  regard  to  building's  devoted  to  certain  pur- 
poses, it  is  the  duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  see  that  such 
occupancy  is  maintained. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  or  intention  of  the  statute  to  de- 
volve such  duty  upon  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 
The  late  J.  Howard  Gendell,  Esq.,  then  City  Solicitor,  in 
an  o})inion  given  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  under  date  of  October  28,  1908  (City  So- 
licitor's Opinions,  p.  174),  in  speaking  of  this  subject, 
said,  in  connection  with  the  Act  of  April  2."),  190)3: 

''The  purpose  of  that  Act  relates  purely  to  the 
method  of  construction  of  buildings.  It  does  not 
undertake  or  profess  to  regulate  their  use,  after  they 
are  erected." 

The  same  view  would  apply  to  all  other  Acts  regulating 
the  construction  or  alteration  of  buildings  to  be  used  for 
various  purposes.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  24tli  instant  you  ask 
whether  yon  will  be  justified,  under  the  Act  of  June  11, 
1879,  in  refusing  to  countersign  warrants  chargeable  to 
the  1917  appropriations,  except  for  the  payment  of  in- 
terest and  sinking  fund,  until  an  appropriation  shall  be 
made  by  Councils  to  meet  the  sinking  fund  payments  of 
principal  estimated  to  be  required  for  new  loans;  that  is 
to  say,  loans  not  yet  issued,  but  which  are  thought  will 
have  to  be  issued  by  January  1st,  or,  at  any  rate,  early 
in  the  year  1917.  You  state  in  this  connection  that  Coun- 
cils have  made  an  appropriation  for  these  loans  for  in- 
terest only,  but  have  not  made  an  appropriation  for  sink- 
ing fund  payments  of  principal. 

The  Act  of  1879  provides  a  method  for  estimating  the 
revenue  and  expenses  of  the  City  late  in  each  year  for  the 
ensuing  year;  requires  Councils  to  fix  a  tax  rate  which 
will  cover  the  necessary  expenses ;  and  authorizes  the  City 
Controller  to  refuse  to  countersign  any  warrants  (except 
for  sinking  fund  and  interest  payments  on  loans)  ''until 
the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates  and  other  law- 
ful obligations  shall  have  been  brought  within  the  sum 
yielded  by  the  tax  levy  and  average  income  from  other 
sources  ascertained,"  as  provided  by  the  Act. 

The  question  then  arises  whether  appropriations  for  the 
sinking  fund  on  account  of  principal  of  loans  to  be  in- 
curred in  the  coming  year  are  necessary  within  the  mean- 
ing of  that  Act.  This  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of 
May  11,  1897,  which,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
Constitutional  requirement  (Article  9,  Section  10)  that 
"any  county,  township,  school  district,  or  other  munic- 
ipality incurring  any  indebtedness  shall  at  or  before  the 
time  of  so  doing  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual 
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tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  iutcrcst  and  also  the  principal 
thereof  within  thirty  years"  provides  that  Councils  ''shall, 
before  issuinu'  any  obligation  therefor,  assess  and  levy  an 
annual  tax,  the  collection  whereof  shall  coninience  the  lirst 
year  after  the  said  increase,  which  tax  shall  be  equal  to 
and  sufficient  for  and  applied  exclusively  to  the  paynierit 
of  the  interest  and  the  principal  of  such  debt  within  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  such 
increase." 

Legislation  exactly  similar  to  the  Act  of  1807,  in  so  far 
as  concerns  the  present  inquiry,  together  with  the  Con- 
stitutional section  above  noted,  was  before  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Luzerne  Connty,  presided  over  by  Judge 
Rice,  an  eminent  authority  on  such  questions,  in  the  case 
of  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Kailroad  r.S'.  Scran- 
ton,  5  County  Ct.  Rep.  437,  and  after  full  consideration 
and  an  elaborate  discussion  of  the  entire  subject,  that 
Judge  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  w^ords  ''an  annual 
tax  collection  whereof  shall  commence  the  first  year  after 
the  said  increase"  required  that  the  tax  for  sinking  fund 
purposes  should  not  be  collected  until  after  the  expiration 
of  the  fisral  year  in  which  the  debt  increase  was  made.  As 
in  Philadelphia  the  calendar  year  and  the  fiscal  year  are 
identical,  the  distinction  between  the  two  with  which 
Judge  Rice  dealt  may  be  disregarded.  After  extensively 
reviewing  the  question,  the  Court  in  that  case  said : 

"It  follows  that  before  the  bonds  are  issued,  an 
annual  tax  must  be  assessed  to  pay  the  indebtedness, 
but  the  first  year  in  which  the  same  can  be  collected 
is  that  which  succeeds  the  incurring  of  the  indebted- 
ness ;" 

and  the  municipal  authorities  were  enjoined  from  collect- 
ing the  tax  until  the  ensuing  year.  Of  course,  the  appro- 
priation of  the  funds  cannot  be  required  before  the  year 
in  which  the  tax  by  which  the  money  is  raised  can  be 
collected. 

Tn  the  case  of  McGuire  vs.  Philadelphia  Xo.  1  (24.") 
Pa.  287)  the  Supremo  Court  treated  the  authorization 
to  incur  debt  as  so  fixing  the  status  of  the  City  with  re- 
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spect  to  its  indebtedness  as  to  compel  the  inclnsion  of  sneh 
authorized  debt  as  if  it  were  an  actual  debt,  in  calculatinp; 
the  municipal  borrowing  capacity.  This,  however,  would 
not  compel  the  conclusion  that  authorized  debt  is  to  be 
treated  as  actual  debt  for  every  purpose,  certainly  not 
for  sinking  fund  purposes — because  a  debt  might  be  au- 
thorized for  many  years  before  its  actual  issue — and  in 
such  a  situation  it  would  be  manifest  that  no  sinking  fund 
tax  ought  to  be  or  could  be  collected.  For  example:  At 
the  present  time  there  is  an  authorized,  but  unissued, 
debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  over  one  hundred  mil- 
lion (100,000,000)  dollars,  and  it  is  quite  clear,  I  think, 
to  every  intelligence  that  sinking  fund  payments  for  this 
prospective  debt  are  not  required. 

In  vour  communication  you  speak  of  the  ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  borrowing  of  money  as  if  it  meant  to  re- 
quire the  collection  of  taxes  during  the  year  of  issue  of 
the  bonds,  but  I  do  not  think  those  ordinances  have  that 
meaning  so  long  as  they  do  not  fix  any  particular  time, 
but  are  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  Act  of  1S9Y 
as  meaning,  at  least  as  to  sinking  fund  principal  payments, 
the  year  succeeding  the  issue,  but  whether  they  mean  the 
one  or  the  other,  if  the  decision  of  Judge  Eice  above  re- 
ferred to  is  to  be  regarded  as  sound,  the  authorities  of  the 
City  could  at  the  suit  of  taxpayers  be  restrained  from 
collecting  any  such  tax  until  the  expiration  of  the  first 
year,  Xor  does  it  matter  that  the  bonds  must  be  issued 
quite  early  in  the  year,  possibly,  as  you  state,  on  the  first 
of  January,  The  theory  underlying  the  Act  of  1879  is 
that  the  entire  year  is  to  be  taken  as  a  unit,  as  if  it  were 
one  period  of  time.  It  is  not  stipulated  or  intended  to 
be  required  by  that  Act  that  the  money  for  actual  use 
during  the  year  must  all  be  in  hand  before  appropriations 
or  even  actual  expenditures  of  it  can  be  made.  The  bulk 
of  the  City's  revenue,  as  you  are  well  aware,  is  received 
late  in  the  year,  but  the  appropriations  and  payment  go 
on  all  through  the  year  without  awaiting  the  incoming 
of  the  money.  It  may  well  be  that  as  to  bonds  issued,  say 
on  the  first  of  January  of  a  year,  the  thirtieth  annual  in- 
stallment of  sinking  fund  will  not  be  available  until  after 
16 
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the  first  of  Jainiarv  thirty  years  in  tlie  future,  -wlieii  it 
will  be  required  to  pay  the  bond-hoklei-s ;  but,  as  already 
stated,  the  year  is  to  be  regarded  as  one  definite  time,  and 
as  to  which  the  statute  provides  that  the  payment  shall 
be  begun  one  year  after  the  increase  of  the  debt.  There- 
fore, the  last  annual  sinking  fund  payment  on  bonds  is- 
sued January  1,  1917,  will  be  levied  for  collection  during 
the  year  1947,  and  though  not  actually  collected  until  later 
in  that  year  than  the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  yet  is  to  be 
regarded  as  in  the  theory  of  the  Act  a  contemporaneous 
recei])t  of  money. 

You  speak  of  the  ordinance  of  March  15,  1894,  which 
had  to  be  amended  by  ordinance  of  January  25,  1897,  so 
as  to  provide  the  necessary  tax  levy,  but  that  instance  dif- 
fered from  the  present  one  in  that  the  original  ordinance 
made  no  levy  of  taxes  at  all,  which  was  directly  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Act.  It  has  doubtless  been  the  practice  in  the 
past  for  Councils  to  make  appropriations  for  the  new 
loans  as  you  state  in  your  letter.  This,  however,  must 
necessarily  be  a  mere  guess  or  estimate,  for  it  cannot  be 
known  in  advance  what  new  loans  may  be  required  to  be 
issued  during  the  whole  of  the  ensuing  year,  whereas  the 
Act  of  1897  and  the  earlier  Acts  dealing  with  this  subject 
intend  to  require  not  a  speculative  or  estimated  thing,  but 
a  certain  one;  that  is,  every  loan,  after  it  has  been 
definitely  ascertained  that  there  will  be  such  a  loan,  must 
be  preceded  or  accompanied  by  the  levy  of  a  then  existing 
tax,  the  collection  of  which,  however,  is  postponed  by  the 
Statute  until  the  first  year  after  the  creation  of  the  debt. 

If,  therefore,  these  were  the  ordinary  cases  of  bonds 
projected  to  be  issued  in  a  year  the  beginning  of  which 
had  not  yet  arrived,  I  would  be  unhesitatingly  of  the 
opinion  that  a  tax  levy  and  appropriation  during  such 
preceding  year  was  not  only  not  re(]uired,  but  perhaps 
absolutely  unlawful ;  but  you  call  my  attention  to  certain 
facts  which  go  far  to  modify  this  conclusion  with  respect 
to  the  present  instance.  It  seems  that  the  bond  issue  which 
you  have  in  mind  is  to  provide  funds  already  appropriated 
and  in  part  expended,  this  having  been  done  by  virtue  of 
the  Act  of  July  24,  1913  (P.  L.  976),  which*  authorizes 
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the  appropriation  and  nse  of  money,  in  cities  of  the  first 
class,  ont  of  loans  in  anticipation  of  their  actnal  issue ; 
and  the  Act  of  June  5,  1915  (P.  L.  8-lG),  which  estab- 
lishes in  such  cities  a  consolidated  loan  fund  from  which 
moneys  may  be  drawn  for  all  actual  or  directed  loan  pur- 
poses. 

The  Act  of  1913  is  manifestly  intended  for  temporary 
purposes  only,  and  its  spirit  would  be  violated,  and  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  City  thrown  into  the  utmost  con- 
fusion should  that  Statute  be  so  perverted  as  to  permit  the 
expenditure  of  money  before  the  issue  of  loans  by  which 
such  money  is  to  be  raised  and  the  postponement  of  the 
bond  issue  for  an  indefinite  or  even  a  long  time.  As  al- 
ready seen,  the  Act  of  1897  provides  that  the  collection 
of  the  tax  shall  commence  "the  first  year  after  the  said 
increase,"  but  whatever  the  theoretical  considerations  may 
be,  it  seems  obvious  that  when  money  is  appropriated  and 
expended  to  be  replaced  out  of  an  intended  loan,  "the 
said  increase"  of  the  City's  debt  takes  place  not  at  the 
time  of  the  issue  of  the  bonds,  but  when  in  advance  thereof 
the  money  is  appropriated  or  used.  Therefore,  even 
within  the  literal  terms  of  that  Statute,  the  first  year  after 
the  increase  will  actually  be  the  year  1917  ;  and  this  view 
of  the  effect  of  appropriating  and  expending  money  be- 
yond current  revenue  is  directly  in  harmony  with  the  de- 
cided cases: 

Keller  -ys.  Scranton,  200  Pa.  130; 
Shuldice  vs.  Pittsburgh,  234  Pa.  90 ; 
David  vs.  Doylestown,  3  Pa.  C.  C.  573  ; 
McGuire  vs.  Philadelphia  N^o.  1,  245  Pa.  287. 

For  this  reason,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  so  much  of 
the  loans  projected  in  1917  as  may  have  been  or  shall  be 
appropriated  and  used  or  expended  before  the  expiration 
of  this  year  should  be  provided  for  by  sinking  fund  ap- 
propriations, to  take  effect  during 'the  year  1917,  for  which 
the  estimates  of  revenue  and  expenditure  are  now  being 
made,  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  1879,  Whether  your 
duty,  however,  requires  that  you  refuse  to  countersign 
any  warrants  for  1917  until  this  is  done  involves  some 
other  considerations.     In  a  recent  letter  to  the  Sinking 
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Fund  Conniiissioners,  of  whom  you  are  one,  the  subject 
of  a  reserve  of  something  over  twelve  hundred  thousand 
(1,200,000)  dollars  in  the  sinking  fund  was  discussed. 
The  money  then  in  question,  T  was  given  to  understand, 
arose  from  ovor-payn)onts  to  the  sinking  fund  on  account 
of  individual  loans  wliich  have  been  discharged  and  have 
ceased  to  exist.  It  might,  therefore,  be  urged  with  great 
force  that  the  claim  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners 
to  retain  this  money  has  ceased  with  the  cessation  of  the 
definite  purpose  for  which  it  was  held  by  them  in  trust; 
but  in  view  of  the  many  contingencies  and  uncertainties 
which  must  be  incidental  to  the  investment  and  reinvest- 
ment of  money  for  so  long  a  period  as  thirty  years  in  the 
future,  it  seemed  to  me  that  the  Commissioners  might  well 
feel  themselves  justified  in  keeping  possession  of  this  fund, 
or  a  part  of  it,  to  meet  any  deficiencies  resulting  there- 
from, and  I  so  advised  them. 

The  present  omission  of  Councils  to  provide  for  sink- 
ing fund  payments  during  1917  for  so  much  of  this  debt 
as  has  or  will  be  incurred  in  1916  may,  perhaps,  be  taken 
in  conjunction  with  the  contingencies  tlien  in  view,  and 
with  the  consent  of  your  colleagues  in  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commission  it  may  be  feasible  to  use  this  accumulated 
fund,  or  a  part  of  it,  for  the  purpose  in  view — that  is,  to 
insure  a  sufficient  sum  being  retained  to  meet  the  required 
sinking  fund  payments  for  the  principal  of  the  debt  in- 
curred, as  above  explained,  in  1916. 

I  suggest  this  expedient  for  your  consideration — 
whether  it  may  not  be  preferable  to  the  drastic  remedy 
of  refusing  to  countersign  warrants  under  any  of  the  ap- 
propriations for  the  coming  year,  thus  virtually  paralyz- 
ing the  City  government. 

I  trust  the  foregoing  wull  sufficiently  apprise  you  of 
your  duties  and  responsibilities  in  the  premises,  so  that 
you  will  be  enabled  to  solve  the  problem  presented  to  you 
cautiously  and  with  as  little  friction  in  and  detriment  to 
the  public  interests  as  may  be  possible.

De\r  Sir:— In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  25th  ult., 
addressed  to  me  by  your  Secretary,  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  a  license  fee  of  $25  for  the  Little  Theatre,  and 
enclosing'  a  copv  of  letter  of  Beulah  E.  Jay,  m  which  it 
is  urged  that  inasmuch  as  the  performances  m  the  said 
theater  are  entirely  by  amateurs,  who  receive  no  compensa- 
tion for  their  work,  and  the  entire  staff  connected  with  the 
production  of  plays  in  the  theater  give  their  services  gra- 
tuitouslv,  the  object  of  said  theater  being  to  promote  the 
drama  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  theater  should  be 
free  from  payment  of  the  said  license  fee. 

The  tax  of  $25  now  imposed  by  the  C'ity  of  Philadel- 
phia upon  theaters  in  this  City  is  imposed  under  authority 
of  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  P.  L.  73,  entitled  ''An  Act 
to  regulate  places  of  public  amusement  in  cities  of  the 
iirst  class." 

The  Act  of  June  24,  1895,  P.  L.  249,  referred  to  in  the 
letter  of  Miss  Jay,  deals  only  with  the  State  tax  imposed 
upon  places  of  amusement.  This  Act,  in  Section  3,  pro- 
vides specifically  that  it  shall  not  exempt  "any  theatrical 
or  operatic  company,  or  circus,  or  menagerie.  or_  amuse- 
ment from  the  payment  of  such  taxes  as  may  be  imposed 
upon  them  by  any  city  or  borough  in  this  Commonwealth, 
in  accordance  with  any  ordinance  duly  enacted  in  relation 
thereto."  It  is,  therefore,  clear  that  this  Act  is  not^  in- 
tended to  interfere  in  any  way  with  a  municipality's  right 
to  impose  taxes  upon  amusement  places. 

In  the  case  of  Oellers,  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth, 
vs.  Hitter,  18  Pa.  County  Court,  73,  it  was  held  that  dra- 
matic representations  by  amateurs  are  not  subject  to  the 
State  tax  under  the  Act  of  1895  al)ove  referred  to.  The 
■Court,  however,  in  rendering  its  opinion  in  the^  above- 
mentioned   case,   speciiically   refers   to   a    City's   right  of 
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taxation  under  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  P.  L.  73,  and 
says : 

''By  the  first  section  of  Act  of  May  22,  1870,  P. 
L.  73,  entitled  'An  Act  to  regulate  places  of  public 
amusement  in  cities  of  the  first  class,'  the  Mayor's 
previous  license  was  made  necessary  before  any  rep- 
resentation can  be  given,  and,  before  granting  such 
license,  it  was  made  the  Mayor's  duty  to  satisfy  him- 
self that  the  exhibition,  performance  or  entertainment 
'shall  not  be  immoral  in  its  nature  or  tendencies,  or 
otherwise  unlawful  or  hurtful  before  enacted.' 

"By  the  third  section  of  this  Act,  the  Mayor  is 
authorized  to  vacate  and  annul  such  license,  if  he  be 
satisfied  that  any  performances  have  been  immoral 
or  unlawful.  For  such  license  the  proprietor  of  the 
building  must  pay  for  the  use  of  the  City  twenty- 
five  dollars,  and  the  same  amount  with  each  yearly 
renewal. 

"It  would  soem  that  all  dramatic  representations 
are  subject  to  this  supervision  by  the  local  authori- 
ties and  to  the  tax,  by  way  of  police  regulation,  con- 
nected therewith." 

As  pointed  out  by  the  Court  in  the  al)ove  cr.se,  the  dis- 
tinction between  the  Act  of  1879  and  that  of  1895  is  that 
the  Act  of  1879  is  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  pres- 
entation of  plays  and  other  amusements,  as  a  police  meas- 
ure, whereas  the  Act  of  1895  is  concerned  with  the  State 
revenue.  Under  the  Act  of  1879,  which  is  entitled  "An 
Act  to  regulate  places  of  public  amusement  in  cities  of  the 
first  class,"  it  is  made  unlawful  to  exhibit  to  the  public 
in  any  building,  etc.,  in  a  city  of  the  first  class  any  play 
or  other  similar  amusement  without  taking  out  a  license 
and  paying  the  required  fee.  Such  a  performance  is  ex- 
hibited "to  the  public"  when  tickets  of  admission  are  sold 
generally  to  all  purchasers,  and  the  play  given  in  the 
presence  of  all  who  uuiy  thus  obtain  admission.  If  such 
is  the  method  of  disposing  of  the  tickets  for  }>erformances 
at  the  Little  Theater,  as  I  am  informed  it  is,  then  that 
establishment  is  within  the  purview  of  Act  of  1879  and  a 
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license  must  be  taken  out  and  a  license  fee  paid,  on  pain, 
among  other  things  as  prescribed  by  the  Statute,  of  the 
closing  of  the  theater  and  the  refusal  bv  the  Mayor  to  per- 
mit performances  to  be  held  therein.  I  do  not  think  the 
fact  that  the  performers  are  amateurs  affects  the  question 
as  it  does  with  respect  to  the  Act  of  1895  and  the  action 
•of  the  Mercantile  Appraisers,  both  of  which  relate  to  reve- 
nue measures  concerned  with  occupations,  whereas  the  li- 
cense required  by  the  Act  of  1879,  as  already  pointed  out, 
is  for  a  totally  different  purpose.

Legality  of  Proposed  Ordinance  to  Begulate  Length   of 
Coal  Wagons. 

William  H.  Wilson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — The  Superintendent  of  Police  refers  to  me 
a  copy  of  a  letter  from  a  citizen  inquiring  whether  an 
ordinance  might  not  properly  be  prepared  and  passed 
limiting  the  length  of  coal  wagons,  so  that  they  may  not 
project  over  the  railway  tracks  and  delay  travel,  as  they 
so  frequently  do  upon  the  streets  of  the  City.  The  'Super- 
intendent of  Police  asks  for  "suggestions  as  to  whether  or 
not  such  an  ordinance  would  be  feasible  and  enforceable." 

From  a  legal  standpoint,  I  believe  such  an  ordinance 
would  be  valid.  Doubtless  it  would  meet  with  great  oppo- 
sition from  those  possessing  numbers  of  coal  wagons  which 
would  not  conform  to  the  new  requirements.  It  occurs  to 
me,  however,  that  an  ordinance  might  fairly  avoid  rea- 
sonable objections  if  it  should  provide  that  coal  wagons 
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havin":  a  greater  lenuth  tlian  tliat  found  iioccssarv  miiilit 
be  forbidden  to  deliver  coal  between  certain  honrs,  pos- 
sibly varvinii'  at  different  seasons  of  tbe  vear,  and  upon 
streets  in  which  the  railway  tracks  are  within  such  dis- 
tance from  the  curb  line  that  the  pi-actice  seriously  inter- 
feres with  traffic  durinii'  the  busy  hours  of  the  day ;  or 
some  other  ordinance  might  be  feasible  if  on  lines  similar 
to  those  indicated.

Right  of  Contractor  to  'Claim  Iron  Fence  Around 
Plai/groiind.

Dear  Sir: — It  appears  from  your  letter  of  the  20th 
ult.  that  a  contract  was  entered  into  some  time  ao'o,  among* 
other  things,  to  erect  an  iron  fence  around  the  playground 
at  Twenty-sixth  and  ^lorris  streets,  which  was  completed 
and  the  work  accepted  July  20,  1916.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Board  of  Recreation  had  awarded  to  the  same  con- 
tractor another  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  swim- 
ming pool  enclosed  by  a  brick  wall,  which  wall  takes  the 
place  in  part  of  the  iron  fence.  The  contractor  has  lieen 
paid  in  full  on  his  first  contract,  and  you  say  that  "the 
Board,  in  making  its  specifications  for  the  new  work, 
made  no  provision  in  said  specifications  that  any  part  of 
the  iron  fence  replaced  by  the  brick  wall  in  the  new  con- 
tract should  become  the  property  of  the  contractor."'  The 
question  is  whether  the  contractor  is  entitled  to  the  iron 
fence  thus  removed  and  replaced  by  the  brick  wall. 
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Having-  once  been  poid  for  the  fence,  the  contractor  has 
no  title  thereto  whatever,  and  if,  as  yon  say,  the  second 
contract  makes  no  provision  for  the  part  of  the  iron  fence 
which  is  to  be  removed  becoming  the  property  of  the  con- 
tractor, there  is  not  the  slightest  ground  for  donbt  npon  the 

subject.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  the  controversy  between  the 
Electrical  Bureau  and  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company 
with  respect  to  placing  free  telephone  service  through  the 
Police  Board  at  Eoom^Xo.  629,  City  Hall,  I  have  a  letter 
from  the  attorney  for  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company 
suogesting  that  the  rights  of  the  City  and  the  company  be 
ascertained  by  the  City  filing  a  Bill  in  Equity  against  the 
company  to  require  it  to  install,  or  rather,  to  enjoin  it 
from  removing,  the  required  telephones  and  to  determine 
its  duties  to  the  City  under  the  ordinance.  Is  it  your 
desire  that  the  question  be  submitted  to  the  Court  in  this 
way  ? 

In  your  letter  to  me  of  yesterday  on  this  subject  you 
say  that  it  is  the  contention  of  your  Department  "as  sub- 
stantiated by  an  opinion  received  from  you  (me),  that  un- 
der the  ordinance  of  December  26,  1902,  such  service 
may  be  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Service  free 
of  charge." 

This  is  not  a  correct  interpretation  of  the  opinion  of 
November  22,  1916,  given  by  me,  to  which  you  doubtless 
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refer.  That  opinion  was  in  reply  to  tlio  question:  "Does 
the  instalhition  under  the  ordinance  referred  to  of  the 
Keystone  Telephones,  from  the  police  operatinii'  room,  029 
City  Ilall,  to  the  house  sergeants  in  the  various  stations, 
comply  with  the  ordinance  of  December  20,  1902  f  and 
T  said  in  answer  that  "it  seems  to  me  that  such  connec- 
tion would  unquestionably  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance." 

This  does  not  either  express  or  imply  that  the  Keystone 
Telephone  Company  is  obliged  to  furnish  the  connections 
in  question,  but  only  that,  if  furnished,  such  connection 
would  comply  with  the  ordinance.  I  expressed  no  opinion 
on  the  subject  of  the  obligation  of  the  Keystone  Telephone 
Company  to  provide  the  required  telephones,  as,  indeed, 
non(>  was  called  for  by  the  terms  of  the  inquiry.  Upon 
this  distinction  being  called  to  your  attention,  I  have  no 
doubt  you  will  readily  perceive  its  force  and  effect.

02  of  the  Porter 
Gildersleeve  Company,  after  an  examination  of  all  the 
correspondence  in  that  matter  your  suggestion  that  con- 
sent be  given  to  the  Porter  Gildersleeve  Company  for  the 
removal  of  the  overhang  on  the  south  side  of  Palmer  street 
wharf  at  the  expiration  of  the  Guiniven  Lumber  Com- 
pany's lease  on  March  31,  1917,  is  a  good  one,  and  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  reason  why  an  agreement  to  that

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Porter  Gildersleeve  Company.  I  would  suggest,  however, 
that  embodied  in  that  agreement  there  would  be  a  general 
release  on  the  part  of  the  Porter  Gildersleeve  Company 
saving  harmless  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  tha't  overhang  until  the  date  of  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  mentioned.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant  you  refer 
to  notice  served  on  you  by  the  American  Surety  Company 
of  Xew  York,  surety  for  Peoples  Brothers,  with  reference 
to  a  contract  between  the  City  and  Peoples  Brothers  for 
the  erection  of  a  Power  House  at  the  Home  for  Feeble 
Minded,  Byberry — which  notice  is  to  the  effect  that 
Peoples  Brothers  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver,  and  the 
Surety  Company  demands  that  "all  moneys  due  and  to 
become  due  under  this  contract  should  be  paid  to  the 
surety."  You  ask  for  instructions  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  money  to  the  surety,  as  so  required. 

The  facts  in  this  connection  are  not  sufficiently  stated 
to  justify  a  conclusion  in  this  particular  case.  Many  simi- 
lar instances  have  arisen,  however,  in  the  p"st,  and  the 
advice  of  this  Department  has  been  in  all  such  eases  that 
the  Surety  Company  is  entitled  to  warrants  for  the  work 
done  by  it  after  breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
principal  and  the  placing  of  the  constructive  work  in  the 
hands  of  the  Surety  Company. 

With  respect  to  warrants  for  work  done  by  the  con- 
tractor before  his  failure,  it  is  difficult  or  impossible  for 
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the  City  to  attempt  to  pass  upon  any  confliot  which  may 
arise  between  the  representative  of  the  eontra'-tor,  as  re- 
ceiver, assignee,  etc.,  and  tlie  Surety  Company ;  niul  in 
reference  to  sncli  a  fund  the  safe  conrse  is  for  tlic  City  to 
decline  paying  the  money  to  either  claimant  until  an  ad- 
justment of  the  question  is  reached  l)etw(HMi  them,  or  a 
decree  or  order  of  the  Court  is  ol)tained  directing  the  pay- 
ment and  indicating  the  party  to  whom  it  shall  l)e  made.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
writes  me,  under  date  of  r)th  inst.,  in  connection  M'ith  the 
contract  for  the  improvement  of  Oxford  pike,  from  Bor- 
beck  street  to  Pine  road.  This  contra  t  included  tlie 
widening  of  the  street  and  the  supposed  removal  of  the 
fronts  of  certain  buildings,  sixteen  in  nnnd)er,  projecting 
beyond  the  revised  house  line.  The  contract  for  the  grad- 
ing was  upon  unit  bids,  but  among  the  items  contained 
in  the  proposal  was  one  ''for  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
portions  of  frame,  stone  and  brick  buildings,  as  shown  on 
the  phin,  the  lump  sum  of  $1,000.''  As  already  stated, 
the  numl)er  of  buildings  shown  on  the  plan  was  sixteen, 
l»ut  seven  of  the  house-owners  have  moved  their  buildings 
back  to  the  new  line,  so  that  only  nine  buildings  are  re- 
quired to  have  the  fronts  removed,  and  the  contractor  is 
relieved  of  that  work  as  to  the  seven  which  were  taken 
back  to  the  new  line.     In  these  circumstances  the  Chief 
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of  the  Bureau  has  estimated  that  after  deducting  for  the 
estimated  salvage  of  the  seven  houses,  the  contractor  should 
make  an  allowance  of  $451.08  to  the  City  to  be  retained 
out  of  the  final  payment.  This  the  contractor  objects  to, 
claiming  the  entire  sum  of  $1,000  under  this  item  of 
his  bid.  The  question  asked  this  Department  is,  "What 
should  be  the  attitude  of  the  Department  (of  Public 
Works)  in  this  connection?" 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  specifications  in  the  hope 
of  finding  some  provision  authorizing  your  Department 
to  adjust  questions  of  this  kind,  and  make  suitable  deduc- 
tions for  any  part  of  the  work  not  done,  but  I  do  not  find 
any  such  privilege  reserved  to  the  City.  The  bid  of 
$1,000,  unlike  the  other  portions  of  the  contract  price, 
w^as  for  the  work  as  a  whole,  and  does  not  appear  to  be 
severable  in  the  manner  proposed.  It  is,  of  course,  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  contractor  had  in  view  the  dis- 
posal of  the  material  taken  from  the  houses,  for  this  is 
specifically  provided  for  in  the  specifications,  that  is,  that 
such  material  is  to  belong  to  him. 

Whatever  equitable  consideration  it  may  be  thought  the 
contractor  ought  justly  to  give  to  the  City  in  view  of  the 
lessened  amount  of  work  required  of  him  under  this  item 
of  his  proposal,  I  fear  that  as  a  strictly  legal  proposition 
the  City  would  be  unable  to  enforce  such  a  deduction,  and 
that  the  attitude  of  your  Department  must  be  governed  by 
this  view  of  the  law.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  Secretary  sends  me  correspondence 
received  from  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
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TTealtli  and  Charities  roirarding-  a  eontract  that  ^litchell 
Brothers  have  been  awarded  bv  that  Department  for  the 
construction  of  certain  dorniitorv  buildings  and  connect- 
ing corridors,  etc.,  at  the  Philadelphia  Institution  for  the 
Feeble-Blinded  at  Byberrv.  The  bids  for  this  work  were 
received  on  Xoveniber  (5,  lOlG,  and  on  the  same  day  th_e 
contract  was  awarded  to  Blessrs.  ]\Iitchell  Brothers  at  the 
sum  of  $502,000,  that  being  the  lowest  bid.  The  next 
lowest  bid  was  $010,000,  and  three  others  bids  were  re- 
ceived, the  highest  of  which  was  $0r)r),O00.  On  the  same 
day,  Messrs.  Bfitchell  Brothers  wrote  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities,  stating  their  desire  to  with- 
draw their  proposal  as  it  was  based  on  a  mistake  in  the 
addition  of  the  figures,  they  explaining  that  owing  to  the 
death  of  their  mother  on  that  day  they  had  not  intended 
to  bid,  but  did  so  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  sub-con- 
tractors ;  that  in  figuring  out  the  amount  to  be  bid  by 
them,  based  on  the  cost  to  them  of  the  various  elements  of 
tlfe  work,  in  adding  up  the  figures  representing  that  cost 
a  mistake  of  a  "5"  for  a  "0"  was  made  in  the  sixth  colunm 
from  the  right,  thus  embodying  an  under-estimate  of 
$100,000,  and  that  their  bid 'should  have  been  $002,000 
on  the  basis  of  the  sub-contracts,  to  allow  them  a  fair 
profit  on  the  work ;  that  to  insist  upon  holding  them  to 
their  contract  would  inevitably  result  in  ruining  them, 
and  that  the  work  would  probably  have  to  be  taken  over 
by  their  surety.  Their  attorney  has  written  both  to  this 
Department  and  to  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  and  has  submitted  figures  showing  the  clerical 
error  above  referred  to  in  the  addition  of  the  columns. 
T  understand  also  that  an  affidavit  has  been  furnished  by 
Messrs.  Mitchell  Brothers  embodying  the  foregoing  facts. 
The  Director  of  the  Department  of  TTealth  and  Chari- 
ties, in  his  letter  to  you  of  December  Hth,  says:  '"■Although 
I  sympathize  deeply  with  them  in  this  case,  I  still  con- 
tend that  I  have  no  legal  right  to  release  them,  or  their 
bonding  company,  from  the  contract  awarded  to  them." 
In  this  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Director  is  in  error.  It  is 
not  the  duty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  any  De- 
partment or  head  of  a  Department  representing  it,  to  in- 
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sist  upon  taking  advantage  of  a  mistake  of  this  character, 
to  the  ruin  of  any  person  or  persons  innocently  making 
such  mistake,  always  provided,  however,  that  the  case  is 
one  of  an  honest  error  and  is  not  part  of  any  scheme,  or 
plan,  to  take  an  undue  advantage  of  the  City  after  the 
opening  of  bids.  As  was  said  by  Mr.  Justice  Mitchell, 
in  the  case  of  Bailey  vs.  Philadelphia,  167  Penna.,  on 
page  573 : 

"There  is  nothing  in  the  law  or  in  sound  public 
policy  to  prohibit  the  City  from  being  honest,  and 
paying  its  bona-fide  debts  which  are  good  in  con- 
science and  justice,  though^  for  sufficient  other  rea- 
sons, there  is  a  general  rule  which  prevents  them  from 
being  enforceable  by  law." 

While  this  matter  is  not  one  on  which  the  City  owes  a 
debt,  strictly  so  called,  I  think  the  same  thought  may 
justly  be  invoked,  to  wit:  that  the  City  is  under  no  obli- 
gation to  reap  advantage  from  an  honest  mistake  or  to 
violate  the  civic  conscience,  as  no  private  man  governed 
by  prdinarily  fair,  human  instincts  would  be  inclined  to 
do  on  his  own  behalf. 

In  addition  to  the  ground  upon  which  the  release  of  the 
proposed  contractor  is  asked,  as  above  set  forth,  his  attor- 
ney presents  a  second  claim,  that  as  the  full  amount  re- 
quired for  the  contract  was  not  appropriated  at  the  time, 
the  bidders  could  legally  refuse  to  execute  it.  I  think  this 
position  extremely  doubtful,  because  the  advertisement  on 
which  bids  were  sought  explicitly  gave  notice  that 
"bids  are  invited  subject  to  future  appropriation  by  Coun- 
cils." Assuming,  therefore,  that  sufficient  appropriation 
is  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  I  do  not  believe  that  a 
bidder  could  take  advantage  of  this  clause,  having  bid  with 
such  notice. 

Be  this  as  it  may,  however,  the  equitable  ground  first 
considered  is,  in  my  judg-ment,  amply  sufficient  to  justify 
the  Director  in  not  insisting  upon  the  execution  of  the 
contract  bid  on  under  the  circumstances  noted.  I  have 
been  told  that  he  regards  his  position  in  the  matter  as 
justified  by  opinions  of  former  City  Solicitors,  in  one  of 
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which  (C'ity  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1009,  p.  20)  ^Icssrs. 
Lit  Brothers  having  bid  for  a  contract  involvina'  a  few 
hundred  dollars,  afterwards  stated  that  tlieir  employee 
had  made  a  mistake  in  computation  and  offered  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  iCitv  for  the  supply  of  the  mer- 
chandise in  question  at  cost.  This  it  was  very  properly 
held  could  not  be  done;  the  bid  having  been  made  at  one 
fiii'ure,  it  followed  that  the  contract  could  not  be  upnu  any 
other  terms,  but  the  then  City  Solicitor  said: 

"I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  power  you  may 
have,  without  special  authority  from  Councils,  to  re- 
lease the  bidder,  after  the  award  made,  from  the  ob- 
ligation they  assumed  and  readvertise.  But  if  you 
have  the  power,  it  is  one  which  is  to  be  exercised  very 
sparingly,  on  account  of  possible  abuses  by  bidders 
who  might  intentionally  submit  low  bids  to  learn  the 
prices  of  their  rivals."' 

These  remarks  are  equally  applicable  here.  It  seems  rea- 
sonably clear  from  all  the  facts  that  Messrs.  ]\Iitchell 
Brothers  arc  not  attempting  any  possible  abuse  by  in- 
tentionally submitting  low  bids  to  learn  the  prices  of  their 
rivals,  but  in  the  agitation  of  their  bereavement,  quite  par- 
donably perhaps,  involved  themselves  in  the  result  of  a 
mere  clerical  error  of  adding,  from  the  consequences  of 
which  they  should  be  relieved,  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

Another  instance  of  a  like  occurrence  had  already  been 
the  subject  of  an  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  under  date 
of  June  11,  1907  (p.  136),  in  which,  after  filing  a  pro- 
posal, the  bidder,  claiming  that  he  had  made  an  error, 
desired  to  correct  his  bid  by  raising  it  from  $9,367  to 
$10,067,  and  in  this,  as  in  the  later  instance,  it  was  quite 
evident  that  this  course  could  not  be  followed  and  the  City 
Solicitor  so  advised  the  Director,  saying: 

"You  must  either  hold  Mr.  ^IcDevitt  upon  his  bid, 
and  if  he  declines  to  take  the  contract,  award  it  to 
the  next  bidder,  and  require  him  to  pay  the  differ- 
ence; or,  if  you  choose  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
doing  so,  release  him  from  his  bid  on  the  ground  of 
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an  error,  or  reject  all  the  bids  and  re-advertise.     He 
certainly  cannot  get  a  contract  at  the  higher  price." 

The  same  snggestion  applies  at  this  time.  ]Messrs.  ]\Iit- 
chell  Brothers  conld  not  have  a  contract  at  $662,000  for 
the  same  work  or  at  any  fignre  higher  than  that  bid  by 
them,  no  matter  how  paipal:ile  the  error  which  led  to  that 
bid ;  bnt  they  may  well  be  released  from  their  bid  on  the 
gronnd  of  the  mistake,  or  all  of  the  bids  may  be  rejected 
and  an  advertisement  pnblished  for  new  bids. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  in  view  of  all  the  circnm stances, 
if  convinced  that  Messrs.  Mitchell  Brothers  are  acting 
honestly  in  the  matter,  that  the  latter  is  the  jnst,  honest 
and  fair  course  and  the  one  which,  in  my  opinion,  shonld 
be  followed. 

I  am  sending  you  this  opinion  in  duplicate  in  order  to 
facilitate  you  in  furnishing  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  with  a  copy  thereof, 
should  you  wish  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  recent  letter  you  inipiire  in  refer- 
ence to  Contract  Xo.  101  for  the  construction  of  the  City 
Hall  Station  of  the  subway,  with  respect  to  the  obligation 
of  the  contractor  under  the  lump  sum  item  to  underpin 
the  foundations  of  the  City  Hall  outside  of  the  lines  of 
the  subway  as  distinguished  from  the  space  immediately 

n' 
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()V(?r  it.  As  applying  to  tin's,  you  refer  to  various  speciHca- 
tions  attached  to  the  contract,  among  others  to  the  re- 
(piirei'ient  which  is  found  on  page  4,  defining  the  scope  of 
the  contract  and  which  provides  that  ''this  contract  in- 
cludes *  *  "  the  support  and  protection,  and.  where 
necessary,  the  underpinning,  securing,  bulkhcading  and 
nuiintaining  of  all  luiildings,  surface  and  elevated  rail- 
v.-ays  and  suhways,  and  all  other  structures  of  any  de- 
scription affected  or  disturbed  by  the  Avork  of  construc- 
tion." You  also  refer  to  paragraph  41  (p.  18),  which  is, 
in  part,  to  the  effect  that  ''the  work  will  include  under- 
pinning the  present  ^larkot  Street  Subway  railway  struc- 
tures, City  TTall  and  the  corner  of  the  West  End  Tnisr 
Building;  bulkhcading  the  corner  foundations  of  the  Lin- 
coln Building  and  Broad  Street  Station;"  this  being  quali- 
fied to  some  extent  by  paragraph  48  (p.  19)  to  the  effect 
that  "the  underpinning  of  City  ITall  and  of  the  Market 
Street  Subway  structure  and  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
West  End  Trust  Building  will  be  the  walls  and  columns 
and  roof  of  the  new  structure."  You  also  mention  para- 
graph 81  (p.  23),  reading  thus:  "The  contractor  will  be 
held  responsible  for  any  injury  to  the  walls  or  other  parts 
or  furnishings  of  City  ITall.  the  Market  Street  Subway, 
or  any  other  building  or  structure  that  may  result  from 
his  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  he  shall  promptly  and. 
adequately  repair  all  such  damage."  Predicated  on  this 
and  other  portions  of  the  specifications  you  ask: 

1.  Does  the  contractor's  responsil)ility  for  the  safe 
execution  of  the  work  obligate  him,  under  the  lump 
sum  item,  to  underpin  any  portion  of  the  founda- 
tions of  the  City  Hall  exterior  to  the  lines  of  the 
subway,  if  such  is  deemed  necessary  by  this  Depart- 
ment, or  should  this  work  be  construed  as  additional 
to  that  covered  by  said  item,  and  payment  be  made 
therefor  in  a  manner  subject  to  agreement  between 
the  Director  and  the  contractor  ? 

So  far  as  concerns  the  underpinning  of  City  ITall,  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  generality  of  the  language  already 
quoted  from  the  fourth  page  of  the  specifications  and  of 
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that  of  paraiirapli  41  is  qualified  bv  paragraph  43  (p.  19), 
the  wording  of  which  has  already  been  set  forth  and  which 
limits  the  nnderpinning  of  City  Hall,  of  the  Market  Street 
Subway  structures  and  of  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
West  End  Trust  Building  so  that  such  underpinning  shall 
consist  of  the  walls,  columns  and  roof  of  the  new  struc- 
ture. If,  under  the  language  found  on  page  4,  further 
underpinning  is  necessary  therefor,  at  least  in  so  far  as 
respects  the  buildings  specifically  mentioned  in  paragraph 
41  and  paragraph  43,  the  additional  underpinning  must 
be  regarded  as  not  included  in  the  underpinning  which  the 
contractor  agreed  to  furnish  under  Item  1,  and  must, 
therefore,  be  the  subject  of  extra  compensation,  the  amount 
of  which  should  be  reached  by  adjustment  between  the 
Director  and  contractor. 

2.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director,  this  ex- 
terior underpinning  is  an  essential  precaution  that 
should  be  undertaken  in  order  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
damage  to  the  building  during  the  construction  period 
and  thereafter,  should  the  Director  order  the  con- 
tractor to  supply  this  underpinning,  or  should  this 
matter  be  left  for  determination  by  the  contractor 
and  his  surety  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  which 
makes  the  contractor  responsible  for  the  safety  of  the 
building  ? 

Whatever  precaution,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director, 
is  necessary  to  safeguard  the  stability  of  the  overlying 
buildings  or  to  reduce  the  risk  of  danger  thereto  should  be^ 
ordered  by  him  and  not  left  to  the  contractor  to  supply 
any  underpinning,  or  take  other  precautions  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

3.  Assuming  the  Director  believes  the  above  pre- 
caution should  be  taken,  is  he  thereby  obligated, 
morally  or  legally,  to  so  advise  the  contractor,  and  is 
such  advice  to  be  construed  as  ordering  the  work  to 
be  done  as  an  extra  outside  of  the  cost  of  Item  No.  1  ? 

The  Director  should  feel  himself  obligated  morally, 
legally  and  in  any  and  every  other  way,  not  only  to  advise^ 
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the  coiitractiii-,  l>nt  to  direct  the  doiiiii'  of  ;in_v  woi'k  or  the 
taking  of  any  precaution  deemed  hy  him  necessary  to  pro- 
tect and  uphold  City  Hall,  or  any  other  huildini.>:  which 
may  l)e  endangered  by  the  progress  of  the  constructive 
work.  Whetlier  the  work  so  ordered  is  to  he  done  as  an 
extra  will  depend  upon  the  question  whether  it  consists 
of  underpinning  those  jtarticular  buildiuiis  which,  hy 
Specification  4:>,  are  to  he  underpinned  hy  the  suhwav 
structure  itself,  in  which  case  any  additional  uudcipimiiiig 
should  he  held  to  he  an  extra  ;  or  whether  it  relates  to  any 
other  underpinning  which,  hy  the  general  terms  found  on 
page  4.  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made,  is  to  he 
included  as  part  of  the  cost  of  the  contract-price. 

4.  Tf  the  work  he  not  ordered  and  settlement  of 
the  huilding  results,  is  the  contractor  still  responsil)le 
for  any  damage  to  the  building,  even  though  any  dam- 
age to  the  building  cannot  be  directly  charged  to  the 
failure  to  take  the  above-named  precaution  ( 

If  the  dauuige  does  not  ri'sult  from  the  failure  to  under- 
pin where  necessary,  the  liability  of  the  contractor  might 
result  from  paragraph  81  of  the  specifications,  but  thc^ 
question  would  depend  very  largely  upon  all  the  facts  and 
circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  and  especially  on  the 
answer  to  the  question  to  what  cause  the  settling  of  the 
structure  might  be  due.  But  I  may  say  in  this  connection 
that  if  underpinning  is  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  the 
settling  of  the  b\iilding — that  is,  City  Hall,  or  any  other 
building— the  Director  should  not  fail  to  order  it  to  be 
done. 

The  foregoing  answers  to  yonr  (picstions  arc  l)ascd  soU>ly 
upon  the  contract  aiid  specifications.  4'hcre  are  two  con- 
siderations occurring  to  me,  however,  which  may  affect 
the  conclusions  reached,  but  as  to  which  1  have  not  the 
material  to  enable  me  to  apply  them.  These  are:  First, 
whether  the  plans  of  the  work  upon  which  the  bids  were 
invited  do  or  do  not  show  other  underpinning  as  required 
to  sustain  the  building  or  buildings  in  question,  besides 
that  furnished  by  the  walls,  columns  and  roof  of  the  sul)- 
way  itself.     And  secondly,  whether  the  underpinning  con- 
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eerning  which  yon  inquire  is  really  incidental  to  the  prin- 
cipal (Inmp  snni)  contract,  or  to  the  additional  work  after- 
wards fonnd  to  be  necessary  in  placing  new  fonndations 
under  the  City  Hall  building,  and  which  itself  has  been 
treated  as  extra  work.  These  two  elements  would  have  an 
important  bearing  upon  your  questions,  as  you  will  readily 
perceive.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  December  12,  1916,  you 
forward  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  President  Judge  of 
the  Mtinicipal  Court,  in  which  he  requests  that  you  exe- 
cute affidavits  in  order  to  assist  in  securing  the  funds  for 
the  support  of  deserted  wife  and  children,  and  that  if  in 
doubt  you  inquire  of  this  Department  as  to  your  duty  in 
the  premises. 

My  predecessor,  the  Hon.  ^Lichael  J.  Ryan,  on  June 
2,  1914^  advised  the  then  Director  of  your  Department 
that  the  prosecution  of  all  proceedings  in  desertion  cases 
had  been,  under  the  decision  of  the  President  Judge  of  the 
.Municipal  Court,  transferred  to  the  District  Attorney's 
office,  and  that  in  view  of  this  decision  and  of  Section  7 
of  the  Act  of  July  12,  1913,  P.  L.  711,  establishing  that 
Court,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  of  Philadel- 
phia to  serve  all  writs,  or  processes,  issuing  out  of  the  said 
Court,  and  it  was,  therefore,  not  the  duty  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  serve  warrants  of 
seizure. 
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But  tlic  Act  of  \S\-2  and  ilie  Act  of  1S;5(;.  niakiiiii-  it  the 
dutv  of  the  Overseers  or  Guardians  of  the  Poor  to  execute 
and  serve  warrants  of  seizure  (and  which  duty  devolves 
on  your  Department),  have  not  been  repealed  in  so  far  as 
tJie  ('Xficuiio)i  of  ihc  affirlavils  for  the  warrants  is  con- 
cerned. 

I  am.  therefore,  of  opinion  that  it  is  still  the  duty  of 
the  Depai'tment  of  TFealth  and  Charities  to  make  the  affi- 
davit uj)on  which  a  warrant  of  seizure  shall  issue,  and 
that  such  warrants  should  then  l)e  turned  over  to  the 
Sheriff's  otHce  for  actual  ser\ice. 

The  County  of  Philadelphia,  through  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Charities,  is  responsible  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  care  of  deserted  wives  and  children,  and  npon 
that  theory  it  should  co-operate  with  the  tril)nnal  in  which 
such  deserting'  husbands  and  fathers  are  prosecuted,  by 
executing  affidavits  for  the  seizure  of  funds  in  order  that 
the  County  nuiy  be  relieved  of,  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  s\U'h  deserted  wives  and  children.

Dear  Sii;: — In  a  letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  of  14th  inst.  he  refers  to  certain  prop- 
erty in  the  Forty-fifth  Ward,  selected  and  appropriated 
by  Councils  for  sewage  disjxisal  purposes,  as  to  which  the 
work  necessary  for  the  erecti(ni  of  the  sewage  disposal 
])lant  has  been    directed   and   appropriation    made  to   pay 
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therefor.  As  the  first  instalhnent  of  work  will  not  occupy 
the  entire  tract  of  land,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks 
whether  "the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  the  riolit 
to  lease  temporarily  certain  portions  of  this  tract  of  ground 
to  private  parties,  prior  to  its  need  by  the  City  for  use 
for  sewage  disposal  purposes ;"  and  he  refers  "to  a  prac- 
tice which  seems  to  affirm  this  procedure,  i.  e.,  the  leasing- 
of  portions  of  the  Cambria  reservoir  site  for  athletic  fields 
^until  needed  for  municipal  use.'  " 

The  instance  cited  is  not  in  point,  because  the  leasing 
of  the  Cambria  Reservoir  site  was  at  the  instance  of  -Coun- 
cils and  not  by  the  sole  authority  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  or  any  other  executive  department ;  sec- 
ondly, because  the  Cambria  Reservoir  site  is  devoted  to  a 
use  which  is,  at  least,  semi-public,  to  wit :  for  athletic 
fields  for  the  Alumni  Associations  of  the  various  High 
Schools  of  the  City ;  and  third,  it  may  be  said  with  respect 
to  that  instance  that  a  Bill  in  Equity  has  been  filed  and 
was  heard  within  a  few  days  attacking  the  validity  of 
such  a  letting,  even  with  authority  of  Councils.  Until  a 
decision  is  given  by  the  Court  in  that  case,  therefore,  it 
would  seem  to  be  premature  to  discuss  the  right  of  the 
City  to  lease  to  private  parties  condemned  property  pend- 
ing its  utilization  for  public  purposes.  And,  in  any  event, 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  would  not  have  the  right 
so  to  lease  it  unless  distinctly  authorized  to  do  so  by  ordi- 
nance.

Dear  Sir: — A"ou  inquire  in  your  letter  of  18th  inst. 
whether  "Fraternity  TTouses"  are  within  the  provisions  of 
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tlic  Ilousiiiii-  and  Saiiitntion  Act  of-  101.").  so  as  to  require 
iiisj)ectioii  and  licensiiiii'  liy  vour  Department,  by  reason 
of  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  that  Act.  That 
part  of  Section  4  hearini>'  upon  your  inquiry  7-ciuls  as  fol- 
lows : 

"The  term  'rooming-house'  shall  mean  and  include 
any  house  or  building-,  or  portion  thereof,  not  a  lodg- 
ing house  within  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  Assend)ly 
of  July  second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five  (Pamphlet  Laws,  four  hundred  and 
twenty-eight),  and  not  a  tenement  or  inn,  and  in 
which  persons,  either  as  single  individuals  or  as  fami- 
lies, are  liarbored  or  received,  housed  or  lodged,  for 
hire  or  otherwise,  for  a  single  day  or  night  or  for  a 
longer  period;  provided  that  this  shall  not  include  a 
dwelling  where  less  than  five  persons  are  so  received 
and  lodged." 

T  understand  a  Fraternity  House  to  be  a  dwelling  occu- 
pied by  a  numl)er  of  students  of  a  college  or  university, 
who  support  the  house  by  joint  contribution,  and  that  it  is 
not  run  for  profit,  the  expenses  of  the  rent,  table  and  other 
housekeeping  necessities  being  defrayed  from  the  said 
contributions  of  the  students,  there  thus  being  no  pro- 
prietor of  the  establishment. 

If  such  is  the  case,  1  am  of  opinion  that  the  students 
occupying  the  premises  are  not  "harbored  or  received, 
boused  or  lodged,  for  hire  or  otherwise,''  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  statute,  and  hence  that  a  Fraternity  House  is 
not  intended  to  be  included  in  the  foregoing  langaiage; 
and  that  inspection  and  licensing  thereof  by  your  Depart- 
ment is  not  required.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  the  20tli  inst.  you  refer 
to  a  bill  of  $5.25  due  to  the  ''Philadelphia  Item"  for  ad- 
vertising; in  1913  for  the  demolition  of  buildings  in  the 
City  Hall  courtyard  used  for  the  Water  Conservation  Ex- 
hibit, held  in  October,  1912,  and  in  view  of  the  decision 
of  the  Superior  Court  that  former  Director  Cooke  is  liable 
individually  for  materials,  etc.,  furnished  in  connection 
with  said  exhibit,  you  inquire  as  to  your  duty  with  re- 
spect to  the  said  claim  of  $5.25. 

Mr.  Cooke  was  held  liable  because  Councils  had  not 
made  any  appropriation,  and  his  incurring  of  expendi- 
rure  was  unauthorized  and  not  binding  upon  the  City,  and 
therefore  he  was  compelled  to  respond  to  these  claims  per- 
sonally. 

The  bill  of  the  "Philadelphia  Item"  as  to  which  you 
in(|uire  differs  from  these  claims,  because  Councils  have 
made  a  specific  appropriation  to  pay  it.  You  may,  there- 
fore, draw  a  warrant  for  that  purpose  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  appropriation. 

You  further  ask  what  should  be  your  future  reply  to 
inquiries  on  this  subject,  as  you  are  in  receipt  of  verbal 
and  written  requests  as  to  when  the  various  accounts  will 
be  paid.  In  so  far  as  Councils  have  not  made  any  appro- 
priation, your  reply  should  be  that  the  City  is  not  liable  in 
the  premises  and  that  the  claimants  must  take  such  action 
as  they  are  advised  would  be  proper.  If  Councils  have 
made  appropriations  covering  any  part  of  these  claims, 
then  you  should  pay  them  in  accordance  therewith.

Dkar  Sir: — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  ()ctol)er  ISth 
as  to  the  legality  of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  antliorize  the 
improvement  of  Frankford  avenue,  State  road  or  Tacony 
street,  and  Rhawn  street,  and  providing-  for  certain  pay- 
ments by  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holnu^sburg  Street 
Kailway  Company  and  the  filing  of  a  bond. 

This  ordinance,  while  somewhat  crude  in  its  phrase- 
ology, is  probably  legal  in  the  sense  that  it  could  be  sus- 
tained. The  proviso  stipulates  for  payments  by  the 
Frankford,  Tacony  and  llohnesburg  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany to  the  City  annually,  on  a  sliding  scale,  beginning 
Avith  $.3,000  per'year  and  reaching  $r),0()0  yearly  in  lO^H, 
this  to  he  "in  lieu  of  all  former  obligations  for  payment 
of  car  license  fees,  street  paving  and  maintenance,  and 
snow  removal."  The  propriety  of  the  acceptance  of  such 
annual  payments  by  the  City  in  lieu  of  the  obligation, 
among  others,  which  rests  upon  the  Tiailwav  Company  of 
keeping  in  good  repair  the  streets  over  which  its  line  runs, 
is  for  Councils  to  decide,  and  it  is  for  those  l)odies  to  as- 
sume the  responsibility  for  such  an  arrangement  should 
they  see  fit.

Dear  Sir: — You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  recent  date 
whether  the  cost  of  relocating  and  reconstructino'  the  tracks 
of  the  Ilolmesburg,  Taconv  and  Frankford  Street  TJail- 
wav  Company  should  be  paid  out  of  loan  funds  set  aside 
for  the  construction  of  the  extension  of  the  Frankford 
Avenue  Elevated  road,  from  Dyre  street  to  Ehawn  street ; 
and  also  whether  any  portion  of  the  cost  of  widening  and 
regulating  the  street  so  as  to  conform  to  the  official  plans 
is  properly  chargeable  against  the  same  funds,  or  whether 
all  this  work  must  be  specially  provided  for  by  specific 
authorizing  ordinances. 

I  do  not  think  specific  ordinances  are  necessary.  So 
much  of  the  cost  as  is  to  be  paid  by  the  City  may  be 
taken  from  the  loan  funds,  and  this  would  apply  especially 
to  the  cost  of  widening  and  regulating  the  street  to  con- 
form to  the  official  plan.  I  question,  however,  whether  the 
cost  of  relocating  and  reconstructing  the  tracks  of  the 
Ilolmesburg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany should  be  paid  by  the  City  at  all,  or  whether  under 
the  ordinances  of  January  21,  1891,  and  December  2:], 
1892,  to  which  you  refer,  and  under  the  general  require- 
ments of  street  railway  companies  operating  in  the  streets 
of  the  City,  that  Company  should  not  be  itself  at  the  cost 
of  relocating  and  reconstructing  its  tracks. 

I  understand  that  Councils  are  considering  at  this  time 
an  ordinance  changing  the  pecuniary  lia1)ility  of  this  Com- 
pany to  the  City  as  fixed  by  the  earlier  ordinances  re- 
ferred to ;  but  even  if  the  proposed  ordinance  should  be 
passed  this  would  not  affect  the  responsibility  of  the  Com- 
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])an_v  wirh  respect  to  rlie  veloi-atioii  and  reconstruction  of

Dkak  Sin: — ^'ou  stnid  nie  copy  of  a  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils authorizinsi  and  rcijuestinii'  the  Mayor  to  pay  the  sum 
of  .$l,r)00  for  transportation  of  the  officials  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  out  of  the  appro{)riation  to  him  i'nv 
official  entertainment,  and  that  warrants  may  be  drawn 
and  countersiiiued  accordingly.  In  view  of  this  resolu- 
tion, you  request  an  opinion  whether  you  would  be  justi- 
fied in  countersigning  the  warrants  and  refer  to  the 
opinion  of  my  predecessor  of  June  lo,  191o,  in  re  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  payment  of  the  historical  pageant's 
expenses  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  pp.  iHl)-.")!  ),  in  whi'-h 
you  were  told  that  the  warrants  therein  jn'ovided  for 
shoidd  not  be  countersigned. 

In  the  present  case  I  understand  that  the  ('ity  of  Pliila- 
delphia  entertained  the  State  Grange,  and  the  expenses 
now  jiroposed  to  be  borne  by  the  City  are  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  representatives  of  that  body  to  and  from 
the  City. 

In  Tatham  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  2  AV.  X.  C.  .-.(U, 
it  was  held  bv  the  late  Judges  Hare  and  ^litchell  that 
Councils  have  powder  to  make  appropriations  ftu-  the  exten- 
sion of  the  hospitality  of  the  'City  to  distinguished  guests 
or  the  appropriate  celebration  of  public  occasions.     A  like 
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view  was  held  in  a  later  ease  with  respect  to  expenditure 
of  transportation  of  a  committee  accompanying  the  Liberty 
Bell  on  one  of  its  journeys,  and  at  other  times  the  Courts 
have  expressed  the  like  opinion.  The  opinion  of  the  City 
Solicitor  with  reference  to  the  Pageant  was  founded  upon 
the  decision  of  the  Court  in  the  case  of  Blankenburg  r.s. 
Philadelphia,  20  D.  R.  531,  which  latter  case  was  con- 
cerned with  the  dinner  tendered  to  Mr.  Hammerstein. 
Both  the  decision  of  the  Court  in  the  latter  case  and  tlie 
opinion  of  my  predecessor  proceeded  upon  the  ground 
that  the  money  in  question  in  those  two  instances  was  to 
be  expended  for  private  uses,  and  not  for  public  or  official 
entertaining.  In  the  present  case  an  appropriation  for 
official  entertaining  has  already  been  made  and  the  reso- 
lution, concerning  which  you  inquire,  simply  authorizes 
the  Mayor  to  use  the  money  so  provided  for  the  trans- 
portation expenses  of  a  body  which  the  City  has  enter- 
tained. I  think  the  analogy  is  closer  to  the  Tatham  case 
and  other  similar  cases  than  to  those  connected  with  the 
Hammerstein  dinner  or  the  Historical  Pageant  matter, 
which,  by  the  way,  is  still  in  litigation  in  the  Courts. 

I,  therefore,  advise  you  that  in  view  of  the  direction 
of  Councils  you  would  be  justitied  in  countersigning  the 
warrant  or  warrants.

Begulation  of  Malt-ing,  Storage,  Etc.,  of  Chemicals  and 
Explosives.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  Secretary  asks  me  to  inform  you 
whether  certain  ordinances  now  before  you  for  approval 
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or  disapproval  arc  legal.  The  proposed  (udiiiaiu-es  amend 
four  ordinances  of  April  2,  1901,  reiiulating  the  nianu- 
faetnre,  transportation,  storage,  etc.,  of  certain  chemicals 
and  high  explosives.  The  said  ordinances  of  1!)01  were 
validated,  and  the  right  conferred  on  cities  of  the  first 
class  ro  pass  subsequent  ordinances  of  this  character  was 
given  by  Act  of  June  4,  1!)01,  P.  L.  3(11.  The  present 
amendments  to  the  ordinances  are  for  the  purpose  of  at- 
taching license  fees  for  the  various  applicaiious.  or  li- 
censes, required  by  the  ordinances,  which  heretofore  have 
been  granted  gratuitously.  The  said  fees  vary  fi-om  $1 
to  $50  for  each  application  or  license. 

The  Act  of  1901  is  silent  upon  the  subject  of  license 
fees,  simply  giving  the  general  power  to  cities  of  the  first 
class  ''to  regulate  by  ordinance"  the  subjects  in  question. 
Xevertheless,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  incidental  power 
to  exact  fees  for  the  granting  of  applications  or  the  giving 
of  licenses  in  these  matters  is  implied  in  the  power  to 
regiilate.  This  must,  however,  be  understood  with  some 
(|nalification.  License  fees  of  the  character  of  these  must 
bear  a  reasonable  proportion  to  the  expense  entailed  l)y 
granting  licenses  and  incidental  to  the  general  supervision 
of  the  subject.  Under  the  guise  of  license  fees  in  aid  of 
the  police  powers  of  the  municipality,  it  is  not  peraiissible 
to  exact  charges  having  in  view  the  raising  of  revenue 
rather  than  to  defray  the  expenses  to  w'hich  the  City  is 
put.  or  which  may  be  inferred  as  arising  out  of  the  matter. 

"The  power  to  license  and  regulate  particular 
branches  of  business  or  specified  matters  is  usually 
a  police  pa^^er,  but  when  license  fees  or  exactions 
are  plainly  imposed  fpr  the  sole  or  main  purpose  of 
revenue  the}'  are  in  effect  taxes," 

and  as  such  are  improper  and  illegal.  Vol.  4,  Dillon 
Municipal  Corporations,  5th  Edition,  p.  2461,  Section 
1408. 

As  to  the  larger  fees  embodied  in  these  amendments, 
therefore,  I  think  it  gravely  doubtful  whether  these  can 
be  sustained  as  proper  incidents  of  police  regiilation, 
rather  than  as  disguised  taxation,  while  it  is  probable  that 
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the  smaller  of  these  fees  would  be  held  proper  for  the  pur- 
pose in  view.  In  Appendices  of  Common  Councils,  237, 
238  and  246,  the  larg-e  and  small  fees  are  indiscriminately 
embraced  in  the  proposed  amendments.  In  Appendix  239 
the  fee  for  application  for  the  selling,  etc.,  or  transporta- 
tion of  high  explosives  is  fixed  at  $5,  and  the  application 
for  the  privilege  of  blasting  with  and  using  high  explo- 
sives is  subject  to  a  fee  of  $2.  The  latter  (Appendix  No. 
239)  would,  in  all  probabilitv,  not  be  held  illegal  in  so  far 
as  concerns  the  amount  thus  fixed.  As  to  the  other  amend- 
ments proposed,  while  they  are  perhaps  not  sustainable  in 
their  entirety,  some  of  the  fees  fixed  undoubtedly  are  rea- 
sonable as  incidental  police  charges.  These,  however, 
cannot  be  separated  by  you  from  the  others  in  acting  upon 
the  ordinances,  and  I  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
suggestion  that  you  refrain  from  vetoing  them,  leaving 
any  question  which  may  arise  as  to  the  legality  of  the  fees 
designated  to  be  hereafter  judicially  determined.

Proposed  Contract  Between  City  and  Rapid  Transit

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  De- 
cember 28th,  wherein  you  submit  certain  questions  in  the 
above  matter.    * 

In  my  judgment,  the  greater  part  of  your  letter  is  pre- 
mature at  this  time  for  the  reason  that  the  proposition 
submitted  by  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company 
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to  tlio  flavor  is  not  a  contract  l)iit  n  sug-gestion  of  terms, 
wliicli  imist  siihscqnonth'  he  oiiiUodicd  in  a  written  con- 
tract.  It  is  tpiite  impossible  to  answer  yonr  (piestions  in 
detail  for  the  additional  reason  that  some  one  mnst  prt^ 
pare  this  contract  and  the  qnestions  that  you  raise  must 
at  that  time  be  considered  and  disposed  of,  and  becanse 
in  the  absence  of  such  a  contract  to  which  the.v  are  appli- 
cable, they  are  not  snfhciently  concrete  in  character. 

With  this  (jiialiHcation,  and  in  so  fai'  as  it  is  possible 
to  answer  your  inquiries  specitically,  1  would  say: 

To  the  first — in  the  absence  of  anything  more  definite 
than  that  contained  in  the  proposition,  my  judgment  is 
that  the  Department  of  City  Transit  will  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  operation  of  the  lines  of  the  TMiiladelphia 
liapid  Transit  Company,  but  will  have  such  control,  di- 
rection and  supervision  of  the  high-speed  lines  of  the  'City 
as  necessarily  come  under  its  jurisiliction.  As  to  actual 
operation  of  the  leased  lines,  the  terms  of  the  contract 
would  be  determinative. 

The  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  (piestions  can- 
not at  this  time -be  considered  in  the  absence  of  a  contract. 

The  seventh  question  is  the  one  it  was  arranged  at  the 
conference  held  at  the  office  of  the  Mayor  that  yon  were 
to  consider.  As  I  understood  at  that  time,  you  were  to 
analyze  this  proposition  and  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor 
as  to  exactly  what  was  the  meaning  and  eifect  of  the  clause 
respecting  the  readjustment  of  the  rate  of  fare.  This  sub- 
ject will  have  to  be  definitely  determined  and  stated 
clearly  in  the  contract. 

In  connection  with  this,  the  contract  of  1007  definitely 
fixed  a  rate,  or  rates,  of  fare,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
interpreted  and  sustained  this  clause  in  the  cases  of  Phila- 
delphia vs.  Philadelphia  liapid  Transit  Company  (22-1: 
Pa.  544;  228  Pa.  325).  My  judgment  is  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  rate  of  fare,  as  well  as  any  future  adjustment 
of  it,  must  be  definitely  fixed  in  the  contracit  in  such  a  way 
as  to  clear  up  this  matter  and  not  leave  it  to  chance  or 
judicial  determination,  or  to  the  will  of  any  person,  for 
if  it  were  left  in  an  undetermined  state,  the  contract  would 
have  to  be  amended  each  time  a  new  adjustment  of  fares 
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niight  be  made,  which  would  have  to  be  by  ordinance  of 
Councils,  duly  signed  by  the  Mayor.  My  judgment  in 
this  respect  is  that  whatever  is  done  as  to  the  matter  of 
fares  must  be  done  in  unambiguous  and  precise  terms  in 
the  written  contract. 

This  answers  your  eighth  question  as  well.  The  Public 
Service  Commission  must  approve  of  the  contract,  includ- 
ing all  its  terms.

Bridge  Over  Delaware  River.

Gentlemen  : — In  your  communication  of  December 
22d  you  ask  whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  au- 
thority, under  existing  Acts  of  Assembly,  to  authorize  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  Delaware  river,  between 
Philadelphia  and  Camden,  in  connection  with  the  several 
counties  lying  east  of  the  river  in  Xew  Jersey,  and  to 
make  regulations  for  the  control  and  operation  of  such 
bridge,  including  the  collecting  of  toll. 

A  bridge  across  a  navigable  stream  may  be  an  obstruc- 
tion to  navigation,  and  can  be  built  only  with  the  assent 
of  the  United  States  Government.  The  Act  of  Con2;ress 
of  May  19,  189(3  (-30  Statute  Laws,  1151,  Section  9), 
provides : 
18 
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'*Tliat  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  coiistnu't  or  coni- 
meiif'O  the  construotiou  of  any  bridge,  dam,  dike,  or 
causeway  over  or  in  any  port,  roadsfead,  haven,  har- 
bor, canal,  naviaablc  river^  or  other  navigable  water 
of  the  United  States  until  the  consent  of  Conaress  to 
the  building  of  such  structures  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained and  until  the  plans  for  the  same  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers and  by  the  Secretary  of  War:  Provided,  That 
such  structures  may  be  built  under  authority  of  the 
legislature  of  a  State  across  rivers  and  other  water- 
ways, the  navigable  portions  of  wdiich  lie  wholly 
within  tlie  limits  of  a  single  State,  provided  the  lo- 
cation and  plans  thereof  are  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  Engineers  and  by  the  Secretary 
of  War  before  construction  is  commenced:  And.  pro- 
vided further,  That  when  plans  for  any  bridge  or 
other  structure  have  been  approved  by  the  Chief  of 
Engineers  and  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  to  deviate  from  such  plans  either  before  or 
after  completion  of  the  structure,  unless  the  modifica- 
tion of  said  plans  has  previously  been  submitted  to 
and  received  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers and  of  the  Secretary  of  War."' 

I  might  add  that  there  was  passed  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  June  1-i,  1895,  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  Vol.  28,  189:5- 
95,  p.  92,  Chapter  105,  ''to  authorize  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Xew  Jersey  Railroad  Companies,  or  either  of  them, 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  over  the  Delaware 
river,  between  the  States  of  Xew  Jersey  and  Pennsvl- 
vania,"  under  which  the  existing  bridge  was  constructed. 

It  follows  that  the  assent  of  the  United  States  authorities 
is  necessary  to  the  building  of  a  bridge  or  bridges  between 
the  two  States  across  the  Delaware  river;  and  in  order  that 
the  City  may,  either  of  its  own  initiative  or  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Xew  Jersey  Commission,  proceed  \vith  the 
construction  of  such  bridge,  legislative  authority  from  the 
State  would,  I  think,  also  first  have  to  be  procured.  The 
amount  of  the  City's  debt  and  borrowing  power  would, 
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uioroover,  require  to.be  considered  if  the  "feasibility"  of 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  bridge,  as  referred  to  in 
the  ordinance  of  February  18,  1916,  is  intended  to  em- 
brace these  various  elements. 

In  my  opinion,  however,  the  duty  of  your  Committee  is 
concerned  only  vi^ith  the  practical  matters  involved,  that 
is  to  say,  those  which  relate  to  engineering  problems  and 
the  like,  together  with  questions  of  costs,  etc.,  and  similar 
subjects  of  inquiry.  This  view  is  supported  by  the  lan- 
guage of  the  ordinance,  which  authorizes  your  Commission 
merely  to  "investigate  the  engineering  and  financial  feasi- 
bility" of  the  project.
